(Continued.) 

On the 6th, I received the following rcvefaj 
lion; given May, 1833: 

Verily thus saith the Lord, it shall come to 
iass that every soul who forsaketh their sins 
and cometh unto me, arid calleth on my name, 
and obeycth my voice, and keepeth my com- 
mandment^ shell see my face, and know that 
I am, and that I am the true light that light- 
elh every man that cometh into the %vorM: and 
that I am in the Father and the Father in me, 
and the Father and I are one: the Father be- 
cause he feave me of his fulncs?; uud ihe Son 
because I wr.a in the world rmd nnd » fl-sh my 
tabernacle, and dwth among the sons of men: 
I was In the world and received of my Faiiu r 
and the works of him were plainly manifest; 
and John saw and bore record of the fuln ss of 
my glory; and the fulness of John's record is 
hereafter to be revealed: And he bore record, 
eayin^ I saw his glory t!-sat he was in the be- 
ginning before the world was; therefore, in the 
beginning the Word was; for he was the Word, 
even the messenger of salvation, the light and 
the Redeemer of the world ; the Spirit of truth, 
who came into the world beeou>e the world 
Was made by him; and in him was the life of 
men r.nd the light of men. The worlds were 
made by birc. Men ttere made bv him. All 
ihings were made hy hira, and through him, 
*aud tfhim: And I John bare record thai I be- 
held his gWy, as ihe tlory of the Only Begot- 
ten of the Father, full of grace and truth ; even 
the Spirit of (tilth which came and dwelt in the 
flesh, and dwelt among u-. 

And I John *aw that he received not of the 
ffulnew at ihe first, but received grace for grace : 
and he received not of the fulness at first, but 
continued from grace to grace, until he receiv- 
ed a fuller: an 'J thus he was called the Son 
of God, because he received not of the fulness 
at the first. And I John bare record, and lo 
the heavens were opened and the Holy Ghost 
descended upon him in the form uf a dove, and 
sat upon him, and there an;c a voice out of 
heaven saying, tfcifl is my beloved Son, And 
I John bare record that he received a fulness of 
the glory of the Father; and he received all 
power, bath in heaven and on earth; arid the 

was with him, for lie dwelt 
in him, P1 ^ * 

And it *hftll come to pas.* that if you are 
faithful, you shall receive the fulness of the 
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record of JoIm. 1 ^;;e unto you these sayings 
that voa may understand and know how to 
worship, and know what you worship, that 
you tray come unto the Father in my name, 
arid h\ due time rec ive of his fulness for if you 
keep my commandmmts yon shall receive of 
his fulness and bs glorified in me as lam in 
the Father; therefoje, I say unto you, yoii 
shall receive grace for grace. 

And now venly I say unto you, I was in th6 
beginning with the Father, and am the fust 
born; and all those who ore begotten through 
me, are partakers oT the glory of the same, and 
are the church of the first born* Ye were also 
in the beginning with the Father: that which 
is Spirit, even the Spirit of tnith : and iruih is 
knowledge of things as they are, and as they 
were and as they are to come ; and whatsoever jg 
more ot lees than this, is^ihe spirit of that wicked 
one, who was a liar from the be^innin^, Th£ 
Spirit of truth h of God: I am the Spirit of truth. 
And John bore record of me saying, he received 
a fulness <f truth ; yea, even of all truth, and no 
man reeeiveih a fulness unless he keepeth his 
commandment?. He that keepeth his com- 
mandments, rrceiveth truth and light, until he 
is glorified in truth, and knoweth oil things. 

Man wa* also in the beginning with God* — 
Intelligence, or the light of truth was not crea- 
ted or made, neither indeed can be. All truth 
is independent in thai sphere in which God has 
placed ir, to act fjr itself, as all intelligence a!* 
80j otherwise there ia no existence. Behold 
here ia ihe a^enjv of man. and here is the con- 
demnation of man because that which waft 
from the beginning is plainly manifest unto 
them, and th^y receive not the light. And ev- 
er v man whose spirit receiveih not the light, ia 
under condemnation, for man is spirit. The 
elements are eternal, and spirit and element^ 
inseparably connected, receiveth a fulness of 
joy; and when separated, man cannot receive 
a fulness of joy. The elements are the taber- 
nacle of God; yea, man is ihe tabernacle of 
God, even temples; and whatsoever temple if 
defiled, God &hr,H destroy l hat temple. * 

The glory of God is inselligence, or, in other 
wordi, light and truth: liirht and truth forea^ 
Urth that evil one. Every spirit of man was 
innocent in the beginning, and God having re* 
deemed man from the fill, men became again 
in their infant state, innocent before God. And 
that wicked one cometh rnd takcth away light 
and tfu ! , through disobedience, from the chiU 
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dren of men, and because of the tradition of 
their father*. But I have commanded you, to 
bring up your children in light and truth: but 
vetVy I srfy unto you, ray servant Frederick G. 
Williams, you have continued under this con- 
demnation ; yon have not taught your children 
light and truth, according to the command- 
menti, and that wicked one haih power, as yet, 
over you, and this is the cause of jour afflic- 
tion. And now a commandment I give unto 
you, if you will be delivered, you shall set in 
order your own houee, for there are inanvMhings 
that are not right in your house. 

Verily I say unto my servant Sidney Rigdon, | 
that in fome things he hath not kept the com- 
mandment?, concerning his children: there- 
fore, firstly set in order thy house. 

Verily I say unro my servant Joseph Smithy 
jr. or, in other #ords, I will call you friendd, 
for you are my friends, and ye shall have an in- 
heritance with me. I called you servants for 
the world's sake, and ye ore, their servants for 
my sake, and now verily I say un*o Joseph 
Smith jr. you have not kept the command 
ments, and must needs stand rebuked before 
the Lord. Your family must needs repent and 
forsake some things, and give more earnest 
heed unto your sayings or ^ 5 removed out of 
their place. What I say unto one I say unto 
all: pray always lest that wicked one have 
power in you, and removs you out of your 
place. 

My servant Newel K. Whitney, also a bish- 
op' of my church, hath need to be chastened 
and set in order his family, and see that Ihey 
are more diligent and concerned at home* and 
£ray felw&ys or they shall b2 removed out ol 
their place. 

Now f say unto you, my friends, let my ser- 
vant Sidney Rigdon go his journey, and make 
baste, and a'so proclaim the acceptable year oi 
the Lord, and the gospel of salvation, as I shall 
give him utterance, and by your prayer of faith 
with one consent, I will uphold him. 

And let my servants Joseph Smith, jr. and 
Frederick t3. Williams, moke haste also, and it 
shall be given them even according to the pray- 
fet bf faith, and inb&uuch as you keep my say. 
ings; ybu shall not be confounded in this world 
nor in the world to come. 

And verily I say unto you, that it is my will 
that you should hasten to translate my scrip- 
tures, and to obtain a knowledge of hiilory, 
and of countries, and of kingdoms, of laws of 
God and man, and all this for the salvation of 
Zion. Amen. 

Revelation given same date : 

And again, verily 1 say unto you my friends; 
i commandment 1 give unto you, that ye ehal 



commence a work of laying out and preparing 
a beginning and foundation of the city of the 
stake of Zion, here in the land of Kirtland, be- 
;gin;.ing at my house: and behold it must be 
done according to the pattern which I bar*, 
given unto you. And let the first lot on the 
south, be consecrated unto me for the building 
of an house for the presidency, for the woik of 
the presidrncy, in obtaining levehiiions; and 
for the work of the ministry of the presidency^ 
in all things pertaining to the church and king- 
dom < 

Veii'y I sav unto you, that u shall be bui)| 
fifty-five by sixty -five feet in the width there, 
of, and in the length thereof, in the inner court b 
and there shall be a lower court, and an high J 
er court, according to the pattern which shall 
be given un T o you hereafter : and it shall be 
dedicated unto the Lord from the foundation 
thereof, according to the order of the priest- 
hood, according to the pattern which shall be 
ffiven unto you hereafter : and it shall be whol- 
iy dedicated unio the Lord ior the work of the 
presidency- And ye shall not suffer any un- 
clean thing to come in unto it; and my gLry 
shall be there, and my presence shall be there: 
but if there shall come into it any unc'tan 
thing my glory shall not be there; and my 
presence shall not come into it. 

And again, verify I say unio you, the second 
lot on the south sha!l be dedicated unto me fur 
the building of an house u&to me, for the work 
of the printing of the translation of my scrip- 
tures, and all things, whatsoever I shall com- 
mand you; end it sho.ll be fifty five by sixty 
five feet in the width thereof, and the lcn^tli 
thereof in the inner court; and there shall be a 
lower and a higher court; and this house shall 
be wholly dedicated unto the Lord from the 
foundation thereof, for the work of the print- 
ing, in all things whatsoever I shall command 
you, to be holy, undefiled, according to the 
pa'tern in all things, as it si all be given unto 
you. 

And on the third lot shall my servant H) rum 
Smith receive his inheritance. And on the 
first and second lots on the north shall my ser- 
vants Revnolds Cahoon and Jared Carter re- 
ceive their inheritance, that they may do the 
work which I have appointed unto them, to be 
a committee to build mine houses, according 
to the commandment, which I the Lord God 
have given un'o you. These two houses are 
not to be built until 1 give unitf you a com* 
mandment concerning them. 

And now 1 give unto you no more at this 
time. Amen. 

The signs of the times continued to attract 
the atten'ion of the w'orld. The cholera had 
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broke out at Hnvfinna, and it was reporte d that 
five hundred hod perished daily, and Oporto 
wng experiencing the same calamity. An in. 
fluenzawas ra^ingatSt, Petersburg Russia; 

more limn one hundred thousand were suffering 

* ^ 

from its influence , and it wa«i reported to 
more violent at Moscow. So dreadful was the 
effects of the cholera which spread consterna- 
tion among the inhabitants of the earth, that it 
was reported that the eyes of tome of the af- 
flicted, bum from their sockets. A treaty wa* 
entered into QDoui this time, with several tribes 
of Indians, some to be located on the east of 
the Winnebago lake, and others to be remov- 
ed west of the Mississippi. See Evening and 
Morning Star, p. 190. 

Great preparations were making to com- 
mence a house of theL >rd; and, notwithstand- 
ing the church was poor, yet, our uni'.y, har- 
mony and charity abounded to strengthen us 
to do the commandments of the Lord. 

Note A. A council had previous 1 }' been 
held in Norton township, Medina county, Ohio 
at which Sidney Rigdon presided . The coun' 
cil took into consideration the standing of 

Baldwin Welton, Aaron Smith, and 

Hays, tlJers; and James Eraden priest; and 
decided that their ordinations were illegal, and 
that the churches bhould not receive them in 
their several offices. The doing* of the coun- 
cil were received, and sanctioned by the first 
presidency, viz: Joseph Smith jum, Sidney 
Rigdon, and F. G. William*, and entered on 
record in Kirf[and, May 1 h, 1833. See B. 291. 
To the Church of Chrit in 

We ieel under obligations to write to lou 
as well as to all the brethren of the different 
branches; and we do this, thai jou, with us 
may exert yourselves to brirg about the fulfil- 
ment of the command of the Lord concerning 
the establishing, or pn paring a house, wherein 
the elders, who have been command, d of the 
Lord so to do, may gather themselves together 
and pre. are all thi ngs, and call a solemn as- 
Fernbiy, and treasure up words of wisdom, that 
they may go forth to the Gentiles for the last 
tune; and now, in order to accomplish line, we 
are directed, jea, we are under the necessity 
to call on the whole church, as a body, that 
they make every possible exertion to aid tern, 
porally, as well as spiritually, in this great 
work that the Lard is beginning, and is about 
to accomplish; and unless we fulfil this com- 
mand, viz: establish an house, and prepare all 
things necessary whereby the elders may gath- 
er into a school, called the schcol of the prcph- j 
ete, and receive that instruction which the 
Lord designs they should receive, we may all 
despair of obtaining the great blessing that 



God has promised to the faithful of the church 
of Christ: therefore, it is as important, as our 
salvation, that we obey this, above mentioned 
command, as well as all the commandments of 

the Lord* 

Therefore, brethren, we wrote this episile to 
you, to stir up your minds to make that exer- 
tion which the Lord requires of you, to lend a 
temporal aid in these things above written ; and 
in order that you may know how to conduct 
the business, we will reiate what we have done 
and are doing here* 

We have met in conference, and agreed td 
form a subscription and circulate it through the 
churches; and also appointed Ilyrum Smith> 
Reynolds Gaboon, and Jar?d Carter a commit, 
tee to superintend this business, viz : of cireu. 
latiug subscription?, to establish a fund to build 
a house, and to aid the elders to attend this 
school; and subscriptions ate how in circula- 
tion among u** and our Heavenly Father is 
opening the hearts of our brethren beyond the 
expectation of mahy; and not one brother a- 
mongus, as yef, refhses tu exert himself to do 
something as a temporaj means to bring about 
the establishing of this house, and school; ahd 
we ?ay p may our Heavenly Father open yotit 
hearts also^ that you, wi'h us, may gather to- 
gether something to aid as a temporal benefit* 

Probably you had better eall the officers of 
the church immediately together, and appoint 
some one to circulate a subscription, that each 
individual, after signing, may have a sufficient 
time to rmike preparations to pay what he sign*, 
for it will be necessary, wherever !ho brethren 
nr> j , at a distance from Kirtland, that they ex- 
ert themselves to send on their gift or assis- 
tance, as soon as they can to Kirtland; though 
they can, if they believe be^t, wait on those 
that sgn until the first of September, and then 
collect in and send it to Kirtland. 

These considerations we hove writtch to ydh 
knowing it to be your duty thus to do; and 
may the Lord help you, to exert yourselves 
with ns, in raising the means to bring about 
the glorious work of the Lord; and may we alt 
be kept by the grade of God unto eternal life. 
Amen;

ELDER KIMBALL'S JOURNAL. 
We esteem it a privilege to extract a sketch 
of scenes gone-by, from the Journal of Elder 
H, C. Kimball. The Saints, when regailing oil 
such samples of broiheily love, &c, can ascer- 
tain the value of good works and good men; 
and, if they arc a'ike wise- thev can cat! in 
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their mites, in future, as faithful servants in 
the service of their Lord and Master. But 
with great care, there will be few only, that 
can exhibit as faithful a stewardship a? Elder 
Kimball, We shall endeavor to continue ex- 
tracts as we have time* The scenes o\ the 
present, have never been givn eitire to the 
sain!©; of eoorse, they will be interesting : 
EXTRACT FROM THE JOURNAL OF 

ELDER HEBER G. KIMBALL. 
During my stay heie (Kirtland) and on the 

1 7th February 1834, a general council of twen- 
ty four High Priests* assembled at the house 
of Joseph Smith jr., by revelation, and proceed- 
ed to organize the High Council of the church 
df Christ, which was to consist of twelve High 
Priests. The number composing the council 
who voted in the name of and for the church 
in appointing these councillors were forty three, 
as follows; nine High Priests, seventeen El- 
ders, four Priest?, and thirteen members. Do- 
ting this time I received much precious in- 
struction concerning the order of the kingdom 

When I got to Kir;land the brethren were 
engaged in building tha house of the Lord. 
The commandment to build the house* and al- 
teo the pattern of it was given in a revelation to 
Joseph Smith jr., Sidney Ri.jdon, and l ied, r 
ick G . Williams, and was to be erected by a 
stated time. The church was in a state nfj 
poverty and distress, in consequence of which 
it appeared almost impossible that the com- 
mandment could be fulfilled, at the same time 
our enemies were raging and threatening dcs. 
truction upon us, and we had* to guard our- 
selves night after night, and for weeks were not 
permitted to take off our cKlbe^ and \v< re 
obliged to lay with our fire locks tn oar arms- 

At this time also, our brethren were suffer- 
ing great persecution in Jackson county, Mis- 
souri; about twelve hundred were driven, 
plundered and robbed; and their house- burned 
and some were killed. The whole country 
seemed to be in arms against us, ready to des- 
troy us. Brother Jof\ ph received a lengthy 
revelation concerning the redemption of Zion, 
which remains to be fulfilled in a great meas- 
ure- Bui he thought it best to gather together 
as many of the brethren as he conveniently 
could, with what means they could spate and 
go up 10 Zion to render, all the assistance that 
we could to our afflicted brethren. We gath- 
ered clothing and other necessaries to carry up 
to our brethren and sisters w ho had been strip- 
ped; and putting our horses to the wagons, 
and taking our firelocks and ammunition, we 
started on our journey; leaving only Oliver 
Cowdery, Sidney Rigdon, and the workmen 
who were engaged at the Temple ; so thai there 



were very few men left in Kirtland. Our 

wagons were about full with baggage &c. f 

. consequently we had to travel on foot. We 

started on the 5th of May, and nuly ihia as 

a solemn morning to me. I look leave of my 

wife and children and fiiends, not expecting 

ever to see the in agiiii, as myself and brethren 

were threatened both in flint country and ir. 

Missouri by the eije[iiiej, that ihey would dei 

ncy us and exterminate us from "the land . 
There were about one hundred brethren iit 

jour company who started for Zion. These 
brethren were all voung men and nearlv el- 
dere, Priests, Teachers and Deacons. The 
aeeond day we arrived at New Portage, bi . : 
about SO milts, at which place on the 7th, we 
made regulations for travelling, and appointed 
a paymn^er whose name was Frederick 
Williams, and pot nil of ccr monies into a gen- 
eral fund. Some of the brethren had consid- 
erable, and others hod little or none, yet all 
became equal. While here enfe of my horse©- 
received a kick fiom another horse r which 
obliged me to trade away my span, and ge% 
another span of older horses. We then proceeded 
on our journey twelve miles to the Chippe way. 
Here we pitched our tents order a pine grove. 
The next day we were divided into companies 
of twelve each, and captains were appointed 
over each company. I then organized my 



company in the following manner, appointing 
two to attend to cooking, two to ace ih%t firea 
were made, two to prepare the tent at night 
and prepare the bedding, and also *o strike the 
tent each morning, two to fetch and provide 
w # ater, one to do the running, two to see to 
the horses, ree that the wagon w T as greased, 
and every thing prepared for starting. My 
business was to see tb-t the company w as pro- 
vided for, and to see that all things were dono 
in order. Oar living generally was very good, 
beingable to buy bread from the bikers on the 
way through the settled part of the country. — 
After this we purchased fiour and had to bake 
our own bread. We sometimes had to live 
mostly on johnny cake and corn dodger, and 
sometimes our living was statu Every nigh 
before we went to bad we united in our tent 
and offered up our prayers before the Lord for 
protection* This was done at the sound of a 
truihpct; and at the sound of the trumpet in the 
morning every man was upon his knees and 
someone made prayer* There was a similar 
order attended to in each tent. Thete were 
higher officers appointed over the company. 

On the 8th we started on our journey, and on 
Saturday the I0:h, we passed through Mans- 
field and camped for the Sabbath in Richfield. 
On Sunday the 11th, brother 3ylve3tcr Smith 
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prtached and the sacrament of bread and wine 
wag administered 16 tHe company. On mon- 
day the 12th we posted over ihe Sandusky 
Plains, and through the India* settlements.— 
We the n parsed throngh a long range of beech 
woods, where the roads were very bad. In 
many instances we had to fasten rones to t h e 
wagons to haul them out of the sloughs and 
mud holes* While passing through these 
woods the brethren scattered on each fide the 
road and went to h anting for wil l ganv\ We 
came to Belle Fontain where we first discover- 
ed refractory feelings in Sylvester Smith. We 
passed through a very pleasant country to Day 
ton Ohio, where we crossed the Miami River, 
which is a very beautiful g: ream ; the water be. 
ing only about two and a half feet deep, most 
ot the brethren lorded it. We arrived at this 
place on Friday the 16?h. The brethren were 
in good spiri's, nnd the Lord was with us. On 
Saturday the 17th we passed into Indiana, just 
on the line betwixt the State of Ohio and Indi- 
anna, where we camped for the Sabbath, hav- 
ing travelled forty miles that day. Our feet 
were very sore and blistered, and our stock- 
ings were wet with blood! the weather being 
very warm. * 

This night a spy from the enemy attempted 
to get into our camp but was stopped by the 
guard. We had our sentinels or guards ap- 
pointed every night, on account of spies con- 
tinually harassing us. On this evening there 
was quite a difficulty between some of the 
brethren and Sylvester Smith, on occasion of 
which brother Joseph was called to decide the 
matter. Finding quito a rebellious spirit in 
Sylvester Smith, end to some extent in others, 
he said that ihey would meet with misfortunes, 
difficulties and hindiances, **and you will know 
it before yow leave t*ii$ place"; exhorting them 
to humble themselves before the Lord and be^ 
come united, that they might cot be scourge J 
A very singular occurance took place that 
night, and the next day concerning our teams, 
On the following morning when we arose we 



On Sunday the 13th we had preaching as 
usual and administered the sacrament. I did 
not attend meeting myself as i was writing a 
letter to my companion. Monday 19th we 
passed through Indianopolis where we crossed 
white river. The teams forded the river — most 
of the brethren crossed over the new bridge 
which wa3 unfinished. We were threatened 
by our enemies that we should not go through 
the town, but we passed through quietly and 
were not molested, everything appeared to be 
in perfect silence as we went through, although 
the people looked aghast as if fear had come 
upon them. At night we camped on an open 
spot, the bight of an eminence. Here we lost 
one horse, On Sunday the 25th we arrived at 
the edge of Illinois. We had no meeting but 
attended to washing and baking to prepare for 
our journey again. On Monday 20th, we re- 
sumed our journey. At night we were alarm-? 
ed by the continual threatening of our ene- 
mies. I would here remark that notwithstand- 
ing so many threats were thrown out against 
us we did not fear nor hesitate to proceed on 
our journey for God was with uh, and angels 
went before us, and we had no fear of either 
men or devils. This we know because they 
(angels) were seen. On Tuesday the 27th we 
came to the Kaskaskia,— a deep river, — where 
we found two skiffs: we took and lashed them 
together and they served as a kind of ferry 
boat. Wc took our baggage out of our wagons 
and put it on beard and ferried it actoss; then 
took our wagons and horses, and swam them 
across, and when they got them to the shore 
side, the brethren cast ropes into the tongues of 
the wngons, and helped the horses and wagons 
o il of ihe river; others fell trees and laid them 
across the river, and thus helped themselves 
over. In this way w*c were all enabled to cross 
in safety. Wednesday the 28ih we reached 
the town of Decatur. Here we lost another 
horse. Saturday the 31st at nigh r, we camp- 
ed one mile from Jacksonville and prepared 
for the Sabbath. On sunday, June 1st, we 



found almost every horse in ihe camp eo bad-j! had preaching all day, and many of the inhab- 



ly foundered thii we could w c a r o o lead them 
a few rods to the water. The brethren then 
deeply realized the effects of discord. When 
brother Joseph learned the fact he exclaimed 
to the brethren, that for a witness that God 
overruled and had his eye upon them, that all 
those who would humble themselves before the 
Lord, should know that the hand of God was 
in this misfortune, and their horse3 should be 
restored to health immediately, and by twelve 
o'clock thesime day the horses were as nim- 
ble as ever, with the exception of one of Syl- 
vester Smith *fl which foon afterwards died. 



itants of the town came out to hear* Brother 

Juhn Carter preached in the morning. By this 

lime the inhabitants began to flock down in 

companies to hear preaching,as they understood 

we were professors of religion and had had ^ 

meeting in the morning. Brother Joseph then 

proposed that some of the brethren should set 

forth different portions of the gospel in theif 

discourses, as held by the religious world. He 

called upon brother Joseph Young to preach 

upon the principles of free salvation. He then 

called upon brother Brigham Young to speak* 
who set forth baptism asersentiai to salvation, 
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He was followed by brother Or?on Ilvde who 
proved by the scriptures ihat baptism was for 
the remission of sins. Hi next called upon 
brother Lyman Johnson, whu spoke at some 
length upon ihe necessity of men being upright 
in thejr walk, and keeping the Sabbath day 
holy. He then calUd upon brother Orson Pratt 
who delivered, an excellent discourse on the 
principles of the final restoration of all things. 
The services of the day were concluded by a 
powerful exhortatiun from Eltazer Miller. His 
voica was said to be heard a mile and a half. 

I would here remark concerning brother 
Eleazer Miller who was one of the first that 
brought the gospel to us in Mendon N. Y<, 
when he used to retire to a little grove Dear my 
house for secret prayer, he would get so filled 
with ifre spirit and power of the Holy Gho^t 
ihat he wouH burst out into a T oud voice, so 
that he wai heard by the surrounding inhabit- 
ants for more than a mile. After the day's 
services were over at this place many strangers 
were in our camp making remarks upon tl^e 
preaching which' tfaey had heard. They said 
that brother Joseph Young by his preaching they 
should judge was a Methodist.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 

PREAMBLE, 

It is with feelings of deep and inexpressible 
regre t that we learn that tne inhabitants of va- 
rious parts of this state are seeking to accumu- 
late all the real and supposed crimes of the 
whole community for the secret or ostensible 
purpose of raising a tide of influence against 
the Mormon community that shall sweep them 
jnto irrecoverable ruin. This course of con- 



duct, originating with our mortal enemies and 
garnering in its wake, other men that would 
revolt at the idea of lending a hand to oppress 
a long abused people that are 8tru£<riinfr a- 
grunst foes within and foes without; is at the 
present a 1 most insupportable to our feelings.— 
We have scarcely hid by our mourning weeds 
for murdered men, whum wc promptly surren- 
dered up to the State of Illinois for an equita" 
b!e trial— And now we see in embryo another 
campaign to spill yet m^re blood and effect an 
utter extermination and massacre. We sought 
to rid our city of counterfeiters and blacklegs; 
these together with our foes without and with- 
in, had established a printing press of unparal- 
leled rancor and malignity. But our efforts to 
obtain freedom from such vicious monsters cost 
us much tribulation and precious blood. 

The impunity thus far granted the murderets 
by the Senate and other authorities of the State 
of Illinois, has emboldened them and their 
apologists to set on foot a scries of other excit- 
ing causes that they hope will either desr y 
this community, or prevent their criminals from 
being brought to punishment. We heve not 
so much fear that our enemies will succeed in 
their fiendish designs against us, as we have 
that the peace and good order of the people of 
-.his State will be disturbed, and fecrCul anar- 
ichy and bloody misrule will ensue among those 
who listen to and countenance the fell designs 
of those who pre stealing from quiet citizens 
of the State and palming upon them a spurious 
and false currency, and charging to the Mor- 
mons their own crimes. If they shall succeed, 
the citizens will be involved in continual larce- 
nies, and neighborhood broils, and crimes, the 
end of which cannot now !>e foreseen. Wo 
deprecate such evils and calamities because we 
desire the good oJ all mankind; as the gratui- 
tous labors of the greater portion of our citizens 
in spreading truth throughout the world under 
much poverty and suffering, abundanLly prove. 

As for us, our course is fixed, and while we 
are peaceable and loyal to the constitution and 
laws of our country, and are ever willing to 
join hands with the honest, virtuous, and pat- 
riotic in suppressing crime and punishing crim- 
inals, we will leave our enemies to judrre, 
whether it would not be better to make Nau- 
voo one universal borying ground, before we 
suffer ourselves to be driven from our hard 
earned and lawful homes, by such high-handed 
oppression, and It may yet become a question 
to be decided by the community, whether the 
Mormons will* after having witnessed their 
best men murdered without redress, quietly 
and patiently, Buffer their enemies tn wrench 
from them the last shreds of their onsctifurion- 
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al rights; and whether they will not make 
their city one great sepulchre, rather than be 
the humble devotees at the shrine of monocra- 
cy , But for the p&nsfaciion of nil concerned, 
we reiterate in the following resolution?, eentL 
ments that we have always expressed in ol! 
places as occasion demanded: 

Resolved, That the greater part of the thefts 
which have been complained of 3 are not in our 
opinion, true in fact, hat have been trumped 
up by inimical persons, in order to cover their 
aggressive doings, with plausibility, and entice 
honest and unwary citizens to unite with them 
in the same uncompromising hostility against 
this people, 

Resolved, That we defy the world to sub- 
stantiate a single ins'ance, where we have con- 
cealed criminal?, or screened *hem from jus- 
tice; but, on the contrary, always have been, 
and now are, extremely anxious that they 
ahould be ferreUedout and brought to justice; 
and to this end would esteem it a favor, that if 
any person should lose property- or have good 
and sufficient reason to suspect any place of 
containing apparatus for making bo^rs or 
counterfeit money, that such person would fol- 
low up, trace out, and make diligent search, 
tor all such property and apparatus, and if they 
can trace it info this city, we pledge ourselves 
tn assist them legally, to the extent of our abil- 
ities in ao laudable an undertaking:. 

Resolved, That it is our opinion that very 
many scoundrels, such as thieve*, robbers, bo- 
gus makers, counterfeiters and murderers, have 
been induced from reports published in the 
Warsaw Signal, to fbek into this county in or- 
der to carry on their evil practices, knowing 
that it would be immediately chnrged upon the 
Mormons, and thereby they escape — and al- 
though we think that the reports of thefts have 
been very much exaggerated, yet we know 
from dear bought experience that such things 
do exist, and further we doubt not there may 
be some such characters prowling in and about 
our citv.

Resolved. That we are extremely anxious to 
ferret out and bnng to justice, all sucii persons 
if any, that are within ihe limihof our city, 
and for this purpose we have authorised our 
Mayor to enlarge t!*e police, to any number, 
not exceeding five hundred, and we also pledge 
ourselves to double our diligence, and call up- 
on our citizens to assist in ridding our city and 
country of all such infamous characters.

MEETING OF THE CITIZENS. 
At a large meetingof the citizens of Nauvoo, 
convened at the stand 3 on the 14th day of Jan., 
1345; Daniel Spencer, Mayor of the city, was 
colled to the chan, and James Sloan appointed 
secretary; and Samuel B'-nt, Alpheus Cutler, 
C, C. Rich, Phinehas Richards, and David Ful- 
mer, were appointed a committee, to draft a 
preamb'e and resolution?, expressiye of tjjq 
sense of this meeting on the proceedings of the 
city council, and for the action of this meeting. 
The committee retired and in ft short time^ re r 
turned the following, which vvere adopted unan- 
imously : 

PREAMBLE * 

Whereat, The city council of the city pf Nau- 
voo, have presented to this meeting, a preamble 
and sundry reso'utions setting forth the fact, 
that enemies to the people of this city, and as 
we believe, enemies to the common welfare of 
the people of this State, are attempting to ge,t 
up an extensive popular excitement, prejudicial 
to this people and the country at Jarge; awl 
whereas, said resolutions set forth an unqualifie4 
reprobation of all unlawful and villainous con* 
duct whether under the false color of Monnon- 
ism, or the real guise of mobbers, blacklegs, bo- 
gus makers, thieves, wolf-hunters, or murder- 
ers; therefore, we hereby express our perfect 
concurrence in the said preamble and resolu-; 



And whereas, The Warsaw Signal, the Altor* 
Telegraph, and the Quincy Whig, have been ? 
as we believe industriously engaged in circulat- 
ing falsehood; disseminating discord, and the 
principles of mobocracy; and whereas, Mormon 
extermination, pillage, robbery, and murder, 
have received both countenance and apology in 
these scurrilcus prints, as we be'ive; and where* 
as, the pen ot murderers aa we believe, has oc* 
cupied the columns of these papers in order to 
deafend the cries of innocent blood that ascends 
to heaven for vengeance; and whereas, a large 
share of the thefts spoken of and blazed through 
the land, are wholly without existence when 
traced out, as appears not qnly from the in- 
stance recorded in the Governor's Message con* 
cerning horse stealing, but from other similar 
instances, tco numerous to mention; and where- 
as, it has been zealously reported, that much 
stolen goods could be traced to Nauvoo, and 
that no citizen could enter our city to search far 
thieves, and stolen goods, because the thief and 
goods would be screened from detection by the 
Mormon fraternity, and the person in searcb, 
would be in jeopardy of his life; 4 and whereas^ 
thieves and counterfeiters have* in'eome instan- 
ces fled to our city, either *under the mistaken 
apprehension that vre wou!d screen them, or 



frotna malignant desijrn to palm upon us their 
own crimes, and thereby draw us under the lash 
of persecution Jl&i vM cas y it can he proved 
that individuals, in order to swell the list of 
Mormon depredations, have reported property 
to be stolen, which at another time they have

whereas* bee yards have been robbed, 
the hives left at the Mormons doors, to palm 
the theft upon us, when the honey has been 
found in the houses of our enemies; and uh n a*, 
an inumerable number of such infamous tricks 
have been played upon us, by our enemies, as 
we believe, for the purpose of blackening our 
character in the eyes of hcuc?t men; ,\:d r:Lrc- 
as, our city is nightly infested with a set of out-

instances, when the ministers of justice, have 
visited our city, at the dark hour of midnight,

"Justice, however, requires me here to say, 
"that I have investigated the charge of promis- 
cuous stealing, and find it to be greatly; r xag- 
* f gerated, I could not ascertain that there 
"were a greater proportion of thieves in that 
^community, than in any other ot the same 
^number of inhabitants; and perhaps if the city 
"of Nauvoo, were compared with St, Louis, or 
"any other western city, the proportion would 
r 'notbeso great.' 1 

•And whereas The printing office of our open 
and avowed enemy. Dr. Foster, was set on fire, 
in this city by himself, or by his instruction as 
we believe, to fan the dame of mobocracy, 
which fire was only prevented by our vigilant 
police. 

Jlnd whereas, we firmly believe, that our ene- 
mies in this city,' bave'several times attempted 
to fire their own buildings and have only been 
prevented by the diligence of our officers.

iar as the Moimona are concerned, we will be 
eatisfed if the owners cf the property shall 
speedily send after him a writ of Habeas Ct r- 
pus sealed wtlh lend to arrest his progress, but 
jafur all, should the thief prove to be a mobo- 
crat, nhts! alas!! O what a pity! 

Resolved, unanimously, That 59 delegates be 
sent to the *u*ro jn dinu country to inform the 
people of the designs of our enemies now con* 
octing in their secret and public meetings, bo 
that the honest part of the community, may 
in:ite with u?, lo prevent stealing and secure

I have good reason to believe that scoun- 
drels stay tn Nfcuvoo, and when stolen proper- 
ty comes into the city, they are ready to pass 
it on to the Territory, and screen themselves 
under the cloak of Mormonism, in order that 
the Mormons may bear the* Maine, If peopl: 
will satisfy themselves ns 1 have done, they 
may find a "Depot** in the region* f 
Iowa, containing the greater part of the 
properly charged to the Mormons. 

I would suite further, (hat the Mormons had 
no agency in the searches I made, bat that I 
made them, at the instance of men from the 
country, and that I rp4 tit three it ay 9 in ih 
Territory of Iowa, searching into the facts and 
matter?, and my statements are made up from 
personal observation.

the late riots in America, would preach a fu- 
neral service op the prophet's death, at the As- 
sembly-rooms, Theobald's read, on last even' 
ing (Sunday,) at half-past six o'clock. At the 
appoirted time, however, strange as the fact 
may appear, the room was crowded in every 
part, principally by re?pectably-attired persons, 
the majority b^ing females, The person an- 
nounced to be elder was seated on a platform 
at the end of the room, with a small table be- 
fore h»m; on it being some books, pewter plates 
&c. He remained for some time with his face 
covered by Ins hands, and at intervals appeared 
as if engaged in devotion. Much curiosity ap - 
peared to be excited regarding the companion 
of the deported prophet. Ttie individual, who 
is apparently about 40 years ot age, was attired 
in deep black. The proceedings were opened 
by a person corning forward and calling on the 
meeting tu repeat some hymns, which were ta- 
ken from a book marked as the Latter day 
SainW J5oo';, and which contained a grefct va- 
riety of Mich description of prayer.

Some of them are badly j 
writ:en, and Eonie of them are mixed with tr- 
ior, and very many ol them winch ara true and 
it>efu! are borrowed, in part or in full, from our 
standard works which are already extant, and 
therefore, these pew vamped pieces or tracts 
are not particularly ne-ded; besides, there is 
another coLsiderntion — vast sums are expend-

These three great emporiums of light, truth, 
and newf, are quite sufficient unti! the work 
enlarges and other similar establishments are

As the purposes of God ro'l forth and the 
"work of the Lord hastens to ita accomplish- 
ment i: is necessary that wc, as watchmen 
upon the lowers of Zion, communicate with 
you from time to time, and put you in posses- 
sion of such information as may be desxned 
necessary for your welfare, for the furtherance 
of the cause of God, and for the fulGiling of i 
those great purposes which our h aveuly fa- 
ther has* designed in the rolling forth of the 
dispensation of the fulness of times, 'spoken of 
by all the prophets since the world was,* 

The Temple has progressed very rapidly 
since the death of our bi loved Prophet and! 
Patriarch. The dil igence of those employed, 
and the willingness of the saints to contribute J 
have brought it ro a stare of forwardness, which | 
has far exceeded our mos? sanguine expecta- 
tions. You have already been informed that 
the capitols of the columns were all on; wr 
have now to announce to you that by the time 
the spring opens we. expect that every stone 
will be cut to complete the Temple, and it will 
not take long to lay them, when they are all 
prepared. 

Great numbers of carpenter?, masons, and 
other workmen are dai'y engaged in this ardu- 
ous undertaking, so that no' only U stone be- 
ing prepared, but the sash, flooring, seat*, and ; 
other things are progressing rapidly; and it if? 
our deei^n, if possible, so ro ru*h the work 
forward that the building will he enclosed, and 
certain portions of it in that sia*e of forward- 
ness, bo that we shall be prepaired to com.

enjoying ease, prosperity, and peace at home* 
we have had to combat mobs and to wade 
through blood to fulfill the work devolving up- 
on us, and vou: we have been exerting our 
energies, expended our money; and employ- 
ing our time, 1 ! our labor, our influence, and 
means for the accomplishment of this purpose;

would like to share with us the iabor, as well

We wish all the young, middle aged, and 
able bodied men who have it in their heart* to 
stretch forth this work with power, to come to 
Nauvo o, prepared to stay during the summer;

There was a font erected in the basement 
story of ihe Temple, for the baptism of the 
dead, the healing of the sick and other purpos- 
es; this font was made of wood, and was only 
intended for the present use; but it is now re- 
moved, and as soon as the stone cutters get 
through with the cutting of (he stone for the 
walls of the Temple, th?y will immediately 
proceed to cut the stone for and erect a font of 
hewn stone. This font will be of an ovel form 
and twelve feet in length and eight wide,with 
stone steps and an iron railing; this font" will 
stand upon twelve oxen, which will be cast of 
iron or braBs,or perhaps hewn stone - if of brass, 
polished ; if of iron , bronzed : — upon each side 
of the font there will be a suit of rooms fitted 
up for the washings* In the recesses, on each 
side of the arch, on the first story, there will 
be a suit of rooms or ante-chamber?, lighted 
with the first row of circular windows, A^ 
soon as a suitable number of those rooms are 
completed we shall commence the endowment. 

Brethren^ inasmuch as you have lonjT dest- 
red blessing?, come up to the help of the Lord*, 
and iu'lp to forward the work that we are en- 
gaged in ; frr we trust that this? rooms will be 
finished by the first of December next, so that 
you may enter therein and receive wisdom, 
knowledge, understanding, and the power of 
the priesthood, which you have so long desired : 
that you may be prepared to go forth to the 
nations of the earth and build up the kingdom 
in all parts of the world ; gather up Israel, re- 
deem Zion; rebuild Jerusalem; and fill the 
whole earth with the knowledge of God, 

W hile upon this subject we would remind the 
brethren of their duty in tithing according to 
the law?, and commandments given through 
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Jreeph the Prophet, it is the duty of all saints 
to tithe themselves one lemh of all they pos- 
sess when they enter into the new and everlas- 
ting covenant; and then one renth of their in- 
terest, or income, yearly afterward?. IT the 
brethren will attend to this etm-tly, and Fend 
up the sum by agents appointed by us, whose 
hames you will see in this paper^ ihcu we 
fhall hold ourselves responsible for all monies 
and properties delivered to those agents that the 
names of the several individuals who si mi tlu ir 
lithing by the legal sgenta may be entered up. 
on the book of the iavv of the Lord; if this is 
not attended to strictly by the branches of the 
church abroad ,they may be disappointed when 
they find that they have sent their means by 
unauthorised agem&,who hav^not made returns 
to the Trustees, and their names are not re- 
corded as they would have been if ihey had 
harkencd to counsel. On tie subject pi regu- 
lar appointed agencies we would refer you to 
an article written by the Trustee?, Bishops 
Whitney and MiUer,aud published in the Times 
and Seasons of December. 

We would further say to the brethren that 
if there should be any of the churches to whom 
these agents do not come, let thorn send their 
means by honest rren whom they may select 
from among themselves?, and in whom thev 
can pi ace confidence; but we cannot he respoti 
eible for the conduct of any agents that we do 
not send, and can only give credit for that we 
receive. And as the churches abroad have 
been much imposed upon by designing men, 
without authority, we would warn them 
against such persons, and advbe them not to 
pay their funds to traveling ciders and others 
without a written authority frum us to which 
shall be attached the private peal of the Twelve 
and their names published aa above stated. 
Those men that we shall select for agents witl 
be men of honor, men of integrity an<? respec- 
tability, in whom we can confide,and who are 
responsible, and able, and willing to entei into 
bonds for the faithful performance of their duty* 
This course will prevent those many imposi- 
tions which have heretofore been practiced by 
Villians wearing the garb of saints, and place 
the churches in a situation that they can for- 
ward their tifhiugg with safetv. 

There is now in the city eight of the Twelve 
all in good health and spirit?; our city is pro- 
gressing, and the work of the Lord is rolling 
forth with unprecedented rapidity. 

Thus, dear brethren, we have given yon, in 
part, some of the measures and calculations, 
which we mean to carry into effect for your sal- 
vation, and for the furtherance of the salvation 
of the world. We have commenced a new 



year, and, as the Lord says; "All victory and 
glory is brought to pass unto you through dili- 
gence, faithfulness and prayers of faith,- 5 so we 
cannot but hope, that you will renew your ex- 
ertions, your prayers, and your tithings, for 
the benefit of Zion, that she may arise and 
shine, for the good of all people* 

We cannot say every thing in one short epis- 
tle, therefore, from time to time, as the Lord 
puts into our hearts instructions, we shall give- 
them unto you; solemnly praying that you will 
increase your faith, double your diligence, walk 
by light and obedience, and be instant in sea- 
son, to do the will of our Father in heaven: — 
Beware of ungodly men, who creep among you 
unawares; they are clouds without water, driv- 
en about by winds, and will finally be blown 
into outer darkness*

Flis fortunes 
and influence were established by his marriage 
of a rich widow bv the name of Cadijah, in 
whose service lie hod been employed. At the 
age ol forty, he began to promulgate his reli- 
gion, which, partak/ng Somewhat of Judaism 
and Christianity, has been called a 'Christian 
heresy,' In successive yea**, ha published 
portions of the Koran, as suited his conven- 
ience, accommodating his revelations to exi- 
gences as they occurred . At first, his success 
was small, his converts few; but at length he 
gathered strength, made himself master of 
Arabia, and now for more than twelve hun^ 
dred years, Mnhornetanism has prevailed to a 
great extent in Asia, and also in Africa .

The sam? day I received the follow:;** 
W JlM/a!'0-i»f^M» June, 1833. 

Verily thus saith the Lord unto you, whom" I 
love, and whom I love I also chasten, that their 
sins may be forgiven, for with the chastisement 
I prepare a way lor their deliverance, in all 
things out of temptaton: and I have lovod you; 
Wherefore ye must needs be chastened, and 
stand rebuked before my face, for ye have sin- 
ned against me a very grievous A n, in that'ye 
have not considered the great commandment 'in 
all things, that I have given unto you, concern- 
ing the building of mine house, for the prepara- 
tion wherewith I design to prepare mine apos- 
tles to prune my vineyard for the last time, that 
I may bring to pass my strange act, that I may 
pour out my Spirit upon all flesh. But behold, 
verily I say unto you, there are many who 
have been ordained among you, whom I have 
called, but few of them are chosen; they who 
are not chosen have sinned a very grievous sin, 
in th it they are walking in darkness at noon- 
day; and for this cause, I gave unto you a com- 
mandment, that you should call your solemn as- 
sembly; that your fastings and your mourning 
might cone up into the ears of the Lord of Sab- 
aoth, which is, by interpretation, the Creator 
of the first day; the beginning and the end. 
Yea, verily I say unto you, I *ave unto you a 

commandment, that you should build an house, 
in the which house I design to endow those 
whom I have chosen with power from on high : 
for this is the promise of the Father unto you : 
therefore I commanded you to tarry, even as 
mine apostles at Jerusalem; nevertheless my 
servants sinned a very grievous sin; and conten- 
tions arose in the school of the prophets, which 
was very grievous unto me, sailb your L;rd: 
therefore I sent them forth to be chastened. 
Verily I say unto you, it is my will that you 

should build an house: if you keep my command- 
ments, you shall have power to build it; if you 
keep not my commandments the love of the Fa- 
ther, shall not continue with you: therefore you 
shall walk in darkness. Now here is wisdom 
and the mind of the Lord: let the hou-e be 
built, not after the manner of the world, fori 
g ve not unto you, that ye shall live after the 
manner of the worid: therefore let it be built af- 
ter the manner which I shall show unto three 
of you, whom ye shall appoint and ordaiu unto 
this power. And the size thereof shall be fifty 
tpd five frpf in width, and let it be sixty-five 



feet in length, m the inner court thereof; and 
" t ttte lower part of the inner court be dedicat- 
ed unto me for your sacrament offering, and for 
your preaching; and your fasting; and yi?ur 
praying, and ths offering up jour most holy de- 
sires unto me, saith your Lord. And let the 
higher part of the inner court, be dedicated un- 
to me for the school of mine apostles, saith Son 
i Aliman; or in other words, Alphus; or, in oth- 
jer words, Omegusj even Jesus Christ your 
I*ord Amen. 

A conference of high priests convened in the 
translating room in Kirtland 'on the third of 
June, and the first case presented was that'of 
Doctor P. Hurlbut, who was accused of uV 
christian conduct with the women, while on a 
mission to the east: on investigation it was de- 
cided that his commission be taken from him> 
and that he be no longer a member of the church 
ot Christ 

The next case before the conference was tt> 
ascertain what should be the dimensions or size 
of the house, that is to be built for a house of 
worship and the school of the prophets, and re* 
ceived a revelation on the size of the bouse,— 
The word of the Lord was, that it shall be fifty 
five feet wide, and sixty-five feet long, in thd 
inner court; and the conference appointed Jo- 
seph Smith jr,, Sidney R^gdon and Frederick 
Ct. Williams to obtain a draft or construction 
of the inner court of the house/ 

On the 4th, a similar conference assembled at 
the same place, and took into consideration how 
the French farm could be disposed of The 
conference could not agree wno should take 
charge of it* but all agreed to enquire ot the 
Lord; accordingly we received the following; 
Revelation to Enoch, Jut\e, 1833. 

Behold, I say unto you, here is wisdom Where* 
by ye may know how to act concerning this 
matter: for it is expedient in me that this stake 
that I have set for the strength of Zion, should 
be made strongi'therefore, let my servant Abash- 
dah take chaige of the place which is named 
among you, upon which I design to build mine 
holy house: and again let it be divided into lota 
according to wisdom^ for the benefit of those 
who seek inheritances, as it shall be determined 
in council among you. Therefore, lake heed 
that ye see to this matter, and that portion that 
is necessary to benefit mine order, for tlie pur- 
pose of bringing forth my word to the children 
of men, for behold verily I say unto you, thU 
is the most evpedient in me* that my word 
should go forth unto the children of men, for 
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the purpose of subduing Ihe hearts of the chil- 
dren of men, for your good; even so. Amen. 

And again, verily I say unto you, it is wisdom 
and expedient in me, that iny servant Zombre, 
whose offering I have accepted, and whose 
prayers I have heard; unto whom I give a prom- 
ise of eternal life inasmuch as he keepeth my 
commandments from henceforth j for he is a des- 
cendant of Scth, and a partaker of the blessings 
of the promise made unto his fathers. Verily I 
say unto you, it is expedient in me that he 
should become a member of the order, that he 
may assist in bringing forth »y word unto the 
children of men: therefore ye shall ordain him 
unto this blessing: and he shall seek diligently 
to take away incumbrances, that are upon the 
house named among you, that he may dwell 
therein; even so. Amen. , 

And Zombre was ordained by the conference 
to the high priesthood, and admitted according 
to the revelation. 

June 6th. A conference of high priests as- 
sembled, and chose Orson Hyde a clerk to the 
presidency of the high priesthood. This con- 
ference was more especially called to counsel 
the committee, who had been appointed to take 
the oversight of the building of the house of the 
Lord. The conference voted that the commit- 
tee, (Reynolds Gaboon, Jaied Carter, and Hy- 
rum Smith,) proceed immediately to commence 
building the house; or, to obtaining materials, 
stone, brick, lumber, &c , for the same. 

Doctor Hurlbut being dissatisfied with the de- 
cision of the council on his case, presented the 
following appeal : 

I Doctor P. Hurlbut, having been tried be- 
fore the bishop's council of high priests on a 
charge of unchristian-like conduct with the fe- 
male sex, and myseif being absent at the time, 
and considering that strict justice was not done 
me, I do, by these presents, most solemnly en- 
ter my appeal unto the president's council of 
high priests, for a re-hearing, according to the 
privilege guaranteed to me in the laws of the 
church, which council is now assembled in the 
school room, in Kirtland, this 21st day of June, 
1833. 

It was voted by the council present, when 
this was received, that Brother Hurlbut be 
granted a re-hearing; aud af*er prayer, (which 
was customary at the opening of all councils of 
the church,) the council proceeded to ordain 
two high priests, to make out the number, (12) 
that the council, or church court, might be or- 
ganised. Brothers John and William Smith 
were ordained under the hands of Elder Rigdon, 
by the choice of the council. 

Brother Hurlbut'S case was then laid before 
'he court, and the testimony against 1 iin, given 



in by Orson Hyde and Hyrum Smith, and duly 
investigated. The decision of the court was? 
that Brother Hurlbut should be forgiven, be" 
cause of the liberal confession which he made* 
This court also decided that the bishop's coun- 
cil decided correctly on the case, and that Bro. 
Hurlbut's crime was sulScient to cut him off 
from the church; hut on his confession he was 
restored. 

The president's court, also took Brother 
Daniel Copley ; s priest's license and member- 
ship from him, because he refused to fulfil his 
mission according to the council of the hi^h 
priesthood of the holy order of God. June 21st 

June 23rd, Brother Doctor P. Hurlbut wall 
called in question, by a general counci'; and 
Brother Gee, of Thompson, testified that Broth* 
er Hurlbut said that he deceived Joseph Smith's 
God, or the spirit by which he was actuated, 
&c. There was also corroborating testimony 
brought against him, by Brother Hodges, and 
the council cut him off from the church* 

The names of the temples to be built on the 
painted squares, as represented on the plot of the 
city of Zion, which U now about to be forward* 
ed thither: numbers, 10, 11, and 12, are to be 
called, house of the Lard, for the presidency of 
the High and Most Holy priesthood, after the 
order of Melchisedec, which was after the or- 
der of the Son of God, upon Mount Zion, city 
of the New Jerusalem. Numbers, 7, 8, 9 ; the 
sacred apostolic repository, for the use of the 
bishop. Numbers, 4, 5, and 6; the holy evan- 
gelical house, for the high priesthood of the 
holy order of God. Numbers, 1, 2, and 3; the 
house of the Lord, for the elders of Zion, an en- 
sign to the nations. Numbers, 22, 23, and 24; 
house of the Lord for the presidency of the high 
priesthood, after the order of Aaron, a stand ardll 
for the people. Numbers, 19, 20 and 21; house 
of the Lord, for the high priesthood after the ©r- 
der of Aaron, the law of the kingdom of heav- 
en, messenger to the people. Numbers, 16, 17, 
and 18; house of the Lord for the teachers in 
Zion, messenger to the church, Numbers, 13, 
14, and 15; house of the Lord for the deacons in 
Zion, helps in government. Underneath must 
be written on each house, 

HOLINESS TO THE LORD. 

June 24, 1833. 

A council of ihe elders of the church wa§ 
held at Westfield, the same day* Elder Glad" 
den Bishop was president, and Brother Chester 
L. Heath clerk. Brother Paul entered a com* 
plaint against Brother James Higbj^ sn e!der t 
for circulating false and slanderous reports, 
and not observing the aider of the gospel, and 
presented evidence unimpeachable, to substan- 
tiate the same to the satisfaction of the couij- 
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til; from which, and from Brother Higby's 
own mcuth. and the spirit he showed, be was 
declared guilty by the council, and he was cui 
off from the church. The council then de- 
manded his license, and the church book, 
which he utterly refused to give up; therefore, 
resolved that the proceedings of the council be 
eent m Kirtland ; and noted among the church- 
es. Copied ino the Kirtland record, June 29, 
1833. 

An e xplanation of the plot of the city of Zi- 
on f sent to the brethren in Zion, the 25th of 
June, 1833: 

This plot contains one mile square, all the 
squares of the plot contain ten acres each, be- 
ing forty rods square. You will observe that 
the lots are Inid off alternately in the squares; 
in one square running from the south and 
north to the line through the centre of the 
square; and in the next, the lots run from the 
east and west to the centre line. Each lot is 
faur perches in front, and twenty back, making 
one hair of an acre in rach lot, so that no one 
street will be built on, entirely through the 
street; but, one square the houses will stand 
on one street, and on the next one , another, ex. 
cept the middle range of squares, which runs 
north and souih, in which range are the paint- 
ed squares* 

The lots are laid off in these squares north 
and south, all of them; because these squares 
are forty perches by sixty, being twenty per- 
ches longer than the other, their greatest length 
being east and west, and by running all these 
squares, north and south, it makes ail the lots 
in the city ot one me- 

The painted squares in the middle are for 
public buildings, The one without any fig- 
ures is for store houses for the bishop, and to be 
devoted to his use. Figure first is for temples 
for the use of the presidency; the circles in- 
side of the square, are the places for the tem- 
ples- You will see it contains twelve figures, 
two are for the temples of the lesser priesthood. 
Jt is also to contain twelve temples. The 
whole plot is supposed to contain from fifteen 
to twenty thousand people: you will therefore 
see that it will require twenty four building 
to supply them with houses of worship, schools 
&c; and none of these temples are to be smal- 
ler than the one of which we send you a draft. 
This temple is to be built in the square marked 
figure first; and to be built where the circle is, 
which has a cross on it; on the north and south 
of the plot where the line is drawn, U to be 
laid off for barn?, stables, &c. t for the use of 
the city; bo that no barns or ©fables will be in 
the city among the houses; the ground to be 

occupied by these, must be laid off according 
to wisdom, " 



On the north and south are to be laid off the 
farms for the agriculturist, and sufficient quan- 
tity of land to supply the whole plot; and if it 
cannot bs laid off without going too great a 
distance from the city, there musi also be soma 
laid off on the east and we&t. 

When this square is thus laid off and suppli- 
ed, lay off another in the same way, and so fill 
up the world in these last days; and let every 
man live in the city for this is the city of Zion. 
All the streets are of one width, being eight 
perches wide. Also, the space round the outer 
edge ot the painted squares, is to be eight per- 
ches between the temple and the street on eve- 
ry side. 

No one lot, in this city, is to contain 'more 
than one house, and that to be built twenty five 
feet back from the street, leaving a small yard 
in front, to be planted in a grove, according to 
the taste of the builder; the rest of the lot for 
gardens, Vtc,; all the houses to be built of 
brick and stone. 

The names of the temples to be built the 
same as written, June 24th, except a transposi- 
tion under numbers 19,20, and 21, thus: house 
of the Lord, the law of the kingdom of heaven, 
and messenger to the people; for the high 
priesthood after the order of Aaron. 

The scale of the plot is forty perches to the 
inch. 

A description of the house of the Lord, which 
is to be built first, in Zion : 

This house of the Lord for the presidency, is 
eighty seven feet long, and sixty one feet wide, 
and ten feet taken off of the east end for the 
stairway, leaves the inner court, seventy cigh| 
feet by sixty one, which is calculated and di- 
vided for seats in the following manner, viz: 
The two aisles four feet wie'e each; the middle 
of the pews, are eleven feet ten inches long, 
and three feet wide each; and the two lines 
drawn through the middle, are four inches a- 
part; in which space a curtain is to drop at 
right angle?, and divide the house into four 
parts if necessary. The pews of the side blocks 
are fourteen and a half feet long and three feet 
wide. The five pews in each corner of the 
house, are twelve feet six inches long. The 
open spaces, between the corner and side pewa 
are for fire places; those in the west are nine 
fret wide, and the east ones are eight feet and 
eight inches wide, and the chimney carried up 
in the wail where they are marked wiih a pen- 
cil. 

The pulpit ;in the west endjof the house is to 
be occupied by the high priesthood, as fallows: 
Number one, is for the president and his coun* 
cil. Number two, is for the bishop and his 
council. Number three for the h gh prieits; 
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end number four fur the elders: each of these 
are flight feet long, containing three coves or 
stands for the respective speakers ; ana those 
seats opposite ihein are for visiting officers, 
who are to occupy seats according to their res, 
pective grades. The two spaces in the middle 
are stairs two feet wide. The middle pulpit is 
to be elevated; the first seals one foot, the sec. 
ond two feet, the third three feet and the fourth 
four feeU And those upon each side are also 
to be elevated; the first one eight inches, the 
second sixteen, tha third twenty four, the 
fourth thirty two inches. The corner Beats are 
to be occupied by singers and elevated ; the 
first seat six inches^ thj second twelve, the 
third eighteen, the fourth twenty four, and the 
fifth thirty two inches. 

The pulpit in the east end of the house is to 
be occupied by the lesser priesthood. N umber 
one ii for the presidency of the lesser priest- 
hood; number two for the piiests; number 
three for the teachers: and number four for the 
deacons; and the seats by their sides, ore also 
to b€ occupied by visiting officers; each one 
opposite his respective grade, &c. The pulpits 
are to be done off with panel work, in the best 
workmanlike manner, and the building to be 
composed of stone and brick of the best kind. 
The Bide view represents five windows in each 
story. The windows are to have each forty 
eight lights, of seven by nine glass, sis one 
way and eight the other; the sides and lintels 
of the windows to be of hewn stone; and on 
the top of the lintel is to be a gothic top, as 
ton see. but the windows must have a lintel; 
and so with the outside doors, al! wuh gothic 
tops. 

Make your house fourteen feet high between 
the floors. There will not be a gallery hut a 
chamber; each story to be fourteen feet high^ 
arched over head, with an eliptic arch, over 
efcch of the stoma. Let the under part, or 
foundation of the house, be of Btone, let it be 
raised sufficiently high to admit of banking up 
so high as to admit oT a descent every way from 
the house, so far as to divide the distance be/ 
tween this house, and the one next to it. On 
the top of those stone, and above the embank- 
ment, let there be two rows of hewn stone, and 
then commence the brick on the hewn stone* — 
The entire height of the house, twenty eight 
feet, each story being fourteen feet; make the 
wall a sufficient thickness for a house of this 
size. 

Observe particularly that as there are pulpits 
at each end of the house, the backs of the con- 
gregation must be to one of them, and they 
will want occasionally to change. In order for 
this, the house must have pews instead of slips 



and in the pews let the seats be loose, so as to 
slip from one side of the pew to the otheT, ec 
as to face either pulpit, as occasion may re- 
quire- i I *!'•»♦]' ■ y . 

The end view Tpjjrcserits five windows of th* 
same size as (he side, the middle windows ex* 
cepted, which is to be ihe fame, with the addi- 
tion of side lights. This middle window is de. 
signed to light both above and below, as the 
upper floor is to be laid off in ihe same way at 
the lower, and arched overhead, with cunatna, 
or vails, as before mentioned. 

Yon will be careful to have hooks and ringi 
to suspend your vails on, so that they can be 
let down or raided at any time, at pkasure.— 
Also, as ; ou see, the pulpits are, to have lour 
seats, one rising above another ; fur instance t 
the elder's seat is the lowest, nest comes the 
high priests, next the bishop's; so each of 
these must have a vail that is suspended on the 
upper floor, ao as to be let down; which will 
at any time when necessary be let down, and 
shut off each sund or scat by itself. 

The doors are to be five feet wide, and nine 
feet high, and to Le in the east end of the 
house. The west end is to have no doors, but 
in other respects to be like the east, except the 
windows are to be opposite the alleys which 
run cast and west. The roof of the house to 
have one fourth pilch, the door to have gothic 
top, as the windows. The shingles of the roof 
to be painted before they aie put on. There 
is to be a fan light, as you see. The window! 
and doors are all to have Venetians; a belfry in 
the east end, and a kll of very large size.— 
Juno 25;h, 1833. ! 

Extracts from H. C, Kimball a Journal* 



[Continued.] 
One circumstance that occurred while we 
were traveling in Indiana, 1 will here mention 
concerning some spits who came into ouf 
camp. One day whTe we were eating diunei 
three gentleman came riiiing up on very fiae 
looking horses and commenced their inquinei 
of various ones corcernirg cur traveling in so 
large a body, asking where we were from, and 
where we were going. The reply was asuEHil 
some from the S ate of Maine, another woull 
say, I am from York state, some from Massa* 
chusetts, some from Ohio, and some replied, we 
are from ths cas*, rind as soon as we have doot 
eating dinner we shall be going to the west a- 
gain. They then addressed themselves to Doc* 
tor Williams to see if they could find out who 
the leadtrof the camp was. The Doctor re* 
plied, we have no one in particular. They 
asked if we had not a general to take the lead 
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of ihe company % The reply was, no one in 
particular. Bui said they, is there not some 
one amonjr you who you call your captain, or 
h ailcr* or superior to the rest! lie answered, 
sometimes one and sometimes another takes 
charge of the company so as not to throw the 
burthen upon any one in particular. These 
same spice who had come from the west passed 
us that same dav, or the next, » 

On Monday, June 2nd, we crossed the Jli- 
nois fi-'er. Tlse enemits had threatened that 
we should not pass over here, but we were fert 
ried across without any difficulty. Here we 
were counfed by the ferryman, and he declared 
we were* five hundred Lq number, although 
there was only about one hundred and fifty of 
Our company had increased since we star - 
ed from Kinland, in consequence of many hav- 
ing volunteered and joined us from the differ- 
ent branches of the church , through which we 
had passed in our journey , We camped on the 
bank of the river until next day, 

On Tuesday the 3rd, we went up, several of 
us, with Joseph Smith jr. to the t>p of a mound 11 f or the first time on our journey, that we could 



a? to show these things to his servant. Broih*- 
er Joseph had enquired of the Lord and it wai 
made known in a vision. 

This day, June 3rd, while we were refreshing 
ourselves and teams, about the middle of the 
day, Brother Joseph <iot up in a wagon and 
said, that he would deliver a prophecy. After 
giving the brethren much good advice, exhort- 
ing thcrn to faithfulness and humility, he anid, 
the Lord had told him that there would a 
scourge come upon the camp, in consequent?* 
of the fractious and unruly spirits that appear- 
ed among them and they should die like sheep 
with the rot ; stiil if they would repent and hum- 
ble themselves before the Lord, the scouTge in a 
f^jeat measure might be turned away; but, 
the Lord live*, this camp will suffer for giving 
way to their unruly temper, which afterward* 
actually did take placa to the sorrow of the 
brethren. 

The same day when we had got within one 
mile of the Snye, we come to a very beautiful 1 
little town called Atlas. Here we found honey 



on the bank of the Illinois river, which was 
several hundred feet above the river, and from 
the summit of which we had a pleasant view of 
the surrounding country ; we could overlook 
the tops of'the trees, on to the meadow or prai- 
rie on each side ihe river as far as our eyes 
could er'end, which was one of the most pleas- 
ant scenes I ever beheld. On the top of this 
mound thero way the appearance of three al- 
tar*, which had been built of stone, one above 
anal her, according to the ancient ordSr; and 
the ground was strewn over with human bones. 
This caused in us very pecuUar feelingg, to see 
the bones of our fellow creatures scattered in 
thu manner, who had bem slain in ages past. 
We felt prompted to dig down into the mound, 
and sending for a shovel aod hoe, we proceed- 
ed to move away the earth* At about one foot 
de?p we discovered the skeleton of a roaij, al- 
most entire; and between two of his ribs we 
found an Indian arrow, which had evidently 
been the cause of his dea'h. We took the leg 
and thigh bones and carried them along with 
us to Clay county* All four appeared sound* 



buy; we purchased about two ihirds of a bar* 
re!. We went down to the Snye and crossed 
over that night in a ferry boat. We camped 
for the night on the bank of the Snye. There 
was a great excitement in the country through 
which we had passed, and also ahead of us; the 
mob threatened to stop us. Guns were fired 
in almost all directions through the night,— 
Brother Joseph did not sleep much, if any, but 
was through the camp, pretty much during the 
night. 

We pursued our journey on the 4th, and 
camped on the bank of the Mississippi river. — 
Here we were somewhat afflicted and the ene- 
my threatened much that we should not cross 
over the river out of Illinois into Missouri, l l 
took us two days to cross the river, as we had 
but one ferry boat, and the river was one mile) 
and a half wide. While gome were crossing* 
many others spent their time in hunting and 
fishing, &c. When we had all got over, we 
camped about one mile back from the Hltla 
town of Louisiana, in a beautiful oak grove, 
which is immediately on the bank of the river.

The same day, wo pursued our journey*— 
While on our way we felt anxious to know who 
the person was who had been killed by that ar- 
row. It was made known to Joseph that he 
had been an officer who fell in battle, in the 
last destruction among the Lamanites, and his 
name was Ze T ph. This caused us to rejoice 
much, to think that God was so mindful of n B 



consequence of a dog growling at him while 
he was marching his company qp to the camp, 
he being the last that came over ihe river.— 
The next morning Brother Joseph said that he 
would descend to the spirit that wns manifest* 
ed by some of the brethren, to let them see the 
folly of their wickedness. He rose up and com- 
menced speaking, by saying, u it any man in- 
cults me, or abuses me, I will stand in tny owft 
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defence at the expense of my life; and if a dog 
growl at me, I will let him know that I am his 
master." At this moment Sylvester Smith, 
who had just returned from where he had 
turned out his horses to feed, came up, and 
hearing Brother Joseph make tho?e remarket? 
paid, Wf that dog bites me, 1*11 kill him.**— 
Brother Joseph turned to Sylvester and paid? 
* fc ifyou kill that dog, I'll whip you," and then 
went on to show the brethren how wicked and 
unchristianlike such conduct appeared before 
the eyes of truth and justice. 

On Friday the 6th, we resumed our journey- 
On Saturday tho 7th, at night, we camped a- 
mong our brethren at Sah river, in the Allred 
settlement, in a piece of woods by a beautiful 
spring of water and prepared for the Sabbath, 
On the Sabbath we had prenehing. Here we 
remained several days, washing our clothes, 
and preparing to pursue our journey. Here 
we were joined by Hyrum Smith and Lyman 
Wight with another company. The camp now 
numbered two hundred and five men, all arm- 
ed and equipped as the law directs. It was de- 
lightful to see the company, for they were all 
young men with one or two exceptions, and in 
good spirits. / 

We were now re-organised, according to the 
following order: Lyman Wight was chosen 
general of the camp; then Brother Joseph chose 
twenty men out of the camp for his life guard J] 
I being one of the number. Brother George A, 
Smith was Brother Josephs armor bearer; Hv- 
rum Smith was chosen captain of the life guard. 
The remainder of the camp was organised into 
companies as before staled. We had twenty. 

- 

five wagons, two horses in each and some three. 
One day while we remained here, our general 
marched us out on a large meadow or prairie. — 
He then proceeded to inspect us and examine 
our firelocks, &c; afterwards we marched in 
platoons and an object being placed, we dis- 
charged our pieces in order to try them. We 
were drilled about half a day and !hen return- 
ed to the camp. - ] 

On the 12th, we again resumed our march: 
many of the inhabitants went with us several 
miles; they seemed to have much respect for 
us. We traveled about fourteen miles, and 
camped on a large prairie, 
i Friday the 13th, my horses got loose and 
went back ten mil es, with others* I pursued f 
after them and returned back to the camp in 
about two hours. We tarried in the middle of 
this prairie which is about twenty eight miles 
across, on account of a rupture which took 
place in thecamp. Here F, G. Williams and 
Roger Orton, received a very serious chastise- 
ment from Brother Joseph, for not obeying or- ' J 



ders previously given. The chastisement giv- 
en to Roger Orton, was given more particular- 
ly for suHcring me to go back after the horses, 
as I was one of Joseph's life' guard, and it be* 
longed to Roger to attend to the team; but, is 
the team was my own and I had had the care 
of it all through, he still throwed the care on 
me, which was contrary to orders, inasmuch as 
the responsibility rested upon him to see to the 
team; In this place further regulations wer« 
made in regard to the organization of the camp. 

A day or two after this Bishop Partridge met 
us direct from Clay county, as we were camp- 
ing on ihp bank of the Wucondah river in the 
Woods. We received much information from 
Brother Partridge concerning the hostile feel, 
inns and prcj udices that rxUted against u* in 
Missouri in all quarters. It gave us great sat* 
isfffction to recei /e intelligence from him, as we 
were in perils, and threatened all the while.- 
I will here mention one circumstance that 
transpired during our stay at this place, which 
was, that of Brother Lyman Wight baptising 
Dean Gou T d as he was not previously a mem- 
ber of the church yet had accompanied us all 
the way from Kirtland. 

We pursued our journey and followed ;h« 

hank of the river for several miles. As wt 
left the river nnd came into a very beautiful piai- 
rie Brother William Smith, one of the Twelve, 
killed a very larsre de-'r, which mode us soaw 
very nourishing soup, and added to our com- 
fort considerably, 
Cn Wednesday the 18ih at night we camped 

one mile* from the town of Richmond, Ray co, 
On Thursday the 19th, we arose as eoon as it 
was light and pessed through the town befon 
the inhabitants were up. As Luke Johnson 
and others, were passing through bifore the 
teams came along. Brother Luke observed I 
black woman in a gentleman^s garden near th« 
road. She beckoned to him and eaid, "come 
here mw$M B n She was evidently much agitat- 
ed in her feelings. He went up to the fenci 
and she said to him, there is a company of men 
laying in wait here who are calculating to kil' 
you this morning as you pass through. Thii 
was nothing new to us as we had been ihrei- 
tened continually through the whole journey, 
and death and destruction seemed to await m 
daily. This day we only traveled about fifteen 
miles. One wagon broke down ; and the wheel* 
run off from others, and there seemed to be 
many things to hinder our progress, although 
we strove with a'l diligence to speed our way 
forward. Our intentions were, when we start- 
ed to go through to Clay county that day, bat 
all in vain. This night we camped on an ele- 
vated piece of land between the two brancbet 
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of the Fishing river, the main branch of which 
was formed bv seven small streams or branch- 
es, three being two of them. Just as we halt- 
ed and were making preparations for the night, 
five men rode into the camp, and told us we 
should see hell before morning, and such horri- 
ble oaths as came from their lips, I never heard 
before. They told us that sixty men were com- 
ing from Richmond, Ray county, who had 
sworn to destroy us* also, seventy more were 
coming from Clay eoun'y^ a3?ist in our des~ 
truciion. These men were armed witH guns, 
and the whole country was in a rage against 
us, and nothing but the power of God could 
■ave us. All this time the weather was fine 
and pleasanr. Soon after these men left us we 
discovered a email b!ack cloud rising in the 
west; and not more than twenty minutes pass- 
ed aw*ay before it began to rain and hail, but 
we had very little of the hail in our camp. All 
around ua the hail was heavy; aome of the 
hailstones, or rather lumps of ice, were as large 
as hens eggs. The thunders rolled with awful 
majesty, and the Ted lightnings flashed through 
the horizon, making it so light that I could see 
to pic]; up a pin almost any time through the 
night; the earth quaked and trembled, and 
there being no cessation it seemed as though 
the Almighty had issued forth his mandate of 
vengeance. The wind was so terrible that ma- 
ny of our tents were blown over and we were 
not able to hold them; but there being an old 
meeting house c'oae at hand, many of us fled 
there to secure ourselves from the storm. Ma- 
ny trees were blown down, and others twisted 
and wrung like a withe- The mob came to the 
river, two miles from us; and the river had risen 
to that height that they were obliged to stop 
without crossing over- The hail fell so heavy 
upon them that it beat holes in their hats, and 
ia some instances even broke the stocks off 
their guns; their horses being frightened fled' } 
leaving the riders on the ground, their powder 
was wet and it was evident the Almighty 
fought in our defence. This night the river 

raised forty feet*

The services commenced under the direc- 
tion of Pres.

The sen- 
ior President of each Quorum was seated on 
the right, the Choir of singers on the left and 
the Brass Band in front. The second and third 
Quorums in order, with their families, occupi- 
ed the Oiher seats fjr the day. Each cay af- 
ford d a new congregation* that all the seven- 
ties, with their families, might in turn, parti, 
cipatc in the privilege of the dedication, ac- 
cording to their respective Quorums, there be- 
ing fifteen Quorums, whose claims were equil, 



two of which convened in the Hull each day, 
beginning wi h the second and r!iird. 

The excellent melody of the Choir «nd Band, 
mingling with the devout aspirations of a 
congregition of all tat*!*, gave ihe commence- 
ment of their ecTyices an air of interest, felici- 
ty and glory, at once feeling, touching pathet- 
ic, grand, sublime. 

A hymn, composed by Elder W, W. Phelps, 
for the dedication, entitled fc A voice from the 
Proph' t: Come to me j 1 was sung; and a suppli- 
cation to the throne of gTaee made. 

Trie dedication prayer by President Brigham 

Y^ung, was in substance as follows: 

Thou God who dwe!ti st in the midst of thino 
own kingdom*, anil doeth thy pleasure in the 
midst of the same. We realise that we are thy 
children, although we have long wandered 
from thee. Yut we feel that it is thy good 
pleasure to bl ss us, when we come unto thee 
with hearts of humility Therefore we desire 
to present ourselves before ihee as dutiful chil- 
dren to an earthly parenf, knowing that wo 
are thine and ask thee fur those things we need. 
We feel, our Father, that we are in a world of 
darkness, and trouble, and death, where we 
ranrot behold thy glory; yet we come unto 
thee in the name of Jesus Christ, thy son, and 
ask thee to forgive our sins and past offences. 
Fill us with thy spirit, and accept our praise, 
whi'e we dedicate ourselves unto thte, and as 
we have approximated to behold this beautiful 
morning, the day in which begins a new year T 
do thou, our heavenly Father, look down in 
compassion upon us, the creatures of thy cara 
and protection, who dwell upon thy footstool. 
Increase our knowledge, wisdom, and under- 
standing, that we, thy servants, may be ena- 
bled to administer salvation to thy people, even 
3s thou hast committed a dispensation of the 
snras unto us; and while we call on thy name 
we desire union in thy presence, our Father^ 
to dedicate unto thee this hall, the ground up- 
on which it stands, and all things that apper- 
tain unto it. We ask thee to let thy blessing 
rest upon thy servant Edward Hunter, our be- 
loved brorher, who has donated to us the ground 
upon which this sacred edifice has been erec- 
ted* We pray the to enrich him and his fain- 
i'y/nnt only with the good things of this world* 
but with the riches of eternity alio. We ask 
thee, our Father, to accept the dedication of 
our hearts this morning, and naay we feel the 
prelude of that power and authority with which 
thy servants shall be clothed, when they shall 
go forth and open the door of salvation to tho 
nations and kingdoms of the earth; even thy 
servants, the seventies, upon whom the bur- 
then of thy kingdom does res', and to whom 
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the keys of ihi* same shall be committed from 
time toti.ne. We now dedicate this hail unto 
thee, our Father, and ask thee- in the name of 
thy Son Jesti? Christ, to sanctify it and make it 
holy, otiu may no fuul spirit be suffered to en- 
ter it, but may it be filled with thy spirit that it 
may be cat lad the gale of heaven, and may al' 
who en;er within its doo?s be made to feci thy 
lore and power. We ask thee to pour out thy] 
spirit upon the Presidency of tl^e seventies; 
wilt thou endow tliem with knowledge and un- 
derstanding that they may be enabled to in- 
struct thy servants over whom they are called 
to preside; and do thou l*t the same bleseings 
flow freely upon each Quorum, that all ihv 
servants may be filled with thy spirit, and be- 
come mig'tty men before thee that they may 
go forth and garivr the pure in heart, Zion 
redeemed and Jerusalem rebuilt, Rstp us, O 
Lord, to scperntc ourselves from a51 iniquity* 
that evil doers mav not exist in ojt midst, but 
may tins people become a ho*y people, pec 1 
iar to thyself, to show forth thy praise in all t ;r 
world, OurFaiher in heaven, we humbly be- 
feech thee to shield and protect us in this city , 
provide for and sustain us by thy power, that 
we may be cnubled to accomplish the work 
which thou haM. commanded us to g^.

that Um truth and light of the everlasting gos- 
pel may shine forth from this place, to the hon- 
or praise and glory of thy name. Regard 
mercy the Quorum of :)ie Twelve, at v .m the 
arrows of the destroyer are directed. Preserve 
them O Lord, by thine own omnipotent power, 
that they may stand in holy places and be en- 
abled to disseminate the knowledge of thv 
kingdom to the inhabitant? of the earth; wilt 
thou sustain us, our Father, that we mav per. 
form and accomplish the mighty work where, 
unto we are called* We feel to lament and 
mourn the loss of our beloved brothers, Joseph 
and Hymm, the Prophet and Patriarch, whom j 
thou hast suffered tu be martvrcd for the r<p:i- 
many of the truth ; but we thank thee our Fa, 
iher, thai although they have been taken from 
us for the present, yet tint snnu- spirit which 
animated their bosoms, the fruits of which is 
peace and charity, still remains amongst ihv 
people. We now commit ourselves into thy 
care, and nskihee to guide and conrrolf n s by 
the council of heaven, through all the shifting 
and various scenes of mortality, that the num. 
bers of our days may be filled up in usefulness, 
and we be prepared for Lhat exalted stauon and 
rest that remains for the people of God, and the 
honor, praise, and glory of cur salvation, wei 
will ascribe unto thee; for thine is the kingdom* [ 
ptiwer and g'ory, wojlds without end: Amen ■

Elder H. Kimball addressed the congrega- 
tion in plain though impressive language, and 
in his usual philanthropic manner, use d a chain 
as a figure to illustrate t ie principle of gradu- 
ation, while in pursuit of celestial enjoyment in 

worlds to come. 
Elder G. A* tSmitb, offered s^tne very appro- 

pria:e remarks relative to union. He referred 
to the Ziou camp, and tiieir expedition to Mis- 
souri, and after giving on interesting account 
on that subject, concluded with an exhorta- 
tion to tfnion, firmncs*, and perfieveience. lie 
said that if we were of one heart and mind, 
we might be as the angels are.

I will tell the seventies and every body else* 
if you cannot and will not submit to the au- 
thorities that God has placed in his church 
oyer you, you had better back out now, and 
Dot attempt to proceed funher; if you are ever 
saved it will De by obedience to the order of 
God's kingdom here on the earth, and this or. 
der is in subordination to that order which is 
in the heavens- According to the important 
station the seventies are called to fill in thi f 
last dispensation, they should be careful to 
walk uprightly and act justly, shunning every 
appearance of evil and never condescend to do 
any thing mean. 

Adjourned one hour. 

Mr t pursuant to adjournment, j 
Elder John Taylor took the s:and and pro- 
ceeded to lay before ns the pure principles of 
life and salvation, reminding us that wc were, 
the people that the Lord had chosen and set 
apart to accomplish the great and mightv work 
of the last days, which was spoken of by the 
prophets of old* No other people, said he. can 
possibly do this work, for unto us the keys o* J

He 
told the people of It is day that the wisdom of 
this world was foolishness with God, When 
I ask what knowledge the wold has of t GoJ 
or hi* government J I mean to be understood 
as speaking of that knowledge that cames from 
God, communicated to ua through the channel 
of revelation, for without it we know nothing 
correctly, no more than the brute beasts who 
ire lead by the instinct of nature. Conse- 
quently, brethren, when you go to declare the 
plain truth of the kingd oni of God, the gospel 
of Jesus Christ. You shou!d never shrink from 
your calling, nor succumb to the learned be- 
cause of the advantage they have over you by 
reason of literary attainments, for God is with 
you, and will give you a mouth and wisdom, 
by which you shall be delivered from the strong 

arm of vio T ence. 

Remember the race is not to the swift nor 

the battle to the strong; but to those who trust 
in the Lord, Wlu n the Twelve were called to 
bear the gospel of this kingdom 10 the inhab* 
itants of Europe, there was not many wise 
among them, speaking after the manner of men ; 
yet we believed him faithful who had chosen 
us, and as little children we trusted in him for 
wisdom and understanding to do hie will; for 
his will was our pleasure, and in the short space 
of two years, about two thousand souls were 
given to us in the ministry, I speak of these 
things that you may know in whom to put 
your trust and confidence; for should you de- 
sire self esteem, and take the honor to your- 
selves, you soon would sink to shame and dis- 
grace. You are the heralds of salvation, and 
through your faithfulness, obedience, and per* 
severence, you may be exalted to kings and 
priests unto God in the eternal worlds. 

Some of you may be called to go to foreign 
lauds to administer salvation to nations that 
are to you unknown. The redemption of your 
deceased relatives are also required at your 
hands, Hence you discover your relationship 
with God and the responsibility under winch 
you are acting. Be faithful in him who has 
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called you, and he will deliver yoji from every 
snare, pit, and temptatiou that await you. 1 
would rather trust in Hod fur bread, than to 
iru.u in the princes of this world, 1 speak ot 
these things for your interest; then let your 
hearta bs comforted, When we (the Twelve) 
left this place, on our mission to England, n 
journey of near five thousand miles to be ac- 
complished without a penny in our pocket?, 
our only resourse was to trust in the disposer 
of all events to supply our returning wants* — 
And our prayers were heard and answered ac- 
cording to the desires of our heanp. 

When you go forth, lift your hands like king* 
and trust in the name of Israel's God; for the 
very hairs of your head are numbered and will 
not fall to the ground without notice. Re- 
membering at all times to uphold each other 
by the prayer and power of faith, and God will 
bless you and your labors. 

The following prayer was made by Presi- 
dent Joseph Young on the fourth day of the 
dedication, 

U God, our heavenly Father, we humbly pray 
thee in the name of Jesus Christ, thy Son, to 
bless us with the r !mission of all our sins and 
vanities; for we are subject to follies and van- 
ities. But we thank thee, our Father, that thou 
hast prepared a way and provided means where- 
by we may be enabled to overcame, and to 
elude the grasp of the distroyer, We ask thee, 
our Father, to guide us by thy spirit, that we 
may feci thy love shed abroad in our hearts, and 
fully appreciate every blessing that flows from 
thy liberal hands. As thou hast seen fit to 
break the silence of heaven, and again commu- 
nicated thy will to the sons of men that dwell 
upon the earth. We ask thee to indict our pe- 
titions os we present ourselves in thy presence 
to dedicate this Hall, for we now dedicate it 
and ourselves unto thee, and ask thee to let a 
special blessing rest upon him who has be- 
queathed to us the ground upon which this ball 
iiow stands. We remember before thee, our 
Father, the building committee, who were ap- 
pointed to build the Temple. Let their hands 
be strengthened to carry on the work, and 
grant that the house may be finished accord, 
ing to thy commandment unto thy people, that 
thy servants may receive their endowments and 
be clothed upon with power and authority, to 
carry thy word to the scattered remnants of thy 
people. Let the council of the Twelve come 
in remernbrence before thee. Bless them, O 
Lord, with all that periain to them. Also the 
Quorums of the seventies, who have built this 
hal 1 , not particularly by thy commandment, 
but in honor of thy name. LUss them and 
their families when they shall goto the Islands 



of the sea, to preach the acceptable year of the 
Lord , and decline the truih of heaven, the gos- 
pel of the Son of GoJ. Let them become migh- 
ty men in pulling down the strong holds of 
9atan, and bursting the prison doors of dark, 
nesa, and spread the light of the everlasting 
gospel to earth-s temotest bounds.

The same day we wrote to Brother W. W, 
Phelps, and others in Zion, from Kirtland as 

follows: 
Brethren, 

We have received your last, con- 
taining a number of questions which you de- 
sire us to answer; this we do the more readily, 
as we desire with all our hearty the prosperity 
of Zion, and the peace of her inhabitants, for 
we have as great an interest in the welfare of 
Zion, as you can have: 

First, as respects getting the Book of Com. 
mandments bound, we think that it is not ne- 
cessary. They will be sold will without bind- 
ing, and there is no book-binder to be had ns we 
know oft nor are there materials to be had fo r 
binding, without keeping the book too long 
from circulation- With regard to the Books of 
Mormon, which arc in the hands of Brother 
Eurker, we say to you get them from Brother 
Burket, give him a receipt for them in the 
name of the literary firm. Let Brother Gilben 
pay Brother Chapin his money. 

We have not found the Book of Jasher, nor 
any of the other lost books mentioned in the 
Bible as yet; nor will we obtain them at pres- 
ent. Respecting the Apocrypha, the Lord 
said to us, that there are many things in it 
which were true, and there were many things 
in it that were not true, and to thosj who deeire 
it, it should be given by the spiiit to know the 
true from the false. We have received some 
revelations, within a short time back, which 
yon will obtain in due time; ns soon as we can 
tret time, we will review the manuscripts of the 
Book of Mormon, after which they will be for- 
warded to you. 

We commend the plan highly, of j our choos- 
ing a teacher to instruct the high priesis, that 
they may be able to silence gainsay era. Con- 
cerning bishop? 3 we recommend the following: 
let Brother Isaac Morley be ordained second 
bishop in Zion, and let Brother John Corrill be 
ordained third. Let Brother Edward Partridge 
choose as counsellors in their place, Brother 
Parley P. Pratt, and Brother Titus Billing*, or- 
daining Brother Billings to the high priesthood. 
Let Brother Morley choose for his counsellor*?^ 
Erother Christian Whitmer, whom ordain to 
the high priesthood, and Bro. Newel Knights. 
Let Brother Corrill choose Brother Daniel Stan- 
ton, and Brother Hezekiah Peck for his coun- 



sellors: let brother Hezekiah, also, be ordain- 
ed to the high priesthood 

Zombre has been received a* a member of the 
firm by commandment, and has just come to 
Kirtland to live; as soon as we get a power of 
attorney signed agreeably to law, for Alum, we 
will forward it to him, and will immediately 
expect one from that part of the firm to Abash- 
dah, signed in the same manner. We would 
again say to Alam, be sure to get a form ac- 
cording to law, for securing a gift. We have 
found by examining the law, that a gift cannot 
be retained without this. 

The truth triumphs gloriously in the east, 
multitudes are embracing it, I Sidney, who 
writes this letter, in behalf of the presidency, 
had the privilege of seeing my aged mother 
baptised into the frith of the gospel, a few 
weeks since, at the advanced a^e of seventy- 
five. She now resides with me. 

We send by this mail, a dtafi of the city of 
Zion, with explanations, and a draft of the 
bouse to be built immediately, in Zion, for the 
presidency, as well as al! purposes of religion 
and instruction. 

Kirtland, the stake of Zion is strengthening 
continually. When the enemies look at her, 
they wag their heads and march along. We 
anticipate the day when the enemies will have 
fled away and be far from us. You will re- 
member that the power of agency must be feign- 
ed by the wives as well as ihe husbands, and 
the wives must be examined stparate and a- 
part from the husbands, the tame as signing a 
deed, and a specification to that effect inserted 
at tbb bottom, by the justice before whom such 
acknowledgment is made, otherwise the power 
will be of none effect. 

Clarissa Batchelor, of Boston, wants her pa-

Should you not understand the explanations 
sent with the drafts, you will inform us, 30 as 
you may have a proper understanding, for it is 
meet that all things should be dene according 
to the pattern. 

The following errors we have found in the 
commandments, as printed: lortietb chapter^ 
tenth verse, third line, instead of corruptabtei 
put corrupted. Fourteenth verse of the same 
chapter, fifth line, instead of respector to per- 
sons, put respector of persons. Twenty-first 
verse, second line of the same chapter, inste* d 
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of reepector to, put tespector oL Forty-fourth 
chapter, twelfth verse, *last line, instead of 
hands, put heads. 

Brother Edward Partridge, sir, I proceed to 
answer your questions, concerning ihc conse- 
cration of property: First, it is not right to 
condescend to very great parJicular^ in taking 
inventories. The fact is this, a man 19 bound 
by the law of the church, lo consecrate to the 
bishop, before he can be considered a legal heir 
to the kingdom of Zion; and this, too, without 
constraint; and unless he does thisj he cannot 
be acknowledged before the Lord, on the 
church book: therefore, 10 condescend to par- 
ticulars, I will tell you that every man must be 
his own judge, how much he should receive, 
and how much he should suffer to remain in 
the hands of the bishop. I speak of those who 
consecrate more than they need for the suppori 
of themselves and their families* 

The matter of consecration must be done by 
the mutual consent of both parlies: for, to give 
the bishop power to say how much every man 
shall have, and he be obliged to comply with 
the bishop's judgment, is giving to the bishop 
more power than a kin? has; and, upon the 
other hand, to let every nan say how much he 
needs, and the bishop be obliged 10 comply 
with hi* judgment, is to throw Zion intu confu- 
sion, and ma!;c a slave of the bishops. The 
fact is, there must be a bilance or equilibrium 
of power- between the bishop and the people; 
and thus harmony'and good will, be preserv- 
ed fimon? vou, 

Theref -re, these persons consecrating prop- 
erty to the bishop in Zion, and then receiving 
an inheritance bnck, must shew ren son ally to 
fhe bishop that he wants as much as he claims. 
But in ca^e the two parties cannot coine to a 
i;nuual agreement, the bishop is to have noth- 
ing to do about receiving their consecrations; 
and the ra^c must be laid before a council ol 
twelve high priests; thre bishop not being one 
nf the council, but he i3 to lav the case before 
them. 

Say to Drother Gilbert, that wc have no 
means in our power, to assist him in a pecunia- 
ry point, as we know not the hour when we 
shall be s ied for deb's, which we have contract- 
ed ourselves in New York. Snv to him that

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Answers to queries in Brother Phelps' letter 
of June 4th: First, in relation to the poor.— 
When the bishops are appointed according to 
our recommendation, it will devolve upon them 
to see to the poor, according to the laws of the 
church. In regard 10 ;he printing of the New 
Translation; it cannot be done until we can 
attend to it ourselves, and this we will duae 
soon as the Lord permits. 

As to Shedeilaomach, all members of the a- 
[nitedfirm, are considered one. The order of 
the literary firm is a matter of stewardship, 
*hich is of the greatest importance; and the 
mercantile establishment God commanded to 
be devoted to the support thereof, and God will 
bring every transgression into judgment. 

Say to the brethren, Unlets, and to all othen 
that the Lord never authorised them, to say, 
that the devil, nor his angels, nor the son of 
perdition should ever he restored, for their state 
of destiny w T as not revealed to man, is not re- 
vealed, nor ever shall be revealed, save to those 
who are made partakers thereof: consequently 
those who teach this doctrine have not receiv- 
ed it of the spirit of the Lord. Truly Brother 
Oliver declared it to be the doctrine of devils, 
Wc, therefore* command that this doctrine 
taught no more in Zion. We sanction the de 
cision of the bishop and his council, in relation 
to this doctrine's being a bar of communion. 

The number of disciples in Kirt!and is about 
one hundred and fifty. We have commenced 
building the house of the Lord ? in this place, 
and it goes on rapidly. Good news from the

You will recollect that previous to your 
leaving this place, you were tried J>efore the 
bishops court, which found you guilty of mis- 
demeanor, and decided that you should no lon- 
ger retain your authority in ihe church ; all of 
which, we, as presidents of the high priesthood, 
sanction. You name something; in your letter 
that took place at Brother Olney's, in Shalers- 
ville, on the 27th and,28th of August, which 
we peifcctly recollect, and had you made such 
a confession as you was required to, at Chippe* 
way, all things would have worked together 
for your good, and as I told you; but you did 
nut manifest that degree of humility to the 
brethren, that was required, but remained ob- 
stinate; for that reason God withdrew his spir- 
it from you, and left you in darkness. In jour 
letter you say many bard things against the 
brethren, especially, Father Smith, Brother 
Reynolds Cahoon, and Bishop Whitney, Ite., 
all of which we highly disapprove. It seems, 
also, that your ton Eden, is confederate with 
you, and needs to be reproved, together with 
yourself, in all humility before the Lord, or 
you must expect to be dealt with according to 
the laws of the church.

We arc exceedingly fatigued owin^ to a 
great press of business. We this day finished 
the translating of the scriptures, for which wp 
I returned gratitude to our Heavenly Father, and 
sat immediately down to answer your letters. 
We rejoiced greatly to h^ar of the safe arrival 
of Sister Vienna and Brother William, and 
thank our Heavenly Father that their lives 
have been spared them till their arrival. The 
health of the brethren and sisters in Kirtland 
is good at present, no case of sickness known 
to us. Brother Kingsbmy^s wife is declining 
fast, and cannot continue much longer, but 
will soon be in the paradise of God. 

We are engaged in writing a letter to Eu- 
gene, respecting the two Smiths, as we have 
received two from them; one from John Smith 
the other from the elder of ihe church . As to 
the gift of tongues, all we can say is, that in 
this place, we have received it as the ancients 
did : we wish you, however, to be careful, lest 
in this you be deceived.

Extracts from II. C. Kimball s Journal, 



fContinuech] • 
In the mom ins; I went to the river in compa- 
ny with Brother Joseph Smith, Hyrum Smi'b, 
Brigham Young, and others, as we had it in 
contemplation to proceed that morning to Lib* 
erty, Clay county; but we could not continue 
our journey as there was no way to cross the 
river . It was then overflowing its banks, ami 
we have seen the river since and proved that it 
was full forty feet from the top of the banks to 
the bottom of the river. Previous to this rain 
falling, it was no more than ancle deep. Such 
a time never was known by us before; still, we 
felt calm all night and the Lord was with us.— 
The water was ancle deep to us all night so we 
could not sleep. _ 
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At this place, W. W. Phelps, S. W. Denton, 
John Corrill, with many others from Liberty 
joined us, from whom we received much infor- 
mation concerning the situation of tlie brethren 
who had been driven from Jackson county, and 
the fixed determination of our enemies to drive 
or exterminate them from that county. 

The next day when we moved into the coun- 
try we saw that the hail had destroyed the crops 
and we saw that it had come in some directions 
within a mile, and in other directions within 
half a mile of our camp. After passing a short 
distance the ground was literally covered with 
branches of the tree3 which had been cut off by 
the hail. We went a distance of five miles on 
a prairie to get food for our horses, and also to 
get provisions for ourselves; and to get into 
some secure place, where we could defend our- 
selves from the rage of the enemy. We stayed 
here three or four days until the rage of the peo- 
ple was allayed. 

On the 21st, Colonel Searcy and two other 
leading men from Ray county, came to see us, 
desiring to know what our intentions were; for 
<*aid he, see that there is an Almighty power 
that protects this people, fur I started from 
Richmond, Ray county, with a company of arm- 
ed men having a fixed determination to destroy 
you, but was kept back by the storm and was 
not able to reach you.** When he came into 
the camp he was seized with such a tremblings 
that he was obliged to sit down in order to com- 
pose himself. When he desired to know what 
our intentions were. Brother Joseph arose and 
began to speak and the power of God rested up- 
on him. He gave a relation of the sufferings of 
our people in Jackson county, and also of all 
our persecutions and what we had suffered by 
our enemies for our religion; nnd that we had 
come one thousand miles to assist our brethren* 
to bring them clothing, and to reinstate them 
upon their own lands; that we had no intentions 
to molest or injure any people, but only to ad- 
minister to the wants of our afflicted brethren ; 
and that the evil reports, which were circulated 
about us 'were false, and were circulated by our 
enemies to get us destroyed, - ^ . 

After he hail got through and had spoke quite 
lengthy, the power of which melted them into 
compassion, they arose and offered him their 
bands, and said they would use their influence 
to allay the excitement which everywhere pre- 
vailed against us. They accordingly went 
forth and rode day and ni^ht to pacify the peo- 
ple; and they wept because they saw we were 
a poor afflicted people, and our intentions were 
pure. The next day the Sheriff of that county, 
named Gilliam, came to deliver a short address 
to us. We formed into companies and march- 



ed into a grove a little distance from the camp 
and there formed ourselves into a circle, and 
sat down upon the ground. Previous to Mr, 
Gilliams address, he (Gilliam) said, "I have 
heard much concerning Joseph, and I have been 
informed that he is in your camp, if he is here I 
would like to see him." Brother Joseph arose 
and said, I am the man. This was the first time 
he was made known during the journey. Mr, 
Gilliam then arose and gave us some instruc- 
tions concerning the manners and customs of the 
people, their dispositions, &c, and what course 
we should take in order to gain their favor ami 
protection. 

On the Sabbath dav while wc were in thi- 
place, being in want of salt, I took it upon me 
to go to some of the inhabitants and get some; 
Brother Smalling took his ri lie and went along 
with me. After passing through a path enclos- 
ed by hazle bushes, about two miles from the 
camp, I discovered a deer a little distance a- 
head of us standing across the path} I made mo- 
tions to Brother Smalling, and he, drawing up 
his ritle over my shoulder, which served for a 
rest, fired and hit the deer just behind the shoul- 
der, it ran a few rods and fell. We cut a pole 
and fastening it on the pole, got it on our shoul- 
ders and carried it along to the camp. When 
we got to the camp we dressed it and divided it 
among the different companies, and had an ex- 
cellent feast. 

Here Brother Thayre was taken sick with the 
cholera, and also Brother Hayes. We left thern 
there, and also Brother Hancock who had been 
taken with the cholera during the storm, Bro. 
Joseph called the camp together, and told us 
that in consequence of the disobedience of some 
who had not been willing to listen to his words, 
but had been rebellious, God had decreed that 
sickn^s should come upon us, and we should 
die like sheep with the rot; and said he, "I am 
sorry, but I cannot help if When he spake 
these things it pierced me like a dart, having a 
testimony that so it would be. In the afternoon 
of this day, we began to receive the revelation 
known as the "Fishing River revelation." 

On Monday we held a council as follows : 
Clay County, Mo., June 23, 1-S34. 

A council of hiph priests met according to a 
revelation received the previous day, to choose 
some of the first elders to receive their endow- 
ment; being appointed by the yoice of the spir- 
it, through Joseph Smith jr., president of the 
church. 

They proceeded : Edward Partridge is called 
and chosen, and is to go to Kirtland and receive 
his endowment with power from on high ; and 
also,, stand in his office as bishop to purchase 
land in Missouri.

The facts embraced in the foregoing verges, 
destroy the belief of alt Christendom without 
remedy. The divine, or in deference, we will 
say the learned clergy/ publish to all people, 
that 'no man hath seen God, at any timer that 
no man can see God and live; and that John 
the Evangelist said: [St. John vi: 46.] ''Not 



may know tha* ye are Gods: yea, do good, or 
do evil, that we maybe dismayed, and behold 
it together.' In fact, Hhe Gods,' in old times, 
was common intelligence. Satan, ia his first 
sectarian sermon to Adam and »e, told them, 
if they would eat of the forbidden fruit, they 
should become as *theGods,' knowing good 
and evil. 

Tnia is not all : the first line of Genesis, pure- 
ly translated from the original, excluding tho 
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firet Baiik (which was added by the Jews,) i 
would read i—Rosheii (the head) &*mrau, 
(brought forth,) Eloheim (the (Sods) ate (with) 
tmh-shau-maJiykm (the heavens) rcft-afe, (and 
with) hauaurates % (rhe earth.) In simple Eng- j 
lith. The Head brojghi forth the Gods, with 
the heavens and with the earth- The tf IIead J 
must have meant the giving God,* or Head God : 
Christ is our head. The term 'Eloheim*' plu- 
ral of Elohah, or ale, is used alike in the first 
chapter of Genesis, for the creation, and the 
quotation of Satan. In the second chapter, and 
fourth verse, we have this remarkable history: v 
"These are the generations of the heavens and^of 
the cartkjvhen they were brougld forth; in tfw day 
that the Lord of the Gods made earth and heav- 
en* > The Hebrew reads so. 

Truly Jesus Christ created the worlds, and is 
Lord of Lords, and as the Psalmist said: *Judg- 
es among the Gods.* Then Moses might have 
said with propriety, he is the Hiving God,' and 
Christ, speaking of the flesh could say; — I am 
the son of man; and Peter enlightened by the 
Holy Ghost;— Thou art the Son of the Living 
God, meaning our Father in heaven, who is the 
Father of all spirits, and who with Jesus Christ' 
his first begotten son, and the Holy Ghost, are 
one in power,one in dominion, and one in glory, 
constituting the first presidency of this system, 
and this eternity, Butihey are as much three 
distinct persons as the sun, moon, and earth are 
three different bodies. 

And again the 'twelve kingdoms' which are 
under the above mentioned presidency of the 
Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, are governed by 
the same rules, and destined to the same honor;

Louis, they are not those that compose the 
church; many of our best brethren have gone 
there, according to counsel, to obtain employ- 
ment. They have in all times of trouble been 
ready to stand by us, and to lend a helping 
hand, both personal and pecuniary. For an 
account ot the situation of the church in Saint 
Louia, we would refer our readers to a com- 
munication of Elder Hyde, published in the 
Neighbor, and in the Times and Seasons; and 
in their activity and liberality in supporting the 
press, they have shown a zeal in defending 
truth, which it would be well for many of our 
branches to imitate, 

We are not fond of casting reflections upon 
the brethren, and we are averse to saying any- 
thing about ourselves; but while upon this sub- 
ject, we would state that there is the moat de_ 
L/lorable negligence manifested bv many of the 
branches, and al*o, by many of our elders in 
sustaining the press; it would seem that it was 
merely a cats-paw which could be u?ed for their 
o*n private convenience, without having any 
reference to the great object for which it was 
instituted. 

We last week published a statement made bv 
President Brigham Young in answer to some 
remarks made in the <c P;ophet, v wherein he 
tKsigns as a reason for there not being more 
subscribers, that the post offices deal fraudu- 
lently with us, and keep the papers from the 
subscribers: this to a certain extent is true, in 
some peculiar locations; but that it is not gen- 
eral we know assuredly, Irom the returns we 
receive from our agents and correspondenta. — 
As we stated in the last Times, means are be- 
ing used to prevent these frauds and to place 
the carriage of papers on a more sure footing; 
in the mean time we would state that if the 
subscribers will send ua word about their de- 



linquencies, we have made arrangements with 
our Post-master here, to enquire into the diffi- 
culty; and by writing to him the delinquent 
Post-masters can be found out and treated ac- 
cording to law. 

We think the elders should not be discourag- 
ed at these things, if so, wo may stop our press 
and do without any medium of communication. 
We know that we have fulfilled our engage- 
ments always faithfully ^ and while we are en- 
gaged in prom it gating the principles of truth n 
defending the cause of righteousness, and sus- 
taining correct principles, we think it but just, 
fair, and honorable, and as little as the elders 
can do, to lend a helping hand in rolling forth 
the work of the Lord; by assisting us in our 
laudable endeavors; the press will often do 
more to sustain correct principles than preach- 
ing, because it ia a regular visitor* Our ene* 
mies are busily engaged in trying to destroy 
us, let us not be behind them in trying to sus~ 
tain ourselves. If the difierent branches a- 
bToad would follow the example of St. Louis* 
in sustaining the Nauvoo papers and the Proph- 
et, all might [Toaper; the press be placed in ea- 
sy circumstances, and free from embarrass- 
ment, and nobody be injured; but, all mutual- 
ly benefitted.

THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND. 
The Church of England seems to be in ex- 
ceeding tribulation. A lettor from the Bishop 
of Exeter, on the 11th of November last, ad- 
dressed to the clergv of his diocese on the sub- 
ject of the observance of the rubric, h=is caus- 
ed a great sensation. Among other heterodox- 
ies we see stated, that some of the English Di- 
vines, in repeating the creed, use the word 
blessed when they repeat the phrase *horn of 
the Virgin Mary/ and an arch deacon, Wilber- 
force, has said that the use of the material cross 
is proper. This, says this divine, as well as a 
publication called the Ecclesiologist, 'is the true 
protection of Christian?. They are never so safe 
as under it. The graves in a church vard and 
the cottages in a village, cluster around \it in 
security.' Mr. Ward, of Baliol College,Oxford, 
has recently published a tract called the Ideal 
of a Christian Church. In this, he says boldly 
A in subscribing to the articles, / renounce no 
one Roman doctrine Mr, Ward was summon- 
ed before the authorities of Oxford to explain 
his meaning. HU defence was that his name 
wus not on the title page of the work. — Ga- 
zette. 

So the church militant, in addition to the 
breach of Puseyism, begins to show signs of 
woe. We have heard, by the bye, that some 
wise clergymen of the aaid church, petitioned 
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his holiness the Pope* for an ordination under 
his gracious hand, but the *hoad of catholicity/ 
informed him that he must renounce his heresy 
first. Now, the substance, or mote properly 
the want of substance, in the sectarian world 
is, that God is not in all their way?, and so ev- 
ery man goes his own way, * 

The present christian v: rW exists ard contin- 
ues by division. The MYSTERY of Babylon 
the great, is mother of harloTs and abomina- 
tions o! the earth, and it needs no prophetic 
vision, to unravel finch mysteries. The old 
church is the mother, and the protests nts are 
the lewd daughters. Alas! alas! what doc- 
trine, whnt principle, or what scheme^ in all 
Christendom, has produced the apostolic union? 
What prayers, what devotion, or what faith, 
*Bince the fathers have fallen asleep,' has open- 
ed the heavens ; has brought men into the pres- 
ence of God; and to the spirits of just men 
made perfect, and to an innumerable company 
of angels? The answer is, not any: — 'There 
is none in oil Christendom thatdoeth goad; no, 
not one. To be sure they love the uppermost 
rooms at feasts and the chief seats in the syna- 
gogues. They wear soft raiment, and go d 
chains, but the prayers of the poor, steeped in 
tears, are bottled up in heaven, as a testimony 
against them, and they cannot escape the due 
demerits of their hypocrisy,

divisions of christians: they will help hasten the 
hitter-day glory. God and Mormontsm forever !

political compacts. Such events are in strict 
accordance with Mormon belief, Mormon phi- 
losophy, Mormon prophecy, and eternal truth. 
The world waxes old as a garment, moth- eat- 
en, and the moment it is moved for examina- 
tion, that instant it begins to fall to pieces. — 
The leaven in the world, now working in the 
hearts of the children of men, will ferment, and 
continue to ferment, until the kingdoms of the 
whole earth, pass off as the dream of a night 
vision* God's will be done, and man freed 
from the bondage of men . So hear what the 
Register s?ys: — 

THE SWISS FACTIONS. 

The population of Switzerland is about two 
millions, of which two-fifths only adhere to the 
Roman Catholic religion * Three languages are 
spoken in the Cantonal Confederation — French, 
German, and Italian ; and this, .of itself, is suf- 
ficient to prevent any close amalgamation • A dd 
to this, the struggles between the aristocratic 
and democratic parties; the prejudicesexisting, 
and embittered by recent contests between the 
cantons of the mountains and those of th# 
plain ; the sectional jealousies and religious an- 
imosities that prevail among small communi. 
ties packed so closely together; and we have 
the kev to the incessant struggles by which 
the peace of the twenty-two cantons, forming 
the Helvetic Confederation, has been so con 
tinuously and grievously disturbed. Indepen- 
dently of this misfortune, there is another dan- 
ger to be apprehended— lest France, 8avoy,and 
Austria, should get tired of watching such un- 
quiet neighbours, and determine on preserving 
the peace by adding convenient portions of the 
Swiss territory to their own, and thus destroy 
a restless nationality, which is a source of an- 
noyance and apprehension to the contiguous 
governments. 

It is well known that the lower cantons are 
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imbued wiih liberal notions, and that those of 
the mountains arc the strongholds of the aris. 
tocracyand of Papal supremacy. The govern- 
ment of the wealfhy and populous canton of 
Lucerne has lately thought proper to recal the 
Jesuits, and to appoint them to posts connected 
with popular educatien. This gave umbrage 
to many, who rose in arms again?! the autbori- 
nea, but were worsted in the conflict* The 
government maintains its armed position, lest 
its refractory citizens should be assisted by 
their liberal friends of the o her cantons; and 
has demanded the military intervention of the 
neighbouring members of the confederation; 
but some af f the liberal cantons utter ominous 
murmurs of an inclination to take pirt against 
ihe government of Lucerne, in which event 
there could not fail to be a civil war; while 
there is no doubt that France, Austria, and Sa- 
voy would not pretermit so favorabte an oppor- 
tunity of settling the difficulty at the expense 
of the nationality and integrity of the Swiss 
Confederation. Thus stand matters at present. 

The principle at iaeue is an important one 
also: being no less than whether the Jesuits 
are to have the absolute control over the mind* 
of the rising generation, and to fashion them in 
a form inimical to the progress of liberty and 
enlightened religion* Freedom of conscience, 
freedom of the press, and the real freedom of 
education, are the points in dispute; and it 
seems, at the present day, looking to what is 
going on in England and maiiy other parts of 
Europe and America, that there is an urgent 
and palpable necessity stoutly to defend and 
uphold the maxim, that the clergy should en- 
joy no privilege or jurisdiction beyond the 
Church; and that a priest out of the Church is 
neither more nor less than an ordinary citizen. 
The Roman Catholic clergy in France, Swit- 
zerland, agd America, complains of persecu- 
tion, because it is restrained from persecuting; 
and exclaims against tyranny and oppression, 
because it cannot grasp a monopoly. Let it cry 
aloud; but be it our part to withstand and 
controvert the insidious and hypocritical argu- 
ments, by means of which it is again endeav- 
oring to prevert to its own profit unreflecting 

nds and disturbed consciences. The day 
of Pt. Bartholomew, the Massacre of 1641, 
the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes, the Drag- 
onnades, and the scandals and bankruptcy of 
the Jesuits, would seem to oppose an insupera- 
ble barrier to the re-entry of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church as a body into political concerns; 
but should these disgraceful and sanguinary 
recollections prove insufficient as a warning 
and an example, we may add to them the case 
of Switzerland, which the Jesuits are now 



seeking by fire and sword to divide into two 
hostile camps of Protestants and Catholics; 
while they oppose themselves to every reform 
of tho aristoeratical compact of 1815, in the 
hope of sheltering their religions tyranny un" 
der the protection of a temporal despotism. 



FROM THE PACIFIC OCEAN. 
V J THE WOR K COMMENCED A T 

TAHITA AND TOOBOUI. 

Tahita, August 15, 1844. 
Dear Brother Young :— 

An opportunity having presented itself of 
sending letters to America, and believing,also, 
you would like to know how the work of the 
Lord prosper! in this distant land, we thought 
we would address a few lines to you, giving an 
account of our pro8peTLty 5 and also a brief sketch 
of the political state of atfaira here. 

To do this, it is necessary to go back to the 
time we first made the island of Tooboui, 
which is a small island about throe hundred 
miles South of this. The circumstance of our 
making that island was one quite unexpected, 
and one which tha captain had tried to avoid, 
but unsuccessfully. His object being to re* 
cruit the ship, however, before arriving at Ta- 
hita, he thought he would send a boat on shore, 
and learn if it afforded anything he wanted; 
the result of which was, he could obtain every 
thing he wanted. This gave us an opportuni- 
ty of going on shore, which we gladly embra- 
ced after being shut up on board our ship for 
almost seven months* We found the natives 
very friendly, and very religiously disposed, al- 
though there was no white missionary on he 
island, neither had there been for a great length 
of time. As soon as they learned that we 
were missionaries, they were very anxious to 
have one or more of us stav with them. There 
was a number of very respectable American 
mechanics residing on the island, who were al- 
so anxious to have one of us stay. There being 
an effectual door opened for us, it was thought 
prudent for one to do so. The lot fell upon 
Dr. Pratt by his own choice. After a short 
stay, we bid him adieu, and sailed for Tahita, 
where we arrived on the 14th of May, Cir- 
cumstances certainly looked very unfavourable 
when we arrived, but we could do no better 
than stay, as there was no way open for us to 
go any where else. 

The circumstances which we will briefly 
state, were as follows: The French, as no 
doubt you are already aware, had taken posses- 
sion of these islands, dispossessing Queen Po- 
mare, and established their own government 
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here; which indeed has been a most fortunate 
thing for ue,for had the native government been 
in full force when we arrived, most likely the 
missionaries (who hitherto have been mighty 
men in this kingdom) would have so influenced 
the native* against us, as to prevent us Irom 
landing. But thank the Lord, their greatness 
has had a downfall, and a mighty one to, in this 
land. There had been one battle fought when 
we arrived, and the natives were still under 
arms, threatening daily to come down upon 
The French and annihilate them- Under these 
circumstances it was that we obtained permis- 
sion from the French government to land as 
missionaries. There being no convenient place 
in town for us to stop at, we moved into a mis- 
sionary station, about four miles below it. This 
was rather grieving to the paBtor of the flock, 
to think the wolves were coming so near with- 
out his being able to drive them away ; but such 
was the case, that is, if he was a mind to call 
op wolves, and he could not help himself* 

He shortly came to see us, and we had quite 
a chat together. He said he should not believe 
Mormotiism however, though he shouid see two 
or three raised from the dead, — hinting at the 
power of godliness in the church. We lold 
him he need not be alarmed, as probably he 
would never be troubled with the si^ht, while 
he was in his present mind, at any rate. He 
thought very -trange of our coming here,where 
there were so many missionaries already, and 
i bought we had better leave for some other 
place where we were more needed. We told 
him that as to there being so rnanv here already^ 
we had nothing to do with it: if God sent them 
here, well and good ; if not, they mu*t look to 
that themselves. As for ue, God had sent us 
here, and we believed God knew where we 
were needed as well as he did, and we did not 
intend turning Jonah yet awhile, at any rate, 
but calculated to do the erand the Lord had 
sent us on, which was to warn the people of 
the great things that awaited them , and make 
known the way for their escape, which was by 
repenting^ antf embracing the covenant that 
God had renewed in these lest days, which 
would entitle /hem to all the gifts and graces, 
ever enjoyed by any people on earth. These 
things he tried to make light of, but thev came 
with such an overwhelming flood of Bible tes- 
timony that he could not bring s single argu- 
ment against them of no kind but ridicule. 

But I muse hasten. After we had been here 
about six weeks, (during which time we had 
not obtained the privilege of preaching once in 
pnblic,) the French forces went up into the 
next missionary station above us, where the 
native forces were encamped, and gave batr/e 



to them. During the .engagement, an English 
missionary, w t Lo was residing there, was killel 
Whether this circutn*tance alone started them 
or not, we don't know ; but at any rate, shortly 
after it, the news came that they were going to 
leave, all but two; some for the Navigators, and 
some fur England. 

Thus we see, the Lord is working foruB, 
and that to, in a way we leaat expected, and 
could hardly have hoped for. They have act 
all gone as yet, but are doing so as fast as pen* 
sible, and the quicker they are off the better we 
shall like it, and the better it will be foi oi, 
for they are continually operating against 
with every energy of theiraouls. 

We preach in english every sabbath at pre** 
ent, and, considering the few European inbab« 
itants here, our meetings ore well attended f and 
good attention is paid. There is considerable 
interest awakened among the people; four 
have already been baptised, and we hope en 
long, many more will be; we feel that the Lord 
is working with us. Our labours anions the 
natives as yet f havo necessarily been very lira 
ited, owing to their unsettled etate of affaia 
They are also in a most deplorable condition b 
a moral point of view, notwithstanding tbe fit 
ty years labour of the missionaries. 

We have just received a letter from Br. Pratt 
He writes us that several of those American* 
who I mentioned as living there, have beet 
obedient to the Gospel, and have taken hold of 
the work in earnest to assist in building up the 
kingdom. He also states that he has had a ca!: 
from an adjacent island to come and preach to 
them. And indeed were we divided into a hun- 
dred different parts, and each part an efficient 
preacher of the gospel, we should hatfeis 
much as we could attend to, and mora too; » 
great is the work in these island?. How raaov 
saints will be made out of them is hnrd to tell; 
time and labour alone can prove that. But ow 
thing we think is certain, and that is, they 
will take hold of it almost to a man. It mav 
be hard in some cnaes to obtain a foot hold; 
but when it is once obtained, we think there b 
not mueh difficalty in making thera believe the 
truth. 

We havo not as yet heard one syllable from 
home since we left* It is certainly very un- 
pleasant to he shut up on a lone island of the 
sea, and debarred as it were from all coram uni* 
cation with the wor!d r especiallv when so many, 
who are near and dear to us by the strong aod 
tender ties of the everlasting covenanN are er 
posed to the relentless peraeciaions of their un- 
merciful enemies. 

Please write us on the receipt of this, what 
to do and how to act, for we feel to stand ta 
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need of your counsel. Out love to all. We re- 
quest an interest in the prayers of the church.

I shall continue to labor in 
conjunction with Elder Pratt, in the eastern 
churches until spring* It is well known how- 
ever, by the saints that I contemplate leaving 
for the we?t soon, and I feel highly pleased to 
leave the presidency of the eastern churches in 
such competent hands, and I hope the saints 
will do all in their power to sustain them; with 
the quorum of the Twelve as the presidency 
over the whole church. 

I would say thru I have read Elder Pratt*** 
circular to the churches, and do most cordially 
approve of its sentiments. Since the death of 
the prophet and patriarch, the church has had 
to undergo al tno^t an entire revolution of things 
m n d those away from Nauvoo have had to guess 
their way, or get along the best they could, and 
if errors have been committed, they have been 
of the head, and not of the heart. But as yet 
we have commuted none as we know of, and 
W£ pray God to guide us by that Spirit tha* 



leads into alt truth, and if there should be any 
discontented spirits, the brethren will attribute 
them to the right source.

It has 
perished in its birth, and died without usaga, 
and those who hsve been led by its influence, 
are now without a name or church. God pity 
them; they know no better. 

The church of Christ is well united, glory to 
God, and bids fair to prosper with good man- 
agement, God help us now, and the gospel 
ship will ride safely through the storm. The 
winds and waves have now subsided, and she 
anchors in ike haven of rest. Be faithful, brfttb- 
ren, and you wiil reap your reward, 

I will not say more at this time; you know 
my feelings; it is that Zion may prosper and 
be built up, and the eau&e of truth spread 
throughout the whole world, and the pure in 
heart be blessed; and God have mercy en my 
enemies, and those who persecute and despite- 
tully use us, God loves the honest in heart* 
and those who will stand to their poets and 
prove true unto death, but the traitor and hyp- 
ocrite God will judge. Integrity is half the 
battle; let the saints put their trust in God, and 
rut away sin. evil speaking, and every evij 
work, and be true to their friends and trust, 
and the battle is won, the victory ouxs. Which 
may God grant for his Son J s sake* 

My respects to all my friends! I have not for- 
gotten them. Amen.

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HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH. 



(Continued.) 

July, whi< h once dawned upon the virtueand 
independence of the United Stated, now dawned 
upon the savage barbarity and mobocracy of 
Missouri. Mo t of the clergy, acting as mis- 
sionaries to the Indians, or to the frontier in- 
habitants, were among the most prominent char- 
acters, that roseup and rushed on to destroy the 
right? of the church, as well as the lives of her 
members, O.ie Pixley, who had been sent by 
the Missionary Society, to civilize and chris- 
tianize the heathen of the west, was a black rod 
in the hand of Satan, as well as a poisened shaft 
in the power of our foes, to spread lies and 
falsehoods* i 

He followed writing horrible accounts, to the 
religious papers in the east, to sour the public 
mind, fr. m time to time; besides u&ing his influ- 
ence, among Indians and whites, to overthrow 
the church. On the first of July, he wrote a 
slanderous article entitled, ^Beware of false { 
Prophets,' 1 which he actually carried from 
bouse to house, to incense the inhabitants against 
the church, to mob them, and drive them away. 

The July number of the Evening apd Morn* 
ing Star, pursued a mild and pacific course, the 
first article therein, entitled, "Beware of false 
Prophets," was calculated to disabuse the hon- 
est, pubi c mind, from Pixley's falsehoods; and 
the caution against "Free people of color/' set- 
tling in Missouri, was sufficient to silence the 
fears of every sober mind, yet, it was all in vain; 
the hour of trial must come: and, notwithstand- 
ing the constitution of Missouri, as published in 
the same paper, says : 

*■ Article 4th* That all men have a natural 
and indefeasible right to worship Almighty God 
according to the dictates of their own conscien, 
ces; and that no man can be compelled to erect^ 
support, or attend any place of wwship, or to 
maintain any minister of the gospel or teacher 
of religion; that no human authority can control 
or interfere with the rights of conscience; that 
no person can ever be hurt, molested, or re- 
strained in his religious professions or senti- 
ments, if he do not disturb others in their reli- 
gious worship, 

5th. That no person, on account of his reli- 
gious opinions, can be rendered ineligible to 
any office of trust or profit under this state; that 
no preference can ever be given by law, to any 
wet or mode of worship; 11 yet, because the 
taints believed and taught differently from their 



I neighbors, and according to the laws ot heaven^ 
in spiritual things, Satan said, let there be a mob 
and a mob there was, and they drew up and 
published a manifesto, which will appear in it* 
place.

- One year having passed, since 
we addressed the churches abroad, on the situa- 
tion of Zion, and the state of the gathering, it 
^eeins to be our duty, to address the saints on 
the same subjects- With the exception of the 
winter season, the gathering has continued slow- 
ly. At present we have not the exact number 
of the disciples ; but suppose that there are near 
seven hundred, — include these, w th their chil- 
dren, and those who belong to families, and the 
number will probably amount to rrore than 
twelve hundred souls. Many have been planted 
upon their inheritances, where, blessed with a 
fruitful soil, and a healthy climate, ihey are be- 
ginning to enjoy some of the comforts of life. 

Here let us remark, that our duty urges us to 
notice a few letters which have b en sent from 
this place, by persons seeking the loaves and 
fishes, or by such as have lost their standing a- 
raong men of character, in thr world. In the 
letters alluded to, are some facts; but the most 
of them are false, It is said, that women go out 



to work; this is a fact, and not only women, because if all should do so, there would be noth* 



but men too; for in the church of Christ, all 
that are able, have to work to fulfil the com- 
mandments of the I>rd; and the situation in 
which many have come up here, has brought 
them under the necessity of seeking employ- 
ment from those who do not belong to the 
church, « *WP *» 

One Bates, from New London, Ohio, who 
subscribed fitty dollars for the purpose of pur- 
chasing lands, and necessary articles for the 
saints; after nis arrival here, sued Bishop Par- 
tridge and obtained a judgment for the same.— 
Bates shortly alter denied the faith, and run 
away on Sunday, leaving debts unpaid Every 
saint that has come to this land to escape the 
desolations which await the wicked, and pre- 
pare for the coming of the Lord, is wel satisfi- 
ed with the country, and the order of the king- 
dom of our God; and we are happy to say that 
the inhabitants of Zion are growing in grace* 
and iq the knowledge of those things which 



Through a mistaken idea, many of the brethren, 
that had property, have given-some away, and 
sacrificed some, they hardly know how* Th'u 
is not right, nor according to the command" 
men e. We would advise in the first place, that 
every disciple, if in his power, pay his just 
debts, so as to owe no man, and then if he has 
any property left, let him be careful of it; tad 
he can help the poor, by consecrating some fa 
their inheritance?; for as yet, thre has ncrt 
been enough consecrated, to plant the poor it 
their inheritance, according to the regutati<n 
of the church and the desire of the faithful. 

This might have been done, had such as bis 
property be* n prudent It seems as thought 
notion was prevalent in Babylon, that the 
church of Christ wa? a common stock concern 
This ought not so to be, for it is not the casfr 
When a disciple comes to Zion for an inheri- 
tance, it is his duty, if he has anything to cons* 
crate to the Lord for the benefit of ^he poor ani 
needy, or to purchase lands, to consecrate J 
according to the law of the Lord, and also, ac- 
cording to the law of the land; and the Lord ha 
said, that in keeping his law, we have no need 
to break the laws of the land; and we have* 
bundant reason to be thankful, that we are pe- 
mitted to establish ourselves under the protec- 
tion of a government, that knows no exception 
to sects or societies, but g'ves all its citizens! 
privilege of worshiping God according to thr- 
own desires. Again, while in the world, Hi 
not the duty of a disciple to exhaust all ha 
means in bringing the poor to Zion; and this

ie shedding of blood. But in cotsc- 



quence of their unbelief and rebellion, they 
were compelled to obtain it by the sword, with 
the sacrifice of many lives. 

But to suppose we can come up here and take 
possession of this land by the shedding of blood, 1 
would be setting at nought the law of the glori- 
ous gospel, and also, the word of the glorious, 
Redeemer; and to suppose *e can take posses- 
sion of this country, without making regular 
purchases of the same according to the laws of 
our nation, would be reproaching this great re- 
pub ic, in which the most of us were born, and 
under whose auspices we all have protection. 

Then brethren we would advise, that where 
there are many poor in a church, that the elders 
counsel together and make preparations to send 
a part at one time, and a part at another. And 
let the poor rejoiee in that they are exalted, 
but the rich in that they are made low, for 
there is no respect of persons in the sight of the 
Lord- .y, »j t 

It ought to be known abroad that much im- 
provement is needed in the cattle, sheep, and 
hogs, in this Dart if the country. For the sake 
of comfort and convenience, as cows here are 
worth from ten to fifteen dollars, our brethren 
would do well, and we would advise them to 
purchase betorethey arrive in this region. ln \ 
fact, if they journey according to the command* 
ments of the Lord, pitching their tents by the 
way, like Israel in days of old, it would be no 
more than right to drive cows enough to sup- 
ply every family, or company, with milk on the 
way. They would then have them when they 
arrived here, and if they selected of the best 
breeds, they would lay a foundation for im- 
provement. 

The sheep of this state are large, but as their 
wool is coarse, the quality would soon be im- 
proved, if our brethren would drive with them, 
some merinos or saxony. As soon as wool and 
flax are had amongr the brethren, sufficient for 
the purpose, they will manufacture cloth for 
their own use in the church. The swine in this 
country are not good, being the old fashicned 
ahack breed, and much inferior to the large 
white grass breed of the eastern states. If any 
could introduce this breed among the brethren 
in Zion, what little pork might be wanted in 
the winter, would be much better, and easier 
raised, , ( • 

It is a matter of pome surprise to us, that our 
brethren should come up to the land of Zion, as 
many do, without bringing garden seeds, and 
f ven seed* of all kinds . The Jnredites and Ne- 
phires took w ith them of all kinds; and: the Ja- 
redites, all kinds of animals. 5 ' 

The flood qf w .ters, occasioned by the great 
rains, in the eastern and middle states, did im- 



mense damage: war between Turkey and Rus- 
sia continued to rage: and the epedemic disease 
of London continued ;its frightful ravages; so 
terrible was its effects as 'o close all the princi- 
pal places of amusement and suspend th6 court 
of reform for the metropolis. [See Evening and 
Morning Star for July.]

"THE EVENING AND MORNING STAR; 
Extra— July 16th, 1833. 
Having learned with extreme regret, that an 
article entitled, "Free pcope of color," in th* 
last number of the Star, has br en misunderstood, 
we feel in duty bound to state, in this Extra] 
I ^at our intention was not only to stop free peo- 
ple of color from emigrating to this state, but to 
prevent them from being admitted as members 
of the church. On the second column of th« 
one hundred and eleventh page of the same pa- 
I per, may be found this paragraph: "Our breth* 
ij ren will find an extract of the law of this state, 
relative to free people of color, on another page 
of this paper: great care should be taken on this 
point. The saints must shun every appearance 
of evil. As to slaves we have nothing to say, 
in connection with the wonderful events of this 
age,, much is doing towards abolishing slavery, 
and colonizing the blacks in Africa. 

We often lament the situation of our sister 
states in the south, and we fear, lest, as has 
been the case, the blacks should ri^e and spill 
I innocent blood: for they are ignorant and a lit- 
tle may lead them to disturb the peace of socie- 
ty. To be short, we are opposed to having free 
people of color admitted into the state; and we 
say, that none will be admitted into the church, 
for we are determined to obey the laws and con- 
stitutions of our country, that we may have that 
protection which the sobs of liberty inherit 
from the legacy of Washington, through the fa- 
vorable auspices of a Jefferson and Jackson." 

On the 20th, the mob collected, and demand- 
ed the discontinuance of the printing in Jackson 
county : a closing of the store : and a cessation 
of all mechanical labors. The brethren refused 
compliance, and the consequence- was, that the 
house of W. W. Phelps, which contained thf? 
printing establishment, was thrown down; the 
materials taken possession of by the mobj ma. 
ny papers destroyed, and the family and furni- 
ture thrown out doors. 

The mob then proceeded to violence toward* 
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Edward Partridge, the bishop of the church, as i 
he relates in his autobiography : "I was taken 
from my house by the mob, George Simpson be- 
ing their leader, who escorted me about half a 
mile, to the court bouse, on the public square in 
Independence; and then and there, a few rods 
from said court house, surrounded by hundreds 
of the mob, I was stripped of my hat, coat and 
yesr, and daubed with tar from head to foot, and 
then had a 'quantity of leathers put upon me, 
and all this, because I would not agree to leave ( 
the county, my home where I had lived two 
years. 1 * " »' 

liefore tarring and feathering me, I was per- 
mitted to speak. I told them that the saints had 
had to suffer persecution in all ages of the world, I 
that I had done nothing which ought to offend 
any one. That if they abused me, they would 
abuse an innocent person. That I was willing 
to suffer for the sake of Christ; but, to leave the 
country I was not then willing to consent to it* 
Ky this time the multitude made so much noise I 
that I could not be heard: some were cursing] 
and swearing, saying, call upon your Jesus &c; 
others were equally noisy in trying to still the 
rest, that they might be enabled to hear what I 
Was saying. 

Until after I had spoken, I knew not what i 
rhey intended to do with me, whether to kill 
me, to whip me, or what else I knew not. I 
bore my abuse with so much resignation and 
meekness, that it appeared to astound the multi- 
tude, who permitted me to retire in silence, ma- 
ny looking very solemn, their sympathies hav- 
ing been touched as I thought} and, as to my- 
self, I was so filled with the spirit and love of 
God, that 1 had no hatred towards my persecu- 
tors, or any one else," 

Charles Allen was next stripped and tarred 
and feathered, because he would not agree to 
Wave the county, or deny the Book of Mormon. 

Others were brought up to be served likewise | 
qt whipped, but from some cause, the mob ceas- 
ed operations, and adjourned until Tuesday 
the 23rd. Elder Gilbert, the keeper of the store | 
agreed to close that; and that may have been' 
one reason, why the work of destruction was' 
suddenly stopped for two days. 

In the course of this day's wicked outrageou s 
and unlawful proceedings, many solemn reali- 
ties of human degredation, as well as thrilling 
incidents were presented to the saints. An 
armed and well organized mob in a government! 
professing to be governed by law, with the Lieu- 
tenant Governor, (Lilbum W. Boggs,) the sec- 
ond officer in the state, calmly looking on, and 
secretly aiding every movement , saying to the 
tiainUj ^you now know what onr Jackson boys 
can do, and you must 'eave the country,'* and all ' 



the justices, judges, constables, sheriffs, and 
military officers, headed by such western mij* 
sionaries and clergymen as the Reverends Mc* 
Coy, Kavanaugh, Hunter, Fitzhugh, Pixley, Li- 
kens, Lovelady, and Bogard, consisting of Meth- 
odists, Baptists, Presbyterians, and all the dif- 
ferent sects of religionists that inhabited that 
country; with that great moral reformer, and 
Register of the Land Office at Lexington, forty 
miles east, known as the head and father of the 
Cumberland Presbyterians, even the Reverend 
Finis Ewing publicly publishing that the u Mor- 
mons were the common enemies of mankind, 
and ought to be destroyed;-' all these solemn re- 
alities were enough to melt the heart of a sav* 
age; while there was not a solitary offence on 
record, or proof that a saint had broken the law 
of the land. 

And when Bishop Partridge: who was with- 
out guile, and Elder Charles Allen, walked off, 
amid the horrid veils of an infuriated mob, coa*- 
ed like some un-named, unknown biped, and 
one of the sisters cried aloud} "while you, who 
have done this wicked deed, must suffer th« 
vengeance of God; they, having endured perse- 
cution, can rejoice, for henceforth, for them, ii 
laid up a crown, eternal in the heaven?;" 7 sure* 
ly there was a time of awful reflection, thai 
man, unrestrained, like the brute beast, may 
torment the body; but God, in return, will pun- 
ish the souL

to us the resurrection fr^m the dead, 

I want to tell you a litt'e about the situation 
of the people and churches in this place* The 
ooctrine of Mr, Miller has pained considerable 
credence here. The consequence has been, di- 
vision has taken place, and the churches tot 
considerable degree, broken up. This ha* 
looked to me a little like the beginning of the 
fulfilment of a prophecy in the Book of MoN 
mon, first book of Nephi, seventh chapter:— 
"For the lime shall speedily come, that all 
churches that are built up to get gain, and all 
those that are built up to get power, over the 
flesh and to become popular, &c, must be 
brought low. They are they who need fear 
and tremble, and quake/ 7 I 

But what is more surprising, if, that pcoph 
of sense and professing to have an understand- 
ing of the scriptures who have not fully em- 
braced this theory, can see no reason why it 
should not be ho\ why the Lord should not im- 
mediately appear: they appear to have no firm 
foundation on which to lest. If I tell them 
that Israel must first be gathered according to 
the testimony of the prophets, 1 am told the 
Israel spoken of, is not the literal descendant! 
of Abraham*, but the true Israel of God; the 
gathering a spiritual gathering, and the proph 
ecies to be fulfilled in the resurrection slate. 

Now Brother Taylor, if I should not trespass 
too much upon your patience, I have a requeV 
that you would publish in the Timed and Self 
sons an article, pointing out clearly ihm 
prophecies, concerning the restorotion of Isra- 
el, that are to be fulfilled literally , and previous* 
to the coming of the Lord; and show the rea-

I bad supposed from the forty-ninth chapter 
of Isaiah, and other places that the Gentilca 
had something to do in this work ; and I cannot 
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aee how this can be effected if the gathering 
has reference only to the gathering of the elect, 
by the angels, at the time of Christ's corning. 
Again I have supposed from the eighteenth 
chapter of Isaiah, that the land of America (or 
indeed eome land) had something to dj in 
bringing to the place t.f the name of the Lord j; 
oflJt.stF, the Mount Zion, a present of a people 
scattered a»d peeled, hitherto terrible from 
iheir begi nningj ic. Again the manner of tfie 
gathering eioken of in the last chapter of Isai- 
ah : the selling a sgn among them, and send- 
ing those that are escaped to the nations, the 
bringing them an offering to the Lord, upon 
horses, and in chariot*, and in littars. and upon 
mules and swift-footed beasts, does not look to 
me much like a spiritual gathering; neither 
does the coming of the company described by 
Jeremiah, chapter 31:8 an J 9 verses* Neither 
can I see the propriety (unless it be understood 
literally) of the Lord sending many fishers and 
many hunters to hunt Israel from the holes and 
the rocks and so forth, I 
Again we learn from Isaiah 11 : and Micah 
7:15, and from Esdroa 13:47, that wnen the 
remnnnt that are left of Assyria shall return, 
the Lord will show unto him marvellous things 
according to the davs of their coming out of the 
land of Egypt; a highway will be prepared 
like as there was for Israel, and the streams 
will be staved again that they may go over on 
dry ground. 

Again another reason for supposing the Jews 
will be gathered previous to the coming of the 
Lord is the gathering of the nations against Je- 
rusalem to battle, spoken of in the thirty-eighth 
and thirty-ninth chapters of Ezekiel, the third 
chapter of Joel, and the fourteenth of Zechari- 
ah. Again the eighth chapter of Zechariah 
was not fulfilled fit the time of their return from 
Babylon; I cannot think that any will be so 
infirm as to lean upon their staves in the resur- 
rection statu. 

I want to write more, but have not room. —

Honorable Sir: 

The interest that I feel in the welfare and 
prosperity of God's chosen people in this place, 
prompts me to take my pen at this crisi?, and 



step beyond the bounds of a female accustomed 
to move in the humble and domestic cire'es of 
life; and address mjaelf to the Representative 
of a people laden with sorrow and acquainted 
with grief. I claim not to be the mouth-piece 
of this community, for they have not appointed 
me that elation; and therefore, I wish no one 
but myself, to be responsible for this communi- 
cation: yet, I feel myself safe in saying, that 
there are many bosoms in this place, burning 
wirh the same principles that recent legislative 
acts have kindled in my own, 

I am told that a letier has just been received 
hero from Gen. Backenstoe, in which ihe re- 
peal of our city charter is confirmed. There 
seeing to be not a single doubt entertained by 
your friends here concerning your diligence, 
ability, and faithfulness in the diachaige of your 
duty. In fact, I do not hesitate to say, that the 
blessings of a grateful people rest upon you 
both, and also upon those other honorable gen., 
tlemen who took so able a part with you in de- 
fending our rights. May heaven bless your 
and when the Btorms of life are past, may it be 
our happy lot to meet in that country where 
tyranny and injustice are not known, and 
where the oppressor's arm lias no power. 

HaJ the courage of tiger* armed your breasts 
and eloquence more iucid and burning than

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1 am not Nauvoo, nor the people of Nauvoo, 
and therefore, cannot say what they will do* — 
But my own feelings nre: Sooner be the proph- 
et's faf e my own, than suffer the pride and dig- 
nity of my character to be so humbled as to ask 
any favor of those hands that are reeking fresh 
with my brother^ bloody and by the strongest 
proofs in their power to give, have decreed my 
own ruin and extermination. They have not 
only acknowledged, but even justified the 
murderous deed, and have also fathered the 
i rime, by wresting from the hands of the offi- 
cer and retaining in the Senate, the man who 
stands indicted for killing the Lord's annoint* 
ed* Had you, dear air, been indicted for a 
like off^ncR against an A nil* Mormon, how 
1 jug would you have retained your seat in the 
House? 1 presume to say, that you would have 
been hurled from your stat, and that justly too, 
us quick as was Lucifer when he rebelled in 
heaven: For nie to ask favors of the hands 
i^ai have beeji raised to jufiify the eht dding of 
my brothers' blood, would be a violation of ev- 
ery principle that dwells in my heart. Were 
1 to du it, I should consider myself unworthj 
of my country and my God. You are the re- 
presentative of a noble race.

people of Nauvoo do not get a new charter till 
I ask for it, they will never have one, unless 
my mind should materially alter: for fro/n pasi 
exampiea, I could go to the gates of perdition 
and ask mercy from that department, with jus t 
ay much hopes of success, as I could go to the 
legislature of Illinois, to ask a favor for the 
La tier-day Saints. They very well know the 
wrong and injustice they have done us* and the 
evil and calamity to which they have exposed 
ua by repealing our charter; and now if they 
have no more honor, feeling, or humanity, than 
to leave tis in this situation, without our com- 
ing like abject slaves to plead and implore for 
that which every noble and generous spirit 
would scorn to with-hold, though never asked ; 
namely, our just rights, let the consequences 
be on their heads. I would gladly have our 



people show to the legislature and to the world, 
that we possess feelings too exalted and spirits 
too noble to bow with deference to such une- 
qual measures. Do they wish to secure our 
loyalty? Let them give us equal rights. Do 
they wish to drive us to desperation? Let 
ihem rob us of every inducement to honor out 
country's laws, that in after years when the 
elements of excitement and strife have retired 
within their own natural borders, let the dia- 
graceful transactions be echoed from every 
state and civilized government under heaven, 
and then let them meet us face to face before 
that tribunal where truth and justice must have 
their claim.

THE ANGELS. 
In the thirteenth chapter of Matthew , is som» 
of the wonderful wisdom of Jems Christ, put 
forth in parables: and, tvith all the rest, thi» 
question and answer: — 

eus saith unto them,. Have ye understood 
all these things! They eay unto him, Yea, 
Lord. 

Then said he unto them, Therefore every 
scribe which is instructed unto the kingdom of 
heaven is like unto a man that is an househol- 
der, which btiogeih forth out of bis treasure 
things new and old/' 

This, like all the revelations oi God, is a ape* 
cimeii of Mormon ism : to bring forth things 
new and elcL But what can be trough r font 
concerning ihe angels that will interest the 
aainij leaving 1fce world to enjoy a belief thai 
l*g*h have entirely quit the earth, and that a 
man sins to talk about seeing them? Why t in 
the first place, we will see how many kinds of 
angels there are* and what there duties nre be- 
fore the. Lord, 

According to the best understanding we 
have of the scriptures, there aie three, perhaps 
four, kinds of angels :— the archargela of which 
Paul and Jude make mention, first in order or 
highest in authority; the angels, which are 
resurrected bodies, like those mentioned in the 
eighteenth chapter of Genesis, who ate and 
drank with Abraham, and also with Lot: and 
the angels whieti are ministeringspirits; and 
it may be a matter of investigation to determine 
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whether this third class of spiritual beings, do/ 
not constitute two distinct races in the heaven* 
It world. 

The Psalmist said that man was created a 
little lower than the angels, and this taken in 
connection with the idea of Paul and the Psalm- 
ist, (if rightly translated) "who maketh or 1 
•endeth his ministering spirits^ angels, (ormee- 1 
angers) a flame of fire*' or in Homes of fire, 
would give us a fourth grade of angels; and a 
true Mormon would go on to prove the easel 
rill further, on this wise: that Jesus Christ did 
the same work that his Father had done: and 
that Christ's disciples did ihe same work that 
he had dont; and as he went in the spirit be- 
fore his resurrection, during the three dnvs that 
bis body lay In the sepulchre, to preach to the 
spirits in prison, so also do and will his disci- 
ples in all ages of the world since he opened 
the door of the resurrection. Again, John says 
"Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that be- | 
lifveth on me, the works that I do shall he do^ 
also; and greater works than these shall he do: 
because I go unto my Father* 1 ' ' f 

What "greater work, 5 ' as Jesus hid raised ' 
the dead, could his disciples do, unless, afteri 
death, as ministering spirits, they should min- , 
istfr to the spirits in prison, and so save ike ! 
ii&d? If any are wise let them say, i 

But the greatest matter of mystery concern* 
lag angels, is, that they, or some of them at 
least, live by eatings The two angels that vis- I 
iled Lor, in Sodom, partook of a feast; at*d 
Paul says: "Be not forgetful to entertainstran- 
gera : for thereby some have entertained angel- 
nnawares." And a!so, it is written in the 
PwUms, that k< man did eat angels food. 5 ' 

From these facts, it is evident that the angels 
who minister to men in the flesh, are resurrect- 
ed beings, bo that flesh administers to Mesh; 
end spirits to spirits: this was the case with 
John when he said : 

4 \And I (ell at his feet to worship him. And 
he said unto me, See thou do it not: 1 am thy 
fellow servant and of thy brethren that have 
, ita testimony of Jesus; worship God: lot the 
testimony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy." 

This angel might brave been good old Daniel 
■bo had'risen with Jesus, as "one of thy breth- 
ren the prophets.' 5 f | 
The angels are our watchmen, for Satan said 
to Jesus: *'he will give his angels charge con- 
cerning thee, Jest thou dash thy foot against a 
•tone at any time.*' It would seem from a 
careful perusal of the scriptures, that the an* 
gels, while God has saints upon the earth, stay 
in this lower world toward off evil: for the 
prophet Isaiah has lett this testimony on tbe 
•object; — 



**I will mention the loving kindnesses of the 
Lord, and the praises of the Lord, according to 
all that the Lord bath bestowed on us, and the 
great goodness toward the house of Israel, 
which he hath bestow ed on them according to 
his mercies, and according to the multitude of 
his loving-kindnesses. 

For he said, Surely they are my people, chil- 
dren that will not lie: so he was their Savior. 

In all their affliction he was afflicted, and the 
angel of his presence saved them: in his love 
and in his pity he redeemed them; and he bare 
them, and carried tnem ail the days of old,'* 

The angels that hove gone forth at sundry 
times to execute the decrees of God, fuily sub- 
stantiate this fact: Abraham, Hagar, Jacob, 
Balaam, Joshua, Gideon, together with the en- 
mies of the Lord are the witnesses who knew 
the power and offices of angels on earth, 
j But lest we take up too much time on the 
resunected bodies, who go and come at the bid- 
ding of Him who was, and is, and is to come, 
we will change the Theme to the thoughts and 
witnesses o( the heart. 

The action of the angels, or messengers of 
Gnd upon our minds, so that the heart can con- 
ceive things past, present, and to come, and 
revelarions from the eternal world, is, among a 
majority of mankind, a greater mystery than 
all the secrets of philosophy, literature, super- 
stition, and bigotry, put together: though 
some men try to deny it, and some to explain 
away the meaning; still there is so much testi- 
mony in the bible, and among a respectable 
portion of the world, that one might as well 
undertake to throw the water out of this world 
into the moon with a tea-spoon, as to do away 
the supervision of angds upon iho human 
mind.

Government has assumed the fatherly care 
ofa great people, if they did but realize it, as 
well as a great territory, extending from sea to 
sea, and from the Gulf of Mexico, to the Brit- 
ish boundary north . 

It will be seen, that the statement below on- 
ly includes the Indians under the direction of 
agencies, leaving as many unnumbered as those 
numbered*

So it peems that it cost our Government al- 
most a million yearly to civilize and christianise 
the Indians; though a quarter of a century's 
experience in religious and political experi- 
ments, show but a small profit on such an over* 
whelming capitoL 

The fact is, about one hundred thousand 
dollars,are expended to a corrupt or office seek- 
ing, or corrupting set of agents; five or six 
hundred thousand dollars go as annuities, but 
never get further than into the ^Indian traders* 
pockets for trinkete, or goods that, with them 
brings one hundred to one thousand per cent 
profit; or perhaps, the agents retain one hoi* 
for damage and supposed crimes. 

Every person at all acquainted with men and 
measures on the frontier; knows that offences, 
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degrading and reprehensible to humanity, gc 
unwliipt of justice,' 

To prove this assertion, we give the minutes 
of two meetings as repotted by the agents of 
government, viz: — 

Minutes of a council held ly the Sac and Fox na- 
tion of Missouri riper, with W, P, Rvhardson 7 
Indian sub-agent at the Great Nemaha sub- 
agency, on the 4th day of October, 1844. 
Nesomquot, chief of the Sacs and Foxes, 
said: u My father: We have met you, to talk 
about and tnmsact much business. We are 
willing* and do hereby, appropriate all of our 
•chool-fund To the building up and support of 
the manual-labor boarding-school about to be 
established on the land of the lowae, so long 
as we live on the lard now occupied by us. We i 
understand from you that there is on hand at 
this time the sum of $1*540 05, which has 
been sent to you; also, the sum of $1,540 in 
the hands of our great father* which be is anx- 
ious we should give to tuis school. We giv<' 
it altogether, wiih what may be due us From 
year to year, for education purposes — with the 
condition, that if our nation desire it, they shall 
have the right to send their children to the 
school* You knuw many of us are opposed to 
having our children educated; — some of u p 
think differently, and will, no doubt, send their 
children to the school. As we cannot get the 
money, we freely surrender it for the beiiefit ol 
the manual-labor boarding echooK 

t4 I want now to talk about the money which 
has been withheld from our nation to pay for 
cattle which we are charged with killing* of 
Mr. Walis. Tell our great father that we did 
not kill Mr. Wallis*s cattle* 

**We do not swear on-a book, like our white 
brothers. Tell our great father that he hat 
listened lo the talk of bad white men, and ta 
ken our money from ur, without hearing what 
we had to say in nur defence. We did not 
kill these cattle; but they were lost by the 
carelessness of their owners, and the mei> who 
had the care of them. White men, and not In* 
dians, ought to pay for them. Father, we have 
given our money to the school, and we hope it 
will please our great father and our whire broth- 
ers. Father, wc have a rtquest to make of 
f'tir great father: we owe our friend F. W. 
Risque for services rendered our tribe in ma- 
king the treaty of 1837, in the sum of $4,000. 
He has our obligation for $3,500, and he claims 
inierest of us.on said contract. We are very 
poor, and do not feel able to pay him more 
than $4,000 — five hundred dollars for waiting 
on us, and his expenses. We have given him 
oar note for $4,000, ond we have signed re- 
ceipts for that amount, under your instructions. 



We want our great father to make the ptt, 
ment to Risque out of the money which 
ought to have got in 1838. Wc understand that 
our great father says that the money was Bern 
to us in 1838 . We did not get $ 4,700 in 183? 
— no such sum was received by us; and if our 
receipts were made, they were not made by 
but were forged. We also understind tk 
there is due to us $1,171 50 for blacksmithiag 
in 1839 and 1840; and for our farming open" 
tione, $2,325 of the same year. Out of the* 
funds, which are certainly due us, we wui 
our friend Mr. Risque paid. We feel suteogi 
great father will not hesitate to do this, as *t 
have done as he wanted us with our scho^ 
funds. After paying Mr. Risque, we war,t 
the balance of this money sent to us, for we as 
very poor, i.i consequence of our money beiaf 
kept to pay for killing cattle. We also ut 
our great father to send us $2,000 out ofocr 
next year's annuity, to relieve us through lb 
winter. Our corn was destroyed by the wate* 
and we must euffer if we get no mon*y. % 
hope our great father will hear this request i 
his red children, and do as we request him,' 

Pho-ko-pe, (Sac chief.) "My father, n 
have heard the words of our chief Neeomqwt 
What he says is very good. It is the will i 
our nation that it should be as he has said.- 
My father, we do not want any goods sentnei 
year. We sent last year for such goods I 
suited us, but we were not heard. No alto 
tion was paiii to our wants, and we will u 
taktf anything but the money. Our goods wet 
much inferior to what we got before, and it 
do not want any more. My father, I am done'

Major RichaTdson said to the chiefs: 'M» 
children* some evil white men have reported 
that I have kept $2.£00 of your money for tb« 
cattle some of your men killed last spring b* 
longing to the Oregon company. I wantyw 
to say if it is so," Nauchemingo (a head chief' 
said: a It is all lies; it is like lying and Bteiliaj 
both, to say that," Major Richardson mid: 
**You brin£ me ond yourselves into mucU 
trouble by having to do with vicious white men; 
I hope you will have nothing more to do witi 
th em." Nauchemingo: f *My father, I wantto 
talk about the money our great father has kept, 
which our white brothers say is for killing 
cattle many years ago; we want him to looku 
it again, and see if he has done right. Wi 
want him here, and our father at St. Louj* 
and our great father at Washington, to look u 
the mailer again.

dj. Some of the fathers we have had did not 
try to do us good. Our greit father has kept 
some of our money; and the waters have been 
very high, and taken all, or almost all, our corn ; 
and we want our great lather to pity us, for we 
are very pooT. The man who sent us poods 
this year did not hear what we said to him lait 
year; he has not sent us what we aent for; we 
will not rake any more goods. They will not 
*eod us what we want; we will take the monev. 
We want our great father to pity us, for we 
are so poor; we want him to Fend us three box- 
es more out of our next year's annuity, and to 



us the money soon, to keep us from suffering. 
We sent last year for some military coats and 
same medals; but we got none . We want 
some medals, to show that we are good friend* 
to our great father. Father, we are done." 

Notwithstanding so much has been said and 
done to establish missions and schools among 
the Indians for the last twenty years, yet the 
hand of the Holy one of hraeU upon the 
transgressors of the Statutes of Mount Sinai 
is visible on that "aflicted people- 1 to chasten 
them for a better covenant* *

Dr. White the Indian agent of Oregon Ter- 
ritory, gives the following particulars of th« 
far weht : 

, % Willamette, March, 184J# 

The Nez Percrs have one governor, or prin- 
ciple chief; twf Ive subordinate chiefs of equal 
power, br ing the heads of the different villages 
or clans, with il e:r five officers to execute a-1 
their lawful order*, which laws they have prin- 
ted in their own lan^ua^e and read understand 
dingly. The chiefs are held responsible to the 
whites for the gnod behavior of the tribe. They 
are a happy and orderly people, forming an 
honorable exception to the general Indian 
character; being more industrious, cleanly, 
sensible, dignified, and virtuous. 

This organization was effected laat fall, and 
operates well ; and with them, it is to be hoped, 
will succeed. A few days since, governor Me* 
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Iwiughlin favored me with a note addressed to 
him from the Rev. H* H. Ppaulding, missionar\ 
iq this tribe, stating as follows: 

"The Indians in this vicinity are remarkably 
quiet this winter, and are highly pleased with 
the lawa recommended by Dr. White, which 
were unanimously adop'ed by the chiefs and 
people in council nes^mMed, 

**The visit of Dr. White and assistants to 
this upper country will evidently prove an in- 
calculable blessing to this people 

"The school now numbers 224 in daily at- 
tendance* embracing most of the chiefs and 
principal men of the nation,** 

Laws of the Nes Perces. 

Atticle 1, — Whoever wilfully takes life, shall 
he hung. 

Article 2. — Whoever burner dwelling shall 
be hung. 

Article 3.— Whoever burns an outbuilding, 
*hall he imprisoned sir months, receive fifty 
laahep, and pay all damage* 

Article 4.— Whoever carelessly burns a 
house or any property, shall pay damage?. 

Article 5. — If any one enter a dwelling with- 
out permission of the occupant, the chiefs shall 
punish him as they think proper. Public rooms 
are excepted. 

Article 6 — If any one steal he shall pay back 
two- fold ; and if it be the value of a braver skin, 
he shall pay back two-fold, and receive fifty 
lashes. 

Article 7. — If any one enter a field and injure 
the crops, or throw down the fence, so that cat- 
tle or horses go in and do damage, he sha'l pay 
all dam.T^ep, and receive twenty-five lashes for 
every offence - 

Article 8.— Thope orly may keep dogs, who 
travel, or live among the game, Ifa dog kills 
a lamb, calf, or any domestic animal, the owrr 
er of the dog shall pay the damage, and kill 
the dog. 

Article 9, — If an Indian break thc?e law?, he 
shall be punished by his chief If a white man 
break them, he shall be rcpoited to the agent, 
and punished at hi? instance. 

Article 10, — If nn Indian raise a gun or oth- 
<w weapon againrt a white man, it shall be re- 
ported to the chiefc, and they shall punish him* 
If a white man df> the some to an Indian, 
it shall ne reported to the agent, and he shall 
punish or redress it.

The United States' Government puts on 
smiling face, and paints the sepulchres of I 
dead, and for a pretence, boasts of charity at 
benevolence lo the Indians; and hires m'mm 
nries, school masters, farmers, mechanics,!* 
agents, and at the Fame time keeps ehcua; 
these Lords of the soil 'further west;' and on 
forsooth, as the cape has ever been since, 4 
l old thirteen United States,' were etror 
enough to go alone, whenever ihe whitHB 
numerous enough to take care of '.hemselv*; 
new Territory is ordained; and ihen'obedie|i 
is belter than sacrifice ' ,1 

The new territories of Nebraska, andOfr 
gon winds up the fc poor Indian^ hope'tfi 
glorious hereafter, bo far as our Government: 
concerned in deal ing out the destinies of rue 
The bonn y to white families, before a foot* 
it is pure hoped, is sir hundred and forty acm^ 
each actual settling family! 

This has some resemblance of that ouspieior 
day when satnn took our Savior upon inc 
ceeding high mountain, and showed him 
the kingdoms of the earth, and the glory* 
th em ; aU these will I g 've thee if thou wilt w#&* 
7fie% 

As to what the missionaries do for the Mi- 
an*, they have the'r reward; they are hirelm 
— All they have done, and all they will do t fii 
be as a drop in the bucket. Jeremiah told* 
story when he exc"fiimed : 'Hear the ward- 
the Lord, O ye nations, and declare ilia Ik 
isles afar off, nnd say. He thot scattered \m 
wi'l gather him, and keep him, as a shepbr- 
doth his flock. For the Lord hath redeem* 
Jacob, and ransomed him from the hand ^ 
him that was a stronger than he v 

It will he sren tha*. God, and not mac, b* 
the power to bring Jacoh to his glory ajrain.- 
The book of Mormon in 12th chapter of tb«- 
Book of Nephi says: "And now I would pwp 
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pcy somewhat more concerning the fewa and 
the Gentile*. For after the book of which 1 
have fpoken shall come forth, and be written 
un'o the Gentiles, and sealed up again unto 
the Lore 1 , there shall be many which shall be* 
ticve the words which are written; and they 
shall carry them forth unto the remnant of oqt 
seed. And then shall the remnant of our seed 
know concerning us, how that we enme out 
from Jerusalem, and that thry are decendnnts 
of i he Jews, And the gospel of Jesns Chrisi 
shall be declared among them; wherefore, thev

The vision which Habikkuk 
wrote and made plain upon tables, or pla'ee, bo 
that he thxit run tmght read,— speaks at the 
appointed time; and though it tarried several 
thousand years, yet it is surely here and Israel 
can live by his faith. The 'remnant*, 1 will 
know the voice of their shepherd; fJe that 
scattered will gather him and no thanks to th«

! ANOTHER MORMON WITNESS. 

A /ta'ic.— A day or two ago, an oak was cnt 
down a abort distance from Ilarrisburg, (and 
near an old revolutionary relic, known ag Pap- 
on's church,) which, upon counting the growth 
proved to be near four hundred years old, and 
perfectly embedded in if, at a height of near 
thirty feet from the ground, was found a wt?U 
shaped stone mortar and pestle, and an instru- 
ment very much resembling an axe, though 
much smaller in size. Th? y had evidently 
beca placed in the crotch of the tree, which had 
grown together over them, and, from an exam- 
ination of the section, it is perfectly manifest 
that they must have been there at least thiee 
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hundred years. They are of very hard flinty 
clone, and in their finish exhibit much skill. 

We aie indebted to the St. Louia Re- 
publican for this legal Mormon testimony* A- 
hout two hundred and twenty four years ago, 
the Pilgrims landed at Plymouth. About three 
hundred and fifty two years ago, Columbus dis- 
covered South America, and about as long ago 
as any of these limes, nobody but the natives 
lived near ^Harnsburg," and thus the old stone 
mortar, pestle^ and are were laid upas Mormon 
testimony.

Emancipation oy the Jews at Hamburg. — By 
intelligence from Hamburg, dated 22nd Novem. 
ber t we learn that the senate and council of 
Elders at Hamburg have just declared in favor 
of the emancipation of the Israelites. That 
which principally has induced the two chief 



legislative bodies to accord this act of jutiioe, 
is the immense sacrifices that the Jews of Him* 
burg have made to aid the numerous sufferer! 
at the fire which occurred in May, 1842, in ad* 
dition to the spirit of charity and patriotism bj 
winch the Israelites have for so long a succes- 
sion of years shown themselves to be animated 
In tru'h, it is an acknowledged fact, that 5-6thi 
of the Hebrew population of Hamburg (that 
to say, all who are themselves in the slight* 
degree above want) contribute, by annual gii 
more or less considerable, towards the relief^ 
indigent Christians; and that there is not i 
single establishment or association of publ( 
utility, that has not among its members a cot 
aiderable number of Jews, Tue emancipate 
of the Israelites among us will be complete 
with the exception that the Jews will nottx 
eligible for members of the senate. But altar, 
in any case, wouM te impracticable — for i 
the solemn and official acts of that body in 
intimately connected with religious ceremnniet 
of which no person could partake who does is 
subscribe to the established religion of tb 
stale, which is Protestant (according to lb 
confession of Augsburg) ; so that even Chri* 
tians of other sects are, in fact, similarly ei- 
eluded from the legislative assembly. — [Jew* 
Chronicle.

As the heart sick- 
ens at the recital, how much more at the pic" 
turei More than once, those people, in this 
boasted land of liberty, were brought into jeop- 
ardy, and threatened with expulsion or death 
because they wished to worship God according 
to the revelations of heaven, the constitution 
of their country* and the dictates of their own 
consciences. Oh liberty, how art thou fnlien ! 
Alas! clergymen! where is thy charity? In 
the smoke that ascendeth up forever and ever- 

Early in the morning of the 23rd of July, the 
mob agiin assembled, armed wiih weapons of 
WLir, and branny a red flig. Whereupon the 
elders, led by th spirit of Cod, and in order to 
pave lime* and stop the effusion of blood, enter- 
ed into a :r^aty with the mobbers to leave the 
county within a certain time t which treaty, 
with accompanying documents* will appear in 
its proper place. The execution of this treaty 
presented an opportunity for the brethren in 
Zion, to conffr with the presidency in Kirtland 
concerning their situation, which they improv- 
ed by dispatching Elder O, Cowdery, a special 
messenger, after a delay of two or three days. 

On the same day, while the brethren in Mis- 
souri were preparing to leave the county* 



I through the violence of the rnob 5 the corner 
stones of the Lord's House were laid in Kirt- 
land, alter the order of the holv priesthood. 

On the second of August, *Mhe Western 
Moni'or, printed at Fayette, Missouri, edited 
by Weston F, Birch, published the pioceed- 
ings of the mob, as follow* : 

*«MOR MONISM! 

At a meeting of the citizens of Jackson Co,, 
Missouri, called for the purpose of adopting 
measures to rid themselves of the sect of fanat- 
ics, called Mormons, held at Independence on 
the20th day of July, 1833; which meeting was 
composed of gentlemen from every part of the 
county, there being present between four and 
five hundred persons. 

The meeting was organized by calling Col- 
onel Richard Simpson to the chair, and ap- 
pointing James H> Flournoy and Col, Samuel 
D. Lucas, secretaries. It was resolved that a 
committee of seven he appointed to report an 
address to the public, in relation to the object 
of t!iis meeting; and the chair named the fol- 
lowing gentleman, to wit: Russell Hicks Esq., 
Robert Johnson, Henry Chiles E*q,, Colonel 
James Hambright, Tuomas Hudspeth, Joel F, 
Chiles, and James M. Hunter. The meeting 
thon adjourned; and convened again, when 
Robert Johnson, the chairman of said commit- 
tee, submitted for the consideration of the meet- 
ing, the following address, Sec, : 

This meeting, professing to act not from the 
excitement of the moment, but under a deep 
and abiding conviction, that the occasion is 
one that calls for cool deliberation, as well a* 
energetic action, deem it proper to lay before 
the public an expose of our peculiar situation, 
in regard to this singular sect of pretended 
christians, and a solemn declaration of our un- 
alterable determination to amend it- 

Theevi f is one that no one could have fore- 
seen, and is there Oro unprovided for by th* 
Ifiwf, and the delays incident to legislation, 
would put the mischief beyond remedy. 

But little more than two years ago, some two 
or three of this people made their appearance in 
t he Upper Missouri, and they now number some 
twelve hundred souls in this county; *nd ea:h 
successive autumn and spring poura forth its 
swarm among us, with a gradual falling of th* 
character of those who compose them; until it 
seems that those communities from which they 
come, were flooding as with the very dregs of 
their composition. Elevated as they mostly 
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nte s but little above the condition of our blacks 
either in regard to property or education; they 
have become a subject of much anxiety on 
that part, serious ond well grounded complaints 
having been already made of their corrupting 
influence on our slaves. 

We ore daily told, und not by the ignorant 
alone, but by all classes of them, that we, (the 
Gentiles,) of this county are to be cut off, and 
our lands appropriatf d by them fur inheritances. 
Whether this is to be accomplished by the hand 
of the destroying amgel, ihe judgments of God, 
or the arm of power, they are not fully agreed 
among themselves. 

Some recent remarks in the 4l Eveniix"- an J 
Morning Star, TJ their orcan in this place, by 
their tendency to moderate such hopes and rc- 
press such desires, show plainly thai many of 
thia deluded and infatuated people have b?rn 
taught to believe that our lands were to be won 
from us by the sword, From this same 'Star- 
ve learn that for want of more honest or com. 
mendable employment, many of their society 
are now preaching through ihe Mates of New- 
York, Ohio, and Illinois, and that their num- 
bers are increased beyond every rational calcu- 
lation; all of wham are required as goon a? 
convenient, to come up to Z:on, which name 
they have thought proper to confer on our lii.l 
village. Most of those who have already come, 
are characterized by the profoundrsl ignorance, 
the grossest superstition, and the mo&t abject 
poverty. 

Indeed, it is a subject of regre t by the f Siai ? 
imelf, that they have come not only to lay an 
inheritance, which means some fif'een acres of 
wild land for each family, hut destitute of ihe 
means of procuring bread and mejt. When 
we reflect on the extensive field in which the 
sect is operating, and that there exists in every 
country a leaven of sup rs nici that embrace? 
with avidity, notions the mosi extravagant and 
anheard of, and that whatever cm be gleaned 
by them from the perlieus of vice, and the 
abodes of ignorance, it is to bs cast like a waif 
into our social circle, it requires n? ^ift of 
prophecy to tell that the day is no* far distant 
when the civil government oi the country wi!| 
be in their hands. When the aheriff, ihe jus- 
tices, and the county judges will be Mormons, 
or persons wishing to court their fuvor from 
motives of interest or ambition. 

What would be the fate of oir lives and 
property, in ihe hands of jurors and witnesses, 
who do not blush to declnre, and would no' rp. 
on occasion hesitaie reswear thfii h have 
wrought miracles, and have been l e object 
of miraculous and supernatural cure : ( ia 
converse with God and hisange!?, and no* 



ond esercisc the gifts of divination and of u 
kno^n tongues, and fired with the prospect of 
obtaining inheritances without money 
without price, may be better imagined tbtc 
described. 

One of the means resorted to by them, in or. 
der to diive us to emigrate, is an indirect inn. 
tatbn to the free brethren of c< lor in Mift^ 
to come up, like the rest, to the land cf Ziatu 
True, they sny this was not intended to invit? 
but to prevent their emigration; but thii w ee i 
attempt to quiet our apprehension, is but a p*- 
compliment to our undc rstnntlings. Thean 
cle alludrd to, contained an extract from* 
laws, and all necessary directions and ttintm 
to be observed by colored brethren, to emfe 
them upon their arrival here, to claim nnd n 
ercisc the rights of citizenship. Cotempfttft 
ous with the appearance of this ar'iclp, wagfr 
expectation among the brethren here, thai 
considerable numbrr of ibis degraded casUr 
only awaiting ibis information before tie- 
should set out on their journey, Witbtr 
corrupting influence of these on our s'avfj.i: 
(he stench both pliyrcnl ond moral, I hat Ou 
introduction would set afloat in our sociili 
mosphcre, and the vexation i hr t would atm 
the civil rule of these fanatic?, it tvou'd r«i rt 
neither a visit Jrorn the destroying angel,* 
ihe judgments of an offended God to rem 
our situation lu re in?upponahle • True, he 
be said, and truly no doubt, that the fatei 
has marked the vise and iVlof Joinna Soil 
cote and Ann Lee, will also attend V\t p 
gross of Joe Smith; but I his is no opiate tact 
fears, for when the fabric falls, the rubbishf. 
re main. 

Of their pretended revelations from h eav«n- 
their personal intercourse with God nnd hi*r 
gels— the maladies they pretend 1o heal by: 
laying on of hands— and the contemptible f 
berifh with which ihev habitually profaned 
Sabbath, and which they dignify with the r 
pellotion of unknown tongues, we lave do' 
ing to Pay, vengeance belongs to God nlont.* 
But as to rhe other matters set forth in this:- 
per, we feel called on by every coniidcraiJW 
self-preservation, good society, public moft> 
and the fair prospect*, that if not bhistedinL" 
germ, await this young and brauiiful cqwW 
at once io declare, and we do herebj most* 
em nly di c la re: 

Tliat no Mormon shall in future mimK 
settl 1 in this county. 

That those now I err*, who shall awe litl 
nite pledge uf their intention within a temi' 
bit* time to relieve out of the countv, shilii* 
allowed to remain unmolested until thejb 1 ' 
sufficient lime to eel I their piopcrty and el* 
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their business without any material sacrifice. | 
That the editor of the 'Stat* be required 
forthwith to close lib office, and discontinue 
the business of printing in this county; and utf 
to all other stores and shops belonging to the 
sect, t ; i t ir owners must in every case strictly 
comply with the terms of the second article of 
this declaration, and upon failure, prompt and 
efficient measures will be tiken 10 close 'he 
m m e . 

That the Mormon leaders here, are required 
to use their influence in preventing any further 
emigration of their distant brethren to this 
county, and lo counsel and advise their breth- 
ren here to comply with the above requisitions. ; 

That ;hose who fail to comply with these 
requisitions, be referred to those of their breth- ' 
ren who have the gifti of divination, and of un* j| 
known toi>gues, to inform them of the lot thai 
awaits U e n. 

Which address being read and considered, 
was unanimously adopted. And thereupon it 
was re*o'ved that a committee of twelve b<? ap- 
pointed forth with to wait on the Mormon lead 
era, and see ilnt the fu redoing requisitions are 
strictly complied with by them ; and upon their 
refusal that said committee do, as the organ of 
tiiia coun'y, inform ihem that it is our unwa- 
vering purpose and fixed determination, after 
the fullest considerations of all the consequen- 
ces and re^ponsibili under which we act, to 
use such means as shall ensure their full and 
complete adoption, and that said committer, so 
far as may be within their power, report to this 
present meeting. And the following gentle- , 
men were named as said committee: 

Robert Johnson, James Campbell, Colonel 
Moses Wilson, Joel F. Chiles, Hon. Richard 
Friatoe, AhnerF S aplcs, Can Johnson, Lew- 
is Fianklin, Rufaell Hicks, K*q r Colonel £, D. 
Lucas, Thomas Wilson, and James M. Hun- 
ter, to w hom was added Colonel R, Simpson, 
Chairman, 

And after an adjournment of two hour?, the 
meeting a^ain convened, and the committee of 
twelve reported that they had called on Mr, 
Phelps, the editor of the fc oiar, ? Edward Par- 
tridge, the bishop of the sect, and Mr. Gilbert, 
the keeper of the Lcird'e store house, and some 
others, and that they declined giving any direct 
answer to ihe requisitions mode of them, and 
wished an unreasonable lime for consulta»ion, 
cot only with then brethren here, hui in Ohio, 

Whereupon it was unanimously resolved hv 
tHe meeting, that the >Star' printing office 
should he razed to the ground, llie type and 
press secuird. Which resolution was, with 
the utmost order, and the least noise and dis- 
turbance possible, forthwith carried into cxecu- 



tion, as also some other steps of a similar ten- 
dency; but no blood was spilled nor any blows 
inflicted. The meeting then adjourned till the 
23rd instant, to meet again to know further con- 
cerning the determination of the Mormons, 

Resolved that a copy of these proceedings 
be posted up at the post office in this place, for 
the information of all concerned; and that the 
secretaries of this meeting send copies of the 
same to the principal editors in the eastern and 
middle states for publication, that the Mormon 
brethren may know at a distance that the gate* 
of Zion are closed against them — that theii 
j interests will be best promoted by remaining 

among these who know and appreciate their 
m en ts«"

day of July, 1833, which was composed of gen- 
tlemen from all parts of the county, and much 
more unanimously attended than the meeting 
on the 20th instant . 

The meeting was organized by the chairman 
taking his scat, when the following gentlemen 
were appointed a committee, to wii; 

Henry Chiles Esq,, Doctor N. K. Olmetend, 
H. L. BrazileEsq, , Zachariah Waller, Samuel 
Weston Esq., Wm. L. Irwin, Leonidas Old* 
ham, S, C, Owens Esq., George Simpson, Capt. 
Benjamin Majors, James C. Sadler, Coi Wm. 
Bowers, Henry Younger, Rusaell Hickc Eeq^ 
Aaron Overton, John Harris, and Harmon 
Gregg, io wait upon the Mormon leaders, who 
had intimated a wish to have a conference with 
said committee. 

After an adjournment of two hours, the meet, 

ing again convened, when the committee re- 
ported to the meeting that they had waited on 
most of the Mormon leaders, consisting of the 
bishop, Mr. Partridge; Mr, PhelpF, editor of 
the StaT; Mr. Gilbert the keeper of the Lord's 
store house; and Messrs Corrill, Whitmer, and 
Morley, elders of the church, and that the said 
committee had entered into an amicable agree- 
ment with them which they had reduced to 
waiting, which they submitted: and that the 
committee 1 ave assured Mr. Phelps that when- 
ever he was ready to move, that the amount of 
all his losses should be paid to him by the citi- 
zens. The written agreement is as follows: 

•■Memorandum of agreement between the un~ 
dersigned of the Mormon society, in Jackson 
county, Missouri, and a committee appointed 
by a public meeting of the citizens of said 
county, made the 23rd day of July, 1833. 

It is understood that the undersigned, mem- 
bers of the society, do give their rolemn pledge*, 
each for himself, as follows, to wit; 
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Trial Oliver Gowdery, W. \V . Phelps, Wm 
McClealand, [Lellin] Edward Partridge, Ly- 
man Wight, Simeon CaTter, Peter and John 
Whitmer, end Harvey W hit? ick, shall remove 
with their families out of this county, on or be- 
fore the fiisjt dav of January nexr, and thai thev 
as weil as the two hereinafter named, use alt 
their influence ro induce all the brethren now 
bere, to remove as soon as possible — one half, 
say, by the first of January next, nnd oil by ihc 
first day nf April next To advice and try all 
means in ihnr pawer, to stop any more of their 
sect from moving to this county; and as to 
those now on the road, they will use their in- 
fluence 10 prevent their settling permanently 
in the countv, but that they shall only make 
arrangem* ns for temporary shelter, till a new 
location is atrreed on for the society. John 
Corrili and Algernon Giibert, are allowed to 
remain as general agents to wind up the busi- 
ness of the society, S3 Ion ir as necessity sliatl 
require; and said Gilbert may sell out his mer- 
chandise now on hand, but is to make no new 
importation. 

The ^Star 5 is not again to be published, no r 
a press set up by any of the society in tliip 
county* 

If the said Edward Partridge and W, W. 
Phelps move their families by the first day of 
Jnnuary, as aforesaid, that they themselves 
will be allowed to go and c unein orcer to 
transact and wind up their business. 

The fiosnmitree pledge thrmst'Ivts lu use all 
their influence to prevent any violence being 
u^ed so long as a compliance with the forego.

T 
would have to pay the postage to New Yr 
We have not had a letter, or any new! fa 
home since we ieft, which mukts me all 
despair of ever hearing from you a;:ain> 
thing to comfo r t tisis that we hnve good ho 
and tolerable good spirits. We, that is, 
Grouard and myself, are begining to tnll 
language considerable. Br. Grouaru thinii 
preaching to the natives in public pooh* T 
natives that are acquainted with u% tbM 
great deal of us; and some begin to iake<|i 
an interest in the work, notwithstanding 
prit sts say all they can to injure us.

The French 
the place that they have got, and tiie ca'i 1 
are back in the nioun tains. How th* roi' : 
will terminate I cannot tell. The natives-* 
pear to be firm and determined not to gift 
to the French: however there appears to 
two parties of the natives. Some hwof* 
principal men have signed to the French* : 
the Queen, and the majority of them, Atand- 
and say they never will come under Fre?' 
protection. They expect that the Ed£- 
will help them to drive the French away fo- 
their land. 7 

There has been several battles fought »f f 
we have been here; in one engagement, ww- 
was in sight of where I live, and T could h» 
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every gun that was fired, there was an English 
missionary shot in the head, and killed by acci- 
dent on the part of the French ; and on the part 
of the missionary worse than foolishness, be* 
cause it is said that he wn* drunk and went out 
and exposed himself, and the consequence was 
death. This may seem strange that so right- 
eous a man as the priests of the sects of the 
Hay, should be drunk at so critical a time — 
They Lire so righteous that they could not talk 
to us about Mormonism on the Sabbath. 

I will tell you a story that one of the mis- 
ainnary's daughters told me that she had known 
them to get so drunk, when they went to hold 
mee'irgs. that they went to sleep in the middle 
of their prayer,and anotherhad to go and finish ' 
it. That there was net any of them but what 
would drink, ard some of their women will get 
drunk, I know, because I have seen them so 
from day to day; and while the priest in rhe 
meeting house is attending to service their sons 
oTe out in ihe bu^h playing the whore; so says 
the natives. 

And now if their teachers are ni this situa- 
tion, what situation do you think the natives 
must be in? This part of the story I will leave 
for you to judge for your selves. 

In my last letter J told you that we left Br. 
Pratt about five hundred miles to the south of 
th ; s, where there are no missionaries to disturb 
ieim, where he has done a bif business, for he 
has baptised all of the white inhabitants on the 
Ufand; and the las', account we had from him, 
he had baptised quite a number of the native?, 
nnd has organized a branch of the church, and 
things fcem to prosper in his hands, which 
makes us rejoice. lie has got the advantage of 
us, because he has n r -> pries is to fight him; and 
the whi:e men on this island, can speak tbena- 
!ive laniiua^e well, and have interpreted for 
liim from the beginin£. 

Dear wife and friends, if vou knew how lone- 

m 

some we are, it seems to me that you wnuld 
try very hard to get us some papers or letters, 
or some kind of news to cheer us in this place 
of iniquity. We know not where you or the 
church are; whether they are in Nuuvoo, or 
whether you are scattered to the four winds. I 
know that when we left the state*, they were 
making a fuss at Carthage, about the saints. I 
want to see yon and the children very much; 
but I cannot at this time. I want you to 
write about them, and all the neighbors, and 
nil the church. Tell Chandler to write, and 
Noble, and William if he is there with you, I 
want you, and all the church, to prav for us. 

We fee* that the Lord is with us and pre- 
pares the way for us.

God bless you. Give my love to ail. Tell them 
to pray for us, and may the God of Abraham 
bless you, and prosper you, and feed and cloth 
you. is the prayer of your friend and husband.

Tahiii, Sept. 19, 1844* 
Dear Brother Lewis : 

I make bold to embrace the present opportu. 
nity of addressing a few more lines to you, be- 
lieving that any information respecting this 
mission, which you so liberally contributed to, 
to assist onward, would be interesting to you* 
though it is hut about two months since I 
(wrote; but as there has several changes taken 
[ place, no doubt it will be interesting to you to 
I know what they are. 

In the first place I would say, we still con* 
tinuo to enjoy the best of health and spirits, 
for which we" feel truly grcatfui to the giver of 
all good gifts . Cut I assure you, notwithstand- 
ing oar spirits are good, we feel that they could 
he greatly improved by receiving a few words 
from home, which we have not had the pleas- 
ure of doing since we left America, no, not so 
much as one syllable. But we live in daily 
hopes and expectation of receiving some, which 
keeps our spirits up. 

I gaid considerable in my former letter re- 
speciing the difficulties existing here between 
the French and natives^ which I am sorry to 
say, have nor, as yet, been terminated. There 
has been several battles faugh t since I wrote 
you before, one of which took place close by 
us, and in which one of English mission- 
aries, owing to unnecessary exposure of trim* 

m If, 

W D £■ shot dead upon the epot. Whether 
this was the cause of their future movements or 
not, I don't know ; hut at anv rote it was but a 
few days after'- arris that we hoard they were 
all, oi nearly so, going to leave the Island 
which we learned lobe true from their own 
Hp?, a few days afterwards. This certoinly 
waF very agreeable news ro its, for which we 
felt to give tlnnks to our heavenly father, in- 
asmuch as he was ordering events for the es- 
tablishing of the gospel, and the rebuilding of 
his kingdom upon this land. There were, when 
we landed here, no less than fouit^en mission- 
aries upon this Island, and formerly they pos- 
sessed almost unlimited power, notwithstand- 
ing they were the most corrupt set I have ever 
heard of, who made such high profenstons *js 
they did. But I have neither room nor a dispo- 
sition to enter into a detail of these abuses at 
present; suffice it to say, the Lord has so or- 
dered events that all but three have left the 
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Island; a circumstance which, when we arri- 
ved, the most sanguine could not have antici- 
pated. They have cone, and are still doing all 
they can, to destroy our influence with the na- 
tives; but I do not think they have succeeded 
much, for the natives that we have an oppor" 
tunity of talking to, tell us that the missiona- 
ries tell ihem great lies about us— things which 
they know are false* because they have seen 

and heard for themselves. 
We received a letter from brother Pratt* a 

few days since, who, I told you in another let- 
ter, was on a small Island, a short distance 
from this* He writes us glorious news, I assure 
you — news which gladdens their hearts, and 
gives us fresh courage* 1 forget whether 1 
told you or nor, in my former letter; but at 
any rate, there were, when we arrived there j 
on our way here, eight or nine American me- 
chanic? residing there, who were building a 
schooner. They had gone from Tahiti abou* 
six months before our arrival, for this purpose. 
He has baptised all of them but one, and or- 
dained the three owners of the schooner, one an 
Oder, one a Priest, and one a Deacon. Thus 
you see, Br. Lewis, (he Lord is with u?, and 
working for us, not only in a spiritual, but in a 
temporal point of view also; he is preparing 
the way, no doubt, for the gathering of the 
aaints from this sid* of the globe. Br. Pratt 
writes, that the vessel bids fair to be a first rate 
craft of about one hundred tons burthen. If 
all things are prospered she will be ready for 
sea in about twelve moths* He also writes that 
he has baptised five natives, and several more 
have given their names for baptism; among 
which is the king and one of the head clue's, 
end there appears to be a general in'erest exci- 
ted among them; every one is enquiring* 

We, upon this Island * have not, as yet, been 
blessed with the privilege of baptising any na- 
tives, and only four white persons. Yet we 
hope and trust the time is not far distant when 
we shall* Those that we get an opportunity 
of talking to are very believing* and much in- 
terested. One grand cause, and I may say al- 
most the only one, of our slow progres?, is the 
difficulties which have and do exist here; hut 
we pray that they may have a speedy and favo- 
rable termination, which we think will be the 
permanent establishment of the French gov- 
erncnent, at least every thing has ihat oppear- 
ence at present* There are quite a number of 
white persons here, who are very believing, and 
probably ere long will he baptised; some of 
which speak the native language. According 
to every appearance, when peace is restored, 
we shall not be able to answer one of twenty 
calls on this Island, let alone the surrounding 



one?, and this group is but a speck as it were, 
in comparison to the almost numberless Islands 
in this Ocean. So you may judge of the vai* 
eitenlofthe field of labor, on this side of the 
globe,and the great number of laborers requit- 
ed in it. 

As my sheet is about used up. and al th« 
news I can think of told, I must draw mv letter 
to a close. Give our lave to your wife* and 
all the sai;jt?. We request an interest in your 
prayers. If you will be so kind, Br. Lewis, I 
wish you would tell my wife I have wriiteo 
her a letter, the same date as this, and enclose 
it in a letter to lur mother with directions to 
forward it on to her at Nauvoo. 

iVe want you to wiite to ua, and also to in- 
terceed to have some papers, that is Times and 
Seasons, sent on to us. 

Br. Racers sends his love to all the saint*, 
and requests an interest in all their prayer?.

Huahine, Oct. 27, 1844* 
Dear Wife and Children: — 

Again I have nn opportunity of sending you 
few lines by a Whale Ship, bound to Long Is- 
land, which opportunity T gladly embrace, and 
I would gladly come with it if I thought that 
I had done what the Lord required of me. But 
this work is not done as ve». and when it will 
be done I know not. When it is done here I 
shall, with all speed, come to you, Rit I long to 
sec you, and the children, very much, and all 
my friends and neighbor?, a? I have not heard a 
word from you nor the church since I left New 
Bedford. I am very anxious about jou and 
my prayets are continually offered tip to God 
for you and all the saint?, that you ail may be 
preserved from the enemy; that you mav hnva 
food and raiment, and every needy blessing. I 
would exort you to be patient and prayerTuI, 
until I come, which will be before a great 
while I hope. 

You will perceive, by the date of this letter, 
thai I have left Tahiti, and am on the Is'and of 
Huahinc, which is aboui ninety or one hundred 
miles distance. The work on Tahiti has got a 
good start. We baptised several whites, and 
several more said that they believed and would 
be bnptised soon, and several native* told 
when I left Tahiti, that they meant to be bap- 
,i 3 ed soon. 

I left Br. Grouard there, who has got the 
language very well, and I have no doubt of his 
faithfulness, because he is a firm and fiithful 
brother, and seeks the good of the kingdom of 
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God, I have no tioubt but there will be a 
great work done there. 

Br. Pratt is still on the Tstand of Tooboui, 
und the last account wc had from him, he had 
baptised all the white inhabitants of the Island 
except one, and four of the native?, in all some- 
thing like twelve in number. ?o you see that 
«he work has a good hold there, and there is no 
missionary there to stop (he progress of the 
work; and more than al! this," some of the men 
that have bef n baptised speak the native lan- 
guage well, and have been ordained EkJere, 
and have gone to work preaching the fullness 
of the sx^spd to them* So you can see ihat the 
work is prospering there. If we had five hun- 
dred elders here there would be plenty cf bus- 
iness for them. * 

I have been on Ilualnne but one week as yet, 
end have not preached, as I am but a stranger.] 
But I expect soon to obtain a bouse and preach, 
aa there is one or two that show some disposi- 
tion to assist rnc in getting one. Almost every; 
white man on this Is'and keeps a grog shop and 
ft gambling house,which is a very bad example 
for the natives, I* you say any thing to them 
about ir, they will say that the white* learned 
ua. That is al 1 you get out cf (hem. They 
are fall of licentiousness, which the sailors are 
very willing to encourage- 
When I look around me and see so much 
iniquity and abomination, it makes me sick to 
the verv heart, and I wonder that the Lord lies 
flpored the world so long as he has. 

There is but one missionary herr^ who ruies| 
the Island, as it were. All the people say that 
he is a very nice man ; but I cannot say so 
much of him as he refuses to talk with ine. 1 
met him once and introduced myself to him, 
and told him that I was a servant of the Lord, 
and had come to bring good tidings to the peo- 
ple if they would hear, and offered him my 
hand ? which he took very reluctantly, and very 
tlightlybid me good bye, I tu!d him I would 
walk along with him, which I did for a ahorl 
d.stance. I told him Twould like to see him 
when he had leisure; he told me he was always 
busy, giving me to understand that he did not 
want to talk with me; but notwithstanding, I 
invited him to call on me, to which he made 
norepH\ By this time we had got 10 the house 
where 1 boarded, he bidding rne good bye, 
which thing he had done as much as four or 
five times, since we hadmer, which did not ex- 
ceed twenty minutep* I have not been able to 
speak to him since. I feel ihat the work of 
the Lord will ba established here notwith- 
standing the wickedness of the people, and 
their priest to help them. One thing is, I mean 
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to do all in my power end leave the evr nt with 
God- It is a hard place and no mistake, 

I am well and in good health, and so wcra 
the rest of the brethren at the last accounts from 
them, I wei^h about one hundred and seven- 
ty pounds. In Br, PratOs last let'er, he says 
that on board of some ship there were sieelyardi 
that drew two Hundred pounds and that they 
would hardly weigh him; so you can see that 
we are not very poor as to flesh. My spirit* 
arc tolerable good, though I would be glad to 
get back amorg the saints and with my family 
an>l friends. No one can tell how sweet the 
society of saints and friends is, but those who 
are deprived of that blessing. What makes it 
worse is that we cannot ever hear from them, 

I hope ihat these few lines will find you, and 
all my brethren and sisters, enjoying good 
health and spirit?, peace and plenty. Give my 
best love to all enquiring friends. Tell them 
to pray for us. God bless you all, is my praye? 
for yon, and so as ever your husband and friend.

Extracts from H* €• Kimball s Journal. 



On the morning of the 24th we started fof 
Libeity, Ciay county, where our brethren were 
residing, who had been driven from Jackson 
county, taking our course round the head of 
Fishing River, in consequence of high water* 
When we got within five or six miles of Liber* 
ty, General Atchison, and several other gent'e- 
men, met u?, desiring that we would not go t o 
Liberty, as the feelings of the people of that 
p'ace was much enraged against us. Changing 
our course and bearing to the left, we pursue I 
our way across a prairie; ihen passing through 
a wood until wc came to brother Sidney Gil- 
berts, where we camped on the bottom of Rush 
Creek, in a field belonging to brother Burhtt 
on the 25th. • 

This night the cholera came upon us, as wo 
had been warned by the servant of God, About 
12 o'clock a. night we began to hear the crie* 
of those who were seized wiih the cholera, and 
they fell before the destroyer. Even those on 
guard fell with their guns in their hands to the 
ground, and we had to exert ourselves consid- 
erably to attend to the sick, lor they fell on 
every hand. Thus it continued till morning 
when the camp was separated into several 
email bands and were dispersed among tht 
brethren* 

I was left a' the camp in company with thri* 
or four of my brethren in care of those who 
were sick. We staid with, and prayed for 
them, hoping they would recover, bat all hope 
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was lust, for about 6 o*cJock p. m., John S. 
Carter expired, he being the first that died in 
the camp. 

When thecholeta first broke out in the camp^ 
brother John S . Caner was the first who went 
forward to rebuke it, but himself was immedi- 
ately seized by it, and as before stated, was the j 
first who wob s!ain, In about 30 minutes after 
his death, Se;h Hitchcock followed him; and 
it appeared as though we must sink under the 
destroyer with theru. 

We were not able to obtain boards to make 
ihcm coffin*, but were under the necessity of 
rolling them up in their blankets, and burying 
them in that manner. So we placed them on; 
a sled, which was drawn by a horse atom half 
a mile, where we buried them in a little Huff 
by the side of a small stream that emptied into 
Rush Creek. This we accomplished by darkj 
and returned back. 

Our hopes were that no more would die, but 
while we were uniting in a covenant to pray 
once more with uplifted hands lo God. we look- 
ed at our beloved brother, Elder Wilcox, and 
he was gasping his last At this scene my 
feelings were beyond expression. Those only 
who witnessed it, can realize anv thin"- of the 
nature of our suffering*, and I frit to weep and 
proy to the Lord* that he would spare my life 
that I might behold my dear family again* I 
felt lo covenant with my brethren, and I felt in 
rny heart never to commit another sin while I 
lived. We felt to sit and weep over our breth- 
ren, and so great was our sorrow that we could 
have washed them with our tear?, to realize that 
they had travelled 1000 miles thiougii so much 
fitrgue to lay down their lives for our brethren! 
and who hath greater love than he who is wil- 
ling to by down his life for his brethren. This 
increased onr love to them About 12 u ? c!ock 
at night we placed him on a small sled, which 
we drew to the place of interment, w ith one 
handhold of the rope, and in the oihtr we 
bore our firelocks for our defence. While one 
or two were digging the grave, the rest stood 
with their arms to defend them* 

This wo» our situation, tie enemies around 
us, and the destroyer in our midst. Soon after 
we returned back, another brother was taken 
away from our little band; thus it continued 
until five out of ten were taken aw ay. 

It was truly affecting to see the love mani- 
fested among the brethren for each other, du- 
ring this afliction ; even brother Joseph, seeing 
the sufferings of ins brethren, stepped forward 
to rebuke the destroyer, but was immediately 
seized with the disease himself; and I assisted 
him a short distance from the place when it 
was with difficulty he could walk. All that 



kept our enemies from tie was the fear of the 
destroyer which the Lord so sent anions us. 

After burying these five brethren, or about 
this time* I was seized by the hand of the det- 
trover, as I had gone in the wooiis to pray, I 
was instantly struck blind, and saw no wtj 
whereby I could free myself from the <1 nt-M, 
only to exert mys< 3f by jumping and thrashing 
myself about, until my sight returned to me, 
and my blood began to circulate in my vein* 
I started and ran some distance, end by thii 
means, through the help ot God, I W;j* enabled 
to extricate myself fiom the graep of death. 
This circumstance transpired in a piece of 
woods just behind brother Sidney Gilbert'* 
bouse. 

On the 26th, Algernon Sidney Gilbert, keep* 
erof the Lord*s Store House, signed a letter to 
the Governor, in connexion with others, whici 
was his lost public act, for he hod been called 
to preach, and he paid he would rather die than 
go forth tfud preach the gospel to the Gentiles. 
The Lord took kirn at his word ; he was attack- 
ed with the cholera and died about the 2Dth, 

Two other brethren died at brother Gilbert 1 * 
house about this same time. Ore of these wu 
a cousin to brother Joseph Smith, the Prophet. 
The names of those brethren who were witl 
me to assist in taking care of the sick, area* 
follows: Joseph B. Noble, John D« Parker and 
Luke Johnson, also brother Ingtesun, who died 
soon after we left. 

White we were here, the brethren being to 
want of some refreshments, brother Lu^e John- 
son went to brother Burket to get a fowl, ask- 
ing him for one to make a broth ; but brother 
Burket denied htm of i', saying: in a few days 
we expect to return back into Jackson county, 
from whence we were driven, and he should 
want them when he -jot there. When brother 
Johnson brought this report, jud^e how m 
fels after having left the society of our belov- 
ed families, taking our livts in oar bnnds, and 
traveling about one thousand miles through 
sc< nes of suffer' ng and Forrov , for the benefit 
of our brethren, and after all to be denied or 
a small fowl to make a lutle socp. Such things 
ns these never fail to bring their reward, and 
it would be well for the sainis never to turn 
away a brothel, who is penniless and in wan', 
or a stranger, lest they may one day or other 
want a friend themselves. 

I went to Liberty, to the house of brother 
Peirr Whitmcr, which place I reached with 
difficulty, being much afflicted myself with the 
disease thai was among us. I stayed there un- 
til I s artf'd for home. I received great kind- 
ness from them and also from sister Vienna Ji- 
ques, who administeredjo my wants and also 
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to my brethren— may the Lord reward them 
for their kindness. 

While I was here a council was called nt 
brother Lyman Wights, which I attended with 
the rest of ihe brethren. The church was or- 
ganized; a presidency and high council chos- 
en and organized and many were chosen from 
them to go to Kirtland to be endowed. 

From that time the destroyer ceased, having 
afflicted us about four days. Sixty eight were 
taken wi;li the disease, of which number four

out an effectual remedy lor this disease, which 
was, by dipping ihe person afflicted into cold 
water, orpourin^ it on him, which had the de- 
sired effect of stopping the purging, vomiting, 
and cramping. Some of the brethren, when 
they were seized with the disease and te-aji u> 
cramp and purge, the fever raging uponihem, 
desired to be put into cold water and some 
stripped and plunged themselves into the 
stream and obtained immediate relief. This 
led us to try the experiment on other?, and in 
every case it proved highly benificial and ef- 
fectual, where it was taken in season. 

On the 23d of June, Brother Joseph received 
ft revelation, as before stated, saying that the 
Lord had accepted our offering, even as he ac- 
cepted that of Abraham, therefore ho had a 
great blessing laid up in store f^r us, and an 
endowment for all, and those who had families 
might return home, and those who had no fam. 
ilies should terry until the L^rd said they 
should go. 

I received an honorable discharge, in wri- 
ting, from the hand of our General. Lyman 
Wight, to the effect that I had discharged my 
doty in my office and that I was at li'jeily to 
return home. Before we separated the money 
which had been put into ihe hands of our pay- 
master, and had not been us*ed, was equal] v 
divided amongst the company, making one 
dollar and six'een cents each Some of these 
brethren had no money v hen we started from 
Kirtland, but they received an equal share with

RESTORATION OF THE JEWS 
c, Thc Messrs Harpeis have published, in a 
handsome pamphlet, the discourse of Mr. Noah 
on the Restoration of the Jews, with a map of 
the Land of Israel. As much cur osity has been 
excited to read this discourse, a very large edi- 
tion will no doubt be circulated. It is interest- 
ing to know, while referring to this subject, that 
a meeting has been recently called in the Hano- 
ver Rooms in London, for the purpose of recom- 
mending the foundation of a society to be enti- 
tled 'The British and Foreign society for pro- 
moting the Restoration of the Jew sh nation to 
Palestine. 5 It is proposed to accomplish this 
object by endeavoring to induce the British 
Government to take the Jews in Palestine under 
thar special protection} to negotiate with the 
Porte for the indepen ence of that country, un- 
der the protection of England, and the great 
powers who might concur in the object; and to 
aid, and to call upon all Christendom to aid in 
the conveyance of poor Jewish families desir us 
to return to the land of their fathers, to locate 
them properly on the land under the direction 
of skillful agricultural agent?, and to provide 
them with seed, implements of husbandry, and 
provisions until they reap the iirst harvest Res- 
olutions approving of su:h a society were adop- 
ted. It is remarkab e that this proposition 
should have been made in England about the 
same time -r. Noah was making a similar prop- 
osition here.— (Express.) 

The Messrs Warpers have taken more than 
usual pains in ge ting up the above pamphlet, 
which is upwards of fifty pages of Urge lettet 
a beautiful paper. The map is peculiarly in 



teresting, as it embodies the Survey made uade? 
the Rev. Dr. Keith, and restores several portions 
of the land, supposed to have been hitherto 
alienated, and shows that the property rightfcl- 
ly belonging to Israel by a deed which never 
can be contested, amounts near y to 600,000 
square miles, reaching from the Nile to the Dar- 
danelles, and from the Mediterranean ta thft 
Persian Gulf. i he phn proposed to Mr. Noah 
of promoting the restoration of the chosen peo. 
pie by securing to them possessions of land for 
agricultural, manufacturing, nnd trading objects, 
seems, by the above, to have been anticipated 
by a propos tion in London to establish a Brit* 
i*h Society in aii of the restoration and to in* 
duee the British Government to take the Jewi 
of Palestine under its special protection. Thij 
proposition independent of its humanity, hai 
much in it of policy. No movement could tl 
tach the Jews throughout the world, more fine- 
ly to Great Britain than such an one. Succe 
fully carried out — it would place the affections 
— the religious attachments, and pecuniary and 
commercial facilities of that enterprizing and 
w ealthy people, wholly at the disposition of 
Great Britain, producing wonderful results fron 
a mere effect of policy, and humanity, equity 
and good feeling, and is attainable with th* 
greatest ease. However the whole horizon ii 
lighting up with bright and extraordinary event*. 
By the last advices from Europe, it appean 
that Jerusalem had been besieged by the Moun- 
taineers from Lebanon, and the Governor had 
informed the Consuls and the various religious 
associations always residing in that interesting 
City that he cou'd not insure their safetv, sq 
plunder and massacre necessarily must result 
from ihe success of the hordes hovering about 
Mount Libanus. Should thev be in sufficient 
force to carry the place, which is not strong, it 
follows that the European powers will be com- 
pelled to take prompt measures for the protec* 
tion of the persons and property of the Chris- 
tians in the Holy City. In the wars between 
Mehemet Ali and the Sultan of Turkey, Syria 
was conquered and placed under the control of 
Ibrahim Pacha. When Mehemet Ali returned 
to his allegiance to the Sultan, Egypt re-convey- 
ed Syria to Turkey, but it is evident that ii> 
the midst of many troubles and surrounded by 
revolting provinces. Turkey is in a very enfee- 
bled condition and cannot afford that security 
in Syria, which is at this time required. AH 
Christendom has an interest in Palestine, and 
will forever feel an abiding attachm nt to ft 
coun ry from which sprang the doctrines and 
faith of the Redeemer, The Greeks and Catho- 
lics, inde endent of splendid churches and con* 
vents of every description, have also pessessifm 
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of the Holy Sepuchre which is richly endowed, 
and the Protestnnts have their Chapel Prelates 
and Bishops — the Armenians their place of 
worship and their mis-ionaries. To have the 
religious community destroyed and their church- 
es sacked by a hord of mountain robbers, can 
never be permitted by Christendom . To have 
even their safety jeopordized, is alone sufficient 
to justify a prompt movement, not in the nature 
of a romantic crusade, but something more tan- 
gible and pacific, 

Jerusalem &a circuit of count y offorly miles 
around, together w4h Jaffa or aiy other port in 
the Mediterranean, should be transferred to 
Great Britain and placed under her Govern- 
ment; if necessary a pecuniary consideration 
could be paid to Turkey, and a guarantee lor 
the faithful protection of the Mussleman faith 
and their mosques. Apart from jealousy among 
the Christian powers at this desirable transfer, 
it would be a great protection to Jews and 
Christians— a positive security for persons and 
property oi all denominations residing in Pales- 
tine, and would draw towards it emigration, 
enterprise and wealth, which would revive the 
former prosperity of that interesting country. 
England would at the same time have a territo- 
rial position ofjjreat importance in the neigh- 
borhood ol her possessi ns in India and within 
a few days trarel tf the Red Sea. In a com- 
mercial and political point of view, such a ter- 
ritory would be more valuable to England than 
half her West India possessions, and should 
France object to it, that important power can 
be conciliated by some possessions which she 
might require. 

At all events the movements now in Pales- 
tine and the invasion of Jerusalem, which some 
would think accidental, « e consider providen- 
tial. Christianity must protect itself, and if 
Palestine passes into the hands of Great Brit- 
ain it will indue time revert to its oriyiona' 
owners, and the predictions of the prophets will 
he fulfilled. We begin to believe in the oft re- 
peated assertion that the year 1847 will produce 
greater events in the Eat.

spoken it* Verily I say unto you, all among 
them who know their hearts are honest, and 
are broken, and their spirits contrite, and are 
willing to observe their covenants by sacrifice: 
yea, every sacrifice which I the Lord shall com- 
mand, they are all accepted of me, for I the 
Lord will cause them to bring forth as a very 
fruitful tree which is planted in a goodly land, 
hy a pure stream, that yieldeth much precious 
fruit. * f r>< ,CJ €l D " ' 

Verily I say unto you, that it is rny will that 
an house should be built unto me in the land 
of Zion, like unto the pattern which I have 
given you; yen, let it be built speedily by the 
tithing of my people: behold this is the tithing 
and the sacrifice which I the Lord require at 
their hands, that there may be an house buil 1 
unto me for ihc salvation of Zion; for a place 



of thanksgiving, for all saints, and for a place 
of instruction for all those who are called to the 
work of the ministry, in all their several call- 
ing?, and ofii':es: that they may be perfected 
in tho understanding of their ministry: in the- 
ory; in principle, and in doctrine, in all things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God on the earth, 
the keys of which kingdom have been confer- 
red upon you. 

, And inasmuch as my people build an house 
unto me, in the name of the Lord, and do not 
suffer any unclean thing to come into it, that 
it be not defiled, my glory shall rest upon it; 
yea, and my presence shall be there, for I witl 
come into it, and all the pure in heart that shall 
come into it, shall see God : but if it be defiled 
I will not come into it, and my glory shall not 
be there, for I will not come into unholy tem- 
ples. 

And now behoM if Zion do these things, she 
shall prosper and spread herself and become 
very glorious, very great, and very terrible; 
and the nations of the earth shall honor her, 
and shall say, surely Zion is the city of our 
God: and surely Zion cannot fall, neither be 
moved out of her place, for God is there, and 
the hand of the Lord is there, and he hath 
sworn by the power of his might to be her sal. 
vaiion, and her high tower: therefore verily 
thus saith the Lord let Zion rejoice, for this is 
Zion, tue fure ix heart: therefore let Zion 
rejoice, while all the wicked shall mourn: for 
behold and lo, vengeance cometh speedily up* 
on the ungodly, as the whirlwind, and who 
shall escape it: the Lord's scourge shall pass 
over by night and by day ; and the report there* 
of shall vex all people; yet, jt shall not be 
stayed until the Lord come: for the indigna- 
tion of the Lord is kindled against their abom- 
inations, and all their wicked works: never- 
theless Zion slioll eseapo if she observe to do 
all things whatsoever 1 have commanded her, 
hut if she observe not to do whatsoever I have 
commanded her, I will visit her according to 
all her works with sore affliction; with pesti- 
lence; with plague; with sword; with ven- 
geance, with devouring fire: nevertheless, let 
it he read this once in their ears, that I the 
Lord have accepted of their offering; and if 
she fin no more, none of these things shall 
come upon her, and I will bless her with bles- 
sings, and multiply a multiplicity of blessings 
upon her, and upon her generation?, forever 
and ever, auith 'he Lord your God. Amen.** 
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On th* Cth instant, I received the following 
Rci relation, giccn , August % 1833. 
t ^Verily I say unto you, my friends, fear not^ 
let your hearts be comforted ; yea, rejoice ever- 
more, and in every ihing give thank?, waiting 
patiently on the Lord: for your prayers have 
entered into the tars of the Lord of Sabaoth> 
and are recorded with this seal and testament: 
the Lord hath sworn and decreed that they 
shall be granted : therefore he giveth this prom- 
ise unto you, with an immutable covenant, 
that thev shall be fulfilled, and all things 
wherewith you have been afllicted, shall work 
together for your good, and to my name's glory* 
saith the Lord, 

And now verily 1 say unto you, concerning 
the laws of the land, it is my will that my peo- 
ple should observe to do all ihings whatsoever 
I command them, and thai law oT ihe land, 
which is etmstitutional , supporting that prin- 
ciple of freedom, in maintaining rights and 
privileges belongs to all mankind anH if juslifi. 
able before me: therefore I the Lord justifieth 
you, and your brethren of my church, in be- 
friending that law which is the constitutional 
law of the land : and as pertaining to law of 
man, whatsoever is more or le?s than these, 
cometh of evil, I the Lord God makcth yon 
free; therefore ye are free indeed : and the law 
also makcth you free: nevertheless when the 
wicked rule the people mourn : wherefore hon- 
est men and w ee men should be sought for ? 
diligently, and good men and wipe men, ye 
should observe to uphold; otherwise whatsoev- 
er is less than these, cometh of evil. 

And I give unto you a commandment, that 
ye shall forsake all evil and cleave unto all 
good, that ye shall live by every word which 
proceedeih forth out of the mouth of God: for 
he will give unto the faithful, line upon line; 
precept upon precept: and I will try you, and 
prove you herewith: and whoso layethdown 
his life in my cause, for my name's pake, shall 
find it again; even life eternal: therefore be 
not afrnid of your enemies, for I have decreed 
in my heart, sa iih the Lord, that I will prove 
you in all things, whether you will abide in my 
covenant, even unto death, that you may be 
found worthy: for if ye will not abide in mv 
covenant, ye are not worthy of mc: therefore 
renounce war end proclaim peace, and seek 
diligently to turn the hearts of their children to 
their fathers, and the hearts of the fathers to 
the children. And again the hearts of the Jews 
unto the* prophets; and the prophets unto the 
3ews, lest I come and smite fhe whole earth 
with a curse, and all flcsb be consumed before 
me. Let not your hearts be troubled, for in 
my Father's house arc many mansions, and \ 



have prepared a place for you, and where toy 
Father and I am, there ye shall be also. 

BehoM I the Lord am not well pleased wiifc 
many who are in the church at Kinland, for 
they do not fursake their sin?, and their wick, 
ed ways, the pride of their hearts, and tbeh 
covetousness, and all their detestable thiap, 
and observe the words of wisdom and etenu! 
life which I have given unto tliem. Verily I 
say unto you, that I the Lord will cha*iw 
them and will do whatsoever I list, if they 
not repent and observe all things whatsoewrl 
have said unto them. And again I say unio 
you, if ye observe to do whatsoever I commit 
you, 1 the Lord will turn away all wrath isi 
indignation from you, and the gates of fo$ 
shall not prevail against you. 

Now 1 speak unto you, concerning your ha 
ilies: if men will smite you, or your families 
once and yye bear it patiently and revile u 
against them, neither seek revenge, ye shall br 
rewarded; but if ye bear it not patiently, f 
shall be accounted unto you as being meetti 
out a just measure unto you. And again if 
your enemy shall smite you the second tine 
and you revile not again*! your enemy, and bet 
it patiently, your reward shall be an hundtti 
fold. And again if he shall smite you the thiri 
time, and yc bear it patiently, your reward fibi r 
be doubled unto you four fold : and these thnc 
testimonies shall sta:id against your enemyj 
he repent not, and shall not be blotted out,- 
And now verily I sny unto you if that enemy 
shall escape my vengeance that he be n* 
brought into judgment before me, then ye shil 
see to it, that ye warn him in my name that h 
come no more upon you, neither upon yottr 
family, even your children's children unto Ik 
third and fourth generation: and then if k 
shall come upon you f or your children or you 
children-s children, unto the third and fourti 
generation: I have delivered thine enemy iatt 
thine hands, and then if thou wilt spare his 
thou shall be rewarded for thy righteousne*; 
and also thy children and thy children's chil- 
dren unto the third and fourth generation: nei' 
enheless thine enemy is in thine hands, and if 
thou reward him according to his works, thou 
art justified, \t he has sought thy life, and tbj 
life is endangered by him; thine encmyiain 

thin^ hands, and thou art justified. 

Behold this is the law I gave unto my ser- 
vant Nephi; and thy father Joseph, and Jncob 
and Isaac, and Abraham, and all mine anciett 
prophets and apostles. And again this is the 
law that I gave unto mine ancients, that ihej 
should not go out unto battle against any na- 
tion, kindred, tongue, or people, save I the 
Lord commanded them. And if any nation,

tongue, or people should proclaim war against 
Them, they should first lift a standard of pcn<?e 
unto that people, notion, or tongue, and if that 
people did not accept the offering of peace, 
neither the ^econd nor ihe third time, they 
should hrinir these testimonies before the Lord; 
then 'I the Lord would give unto them a com- 
mandment, and justify them in going out to 
battle against thai nation, tongue, or people* 
and I the Lord wou^d fight their battles, and 
their children's battles and their children's 
children until they had avenged themselves on 
all their enemies, to the third and fourth gen* 
eration, behold this is an cnsample onto all peo- 
ple, saith the Lord jour God, lor justification 
before me. 

And again verily T say unto you, if, after 
thine enemy has come upon thec the first time,, 
he repent and come unto thee prajing thy for- 
giveness thou shalt forgive him and shall hold 
it no more as a testimony against thine enemy, 
and so on unto the second and the third time; 
and as oft as thine enemy repenteth of the tres- 
pass wherewith he has trespassed against thee, 
thou shalt forgive him, until seventy times 
seven; and if he trespass against thee and re- 
pent not the first time, nevertheless thou shall 
forgive him; and if he trespass ngainst thee the 
second time, and repent not, nevertheless thou 
shah forgive him; and if he trespass against 
thee the third time and repent not, thou shalt 
also forgive him; but if he trespass against thee 
the fourth time, thou shalt not forgive lum but 
shall brinor these testimonies before the Lord, 
and they shall not be blotted out until he re- 
pent and r ; wan! thee four fold in all things 
wherewith he has trespassed against you; and 
if he do this lliou shalt forgive him with all 
thine heart, and if he do not this, I the Lord 
will avenge thee of thine enemy an hundred 
fold; and upon his children, ana upon his chil- 
dren^ children, of all them that hate me, unto 
the third and fourth generation ; but if the chil- 
dren shall repent, or tire children's children 
and turn unto the Lord thfrir God with all their 
hearts, and with all their might, mind, and I 
etrengtfi, and restore four fold for all their 
irespasse?-; wherewith they have trespassed, o r 
wherewith iheii fathers have trespassed or their 
father's fathers then thine indignation shall be 
turned away and vengeance shall no more come 
upon them, saith the Lord your God, and their 
trespasses shall never be brought any more as a 
trstimony before the Lord against them. — 
Amen.* 1 • 

A ugust Cist. At a council of high priests in 
Zian, Rider Christian Whitmer was ordained 
to the high priesthood : and on the 28th, the 
council resolved, that n > hmh prk?i L , c der ur 



pries', shall ordain any priest, cider or high 
priest in the land of ZlOB, without the consent 
of a conference ofhieh priests. 

Soon after the arrival of Oliver C owdery at 
Kirtland arrangements were made to dispatch 
Elders Orson Hyde and John Gouid to Jackson 
county, Missouri, with ad/ice to the saints in 
their unfortunate situation through the late out- 
rage of the mob. 

On the 1 tth of September, the following 
members, residing in Kirtland, viz: F. G. Wil- 
liams, Sidney Kigdon, N. K, Whitney, with 
myself, and Oliver Cowdery, delegate to repre- 
sent the residue of the members in Indepen- 
dence, Missouri, met in council to consider the 
expediency of establishing a printing press in 
Kirtland, when it was resolved, unanimously, 
that a press be established, and conducted un- 
der the firm of F. G. Williams & Co. 

Resolved, that the above firm publish a paper, 
a? soon as arrangements can be made, entitled 
the "LATTER-DAY SAINTS MESSEN- 
I GER AND ADVOCATE* 

Resolved, also, that the Star, formerly pub- 
lished in Jacksun county, Missouri, by the firm 
of W. W. Phelps & Co., be printed in this 
place by the firm uf F. G. Williams &, Co.; and 
to be conducted by Oliver Cowdery, one of the 
members of the firm,, until it is transferred to 
i!s former location. 

The same day, Bishop Partridge was ac- 
knowledged by the council in Zion, to he the 
head of the church, of Zion, at that time; and, 
by virtue of his office, was acknowledged the 
moderator or president of the council or con- 
ferences , 

Ten high priests were appointed to watch 
over the ten branches of the church in Zion, 

A hymn, concerning the travel*, toils, trou- 
bles, and tribulations of the Nephites, was sung 
in tongues by Elder W. W. Phelps; interpre- 
ted by Eider Lyman Wight. 

September c 2(ith. The council again assem- 
bled in Zion, and ordained Jesse Hitchcock , 
Eluis lligbcetmd Isaac Iligbee, high priests. 

Brother John Tanner sent hi? two sons to 
Kirtland to learn the will of the Lord, whether 
he should remove to Zion or Kirtland, and it 
was decided by the unanimous voice of the 
council on the Sftrh of September, that it wa e 
the will of the Lord for all, who were able 
and willing, to bui'd up and strengthen the 
stake in Kirtland; and Brother Tanner was 
counselled accordingly. 

About this lime, Elders Hyde and Gould ar- 
rived at Zion, and the church having made the 
necessary preparations, Elders W. W, Phe!ps 
'and Or:.*!) Hyde were di^pa'ched to the Gov- 
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ernor of Mi.souri, residing at Jefferson City, 
with the following petition: 
"To His ExreUenty Daniel Dunklin, Governor 

of the Stale of Missouri* 

We, the undersigned, citizens of the republic 
ol ihe United Stales of America, inhabitants 
of the State of Missouri, and residents of Jack- 
sod county, members of the Church of Christ, 
(vulgarly called Mormons.) believing in God, 
and worshipping him according to his revealed 
will contained in the Holy Bible, and the ful- 
ness of the gospel con'.ained in the Book of 
Mormon, and the revelations and command- 
ments of God through Jesus Christ, respectful- 
ly show: — , y , , 

That, we your petitioners, having purchased 

lands of the United States, and of the State of 
Missouri, and of the inhabitants of said State, 
for the purpose of improving the same and 
peaceably enjoying our rights, privileges, im- 
munities and religion, according to the consti- 
tution and laws of the slate and national gov_ 
ernments, have suffered unjustly and unlaw, 
fully in property, in person, and in reputation, 
Hb follows : 

Firjt, in the spring of 183 2, some*persons, in 
ihe deadly hours of the night, commenced 
stoning or brick-batting some of our houses and 
breaking in our windows, disturbing ourselves, 
our wive* and our children, and also, some few 
days after, they called a county meeting to 
consult measures to remove us, but after some 
confusion among themselves, they dispersed 
with doing no more than threatening, on that 
day. In the fall of the same year, they or some 
one, burned a large quantity of hay in the 
stack; and soon after commenced shooting in. 
to some of our houses, and at many times in- 
sulting with abusive language* 

Secondly, about the middle of July last, yea, 
in fact, previous, they commenced brick-bat- 
ling our houses again, and breaking in our 
windows* At this time, July 18:h, the follow, 
tug document was in circulation: 

'We, the undersigned, citizens of Jackson 
county, believing that an important crisis is at 
hand, as regard? our civil society, in conse- 
quence of a pretended religious sect of people, 
that have settled and are 3 till settling in our 
couuty, styling themselves Mormons, and in- 
tending, as we do to rid our society, peacebly 
if we can, forcibly if we must, ? and believing 
as we do, that the arm of the civil law does not 
afford us a guarantee, or at least a sufficient 
one against the evils which are now inflicted 
upon ua, and seem to be increasing by the said 
religious sect, deem it expedient, and of the 
highest importance to form ourselves into a 
•ompany for the better and easier accomplish-' 



meut of our purpose, a purpose which we de*m 
it almost superfluous to say, U justified as 
by the law of nature, as by the law of self-prer 

ervation, 

It is more than two years since the first of 

these fanatics, or knaves, (for one or the otbe? 

they undoubtedly are) made their first sppetr 

ance amongst us, and pretending as thev did, 

and now do, to hold personal communication 

and converse face to face with the MoBt Hijl 

God, to receive communications and im\v 

tions direct from heaven ; to heal the sicklj 

laying on hands, and in short, to perform alltkt 

wonder working miracles wrought by the in 

spired apostles and prophets of old. 

Wc believed them deluded fanatics or weU 




and designing knaves, and that they and 
pretentions would soon pass away; but in 
we were deceived . The arts of a few dfiip- 
ing leaders amongst them have thus far sue 
ceeded in holding them together as a sod 
and since the arrival of the first of them thf 
have been daily increasing in numbers, anil 
they had been respectable citizens in Bociet?, 
and thus deluded, they would have been ei& 
tied to our pity rather than to our conteoj 
and hatred; but from their appearance, fro 
their 'manners, and from their conduct, mm 
their coming among us, we have 'every rear 
to fear, that with but very few exceptions, llw 
were of the very dregs of that society ftfli 
which they came, lazy, idle and viciouir 
This we conceive is not idle assertion, bun 
fact susceptible of proof, for with these fewer 
fccpiions above named, they brought into w 
county little or no property with them, andW 
less behind them, and we infer, that those onfr 
yoked themselves to the Mormon car, w T ho W 
nothing earthly or heavenly, to lose by & 
change; and we fear that if some of the lett- 
ers amongst them, ha.d paid the forfeit duet 
crime, instead of being chosen ambassadors 
tVe Most liigh, they would have been inraats 
of solitary cells. But their conduct here stamps 
their characters in their true colors- More this 
a year since, it was ascertained that they hi: 
been tampering with our slaves, and endeaw 
inrr to sow dissections and raise sedition: 
amongst them. Of this their Mormon h?ad«K 
were informed, and they said they would d«a 
with any of their members who should agtw 
in like case offend, but how specious are ap* 
pearanceSj in a late number of the Star, pub- 
lished in Independence by the leaders of Ik* 
seer, there is an article inviting free negrow 
and mulattoes from other States to become 
Mormons and remove and settle ambng ui,th" 
exhibits them in still more odious colors* I 1 
manifests a desire on the part of their socifi^

xo inflict on our society an injury that they 
know would be to us entirely insupportable, 
and one of the surest means of driving us from 
the county; for it would require none of the 
supernatural gifts that they pretend to, to see 
that the introduction of such a cast amongst us,j< 
would corrupt our blacks and instigate them to 
bloodshed. 

They openly blaspheme the most high God, 
and cast contempt on his holy religion, by pre" 
tending to receive revelations direct from heav- 
en, by pretending to speak unknown tongues^ 
by direct inspiration, and by diverse pretences 
derogatory of God and religion, and 10 the ut- 
ier subversion of ii umon reason : 

They declare openly that their God hath giv- 
en ihcm this county of land, and that sooner 
or later they must and will have the possession 
of our lands for an inheritance, and in fine they 
have conducted themselves on many other oc- 
casions in such a manner, that we believe it a 
duty we owe ourselves, to our wives and chil* 
drcDj to the cause of public morals, to remove 
them from among us, as we are not prepared to 
give up our pleasant places, and goodly posses- 
sions to them, or to receive into the bosom of 
our families, as fit companions for our wive? 
and daughters, the degraded and corrupted free 
negroes and mulattoes, that are now invited to 
settle among us. 

Under such a state of things even our beauti- 
ful county would cease to be a desirable resi- 
dence, -and our situation intolerable! We, 
therefore, agree, that after timely warning, and 
receiving an adequate compensation for whai 
little property they cannot take with them, they 
refuse to leave us in peace, as they found us* 
we agree to use such mnnns as may be suffi- 
cient to remove them, and to that end we each 
pledge to each other our bodily powers, our 
lives, fortunes, and sacred honors. 

We will meet at the court house at the town 
of Independence, on Saturday, next, 20th inst. 
to consult ulterior movements.* 

Among the hundreds of names attached to 
the above document were: — 

Lewis Franklin, jailor; Samuel C. Owens, 
county clerk; Rusael Hicks, deputy clerk; R- 
W, Cummin?, Indian agent; Jones PL Flonr- 
noy, Port Master; S. D. Colonel and Judge of 
the court; Henry Chiles, Attorney at Law ; N, 
K. Olmstead, M. D.; John Smith, J. P.; Sam- 
uel Weatoo, J. P r ; William Brown, Consta- 
ble; Abner F. Staples, Captain; Thomas Pitch- 
er, deputy Constable; Moses O, Wilson, and 
Thomas Wiison, merchants. 

On Saturday the 20th of July last, according 
to the foregoing document, there assembled 
suddenly in rbe town of Independence at the 



court house, between four and five hundred 
persons, who sent Rohert Johnson, James Camp- 
bell, Moses Wilson, Joel F. Childs, Richard 
Friatoe, Abner F. Staples, Gan Johnson, Lewis 
Franklin, Russel Hicks, S, D. Luca.*, Thomas 
Wilson, James M. Hunter, and Richard Simp- 
son* to some of your petitioners, namely, Ed* 
ward Partridge, A. S. Gilbert, John Corrill, 
Isaac Morley, John Whitrner, and W. W, 
Phelps, and demanded that we should immedi- 
ately atop the publication of the Evening and 
Morning StaT, and close printing in Jnckson 
county, and that we, as elders of said church, 
should agree to remove out of the county forth- 
with. We asked for three months, for consid- 
eration — They w r ould pot grant it— We asked 
for ten days — They would not grant it , but said 
fifteen minutes was the longest, and refused to 
hear any reasons: of course the conversation 
broke up. 

The four or five hundred persons, as a ikfofr, 
then proceeded to demolish or raze to the 
ground, tlm printing office and dwelling hou<*e 
of W, W. Phelps & Co, Mrs* Phelp?, wirh a 
sick iniant child and the rest of her children, 
together with the furniture in the house, were 
thrown out doors; the press was broken, the 
type pied — the book work, furniture, appara- 
tus, property, &c, of the office were principally 
destroyed and the office thrown down, whereby 
seven hands were thrown out of employment 
and three families left destitute of the mean* 
of subsistence. 

The loss of the w f hole office, including the 
stoppage of the Evening and Morning Star, ■ 
monthly paper, and the Upper Missouri Adver- 
tiser, a weekfy paper, was about six thousand 
dollars, without the damages, which must rc j 
suit in consequence of their suspension. 

The mot> then proceeded to demolish the 
storehouse and destroy the goods of Gilbert, 
Whitney Sc Co.; but Mr. Gilbert assuring 
them ttiat the goods should be packed by the 
23rd inst : they then stopped the destruc tion of 
property and proceeded ti do personal violence. 
They took Edward Partridge; the bishop of the 
church from his dwelling house bv force, and a 
Mr. Allen, and stripping them of their coats, 
vests and hats, or caused them to doit them - 
selves, tarred and feathered them in the prep- 
encn of the mob before the court house. — 
They caught other members of the church to 
serve them in like manner, but they made their 
escape. With horrid yells and the most blas- 
phemous epithets, they sought for other lead- 
ing elders, but found them not. It being fare, 
they adjourned until the 23rd insr. 

On the 23rd inst., early in the day, the mob 
again assembled to the number of about live 
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handred, many of them armed with rifles, dirks, 
pistols, clubs and whips; one or two compa- 
nies riding into town bearing Ihe red t!ag, rais- 
ing again ihe horrid y? lt m They proceeded to 
take some of the leading elders by force, de- 
claring it to be their intention to whip them 
from fifty to five hundred lashes apiece, to de- 
molish their dwelling house?, and let their ne- 
groes loose to go through our plantations and 
Jay open our fields for the destruction of our 
crops. » 

Whereupon, John Corrill, John Whitmer, 
W. W. Phelps, A> S. Gilbert, Edward Par- 
tridge, and Isaac Motley, made do resistance* 
but offered themselves a ransom frr the church, 
willing to be scourged or die, if ihat would ap- 
pease their anger toward the church, hut be- 
ing assured by the mob, that every man, wo- 
man, and child would be whipped or scourged 
until they were driven outot the county, as the 
mob declared that they or the Mormons musi 
Jeave the county, or they, or the Mormons 
must die. 

The mob then chose a new commiitee, con- 
sisting of Samue! C. Owens, Leonids Oldham, 
G. W. Simpson, ML L. Irwin, John Harris, 
Henry Chiles, Harvey H. Younger, Hugh L. 
Breazcal, N. K. Olmstead, James C. Sadler* 
William Bowers, Benjamin Majors, Zachariah 
Waller, Harman Gregg, Aaron Overton and 
Samuel Weston, who, with Edward Partridge, 
Isaac Morley, John Corrill, W. W. Phelps, A. 
S. Gilbert and John Whitmer, entered into the 
following stipulation : 

^Memorandum of agreement between the un- 
dersigned of the Mormon society, in Jackson 
county, Missouri, and a committee appointed 
by a public meeting of the citizens ot said 
county, made the 23rd day of July, 1833. 
% It is understood that the undersigned mem. 
berg of the society, do give their solemn pledge 
each for himself, as follows, to wit: 

That Oliver Cowdery, W. W. Phelps, Wil- 
liam E, McLcllin, Edward Partridge, Ly- 
man Wight, Simeon Carter, Peter and John

THE MORMON PROPHET, 

It is but a few weeks since the death of Joe 
Smith was announced. His body now sleepe, 
and his spirit has gone to its reward, Variou H 
are the opinions of men concerning this singu- 
lar personage; but whatever may be the views 
of any in reference to his principles, objects, or 
moral character, all most admit that he was 
one of the most remarkable men of the age. 

Not fifteen years have elapsed since a band 
composed of six persons, was formed in Palmy- 
ra, N. i M of which Joseph Smith, jr. was the 
presiding genius. Most ot these were connect- 
ed with the family of Smith, the senior. They 
were notorious for breach of contracts and the 
repudiation of their honest debts. All of them 
were addicted to vice, They obtained their 
living not by honorable labor, bat by deceiving 
their neighbors with their marvellous tales of 
! money-digging. Notwithstanding the low ori- 
gin, poverty, and profligacy of the members of 
that band of mountebanks, they have Jjjyipen* 
ted their members till more than one hundred 
thousand persons are now numbered among the 
followers of the Mormon Prophet, and never 
were increasing so rapidly as at ihe time of his 
death. Joe Smith arose from the very lowest 
grade of society, to the head of this targe body, 
without any of those aids, by which most oth- 
er men have ascended to their high stations, — 
He is repre£cntctl by tlnse acquainted with 
him, as uneducated, uncouth in his manners* 
dissipated 111 his habits, and disgusting in hu 
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personal appearance; and yet unaided by the 
influence of literature, or the patronage of the 
great, he induced thousands to obey his man- 
dates, and to rallv around his standard. He 
fought his way through all these adverse cir- 
cumstances, and left the impress of his deprav- 
ed geniuf upon his age, and Ins name will not 
be forgotten when that of many a statesman 
has long been buried in oblivion. 

Born in the very lowest walks of life, reared 
in poverty, educated in vice, having no claims 
to even common intelligence, coarse and vul* 
gar in deportment, the Prophet Smith succeed- 
ed in establishing a religious creed, the tenets 
of which have been taught throughout the 
length and breadth of America. The proph- 
et's virtues have been rehearsed and admired in 
Europe; the ministers of Nauvoo have rven 
found a welcome in Asia, and Africa has lis- 
tcned to the grave sayings of the seer of Palmy- 
ra. The standard of the Latter-day Saints has 
been reared on the banks of the Nile, and even 
the Holy Land has been entered by the emissa- 
ries of this wicked impostor. 

He founded a city in one of the most bcauti* 
ful situations in the world, — in a beautiful 
curve of the l father of waters,' of no mean pre* 
'tension, and in if he has collected a population 
of twenty-five thousand from every part of the 
earth. He planned the architecture of a mag- 
nificent temple, and reared its walls nearly fifty 
feet, which if completed, will be the most 
beautiful, most costly, and the most noble buil- 
ding in America. Its walls are of solid stone, 
four feet in thickness; supported by thirty 
stone pillars. That building is a monument 
pointing the traveler to the genius of its foun_ 
der. + k 

The acts of his life exhibit a character as in- 
congruous as it is remarkable* If we can cred- 
it his own words, and the testimony of eye-wit- 
nesses, he was at the same time, the vicegerent 
of God f and a tavern keeper — a prophet of Je- 
hovah, and a base libertine — a minister of the 
religion of peace, and a' lieutenant general — a 
ruler of tens of thousands, and a slave to all his 
owtfkfcaae unbridled passions — a preacher of 
righteousness, and a profane swearer — a wor- 
shipper of the God of Israel, and a devotee of 
Bacchus — mayor of a city, and a miserable bar- 
room fiddler — a judge upon the judicial bench, 
and an invader of the civil, social and moral re- 
lations of men ; and notwithstanding these ia- 
comsistencies of character, there ore not want- 
ing thousands who are willing to stake their 
souls eternal salvation upon his veracity. For 
aught wo know, time and distance will embel- 
lish his life with some new and rare virtues 



which his most intimate friends failed to d* 

cover while living with him.

THE SAINTS MAKE NAUVOO. 
Notwithstanding the ebullitions ol apostates, 
and their terrible exits; notwithstanding the 
awful assassination of our inspired prophet and 
patriarch; notwithstanding the legislature ot 
Illinois have feloniously robbed us- of our char- 
ter, and notwithstanding a knot of vagabond 
newspapers, by publishing outrageous false- 
hoods to inflame the public mind against us; 
have rolled up the black thunder heads of mob- J 
ocracy, to scatter "the fire shower of ruin," yet 
Nauvoo keeps the even tenor of it* way./ The 
spring has met us with >n early emigration o f 
saints, never before equalled: they come by 
land and water. 

Nor is this all: goods, wares, and articles of 
necessity, came also: and tithingg for the Tem- 
ple, in money and in meat, have recently cheer- 
ed the hearts of the Trustees, and building com* 
mittee, and nerved the arms of the labors with 
a celestial kind of feeling, that runs from heart 
to heart, and causes a whisper to mingle with 
the busy hum of business: that God mean* to 
move on his work with rapidity, 

The rearing of houses; the opening of gardens; 
the breaking up of the adjacent prairies; the' 
manufacture of articles for foreign expor- 
tation, at the mechanic shops, and the pre- 
parations to make our own commodities for 
home consumption, all give the lie to the false 
insinuation that Nauvoo cannot live without a 
charter. 
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The work of the Temple goes on as fast 
possible, and, in fact 5 the anxiety is so great to 
labor upon this great house of the Lord, that 
the committee frequently have to set men at 
other work. A trench is being excavated 
about six feet wide and six feet deep, around a 
square of about six or eight acres, which will 
be filled with stone, and upon which will be 
placed an iron fence for the security of the 
le, and Tabernacle. 



There never was so great union in the city 
before; with a few exceptions the whole popu- 
lation are saints, and are governed as easy as a 
a gentle hand would lead an elephant by a hair" 
The "exceptions' 1 are mainly men who hang on 
"to keep tavern, stores, or groceries, 31 contrary 
to the expressed wishes of the majority of the 
citizens; and w hy they "hang on^ and as it 
were < l beg" for a chance to shave the saints, 
for a little money,and occasionally corrupt their 
good feelings with a little of the good creature, 
called strong drink, or by gambling; or by try- 
ing to introduce the custom of debauchery, Ms 
really a matter of common notoriety and sur- 
prise ! The goodly, who tithe themselves are 
really in hopes, that these men will take a mod* 
est hint to sell out and go where there business 
can be prosecuted with more patronage and 
less offence. 

It is almost a miracle to see so large a popu- 
lation reside so happily together, without strife 
and litigation. Our justices have little to do in 
the line of suing. There are two men in the 
Church, heie, that still hold on to the skirts of 
Blackvtone, but all the business they have to do 
among the saints, will hardly afford them an 
excuse for the title of lawyer. They will find 
the promulgation of the gospel more lucrative, 
than peddling law, unless the surrounding coun- 
try should require there professional services 
aside from any difficulties in Nauvoo. 

Nor are the services of physicians held in so 
great repute in Nauvoo, that the saints confide 
in medicine; but rather the commandments of 
God are look to as being far more safe than 
trusting in an arm of flesh. There is but one 
Doctor that does much business in his profes- 
sion, and that is surgery. 

Upon the whole, the union, perseverance, 
and love which pervades the bosoms oi the 
saints, actually astonishes the world, and causes 
peace to reign in our midst : for which blessing 
we praise our Father in heaven, beseeching 
him to continue these favors until the kingdoms 
of this world, shall become perfect. 



THE MISSION TO SOUTH SEA ISLANDS. 

The mission to the Islands of iho south t J a 
fcitic ocean, as will be seen by a reference to the 
letters published in the last number of the 
Times and Seasons, &c, has resulted in success 
and glory, beyond our most sanguine expecta- 
tions. We therefore feel grateful to our heav- 
enly Father for his favor so signally bestowed 
for the advancement of his last kingdom, 

The success thus far, being so perfect an in* 
dex to what must eventually be done toward* 
carrying salvation to the remnants of the seed of 
Abraham, scattered over the face of the eaith, 
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hat we have concluded to bring together a few 
ideas relating to the history of those regions for 
further reflection. 

The region under the name of Oceanic a, em- 
bracing a vast number of Islands in the north 
and south Pacific ocean, contains about 4,600,- 
000 square miles of land independent of water; 
and, at least 18,000,000 of inhabitants, most of 
whom are heathens; especially so, if we let the 
injuries to their morals, brought about by the 
introduction of spirituous liquors, gambling, 
debauchery, and other sins, by white men and 
Christendom, have any weight in the scale of 
calculation. • 

This region is subdivided into three grand 
divisions,viz: — Malaysia; Australasia, and Poly- 
nesia. Malaysia lies south of China, and com- 
prises the following Islands and groups: — Suma- 
tra, Java, Borneo, (the largest of this division) 
Phillipine Island?, Celebes, Spice Islands, Soo- 
loo Islanda, Tirno, Florris, Sumbawa, &c. — 
They all lie near the equator in north and south 
latitude, m 

Australasia, the second division, lies south- 
east of the former, and south of the equator, as 
far as 50 degrees of south latitude, and compri- 
ses, Australia (the largest) Van^Diemen's land, 
New Zealand, New Guinea, New Britain, New 
Hebrides and New Caledonia. Australia is the 
great depot for the transportation of British 
convicts. 

The third and last, Polynesia, lies east of the 
other two, and east of the continent of Asia, 
and comprises all the lesser Islands in the Pa 
cific. both in north south latitude, viz: the 
Sandwich,the Massachusetts, the Archigellago, 
Drake's, Philadelphia, Magellan's and a few 
other Islands he in the north Pacific; and the 
Ladrone. Caroline, Central Archipella, Wash- 
ington, Marquesas, Soeiety and Georgian Group, 
among which are Tahiti and Tooboui, Cook's 
Austral, Panmotu, Gambia, Navigator's, Vavan, 
Habaai, Tongta, Feejee, and many other Islands 
lie in the south Pacific. 

Tahiti in the south Pacific, and Owyhee in 
the north Pacific, are the most important 
amongst the nations, though Australia and Bor- 
neo far the largest. 

The cllfnate and productions of these Islands 
are favorable to the great plan of the Almighty 
— viz.— the gathering of his elect in the last 
days, for u #est" promised before the founda- 
tion of the world* 

There is another event just transpired to help 
on the work. The United States have made 
arrangements, with the government of New 
Grenada to carry a mail "across the Isthmus of 
Darien at the city of Panama, whereby we can 
forward letters to those Island 5 ? in less than 



half the usual time. Every thing operates for 
the good and glory of God when he wilhand so 
we congratulate the saints on the near approach 
of the great day when the whole host of Israel y 
together with all the righteous, will come home 
to spend a Jubilee with God.

This avowal, as might naturally have been 
expected, has caused much excitement and dis- 
satisfaction at the South, The Board of the 
Virginia Baptist Foreign Missionary Society 
have published an Address, accompanied by a 
series of resolutions, in which they pronounce 
the decision of the Parent Board at Boston un- 
constitutional and a violation of the rights of 
the Southern members of the Triennial Conven- 
tion, and declare that all farther connection 
with that Board, on the part of such members 
is inexpedient and improper. They also ex- 
press the opinion that, in the present exigency, 
it is important that those brethren who are ag- 
grieved by the recent decision of the board in 
Boston, should hold a Convention (either at 
Augusta, Geo. or Richmond, Va.) to confer on 
the best means of promoting the Foreign Mis- 
sion cause, and other interests of the Baptist 
denomination in the South. Such a Convention 
will probably be held either in May or June 
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next, and there is little doubt that it will work 
a permanent division batwecn Northern and 
Southern Raptists. It is thus that one religious; friends? 
sect after another splits on the rock of Slavery, 
finding it impossible to reconcile the growing 
anti-slavery sentiment of the North with the 
slaveholding spirit of the South.

EPISTLE. 

1 Manchester, Exglan'd, 

July 9 th, 1840.' 

Dear Brother Joseph^ 

I now embrace this op- 
portunity of writ : ng this epistle to you in or- 
der to give you a sketch of my travels since I 
left you, and of the progress of tbs work of 
God in this land, .together with the signs of 
the times and of the conflicts which I and my 
brethren have endured during our journey to 
this land. You very well remember the time 
and situation in which we left our homes;— 
brother Young and I started together* We 
were both very eick and we likewise !eft our 
families very sick, Not being well able to 
iravel brother Bendy took us on our way fifteen 
miles to brother Duel's, This was on the 18th 
of September, we tarried at brother Duel'* 
house overnight and next day he took us to 
Lima. Another brother volunteered there, 
and the same dav took us on our way as far as 
Quincy which is fifty miles from Commerce. 
When we arrived at Quincy iw consequence 
of the fatigues of the journey I was taken with 
the chill fever a^ain at the sisters Pitkin's 
after bein* there one or two days, I then went 
to Doctor Staley's and remained undet the care 
of Sifter Staley and her daughter unlil the 25th, 
my pain and afflictions were very <*evere. I re- 
ceived frreat kindness from them and also from 
the Sisters Pitkin; and I pray that the Lord 
may abundantly bless them, and administer 
comfjrt and blessings to them in every time of 
need; Elder Young's health was very poor in 
deed; he was not able to sit up but a little 
while at a time. While we were at Quincy 
Brothers George A. Smith, Theodore Turley, 
and Reuben Hedlock overtook ua 4 they being 
also considerably sick and very feeble. The 
saints at Quincy were kind and administered 
to our wants and asMssred us on our journey. 
My sorrow was great on leaving Quincy as 
well as on leaving Commerce, to see so many 
of our brethren sick and dying in consequence 
of being driven and being exposed to hunger 
and cold* J*i>lfi : i u i v ji 

We oil left Quincy on the 25th, Brother Ly- 
man Wight took Elder Young and myself as 
far as Brother Charles Rich's distance about 9 
miles. Brothers Smith, Turley, and Hedlock 
had a horse and wagon of their own to help 
them on their way. Brother Wight left us 
and predicted many things which shontd come 
to pass, left his blessing with us and bid us 
farewell. Mav God bless him and save him in 
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his kingdom. Next day Brother Rich took us 
and carried us to Brother Wilber'a: while on 
the road the chills came upon me again, and I 
suffered much pain and fatigue. When we 
got there we found Brother Turiey sick in bed, 
and the other brethren not much better. Next 
day Brother Wilber took us on our journey 
about twenty-five miles \ to the place where 
President Marks resided, at the town of Fits- 
field, The other brethren left us at Brother 
Wilber's ard took another road. 

Next day Brother Allred carried us about 
four miles to another town where your Uncle 
Silas Smith resided, we arrived o few days af- 
ter his death. Next day Brother Rogers carri- 
ed us to Morgan county, town of Winchester, 
to the house of Rosweli Munay my father-in- 
law, where we found two of Elder Young's 
brothers and one sister; and other brethren 
of the church who had been scattered into tba' 
p3rt from Missouri. These brethren had been 
stripped of their property and smitten &c. yet 
we found them in comfortable circumstances, 
rejoicing in God, 

From thence BrotheT Lorenzo Young carried 
us to the town of Jacksonville, distance twelve 
miles; my father-in-law went with us on a 
visit to his friends in the east. The next day 
the brethren at Jacksonville carried us to 
Springfield a distance of about forty miles: — 
this was ou the 5th of October. Here we 
again met with Brothers Smith, Turiey, and 
Hedlock; at this place Elder Young was taken 
sick, we remained here until the 11th, tnen 
the brethren there gave us a horse and fitted 
up a wagon, and putting both horses to the 
wagon we all started together: they also gave 
us some money to assist us r»n our journey* — 
We continued on our journey five or six days 
until we arrived at Terre Haute cn the banks 
of Wabash river on the 17th, during this time 
our axle tree broke twice, and we had to suffer 
hunger in consequence of having to cross large 
prairies, and the food we got was altogether 
johnny-cake, and corn dodger, and poor bacon. 
I was very sick during most part of this jour- 
ney; sometimes I thought I scarcely could live* 
We put up at Doctor Modiset*s, I was here ta- 
ken out of the watjon and laid upon the bed; 
the doctor,his wife,and Elder Young were obli- 
ged to watch almost all the night in otder to 
keep a breach of life in me. Next morning 
the brethren came to us: my feelings were for 
them to go on their journey and leave me and 
Brother Young with me. I requested them to 
lay their hands on me and pray for me, which 
they did previous to their departure* I was 
then not able to sit up: they left us in tears, 
some of them not expecting to behold my face 



again. In about an hour after the brethren 
drparted I arose from my bed; and in a frw 
days we started on our joruney. The doctor 
took us in his carriage and carried us twenty 
miles. Then we were taken by Doctor Knight 
to Pleasant Garden about foar miles further* 

; After tarrying there a few days Elder Bab 
bit cairifd us ten miles to a brothers house* 
Next day the brother took us on our journey 
fifteen miles to the town BellviMe. -A storm 
arose which obliged us to put up here. Elder 
Young was taken very aiek and was obliged to> 
go to bed: we tarried until the next morning. 
The landlord and landlady were very kind to 
us and received our testimony: and I think I 
never saw better feelings towards us as a peo- 
ple than was manifested in this place, being 
southern people, and may the Lord bless them 
and gather out his elect- The next day we 
took coach leaving some of the people in tears. 
We continued on our journey mosily ni^ht ana 
day until we arrived at Cleavland on Novem- 
ber 3rd, where we again overtook Brothers 
Smith, Turiey, and Hadlock and my father-in- 
law . This reminded me of a prediction which 
[ delivered on the mornin? they left us, viz. 
that we would get to Kirtland before they 
would: same day we proceeded to Kirtland. 

The brethren had taken up Brother Taylo 
on the road where he had been confined by 
sickness. W T hen we got to Kirtland being 
overcome by the fatigues of our journey, we 
were most of us taken sick again with the chill 
fever, some of us were confined to our beds, — 
We remained there until the 22nd: some one 
of us preached in the house of the Lord every 
Sabbath during our stay there. We found the 
saints In a rather dis-organized state and disa- 
greed, d welling upon things that were past and 
finding fault, We found some few that were 
very kind to us and administered to us in our 
sickness, others felt disposed to cast reflections 
upon uf, saying that our sickness came upon 
us in consequence of our unrighteousness; and 
when the brethren were suffering keenly from 
the effects of fatigue and sickness: these 
things were heaped upon them in an unfeeling 
manner, and when we were preparing to start 
on our journey, they would not administer to 
our wants nor help us on our journey, saying 
that they did not believe we were sent of God, 

1 and casting many other reflections upon us 
(that is many of them,) if ii were necessary I 

i could mention names. May the Lord bless and 
preserve those who did minister to our necessi- 
ties, for the time will come when they shall be 
rewarded for their deeds of kindness. On tht 
22nd, wc left Kirtland for Fairport- We did 
no* sail From thi* plaec until the 26th on a*r 
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count of a he avy ?now storm on the lake- On 
the 27th wo rurivcd at Buffalo, On the 28lh 
the brethren left me i»t Myron ei^ht mile^ cast 
of Batavia and pursued iheir course to the east, 
I stayed to visit my friends at Byron, 

Next day I look car? for the city of Roches- 
ter, and found one of my sisters there. Taking 
n violent cold I vra^ confined here about a week 
During rhi.-Mhn 1 stayed one night with Broth, 
rr Ezra Thayre, he lives two miles from the 
city. He was glad to see me, and inquired 
much about you and tiie rest of the brethren: 
he seemed to be firm in the faiih of ihe gospel 
and has much love f >r his brethren. Brother 
Thayre then took me in his wagon and carried 
mc to Victor within twelve or fourteen miles 
of the place where you obtained the record of 
the Book of Mormon. I remained there until 
about the ten:h of February, pn ached in Vic- 
tor twice, baptised ihree, one of them was my 
wifc 7 s brother and his wife. The enow con* 
tinned about three feet deep while I wns there, 
being very cold and blustering. There i« 
much good feeling toward* us as a pooplc in 
that region, 

I took coach at Canandaig jh for New York, 
being short of money to pay rny expenses I 
was confined to one meal a day. When I gul 
to Albany, the North river being froze up, 1 
went part of the way on die ice on runners, and 
part of the way by land on wheels. When we 
went to Jersey ei:y : (as we went up on that 
side,) the coachman not being willing to fulfil 
his engagement and lake us over to New York* 
and I being destiutc of money, I mentioned it 
to ihe passengers and a getnlemau put hie 
hand in his pocket and gnire mc a. quarter dol- 
lar. Then, when we got to the Ferry, the fer- 
ryman wanted six-pence more eceli ; not hav- 
ing any, it prompted nie to pray to the Lord to 
blind Im eyes so that be might overlook me, it 
was even so; so we see that God will hear 
prayer whan we call upon him forsma<l things. 
We went across the river and put up at the 
Hotel, where I pawned my trunk for my sup- 
per and breakfast. 

Next morning I went in pursuit of the breth- 
ren, being Sabbath day morning. The first ona 
1 met with was Elder P. 1\ Pratt, I 'hen found 
Elders Young and O. Pratt, and the rest of the 
brethren; and if I ever fe't to praise God it was 
ihen, to pet in company with my brethren a- 
gaiu. I went with the brethren tu meeting 
and my wants were made known, and I receiv- 
ed means to redeem my trnnk. The reft of the 
brethren were in similar circumstances wiih 
myself, having come into the city in like man- 
ner. When we arrived iherc we found ihc 



saint* faithful, but not many adding. We con- 
cluded it liest to lift tip our voices and preach 
the gospel, um\ in ab-jut two or three week? 
there wns upwards of forty added. These to- 
gether with the other saints administered to 
our wants and provided for ue provisions, bed- 
ding and money to go to England. 

] never saw greater kindness than was mani- 
lested towards us in New York, Philadelphia, 
and other places: and I feel to bless them in 
the name of the Lord, that his peace shall rest 
upon them. On the 9th day of March, six of 
us went aboard the ship Patrick Henry, viz: B 
Young, P. P. Pratt, O, Trait, G. A. Smith, 
R. IIed!ock and myself; many of the saints 
went alon? with us to the ship's side, where 
we bade them farewell. We set sail the same 
day and on the 6Lh day of April, we landed ai 
Liverpool, in tolerable health. 

During oitr passage over we bad two very 
heavy gales; the ship^g mate said he had not 
seen such for fifteen years back: the ship's 
crew was kind lo us. We remained in Liver- 
pool until the 9ih m company with Elder Tay- 
lor who had been there a short time and raised 
a small church. 

On the 9th we took ears for Preston, where 
in a short time we found Elders Fielding, 
Richards, and Clayton well and in good spirits 
promulgating Ihe gospel through the towns 
and cities. Their joy was great lo see us, yea, 
beyond measure; they had often longed to Bee 
us and prayed thai the Lord would send us unto 
thein, the saints Universally were rejoiced to 
see us and the news of our arrival spread far 
and near in a short lime. Our enemies had re- 
proached the saints and boasted, because (they 
said) we should never return; and in fact it 
was believed ttmongttt the enemies that we 
should no more return. The saints had been 
toubled some on this account, and consequent- 
ly their joy was greatly increased to sec my 
face a^aiu, nnd still more to see some of my 
biethren \s ith me, 

Many blessings were poured upon us from all 
quarters, especially from those who were bap_ 
tized before we left England; we also found 
that those who had joined the church since 
ihat time, joined in the theme of rejoicing, and 
hailed us with a heaity welcome. As soon as 
the geheral bustle was subsided the Twelve 
met in council and organized themselves, and 
ordained Elder Richards into the quorum.- — 
The» on the loth, the churches met in confer- 
ence in the cock-pit at Preston; the total num- 
ber of members represented was one thousand 
six hundred and seventy-one; the churches all 
in good standing, excepting two. From that 
1 conference the brethren scpuiaicd to different 



parts of the country, some g*»ing north, some 
east, some west, and others south. I remained 
visiting the old chnrchcs in order to strengthen ; 
and organize, and build them up; I continued ! 
in this way until about the first of July* 

During this period many were baptised a- 
raongst the old churches, and even some who 
had been cut ofF from the church, returned and 
mourned that thev had suffered themselves to 
be overcome, I alwavs was received with 
the greatest joy, wherever I went, in fact, ii 
has been a genera! time of rejoicing amongst 
us. You would be astonished to witness the , 
anxiety which is manifested for the well-being 
of the saints in America; and for your own 
welfare and your counsellors; and for ihe high 
council, and all the elder?, bishops, and offi- 
cers; and aUo, to see the interest manifested' 
amongst (hem for the saints in America, while 
wc have related to them their FufFeringF, dming 
the late persecution; and notwithstanding we 1 
have kept nothing back of the sufferings of the 
saints in America, yet, it is astonishing to see 
the universal anxiety there is manifest amongst 
the saints here to gel away to the land of prom, 
ise and help to build up Zion. As soon as we 
can possibly get them baptised they immedi- 
ately begin to want to go to Amcric^ for they 
declare that that is Zion. Many of the saints 
are realizing the gifts of the spirit, many speak 
in tongues, others interpret, some prophecy, 
and others have the gift of healing. 

The woik is rolling on as you will see by the 
number that were baptized since the last con- 
ference. We held our last conference on the 
6th of Ju T y, in the Carpenter's Hall, Manches- 
ter. The number of members then represent- 
ed was two thousand five hundred and thir- 
teen. There was also stated to be fifty nine 
elders, one hundred and twenty-two priests, 
sixty-one teachers, and thirteen deacons; these 
nil in good standing. before the conference 
was closed the president called for volunteers 
to go and preach the gospel; when the num- 
ber [mani fested was ascertained to be about 
twenty-eight, whoare immediately going forth; 
some are gone and the others will speedily fol- 
low. 

Brothers G. A. Smith, Wilford Woodruff, 
and myself expect to start for London in about 
three weeks. Elder Young is going to assist 
Elder Pratt in the printing while he goes to 
New York after his family. Eld^r Richards 
will remain in the regions round about here 
until the next conference and will assist some 
in the office. Elder John Taylor is laboring 
in Liverpool. Elder O. Pratt is laboring in 
Edinburgh, Scotland. Brother;? Iledlock and 
Clark arc going to Scotland* Brother* Wright 



and Mulliner are already there. Elder Joseph 
Fielding is going to Bedford, and Eider William- 
Clayion is going to Birmingham. 

I would now say that a 'large company of ihe 
saints are preparing to start for America this 
fall. And Elder Theodore Turley is appointed 
to go with them. Many uf ihe churches that I 
have been amongst are preparing to move off 
next spring : they are selling their property and 
settling up their affairs and expect to move off 
in church ( s eirlv in the spring, I would also 
say, that the way is opening for the gospel in* 
to Ireland: one brother hsa been ordained and 
expects to go there directly; many that have 
been baptised have friends thrro. One brothe 1 * 
has enlisted into the armv; Elders Pratt and 
Young ordained him an elder, and he is gone 
into the army : we have lately received a let'er 
from him and he ia now lifting up his voice in 
the army. 

With regard to the state of the country we> 
I may say it is bad indeed: trade appears to be 
growing worse, in fact, many branches of it is 
almost at a stand, and not expected much to 
improve for some months. Thousands are out 
of employ, and we may safely say that there are 
thousands famishing for want of bread : we of- 
ten Fee in the streets whole families begging 
for bread; and in many instances some respec 
•able looking characters may be seen singing 
through the streets to obtain a little bread; it 
is truly heart rending to sec so many small chil- 
dren, nearly raked, going from house to house 
begging. This scene of things is passing be- 
fore our eyes daily, and wc look upon it with 
sorrow and regret: at the same time it is that 
which is spoken of by the mouth of the proph- 
ets, and wc feel to pray without ceasing that 
God may roll on his work, and restore that 
which is lost and establish peace, and that the 
knowledge of God may cover the earth as the 
waters cover the sea. 

We hear of wars and rumors of wars all a- 
round, and we can truly say according to the 
revelations, that God is about !o come out of 
his hiding place nnd vex the nations of the 
earth in consequence of the wicked stewards 
not being willing to administer justice to ihe 
saints of God in America and elsewhere. 

I will now give yon an extract from the 
''Northern Star" headed, "Distress of the peo- 
ple of Ireland." <k lt would be impossible to 
find words to describe to you the state of the 
i people [throughout the provinces for want of 
food. Potatoes have mounted up to eight 
pence per fourteen pounds generally; in some 
places they are ten pence to one shilling* and 
the contrast of employment is distressing in the 
'extreme. Vou arc long aware from official ta» 
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bles laid before the house of Commons, that 
the average price nf labor in Ireland, for thirty 
or forty weeks in the >ear, is eight pence per 
day, for on able-bodied man; for the remain- 
der of tKe season, principally during the sum- 
mcr month?, one-fourth of the entire popu a- 
tion are blank j die*

These things arc coming upon the inhabit

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[Continued.] 
On the 5th of October, 1S33, I started on a 
journey past and to Canada, in company with 
Elders Rigdon and Freeman Nickerson, and ar- 
rived tho same day at Lamb's tavern, in Ash- 
tabula; and the day following, the Sabbath, 
we arrived at Springfield, whilst the brethren 
were in meeting, and Elder Rigdon spoke to 
the congregation; and a large and attentive 
congregation assembled at Brother Rudd's in 
the evening, to whom we bore our testimony. 

October 8;h. Elders Phelps and Hyde pre- 
sented the petition of the saints in Jackscn 
county to the Governor of Missouri, who gave 
them for answer that the Attorney General of 
the state, was absent, and on his return he 
would inform them of his conclusions, by mail, 
addressed at Independence ; whither they im- 
mediatelv returned. 

We continued at Springfield until this time, 
when we removed to Brother Rjundy^ at Elk 
Creek; and continuing our journey on the

I done. The decision of the council w ? a9, that 
measures should be immediately taken to seek 
redress by the laws of your country, for your 
grievances; accordingly tw r o messengers were 
dispatched for that purpose, (L*t this suffice, 
for this may fall into the hands of the enemy.) 
We have received no revelation for a long time, 
and none concerning the present situation of 
Zion, which has been w r ritten ; but it has been 
manifested to Joseph, and communicated tome 
by him, that the brethren in Zion should not 
sell any of their inheritances, nor move out of 
the county, gave those who signed the agree- 
ment to go, and if it becomes necessary for those 
to move, for their personal safety, let them be 
directed by wisdom, and seek for homes whew 
the Lord shall open the way. 

If Elder Phelps is obliged to move from that 
place, let him take his family and Elder Cow- 
derv's wife, and come to Kirtland, but not K> 
bring any thing with him, except his bedding 
and clothing; and let Elder Gilbert furnish him 
with the means to bear his expenses; but it 
would not be expedient for E'der Phelps to 
come, provided the prospect is favorable for a 
reconciliation, so that the saints are not obliged 
to leave the county. We can do no more for 
you than we are doing, but we have this great 
consolation that God will deliver Zion, and es- 
tablish you upon the land of your everlasting 
inheritance. Remember that this is only for 
the trial of your faith, and he that overcomes 
and endures »o the end, will be rewarded a 
hundred fold in this wcr!d, and in the world lo 
come eternal life: so brethren you have great 
reason to rejoice, for your redemption draweth 
nigh.

At this time the evil and designing circulat- 
ed a report that Zion was to be extended as fa r 
east as O/iio, which in some degree tended CD 
distract the minds of the saints, and produced 
a momentary indecision about removing thith- 
er, according to the commandments; but the 
report was soon corrected, and the brethren 
continued to remove to Zion and Kirtland. 

On the llth, we left Westfield, and continu- 
ing our journey staid that night with a man 
named Nash, an infidel, with whom we reason- 
ed, but to no good; and on the 12th, arrived at 
Father Nickerson'e, when I received the fot- 
lowing 

Revelation^ given October, 1833. 

Verily, thus saith the Lord unto you my 

friends, Sidney and Joseph, your families are 

well; they are in mine hands, and I will do 

with them as seemeth me good; for in mo 

there is all power; therefore, follow me, and 

listen to the council which I shall give unto 

ycu: Behold, and lo, I have much people rn 

this place, in the regions round about, and an 

effectual door shall be opened in the regions 

round about in this eastern land: therefore, I 

the Lord have suffered vou to come unto thw 

• 

place; for thus it was expedient in me for the 
salvation of souls: therefore, verily I say unto 
you, lift up your voices unto this people ; speak 
the thoughts that I shall put into your hearts^ 
and ve shall not be confounded before men; for 
it shall be given you in the very hour, yea, in 
the very moment, what you shall say. 

But a commandment I give unto you, that 
ye shall declare whatsoever things ye declare 
in my name, in solemnity cf heart, in the spirit 



of meekness, in all things. And I give unto 
vou this promise, that inasmuch as ye do this, 
the Koly Ghost shall be shed fi-rth in bearing 
record unto all things whatsoever ye shall say. 
And it is expedient in me that you, my set*- 
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vant Sidney, should be a spokesman unto this 
people; yea, verily 1 will ordain you unto this 
calling, even to be a spokesman unto my ser- 
vant Joseph ; and I will give unto him power 
to be mighty in testimony; and I will give un- 
to thee power to he mighty in expounding all 
scriptures, that thou niayest he a spokesman 
unto him, and he shall bo a rovelator unto thee, 
that thou mayeet know the certainty of all 
things peitiining to the things of my kingdom 
on the earth. Therefore, continue your jour- 
ney and let your hearts rejoice; for, behold, 
and lo, I am with you even unto the end. 

And now I give unto you a word concerning 
Zion : Zion shall be redeemed, although she is 
chastened for a little season. Thy brethren, 
my servants, Ordon Hyde and John Could, are 
in my hands, and inasmuch as they keep my 
commandments they shall he saved. There- 
fore, let your hearts be comforted, forall things 
shall work together for good to them that walk 
uprightly, and to the ianctniciiion of the 
church; for 1 wiU raise up unto myself a purr 
people, that will serve mc in righteousness; and 
all that call on the name of the Lord and keep 
his commandments, shall be saved; even so. — 
Amen. 

On the day following, Kldcr Rigdon preach- 
ed to a large congregation, at Freeman Nick- 
enson's, and 1 hue record while the Lord gave 
us his spirit in a remarkable manner, 

Monday 14th. Continued our journey to- 
wards Canada, and anivod at Lodi, where we 
had an appointment, and preached in the even- 
ing to a small assembly, and made an appoint- 
ment for Tuesday the 13ih, at ten o'clock A. 
M., to bn in the Presbyterian meeting house. — 
When the hour atrived, the keeper of the house 
refused to open the doors, and the rneethui was 
then prevented . We came immediately away 
leaving the people in gre w confusion, and con- 
tinued our journey till Friday the 17th, when 
wo arrived at the house of Freeman A. Nick- 
CM op in Upper Canada; having parsed 
through a fine and well cultivated country a I- 
ter entering the province andhaving had ma- 
ny peculiar feelings in relation to both the 
country and people. We were kindly received 
at Freeman A. Nickcrson's. 

Sunday morning the lChh, at ten o'clock, we 
met an attentive ^ugrcgation at Brantford and 
the same evening a large asseombly at Mount 
Pleasant, at Mr. Nickerson's. The people 
gave good heed to the thir gs spoken. 

Tuesday 21st. We went to the village of 
Colburn, and although it snowed severely, we 
held a meeting by candle light on Wednesday 
evening and were publicly opposed by a Wts- 
teyan Methodist JJe was very tumultuous, 



but exhibited a great lack of reason, knowledge 
and wisdom; and gave us no opportunity tore- 
ply. Twenty third, at the house of Mr. Ba- 
nian in Colburn, where we left on the 24th for 
Waterford, where we spoke to a small congre- 
gation, occasioned by the rain; thence to Mt. 
Pleasant, and preached to a large congregation 
the same evening, when Freeman Niekersnn 
and his wife declared their belief in the work 
and offered themselves for baptism. Great ei- 

citomcnt prevailed in every place we visited. 

Twenty fifth, preached at Mount Pleasant ; the 
people were very tender and enquiring. 

Sunday 2fith. Preached to a large congrega- 
tion at Mount Pleasant, after which I baptised 
twelve; and Oth* fi were deeply impressed and 
desired another meeting, which I appointed for 
the day following. Twenty seventh, in the 
evening, we broke bread, and laid on hands for 
the gift of the Holy Ghost and for confirma- 
tion, having baptised two more. The spirit 
was given in irreat power to some, and p : ee to 
others. Twv n t y-ei t.h : after preaching at 10 
o'clock, A. M. I baptised two and confirmed 
them at the water's side. Last evening we or- 
dained E. F. Nickerson an elder, and one of 
the sisters received the gift of tongues which 
made the sain's rejoice exceedinglv.

During our stay in Missouri, Brother Joseph 
B» Noble was very sick for some lime, and 
was taken care of by Elders Brigham, and Jo- 
seph Young, at tho house uf Joel Sandford, in 
Liberty, Clay county. It was with great oxer, 
tion that his life was preserved, and that by tli»> 
applica:ion of cold water being drawn out ot 
the well, and poured upon him, daily ami 
hourly. He was deaf, discharged a lar^e 
amount of corrupt matter from the ear--, and 
was almoer. blind — and in fact the most w h > 
were saved from the cholern, were savt d by 
throwing cold water upon them, <>r plunging 
them in the stream, by which means the cramp 
and purging were stayed — the sufferers invari- 
ably besought us to plunge (hem in pools, and 
springs of cold water, while their thirst for tie 
sarne was very great, while our fears wure, it 
would be an injury to them; yet by the birr- 
ing of Heaven, it was the only means of saving 
them,, that were saved from this destroyer, the 
cholera. Brother Nobles' life was yet despair- 
ed of, but he was reso'ute, and nothing would 
satisfy him, but to return home. June tyf 
1834, I started for home, in company wtih Lv- 

• 

man Sherman, Sylvester Smith, Alexander BncU 
lam, Harrison Burgess, Luke Johnson jind Zern 
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Cole, with Brother Sylvester Smith's team, as I 
had left mine in Missouri. About this time 
Brother Brigham Young started in company 
with about the same number that was with me, 
witi: James Foster's team. 

After proceeding about three miles, we 
stopped and made arrangements for travelling. 
Thev chose mo to be their captain home, and 
all put their money into my hands, which 
amounted to forty dollars. From thence we 
proceeded until we came to Brother Thomas B. 
Marsh's house; his wife gave us some dinner, 
and we proceeded on our journey. May the 
Lord bless her for it. This day we crossed a 
branch of the Fishing River, in a scow, and 
when we were pulling our waggon out of it, it 
was sinking. Here an enemy came and swore 
he would shoot us. From thence we contin 
ued on to one Brother Ball's, where we stayed 
all night; some slept cn the floor, and some in 
the coin crib. The next morning we pursued 
our jonrney, and after travelling about eight 
miles we came to the Missouri River, which 
we crossed in a scow, the current was so rapid 
that it carried us down one mile. After we had 
got over the river, and had tra\elled about two 
miles we came into the village of Lexington. 
Here we were threatened some by our enemies' 
but out of iheir hands the Lord delivered us. — \ 
From thence we proceeded daily, and receiving ! 
no harm, wc travelled until we crmo within j 
about half a mile of St. Charles. Here we! 
pitched our tents by the side of the road and , 
tarriod all night. The next morning we passed | 
through the village which looked vtry gloomy 
as the cholera had nearly desolated the place. 
After travelling about eight miles, we came to 
Jack's Ferry on the Missouri, where we again 
crossed the stream. We then proceeded about 
five miles and stopped to take some refreshment. 
Here we were again accosted by one of our en- 
emies, who swore he would kill us that night: 
we travelled about ten roiles after sunset and 
camped in the woods. Tne Lord again deliv. 
ered us from the grasp of our enemies. We 
proceeded on our journey daily, the Lord bless- 
ing u? with health and strength. The weather 
was verv hot, BtiJJ we travelled from thirty-five 
to forty miles a day, until about the 26th of Ju- 
ly, when wc arrived in Kirtiand; having been 
gone fron home about three months during 
which time, with the exception of four nights, 
I found my rest on the ground. We d ; d not 
travel on the Sabbath during our journey back, 
but attended to breaking of bread &c. On my 
arrival at home, I found my family well, 

e t j o ^ — 

ing the blessings and comforts of life, and I 
felt to rejoice in ihe Lord that he had preserved 
life, through many dangers, seen and 



unseen, and brought me to behold my family 
in peace and prosperity. After being at home 
two weeks and resting myself, I concluded I 
had finished my mission the Lord called me to. 
and I went to my old occupation. I establish- 
ed my business as a potter, and continued 
about three months until cold weather came on* 
when I was under the necessity of stopping for 
the time being, calculating on the opening of 
spring to commence business on a larger scale, 
thinking as did Peter of old, "I go a fishing." 
I had got an idea similar to that which the an- 
cient apostles had when the Savior was taken 
from them, and they went a fishing, so I went 
to the mechanic's shop. At this time the breth- 
ren were laboring night and day building the 
house of the Loid. Our women were engaged 
in spinning and knitting in order to clothe 
those who were laboring at the building, and 
the Lord only knows the scenes of poverty, 
tribulation, and distress which we passed 
through in order to accomplish this thing. 31? 
wife toiled all summer in lending her aid to- 
wards its accomplishment. She had a hundred 
pounds of wool, which, with the assistance of a 
girl, she spun in order to furnish clothing for 
those engaged in the building of ihe Temple, 
and although she had the privilege of keeping 
half the quantity cf wool for herself, as a rec- 
ompense fjr her labor, she did not reserve everi 
so much as would make her a pair of stockings; 
but gave it for tkosc who were laboring at the 
house of the Lord. She spun and wove anii 
got the cloth dressed, and cut and made up in- 
to garments, and gave them to those meu wh(. 
labored on the Temple; almost all the sister: 
in Kirtiand labored in knitting, s win?, s; in- 
ning, &c, for the purpose of forwarding tht 
work of the Lord, while we w ent up to Mis- 
souri to endeavor to reinstate our brethren oi 
their lands, from which they had been driven 
Elder Riffdon w 7 hen addressing tr.e brethrc: 
upon the importance of building this hou* 
spake to this effect, that we should use ever 
effort to accomplish this building by the tim 
appointed, and if we did, the Lord would ac 
cept it at our hands, and on it depends the sai 
vation of the church and also of the world.- 
Looking at the sufferings and poverty of tk 
church, he frequentlv used to go upon the wa!i ; 
of the building both by night and day and fre- 
quently wetting the walls with his tears, cry- 
ing aloud to the Almighty to send mean; 
whereby we might accomplish the building.- 
After we returned from our journey to the west, 
the whole church united in this undertaking 
and every man lent a helping hand. Those 
who had no teams went to work in the stop* 
quarry and prepared the stones for drawing u> 
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the house. President Joseph Smith jr. being 
cur foreman in the quarry. The Presidency* 
High Priests, and Elders all alike assisting. — 
Those who had teams assisted in drawing the 
stone to the house. These all lahoring one day 
in the week, brought as many stones to the 
house as supplied the ranson3 through the whole 
week. We continued in this manner until the 
walls of the house were reared. The commit- 
tee who were appointed by revelation to super- 
intend the building of the house, were Hyrum 
Smith, Reynolds Cahoon, and Jared Carter. — 
These men used every exertion in their power 
to forward the work. 

On the22d of December a Crrammar school 
wa9 opened in Kiatland, under the superintend- 
ence of Sidney Rigdon and William E . McLel- 
lin teachers,— and nearly all the elders and 
myself, and mmy ot the sisters commenced go- 
ing to school. Most of us continued about six 
weeks, when a meeting was called for the 
camp of Zion to be assembled, to receive what 
was called a Zion's blessing:. After be;ns as- 
sembled, the Presidency having duly organized 
the meeting, told us there were twelve men to 
he chosen, to be called the twelve apostles or 
travelling high council. See Book of Covenants 
sec. 43 paragraphs 5 and 6 as follows: "And 
cow behold there are others who are called to! 
declare my gospel, both unto Gentile and unto 
Jew: yea even twelve; and the twelve shall be 
my disciples, and they shall take upon them 
mj name; and the twelve are they who shall 
desire to take upon them my name with full 
purpose of heart, they are called to go into all 
the world, to preach my gospel unto every 
creature; and they are they who are ordained 
of me to baptize in my name, according to that 
which /(a written before you: wherefore you 
must perform it according to the words which 
are written. And now I speak unto the Twelve : 
Behold my grace i3 sufficient for you: you 
must walk uprightly before me and sin not. — 
And behold you are they who are ordained of 
me to ordain priests and teachers to declare my 
gospel according to the power of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, and according to the callings 
and gifts of Gcd unto men: and I Jesus Christ 
your Lord and your God have spoken it. These 
words are not of men nor of man but of me; 
wherefore you shall testify they are o( me and 



Oliver Cowdery and also unto David Whitmer, 
that you shall search out the Twelve who shall 
have the desires of which I have snoken; and 
by their desires, and their works, you shall 
know them: and when you have found them, 
you shall shew these things unto them. And 
you shall fall down and worship the Father in 
my name : and you must preach unto the world 
saying, you must repent and be baptized in 
the name of Jesus Christ: for all men must re- 
pent and be baptized in the name of Jesus 
Christ: for all men must repent and be bap- 
tized, and not only men, but women^ and chil- 
dren who have arrived to the years of accoun- 
tability. " Also Book of Covenants sec. 3. 
par. 12. The Twelve are a travelling presi- 
ding hirih council, to officiate in the name of 
the Lord, under the direction of the Presidency 
of th3 church agreeably to the institutions of 
heaven, to build up the church, and regulate 
all the affairs of the same in all nations; first 
unto the Gentiles and secondly unto tue Jews." 
This was the day appointed for choosing. Ac- 
cordingly the Presidents menitoned in the rev- 
e'ation above, proceeded to call forth those 
whom the LorJ had manifested by hi3 spirit to 
them, that they might make known their de- 
sires. It was far from my expectation of being 
one of the number, a3 heretofore I had known 
nothing about it, not having had the privilege 
of seeing the revelations, as they were not prin- 
ted. 1 will now mention their names as they 
were first chosen: Lyman Johnson, Brigham 
Young, flebcr C. Kimball, David W. Patten, 
Luke Johnson, William E. McLellin, Orson 
Hyde, William Smith, John F. Boynton, Or- 
son Pratt, Thomas B, Marsh, and Parley P- 
Pratt. After having expressed our feelings on 
this occasion, we were severally called into 
the Stand, and there received our ordinat'ons, 
under the hands of Oliver Cowdery, David 
Whitmer, and Martin Harris: These brethren 
ordained us to the apostleship, and predicted 
many things which should come to pass, that 
we should have power to heal the sick, cast 
out devils, raise the deed, give sight to the 
blind, have power to remove mountains, and 
; all things shouid be subject to us through the 
name of Jesus Chris', and angels should minis- 
ter unto us, and many more things too numer_ 
ous to mention.

presfcut, we assembled from time to time as op* 
portunity would permit, and received such in" 
struction as the Lord would bestow upon us> 
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and truly be blessed us with his spirit, and in- 
spired his prophet to speak for our edification. 
One evening when we were assembled to re- 
ceive instruction, the revelation contained in 
the third section of the Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants, on Priesthood was given to Brother 
Joseph as he wa9 instructing us, and we praised 
the Lord. Sunday morning April 5, 1835. — 
The Twelve had not all as yet been together* 
for the last three mentioned were not present 
at the time of choosing, and as the time drew 
near that we should travel to the east, we ap- 
pointed this day to bear our testimony unto 
our brethren and friend?. We were al! assem- 
bled together with the exception of Brother 
Orson Pratt who had not yet been with us, — 
At this time while we were praying, and wish- 
ing for his arrival, while opening the meeting 
ho entered the house, we rejoiced at his pres- 
ence, and thanked the Lord for it. He was 
then ordained, and we proceeded to speak ac- 
cording to our ages; the eldest speaking fust. 
This day Brother Thomas B. Marsh, B. Young, 
D. W. Patten, and myself spake. Sunday 12. 
Brothers O. Hyde, Wm. E. McLellin, Luke 
Johnson, and P. P. Pratt spake. Sunday 19. 
Brothers Wm . Smith, 0. Pratt, J. F. Boynton, 
and Lyman Johnson spake — closing the testi- 
mony of the Twelve to the people in Kirtland 
for the present. Sunday 26. We received our 
charge from President Joseph. May 3. We 
bid our brethren farewell, and on the morning 
of the 4th we started leaving Kirtland at 2 
o'clock and proceeded to Fairport, where we 
arrived precisely at 6 o'clock. A boat was 
there as had been predicted by Brother Joseph 
on which we embarked for Dunkirk, where we 
arrived the same day at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon, distance 150 miles. We staid over night

CONFERENCE MINUTES. 



Special Conference of the church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints^ at Nauvoo % April 6, 1845;

The chairman called for a show of hands 
from all those who could, and would, take one 
share of stock in the Nauvoo IJr,use, there 
were so many hands uplifted that they could 
not possibly be counted.

He then called for a show of hands from all, 
both male and female, who, after they had 
done all they could to finish the Temple are 
williLg to sacrifice their all, to finish the Nau- 
voo House, rather than not to have it done, — 
Every hand was raised ui the congregation. 

The President then proclaimed to the con- 
ference, that on next Monday, the books for 
the Nauvoo House Association would he open- 
ed in the upper pari of the brick store on Wa- 
ter street. 

The conference then adjourned until to-mor* 
mow at 10 o'clock A. M. 

Tuesday, April 8th, 1846, Conference met 
pursuant to adjournment at 10 A, M. and was 
addressed by EUrrs Kimball and Young, upon 
the propriety of the Siin^s staying in Hancock 
county, and in the afternoon Elder? Young, 
Page, and Hyde addropsed the assembly. 

Perfect union and harmony prevailed through- 
out the conference and there wag but one dis- 
senting /ote in the entire congregation. 

It was motioned by the President, that 
henceforth and for ever, this city shall he cal- 
led the "c;ty of Joseph."

Rockwocd, and his associates for their unwea- 
ried exertion, to arrange and seat the number- 
less assembly, for the most perfect order was 
maintained by !hem throughout the whole city 
aad the conference— and to the saints univer- 
klly for seconding their movements.

CRIME AND CALAMITY. 
Since the church of Jeaua Christ of Lattei- 
day Saints, has revived for the gathering of Is- 
rael, there hag not a season ushered in the to- 
kens of the "time of the end" so visibly to the 
eyes of a wondering world, as tnis. The crimes 
of every description almoBt go beyond the 
lx>unds of belief; the papers are filled with af- 
frays, duel?, murders, thefts, and many other 
outrages upon liberty, law, life and property; 
■•blood toucheth blood.** 

And as our paper is delayed a Utile beyond 
the day of publication, we are enabled 10 say 
that calamity has visited many parts of the 
country, thus far in this month, with a ven- 
genanoe that seems 10 whisper: tr sha!l there be 
ovil in a city, and the Lord hath not done it?' 5 
Our last mails have brought us the account of a 
great fire in Pittsburgh, which has destroyed 
some ten or twelve hundred houses, with nearly 
as many millions worth of property, Also a 
fire in Milwaukie which consumed near one 
hundred thousand dollars worth of property. 
In fact we might add to the list some fifteen o* 
twenty others, which have characterised April 
as a month of vexation, as well as a season to 
bud the glories of summer. 

None of the visitations, however, which 
have fallen suddenly upon this generation, have 



ity than the wreck of the steamer Swallow, in 
the Hudson river, near Athens, N. Y., on the 
8th inst. Out of some two hundred and fifty Of 
three hundred passengers, about fifty or sixty 
were landed in eternity under circumstance* 
which ought to warn the living to beware how 
they trust their lives in the hands of men!

Nativtsm ie the lighted candle, burning in the 
powder keg of the Quaker city* It has been 
placed there by hands red with blood; it has 
been fanned by the breath of traitors and dema- 
gogues ; and now the sparks begin to fall around 
the edge of the keg. Beware of the moment 
when the sparks fall into the powder! Beware 
the hour when intolerance and bigotry, fout- 
mouthed and red-banded, shall have done theif 
work of treason! Beware the day when Li- 
cense is let loose again in the streets of Phila- 
delphia; when Riot applies the torch in th* 
Church of God; when Murder shoots the offi- 
cers of the law, and buries its own dead in tb« 
American flag! 

As an instance of the peculiar state of feeU 
ing winch prevails in Philadelpnia at the pre^ 
ent time, we will relate an incident. On Tues- 
day, the ISlh ult., when the Native procession 
was passing, an idle lad about our office mad* 
a rude cross (t) with a printers toller on a 
sheet ot printing paper, and hung it out the 
window. 

It had not hung there five minutes, when a 
scene was enacted which would have done hon- 
or to the Turks of Constantinople, the Riotera 
of Kensington, or the Assassins of Sjuihwark. 
A mob surrounded our office, hooting like in- 
carnate fiends as ;hey pointed to the cross, and 
clamoring madly for the destruction of the 
ouilding in front of which it hung! And this, 
because an Emblem of the Death and Redemp- 
tion of the Lord Jescs was hung from the win- 
dow ! 

The Cross, which symbols universal )ove f 
became the object of the hatred of a mob, who 



touched the sympathies with a keener sensibil- are ripe for any deed of blood, any act of out* 
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rage! And this in Christian Protestant Phila- 
delphia! This is the city founded by William 
Pcnn on the principles of universal toleration! 
The Cross of Jesus is the signal for mob vio 
lence, for arson and for murder. 

While the clamor wa* at its highest pitch, a 
sudden gust of wind tore the paper on which 
the cross was pasted, from the bricks of the 
buildings and it fell into the hands of the mob. 



They tore it to fragments, with cur&es and 
yells. Ere an instant a hundred hands grasped 
the symbol of Salvation, and shook its frag* 
mcuts in the air with brutal hurrahs and fren- 
zied yells, They then passed round the cor- 
ner, brandishing the tokens of their triumph in 
front of certain offices where aie published the 
SrN and the American Advocate. 
Tilts little incident speaks for itself.

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EARTHQUAKE IN MEXICO. 

The following dreadful earthquake occurred 
in the city of Mexico on the 12th of March last. 

At the moment we write* says the Siglo of 
the 13th, the inhabitants of the cnpitol of the 
Republic are still under the influence of the 
horrors excited by the earthquake of yesterday, 
the disastrous effects of which we ore still im- 
perfectly acquainted with. 

Yesterday at 52 minutes past 3 o'clock* p. m.j 
Ihe oscillations be^an, slight at first and then 
stronger* The direction of the motion appeared 
to be north and south* It lasted about two min- 
utes. The shocks were terribly nothing like 
them w r as ever experienced before, and the 
condition of the buildings too surely proves the 
absence of all exaggeration* 

We were by chance upon the great square 
at the time, and we witnessed a spectacle notj 
easily forgotten. In an instant the multitude, 
but a moment previous tranquil and liBtlcs^ 
were upon their knees praying to the Almighty 
and counting with anxiety the shocks w T hich 
threatened to convert the most beau'iful citv 
in the New World into a vast theatre of ruins. 
The chains surrounding the portico were vio- 
lently agitated; the flags of the pavement 
yawned open; the trees bent frightfully; the 
buildings and lofty edifices oscillated to and 
fro; the immense arrow which crowns the sum. 
mit of the cathedral vibrated with astonishing 
rapidity; at 56 minutes past three th? mo.e- 
ment had ceased . 

It is impossible yet to ascertain the extent of 
destruction. Not a house or a door but bears 
the marks of this terrible calamitv. Many of 



them are cracked and greatly injured, others 
are tottering, and others entirely fallen. San 
Loronzo, La Mieericordia, Tompeate, Znpoand 
Victoria streets and the Grand street have par. 
ticulnrly sufibred. The aqueducts were bro- 
ken in several places. The bridge of Tezont- 
lalc is demolished. The Hospital of St. Laz- 
arus isin ruins, and the churches of San Lo- 
renzo and San Ferdinand greatly injured. The 
magnificent r.'hap^l of Saint Teresa no l^ncrer 
exists. At the first shock the cupalo, a build- 
m d of r.Rtnnishinu strength and <rieat heauty 
fell, and was soon followed by the vault be- 
neath the tabernaele and the tabernacle it?elf. 

Fortunately, all those in a church so much 
frequented, succeeded in escaping. At ei^ht 
o'clock h?t evening,. Fevente^n persons had 
been taken from the ruins of other buildings 
and carried to the Hospital. 

At three-quartejs past six, and a quarter past 
seven, two more shocks were felt. They were, 
however, slight, and occasioned nothing but a 
temporary renewal of terror. *

BIOGRAPHY. 

It may not be amiss to occasionally give brief 
sketches of the biography of distinguished men 
in the church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day- 
Saints. For this reason we will give an outline 
of the history of Elder Elias Hutchings who de- 
parted this life on the 13th of January 1845, 
aged nearly 61 years. He was the oldest man 
in the first Seventy, and a President of (we 
believe) the third quorum. 

Elder Hutchme^ was born in the town of 
Windsor, county of Chester, nnd State of New 
Hampshire, on the 20th of February 1784, 
where he resided with Thoma3 Hutchings his 
father, till December 

He then removed to the town of Avery, Hu- 
ron county, Ohio, where he married Sally Smith, 
nothing particular occurred till the 17th of No- 
vember, 1830, when he and his wife were both 
baptised by Caleb Baldwin into the church of 
Jesus Chrkt of Latter-day-Saints* This was 
done in the town of Orange and county of 
Cuyahoga, (Ohio,) he continued to res ; de in 
this place as an exemplary member of the church 
till September < 1839* during which time he 
many times manifested his faith by his works. 
In 1834, be was one of the ever memorable sons 
of Zion, who took his life in his hand and went 
up with the camp to the aid and assistance of 
the saints who had been driven out of Jackson 
county, Mo. His offering with the rest of his 
companions in the gospel, was accepted. 

In the fall of 1839, he removed to Naples. 
Scott county, Illinois. Here he lived in ail the 
enjoyments which cou.d naturally attend a good 
man, away from the heads of the church, till 
the next May, when he again removed into the 
territory of Iowa* 

On the 10th of November, 1844, however;— 
having a great anxiety to share the trials and 
glories of his brethren, he removed to the city 
of Nauvoo. 

After enjoying this goodly society only about 
two months, regaling in the bliss, satisfaction, 
harmony and united thanksgiving, which crown- 
ed the dedication of the Seventies' Hall, he gave 
up the Ghost and was gathered to the fathers, 
like a shock of corn fully ripe. "Blessed are 
the dead that die in the Lord from henceforth, 
for they shall rest from their labors, and their 
works shall follow them, v saith the Lord.

Your memora! eliciting mv interposition 
against vio'ence thnatened you, and redtes* 
for injuries received by n portion of the ci:iz ns 
of Jackson county, has been received, and its 
contents duly considered, I should think my- 
self unworthy the confidence with which I 
have hem honored by my iel'ow citizens, did 
I not promptly employ all the means which 
the Constitution and Inws have placed at my 
disposal, to avert the calamities whh which 
you arc threatened . 

Our* is a Government of lews, to them we 
ail owe obedience, end their faithful adminis- 
tration is the beet guarantee for the enjoyment 
of (jut rights. 

No ciiizen, nor numVr of citizens, hive a 
right to take the redress nf their grievances* 
whether real or imaginary, into their own, 
hands: Such conduct strikes a* the very cx-; 
istence of society, ana subverts tha forndaiion 
on which it is bn>ed. Not being willing to 
persuade myself that any portion of the citiiene 
of the State of Missouri are so lost to a sense 
of these 'ruths as to require the rxercise <if 
force^ in order to ensure a respect for them. 

After advising with the Attorney General, 
and exercising my brsr judgment, I would ad- 
vice you to make a trial of the efficacy of ine 
laws; the Judge of your circuit is a consrrva. 
tor of the peace. If an affidavit is made before 
him by any of you, that your lives are threal- 
eneu and you believe them in danger, it would 
be his duty to have the offenders apprehended 
and bind them to -keep the peace. Justices of 
the peace in their respective counties have the 
game authority, and it is made their duty in ex- 
excise it- Take, then, this couraei obtain a 
warrant, let it be placed in the hands of the 
proper officer, and the i xrerini- nt will be test* 
<*d whether the hiws can be peaceably execu- 
ted or not, In the event thty eannot be, and 

bat fact is officially notified to mc, my duty

Wi:h regard to the injuries you have sus- 
tained by destruction of property, &c M the law 
is e*pen lo red re??, I cannot permit myself to 
d uht that the courts will be open to you, nor 
that you will find difficulty iu procuring legal 
advocates to sue for damages therein.'

Immediately on receipt of the Governor's 
brier, the members of the church generally, 
(though they had Iain idle since the ourragc'in 
July,) began to labor as usual and build aou 
set in order their houses, gardens, &lc« 

Tuesday the 29th of October, we took our 
iepatture from Mount Pleasant, on our return 
to KirtUnd and arrived at Buffalo^ New York t 
on the 3Ut. 

While \tc were thus pursuing our journey 
the brethren in Zion were busily engaged in 
devising means of redress for their grievances 
and haung consulted with (our lavvycrsi from 
Clay county, then attending court in Inde- 
p ndence, they received from them the fol- 
lowing letter on the day written; which I wilj 
copy entire, that the principle by which the 
lawyers of this generation are actuated may 
be recorded, as well as the difficulties the 
Saints had to encounter, in executing the Gov- 
ernor's letter* 

"Independence, Oct. 30, 1833. 
Gentlemen; — The tiist thing necessary to be 
done, under circumstances like ours, ip to as- 
certain and fix upon the amount of fee to be 
paid ,and lo secure the payment thereof hy the 
necessary papers; and then the responsibility 
oi advising rests upon us. We are now labor- 
iiiir under all the disadvantages of an engage- 
ment, without any of irg advantages; it there* 
fore becomes us to know whethe r we can agree 
as to ihz Je*e, er not; and that we should bo 
[ aid, too, according to the situation in which 
we p ! ace ourselves. We have been doing a 
practice here, among these people, to a consid- 



er 



extent, and by the engagement, we must 
expect to lose the gT' aie^t part of it, which 
will be to all of us a considerable loss; besides 
that the amount involved must be very consid- 
ers bV, and the amount involved must be gen- 
erally the criterion of the fee. Taking all 
these matters into consideration, we propose 
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to you to bring all the suits you may want 

brought, and attend to them jointly throughout, 

for the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars 

each, making for all four of us the sum of one 

thousand dollars. 

This may geem to be a large sum for a fee 

for lawyers in this country, but the circum" 

stances here involved make it necessary. This 

matter must be attended to in the first place, 

and;then such advice, for the present, as may 

■eem to be dictated by wisdom* and be necee" 

sary, we will give you; and in the proper time 

we will bring the suits. If this proposal suits, 

you will please execute notes, and send them 

to us: and if not agreed to apprise us by let er 

immediately, for we can be engaged on the 

opposite side in all probabilhy * We prefer To 

bring your euitSj as * v e have been threatened 

by the mob, we wish to show them we di*re- 

gtrd their empty brwadoea.

As a dernier resort, the brethrrn accepted the 

foregoing proposition, and Brotheis Phelps end 
Partridge gave their note, of one thousand dol- 
lar^ endorsed by Gilbert and Whitney. Nu 
sooner had the news spread among the mc b, 
than they began to congregate and prepare ior 
battle. 

Friday November 1st lS33,left Buffalo, New 
York, at eight o'clock A. M-, and arrived at 
my house in Kirtland on Monday the 4ih ten 
A. M M and found my family well according to 
the promise of the Lord in the revelation of 
0«U 12th, for which I felt to thank my heaven, 
ly Father. 

* Thursday night the 31ft of Otobcr gave the 
Saint* in Zion abundant pronf^ that no pledge, 
written or verbal, was longer to be regarded; 
for on that night, between forty and fifty in 
number, many of whom were armed with guns 
proceeded against a branch of the church west 
of Big-Blue* and unroofed, and partly demol- 
ished, ten dwelling h$ufC$; aud in the midst of 
the shrieks and screams of women and chil- 
dren, whipped and beat in a eavn<ie and brutal 
manner, several of the men; and with their 
horrid threats, frightened women and children 
mo the wilderness. Such of the m*n as could 
i escape, fled for their lives; for very few of them 
had aims, neither were thev embodied; and 
they were threatened with df ath if they made 
any resistance; euch therefore as could not es- 
cape by flight, received a peliing by rocks, anj 

a beating with gun?, sticks, fee. 

On Friday ihe lai of November, women am 

children sallied forth from *heir g'oomy retrea 1 * , 

to contemplate with heart rend.n* anguish, the j 

ravages of a ruthless mob , in the mangled bod- 



ies of their husbands, and in the destruction of 
their houses, and some of their furniture. — 
Houseless and unprotected by the arm of ;he 
civil law in Jackson County, the dreary month 
of November staring them in the face, and loud* 
ly proclaiming an inclement season, at hand; 
the continual threats of the mob, that they 
would drive out every ?tIormon from the coun- 
ty; and the inability of many to remove, be- 
cause of ihcir poverty, caused an anguish of 
heart indescribable* 

On Fridoy night, the 1st of November, a party 
of the mob, proceeded to attack a branch of the 
church at the prairie, about twelve or fourteen 
miles from the village* Two of their num" 
hers were sent in advance, a« sp?e?, viz. Robert 
Johnson, and one Harris, armed with two guns* 
and three pistols. They were discovered bv 
some of the Paints, and without the 'east injury 
bring done to them, «aid (mob) Johnson, struck 
Parley P. Pratt with the breech of his gun* 
over the head; after which they were taken 
and detained ti!l morning; which, it was be- 
lieved, prevented a general attack of the mob 
that night. In the morning, they were liber- 
ated without receiving the least injury. 

The same night (Fridny.) another partv in 
Independence, commenced atoning houses, 
breaking down door* and windows, destroying 
furniture, <fcc. This ni^ht, the brick part, at. 
tached to the dwelling house of A. S. Gilbert, 
was partly pulled down, and the windows of 
his dwelling broken in with brick-bnts, and 
rucks; wbie a gentleman stranger lay sick 

with a fever in his house. 

The same night, three doors of the store of 

Messrs. Gilbert nnd Whitney, w<- re split open: 
and after midnight, the prnods lay scattered in 
the streets, such as ca'icoee, handkerchiefs, 
shawls, cambricks, &c. An express came from 
the village after midnight to a party of their 
men, who had embodied about ha'f a mile from 
the village, for the safety of their lives; stating 
tli at the inch were tearing down houses and 
scattering the goods of the store in the streets. 
The main body of the mob tied, at the ap- 
proach of this company. One Richard McCar- 
ty was caught in the act of throwing rocks and 
brick-bats into the door?, while the goods lay 
strung around him in the streets, and was im* 

j mediately taken before Samuel Weston Esq,; 
and o complaint was then made to said Wes- 

; ton, and a warrant r» quested, that said Mc 
Carty might be secured; but sold Weeron re- 
fused to do any thing in the case at that time » 
Said McCarty was then liberated. 

Th > same night, some of rheir houses in the 
village, had long poles thrust through the shuts 
ters and sash into the rooms of defenceless wo' 
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men and children, from w hence ihoir hu&bands 
and fathers had been driven bv the dna'ardlv 
attacks of the mob, which wore made by leu, 
fifteen or twenty men upon a house at a time_ 

Saturday, the second of November, all the 
families of the Suinis, in the village, moved 
ab\-ut half a mile out, with most of their goods; 
and embodied to the number of thirty, for the 
preservation of life and personal effects. This 
n:g:jt, a party from the village, me: a party 
from the west of the Blue, and made an attack 
upon a branch of the church, located at the 
Blue, about six miles from the village; here 
they tore the roof from one dwelling, and broke 
open another bouse, found the owner David 
Ben net, sick in bed, whom they beat meat in- 
humanly, swearing they would blow out his 
brains, and discharged a pistol, the ball ol 
which cut a deep gash across the top of his head. 
In this skirmish, a voung man of the mob, was! 
shot in the thigh; but, by which party remains 
yet to be determined. 

The next day, Sunday Now 3d, four of the 
church, viz; Joshua Lewis, Hiram Page, and 
two others, were despatched for Lexington, to 
eee the circuit judge, and obtain a peace war- 
ran*. Two called on Esq . Silvers, who refused 
to issue one, on account, ns he has declared, of 
his fears of the mob. This day many of the 
citizens, professing friendship, advised the 
Saints to clear from the county, a^s spredilvns 
possible; f r the Saturday night affray had en- 
raged the whole county, and they were deter, 
mined to come out on Monday, and massacre 

■ 

indiscriminately ; and in fhori it was proverbial 

among the mob, that ^Monday w T ould be a 

bloody day.'* 

Monday came, and a large party of the nub 

gathered at the Blue, took the ferry boat, be- 1 
longing to the church, threatened lives, &c. 
But they soon abandoned the ferry, and went 
to Wilson's store, about one mile west of the 
Blue* Word had pre/iously gone to a branch 
of the church, several miles west of the Blue, 
that the mob were destroying property, on the 
east side of the Blue, and the sufieiers there 
wanted help, to preserve their lives and prop* 
erty. Nineteen men volunteered, and starred 
for their assistance; but discovering that fifty 
or sixty of the mob, had gathered at said Wil- 
son's, they turned back. 

At this time two small boys passed on their 
way to Wilson's, who give information to the 
mob, that the Mormons were cn the road west 
of tbem. Between forty arid fifty of the mob- 
immediately started with guns in pursu.t; 
after riding about two or two and a half 
miles, they discovered them, when the said 
company of nineteen, immediately dispersed, 



and tied in different directions. The mob 
hunted them, turning their horses into acorn 
field, belonging to the Saints, searching their 
corn fields and house*, threatening women and 
children that they would pulldown their hous* 
es and kill them if Lhey did noi tell where ths 
men had fled. 

Thus, they weie employed hunting the men, 
and threatening the women, until a company 
of thirty of the Saints, from the prairie, armed 
with seventeen guns, made their appearance. 

The former company of nineteen had dis 
persed, and tied, and but one or two of them" 
had returned to take part in the subsequent 
batile. On the approach of the latter compa- 
ny of thirty men, some of the mob cried, "fire, 
God damn ye, fire. 1 ' Two or three guns were 
then fired by the mob, which were returned by 
the other party without loss of time. This 
company is the same, that is represented by 
the mob, as having gone forth in the evening 
of the battle bearing the olive branch of ptace. 
The mob retreated early after the first fire, leav- 
ing some of their horse* in Whitmer'a com 
| field; and two of their number, Hugh L. Bra- 
zoate and Thomas Linvill, dead on the ground. 
Thus fell H. Brazeale, one who had been 
heard to say, "with ten fellows, I will wade to 
my knee* in blood, but that I will drive the 
Mormons from Jackson County/' The next 
morning the corpse of said Brnzeale was dis- 
covered on ihe battle ground with a gun by 
his side, S /veral were wounded on both sides* 
but none mortally, except one Barber, on the 
part of the Saints, who expired the next day. — 
This battle was fought about sitn-sei, Monday 
Nov. the iAi ; and the same night, runners were 
despatched in every direction under pretenco 
of calling out the militia; spreading aa they 
went, every rumor calcuTuted to alarm and ex- 
cite the unwary; such as, that the Morrisons 
had taken Independence, and the Indians had 
surrounded it, being collengued together, &,c.

I doubt not but you will

hammer the rust off them any? I wiM answer 
could vou sec them o;i tlicir knees, and hear 
their humble petitions, and the sincerity with 
which they thank the Lord for to ordering 
events, that I have bsf-n eo ca*uo!!v thrown on

this Island, and have been instrumental in his 
hands of showing them the way of life and 
salvation, I doubt not but you would say, 
"there has been a great change wrought some 

how. n • t 

I told you in my !a«t, dated July 6th, I had 

baptized one; on theSSnd July I br.ptizcd nine 
more, four Americans, one Scotchman, four 
Natives; two of them are the man and wife 
with whom I live. On the 29th July, I pro- 
ceeded to organize a branch of the church, 
which we call the Tooboui branch of the 
church of Jesus Christ of Lat:er-day-Saints; 
(take particular notice) cons'sting of eleven' 
members, nil in good standing. j 

On the 5th of August, I administered the sa- 
crament: fjr wine I substituted cocoa nut 
milk, that was a pure beverage, which neveri 
had come to the open air, till we broke the nut 
for that purpose. On the Sih of August, I 
baptized another. The inhabitants have re- 
cently held a meeting to regulate Government 
affairs, among other thing?, they resolved ro 
build me a house; they seem determined on 
my staying here, notwithstanding I say much 
about the gathering. 

Were I to take up my residence any where 
out of the body of the church, I could not find 
I believe, a more delightful spot than this; — 
the climate is beautiful: never so cold as to 
have frost though in July and August it is as 
cold as it can be, and not Irceze — January and 
February are the warmest months, though the 
heat is never bo Bcorching as some days we 
have at home. 

There are only two objections to the Island; 
in summer the muaquitoa are innumerable; — 
In winter the fleas are equally plenty: but we 
have means to guard against them* 

Before I came here King Tummatooah, bu- 
ried his wife; on the 14th July I married him, 
toToupah, his Queen; he has beon very friend- 
ly with me ever since 1 came here. Perhaps 
you will ask, how do you enjoy yourself so far 
from former friends and home? I answer, 
sometimes when I get to thinking about home 
I feel that I could leave all and return as quick 
as possible: a few evenings since I ft 1 1 into 
»uch a train of thoughts, and told my brethren. 
I went to bed, full asleep and dreamed, I had 
deserted my post and got to Nauvoo; the peo- 
ple all knew I had left without counsel, and 
they treated me with coolness and neglect; — ' 
this mortified my feelings so much that I nev- 
er ttiought of my family; I saw Er- Young, he 
wm busily employed in sending a company of 
elders to Europe; I felt on anxiety to go with 
them; but I had deserted one station, and they 
never intended to send me to another-^ I then * 



thought I would go back to the one I had le'il 
but I had no means to get buck, or to help my- 
sell with; I thought my shame was greater 
than I could bear, and with these reflections I 
awoke. 

It was sometime be To re I could make out 
where I was; at length I found myself in bed 
on Tooboui, and felt quite happy, 1 have been 
perfectly contented since. 1 have lived at 
Mattaoora since I came here, till the 23d of 
August. I then removed to this p'ace cnl'ed 
Mahoo; this is the place where we first 
landed. 

The second Sabbath after I camr, the church 
came over to visit me, and I baptized seven 
more, all natives and heads of families. I ad- 
ministered the sacrament and me felt that wo 
were gri-atly blest. ♦tW**' 

Last vSa'urday a vessel came on the other 
side of the Inland, and Br. Hill sent me word 
she was from Tahito. I started to see her, in 
hopes to get letiers from my two brethren 
there; but when I found they had none, I was 
sorely disappointed, and vexed; I have never 
received but two letters from them since they 
left me here; there has been no less thai* eight 
vessels here going to Tahha, and I have sent 
letters ly them all, and Br. Hill near a half 
dozen; and wd get no answers; why it is we 
do not know, if they are not in the fauh, we 
wish them to clear themselves. 

It is now a year, since I have heard a sylla- 
ble from home, and three months since I have 
heard from the brethren at Tahita. The last 
mentioned vessel brought word that there were 
missionaries coming here from Tuhita and 
would fcC play htji 1 ' with me for breaking into 
their sheepfold. I returned to my place, told 
Br, Hill if any thing of importance transpired, 
to send me word. 

There came a runner before my morning dis- 
course was ended, informing nie that the mis- 
sionaries had airivcd. In ihe evening came a 
letter that they had been on shore and given 
the poor Mormons a tremendous thrashing ; — 
christened some infants, told all the lies they 
knew about Br. Joseph and the church, and 
had gone on board again; that ihey were to be 
on shore the next day, and I must meet 
them. 

The next morning I went over, and found 
them in ihe house I had kept school in learn- 
ing the natives to sing, Br. Bowen w T as ac- 
quainted with them. I went in with my 
church, and was introduced to them, I reached 
out my hand they said, no; we do not give you 
the hand till we are better acquainted. I sat 
down where I could look them full in the face, 
which I did, as if they had been the fire t speci- 
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mens of the human family 1 had ever seen. I 
had heard so much of their iniquity, I wanted 
to see how they looked : to me they looked 
guilty indeed! The fourth, by the name of 
More, is a hoc headed fellow against the Mor- 
mons; he got so enraged the day before, he 
fairly danced about it, Howe at leng;h turn- 
ed to me and very sanctimoniously remarked, 
I understand you have come among these Is- 
lands in the capacity of a preacher, I answer- 
ed in the affirmative ; and what do you preach? 
The sacred truths of the Bible, I repiied. Said 
he I suppose you are aware that so many years 
ago the London Missionary Society establish* 
ed a mission here at a very vast expense; the 
whole stress was on the vast expanse; the cost 
of translating the bible, &c. Well said I, and 
now are you opposed to having the bible 
preached after you have accomplished the 
translation? He said no; he had no objections 
to my preaching the bible; but lie understood 
I had another bouk 1 preached fiorn . I told 
him it was a mistake, and went on to tell him 
what it was; a long dialogue ensued in which 
they all questioned me on the fundamental 
principles of the gospel, and they had to drop 
several points they introduced for fear of trap- 
ping themselves ; at length they fold me they 
found no fault with me as far as the bible was 
concerned, but the Book of Mormon they had 
read, and said it was a had book. I told them 
to show me some specimens of bad doctrine m 
it; they turned to the place where it says, 
* fc Adiim fell that man might be/* they flounced 
greatly at that; I soon succeeded in proving 
it was not contrary to bible doctrine. Well, 
they said they could find a worse place than 
that; so they turned to where it says, ^Adam 
had to know misery before he knew happiness." 
This they fpouted upon me in a great rage. — 
I referred them to the temptations of the Savi- 
or, his suflt rings that he might be perfected; 
what, said they, do you suppose all the angels 
in heaven, knew sin before they knew happi- 
ness? as for all of them I could not say, but if 
the bib' e is true we know'some of them did; for 
John tells of one he saw who would not let 
him woiship him because ho was of his ttttow 
servants the prophets* They did not know 
what to make of me; but 1 suppose they thought 
I w r as a dry bone to pick a dinner off any how. 

I then began to question them about their 
belief in the bible, and the coming of the Son 
of God the second time: contrasted this with 
the dispensation of Noah, told them the world 
was now being warned^ and the consequences 
that would ensue, if men did not give heed. — 

I then raised my jifjht hand towards heaven 
and called on, all the heavenly hosts to wit- 



ness the testimony I bore; that 1 knew^Br, 
Joseph Smith to be a good man and a prophet 
of the Lord: and I roared on them like a lion 
— I believe my eyes flashed, for I felt as if 1 
could swallow them all at one mouthful. The 
spirit of the Lord rested upon me; it threw 
them into confusion, they knew not what to 
say. They finally told me as long as I preach- 
ed the truth they would pray that I might be 
upheld, but if I preached error they should 
pray it might fall to the ground. Then I said, 
our prayers will be united. 

I let them have a Book of Mormon, a Voice 
of Warning, and O. Pratfs pamphlet on had- 
ing the plates, I told them I wa* happy to see 
them manifest a better spirit; and reminded 
them how they had abused me and my cause 
the day before. This they attempted to deny 
hut I was able to prove it. They said Brother 
Joseph was in jail for adultery. Br- Hill knew 
too many of their tricks to he fooled ; he re- 
plied, if imprisonment was the penalty fur aduU 
tery here, there are not many of you who 
would be at liberty to-day to my certain knowl- 
edge. They did not deny it, but one said there 
were many things they had cause to regret. 

We separated — they shook me by the hand 
with the cordiality of old friends. The native* 
fttlt hurt for me when they saw them at first 
refuse to shake hands with me. King Tornma-> 
tooah told me not to lay it to heart, for they 
were going home to England, and would not 
return; and now is our time to supply them 
with missionaries. 

The natives took my part, and defended the 

cause with great boldness when I was no 

present, Br. Hill I have adopted in Br, Hanks* 

stead: he is one of the honorable men of the 

earth — intelligent and kind. I have great rra* 

son to esteem him: — my American brethren are 

all extremely kind and willing to divide to the 

last with me. 

The native family with whom I live are 

much attached to me; where I go, they go, and 

where I stay, they stay; they consider all they 

have is mine. 

The woman was once married to a Boston 
ship carpenter; he died, and this native man is 
her second husband; they are good people:— 
while she lived with her first husband, she 
learned to make and mend shirts, wash, starch 
and iron. She is naturally ingenious, They all 
talk much of coming to America, and often 
ask where is the ship to go in? It is a spirit- 
ual feast to me to meet them in prayer flirt- 
ings, and hear them pray for Br. Joseph and 
the church, and with ail simplicity thank the 
Lord for sending me among them. 

When the brethren get their vessel don** 
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which will bo a year from this time, it we 
should not hear from you, we think of going to 
Columbia river, apd bo cross the Rocky Moun- 
tains to Nauvoo. If you vvij-b to know when I 
am coming home, you must ask Br. Young- — 

I see nothing in the way of tending a host of 
elders— the islands all waul tcacheis. 

Our long imprisonment on the Timmoleon, 
(for I can never call it any thing else,) served 
to form attachments among the passengers, 
which will he long remembered. Dr. Wins- 
low and his wife treated me wiih great resptct;

to me* Mrs, Winslow is a superior woman — 
We parted with much friendship, and from Ta- 
hita they sent me a long letter; that the wars 
there had thwarted their plant, that their goods 
were reshipped for the Sandwich Llands, and 
urged mc lo visit them there before I returned 
to America. 

Mr, Lincoln, I understand, is baprned at 
Tahita; he was one of our passengers , and a 
fine man too* 

And now, my dear family, I must bid you 
adieu: could I get a letter tram you, it would 
do me more good than all ihe letters I ever had 
in my life. Often at the dusk of evening when 
all is still and silent, but the distant roar oT the 
breakers upon the coral reef, do I take a long 
and lonely walk upon the beautiful eand beach 
that skirts the island; and as I gaze upon the 
broad ocean that separates us, my rnind is waft- 
ed to Nauvoo, to my home and fireside; and as 
I gaze upon the happy circle, I ask— has grim 
death made any inroads there? I am led to 
say there are none gone; for 1 committed you 
to the care of my heavenly Father when I left 
you, and when I have done so, I have never 
been disappointed. 

Give my love to all the Saints, and enlist their 

pTayere, that when 1 have faithfully discharged 

the trust committed to me, I may return with 

the laurels of an approving conscience* Tha* 

we may he preserved till we all meet again to 

praise the name of the Lord together, is the

THE JEWS. 
Among the many societies, who have re- 
cently met in various parts of our country, to 
celebrate anniversaries, and carry out means 
for future operations, was the "American So- 
ciety" which seek to he'p the Jews. From a 
New York paper, we select the following: — 
AMERICAN SOCIETY FOR MELIORA- 
TING THE CONDITION OF 
THE JEWS. 
The Anniversary was held last evening in 
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the Broome-street Church. The iuee'ing was 
opened by prayer, after which the President, 
Rev. Mr. AliMedolIer, proceeded to give an in- 
teresting account of the history of the Jewish 
nation, their claims upon the Christian world, 
and their prospects in the future. From the 
time of the destruction of the temple in the 
year 70, they have been without a country, 
without a ruler, aud constantly visited by re- 
tributive justice — the fulfilled promises of God 
It waa stat d that the Jews have however suf- 
fered more from the merciless treatment of 
man, than they have deserved from any acts 
they have commitred. The prophecies of Scrip- 
ture were alluded to in stating that the Jews 
cannot consistently account for rejecting* those 
portions which relate to the coming of the 
Messiah, and which have been so plainly ful- 
filled. 

It is difficult from the scattered state of the 
Jews to ascertain their actual number, but it is 
believed to exceed 3,000.060, most of whom 
•till retain and observe the customs and maky 
of the laws of their forefathers. Toe present 
condition of ihe nation is believed to be im- 
proving', although their long political subservi- 
ency has not greatly changed. In England 
and on the Continent of Europe mnny of the 
disabilities are being gradually removed, and in 
this country they have never existed. In ail 
their persecutions the Jews have ever been 
comforted with the hope of a restoration to 
their ancient and promised heritage. Variou 
staled periods have been fixed for this impor- 
tant event. Dr. Priestly of England, fixes i 
for the year 1 8^0, and 1866 has been caleula 
ted on by many as the tf *appointcd time.*' — 
These calculations are of course founded on 
certain explanations of the prophecies* The 
claims of the Jew to sympathy and aid, were 
■trongly adverted to. They are the descend- 
ants of the "Father of the Faithful." From 
them have sprung many of the most illustrious 
men of the world. They have preserved the 
Old Testament in its purity, and have alway 8 
revered its precepts — to them we are indebted 
for its faithful preservation, which has been 
ever kept as the most eacred treasure. The 
Jews were alluded to as living witnesses of the 
truth of Scripture, and as a constant miracle of 
the providence of God. The signs of the times 
show a greatly increased interest in the cause 
of the Jews. The Christians have in many 
ways exhibited a desire for their conversion^ 
and the Jew himself has shown a ready appre- 
ciation of the efforts in his behalf. The actual 
success of the Society in making converts does 
not appear to be very great. The receipts of 
•,he Society for the paat year were $3716, of 



which $477 were received by legacies. Thi 
receipts show an increase of nearly double 
from those of the previous year. The Society 
publication, the Jewish ChronicIe,has increased 
in circulation from 80fl to 1300. The number 
of Auxiliary Societies formed during the yea 
| has been very encouraging, and much benefi 
[ is expected from their efforts. 

Several distinguished scholars were present* 
and addresses were mace by Rav. Dr. De Witt, 
Rev. Mr. Johns of Baltimore, and Rev. Dr. 
1 Herschell of England, who has just arrived in 
: this country to prosecute his labors. The plan 
'proposed by the Society lo accomplish this ob- 
ject, is in the words of inspiration, "to preach 
Christ crucified;* 7 and it is believed that the 
shewing the simple history of t'h» claims and 
evidences of its truth, and the zealous efforts of 
the various Christian churches, will accom- 
plish the object of the Society — the conviction, 
and consequent melioration of the present Jew- 
ish nation." 



THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND. 

Ac all men are not equally learned, we tnke 
a small extract from the **Book of Denomina- 
liona," 5 io show how the now prevailing church 
of 'England, first came into existence. Wa 
live in a day of investigation and trouble, and, 
to be right, needs investigation, care, and even 
revelation, The extract xeads thus. 

"Perhaps there is no church upon earth 
whose doctrines and constitution are so little 
understood by the majority of its members as 
the united church of England and Ireland.— 
The leading facts in its history are indeed gen- 
erally known, but what it really believes and 
teaches, how far it is ecclesiastical and how 
far Secular, and how the one interferes with 
the other, and how strangely they are frequent- 
ly amalgamated, to the deterioration of religion 
and the best interests of the community, very 
few indeed are competent to determine. The 
antiquity claimed for the church by a few of 
its more zealous advocates, on account of some 
fancied and mysterious connexion which they 
pretend to discover subsisting between it and 
a church more ancient than that of Rome, and 
purely apostolic in its character, is perfectly 
ludicrous. Every vestige of such a church 
vanished before the missionaries of the pope 
at a very early period of our ecclesiastical his- 
tory, and at the Reformation there was no 
church in Christendom that wa* more entirely 
popish, lyrannica 1 , and corrupt, than thi 
church of England. 

It is said there is no royal road to geometry

SLAVERY AMONG THE 
PRESBYTERIANS. 
At the Methodists and Baptists are aboit te 
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divide the North ao;ain*t the tiouth on ihe sub- I 
jest of slivery, we have thought it advisable lo 
give the following proceedings of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterians in the United 
Slates upon the subject, viz: — 

The unfinished business of the morning wa 
taken up, viz : a motion to appoint a committee 
•* to draw una minu-e expressive of ihe viewt of 
the house in deciding; against the validity of 
baptism of Catholic Priests. 
The motion prevailed. 

The maniage question wa«? postponed, and 
made the third order of the day for to-morrow 
afif rnoon . 

The committee to whom was referred the 
memorials on the subject of slavery, beg leave 
to submit the following report : 

The memorials may be divided into three 
classes, viz : 

1. Those which represent the system of 
slavery as it exists in these United States as a 
great evil, and pray this General Assembly to 
adopt measures for the amelioration of the con- 
dition of the slaves. 

2. Those which ask the Assembly to receive 
memorials on the subject of slavery, to allow a 
full discussion of it, and to enjoin upon mem- 
bers of our church, residing in States, whose 
laws f jrbid the slaves being taught to read, to 
seek by all lawful means the repeal of those 
laws* 

3. Those which represent slavery as a mor- 
al evil, a heinous sin in the sight of God, cal- 
culated to bnng upon the church the curse of 
God, and calling for the exercise of discipline 
in the case of those who persist in maintain*

The question which is now unhappily agita- 
ting and dividing other branches of the church, 
and which is pressed upon the attention of the 
Assembly by the three classes of memorialists 
just named, is, whether the holding of slave?, 
is under all circumstances a heinous sin, call- 
ing for the discipline of the church. 

The church of Christ is a spiritual body, 
whose jurisdiction extends only to the religious 
faith, and moral conduct of her members. She 
cannot legislate where Christ has not legisla- 
ted, nor make terms of membership whic : i he 
has not mode. The question, therefore, which 
this Assembly is called upt n to decide, is this 
Do the Scriptures teach that the holding o 
slaves, without regard to circumstances, is a 
ain, the renunciation of which should be made 



a condition of membership in the church of 

Christ. ! - 1 As) 

It is impossible to answer thia question in 
the affirmative, without contradicting some of i 
tha plaincsr declarations of the word of God.— 



That slavery existed in ths d^ya of Christ uaJ 
his- apostles is art admitted fact. That the* 
did tint denounce the relation itself as sinful. 

incontiisti m with Christianity; that slave* 
holder? were admitted to membership in the 
churches organized by the apostles ; that whils 
they were required t> treat their slaves with 
kindness, and as rational, accountable, immor- 
tal be;n^s, and if Christians, as Lrethren in th« 
Lv.rd, they were no t commanded to emancipate 
them; that slaves were required to be "obedi- 
ent to their masters according to the flesh, with 
fear and trembling, with singleness of heart as 
unio Chr s' , 1 ' are facts which meet the eye of 
every reader of the New Testament, This 
Assembly canuot, therefore, denounce the 
holding of slaves as necessarily n heinous and 
rcnndaluug sin, calculated to bring upon the 
church the curse of God, without charging the 
apostles of Christ with conniving at such sin, 
introducing into the church such tinners, and 
thus bringing upon them the curse of the Al- 
mighty* 

In so saying, however, the Assembly are not 
to be understood as denying thai there is evil 
connec:ed with slavery. Much less do they 
approve those defective and oppressive lawa, 
by which, in some Statei, it is regulated , — 
Nor would they, by any mean?, countenance 
the traftic of slaves for the sake of gain: the 
separation of husbands and wives, parents and 
children, for the sake of ^-filthy lucre/' or for 
the convenience of the master, or cruel treat- 
ment of slaves in any respect. Every Chris- 
tian and philanthropist certainly should seek, 
by all peaceably and lawful means, the repeal 
of unjust and oppressive laws, and the amend- 
ment of feuch as are defective, so as to protect 
the slaves from cruel treatment by wicked 
men, and secure to them the right to receive 
religious instruction. 

Nor is this Assembly to be understood a« 
countenancing the idea that masters may regard 
their servants as mere y>rc>perty % not as human 
beings, rational, accountable, immortal. The 
scriptures prescribe not only the duties of ser- 
vants, but of masters also, warning the latter 
to discharge those duties, "knowing that their 
master is in heaven, neither is there respect of 
persons with him. 1 * 

The Assembly intend simply to say, that 
since Christ and his inspired apostles did not 
make the holding of slaves a bar to commun- 
ion, we, as a court of Christ, have no authority 
to do so; since they did not attempt to rcmova 
it from the church by legislation, we have no 
authority to legislate on the subject. Wo feel 
constrained further to eav that howf ver desir** 
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ble it mat be to ameliorate the condition of ih e fj t l 3 ^ southern portion of the church; a result 
slaves in the frootfterti nnd south-western (which every good citiz n must deplore as lead- 
Sta'es, or to remove slavery from our countrv, 1 in ^ lo the cfi*go!ution of the union of cur be- 



lhe=e objects we are fatly persuaded can never 
be secured by ecclesiastical legislation* Much 
less enn they b« attained bv tho?e indiscrimi* 
naie denunciations nirai nst slave holders, with- 
out regard to their character or circumstance^ 
which have, to so great an extent, character- 
ized the movements of modern abolitionists, 
which, so far from removing ihe evils coin* 
plained of, XcnC only to perpetuate and aggra- 
vate them. 

The Apostles of Christ sought ti ameliorate 
the condition of si ive^ not by denouncing and 
excommunicating their masters, hut by teach- 
ing both masters and slaves, the glorious doc- 
trines of the Gospel, and enjoining upon such 
the discharge of their relative duties, Thus 
only can the church of Chris', as such, 110* 
improve the condition of the slaves in our 
country. 

As to the extent of the evils involved in 
slavery and the best methods of removing tbern^ 
various opinions prevail, and neiiber the scrip- 
tures m r our constitution authorize this bodv 
to present any particular course io be pursued 
by the churches under our eare. The Assem- 
bly cannot but rejoice, however, to learn that 
the ministers and churches in the sla vehohling 
States ore awaking lo a deeper sense of their 
obligation, to extend to the &Iace population 
generally, the means of iirnce and many slave- 
holders not professedly religious favor this ob- 
ject, We earnestly exhort them to abound 
more tind more in this good work. A r c would 
exhort every , believing master to remember 
that his master is also in heaven, and in view 
of all the circumstances in which he is placed, 
to act in the spirit of the golden rule. " Vhzt 
soever ye would that men should do to you, 
do ve even the same to them." 

In view of the above stated principles and 
facts, 

Resolved, That the General Assembly of ihe 
Presbyterian church in the United States was 
originally organized, and has tince continued 
the bond of nnion in the church, upon the 
conceded principle that the existence ol do- 
mestic slavery under the circumstances in 
which it is found in the southern ponion of 
the country is no bar to Christian communion

Mr. Editor: Ilrving relumed from a ahort 
mission to the east, and having rested myself, 
I thought I would give a sketch of what I &aw 
and heard, which, if worthy, you may publish. 

I left Nauvoo on the 28th of last January, in 
company with Elder Willard Snow, for the 
southeast pan of Indiana. When we arrived 
we f3imd great trouble in the branches which 
we had huiit up three yean before* Tliete 
were [men afcvng ilum of another spirit — of 



the doctrine of Rigrion, and it wai ruarveloi.B 
to witness the wicked spirit" of tho*e who 
had turned away from the huth. I new r real- 
ized hi- fore the abomination and wickedness of 
dissenters. Tnev drew after trim a multitude

of the baser sort, who stood and deiightf d to 
hear them ridicule and slander the prophet and 
people of God ; \*y which u Uie way 0/ Iruthieas 
evil spo'en of." 

The place was ttrewt d with Rigdoti 1 ! pnper* 
and pamphlet*, which, however, had a good 
effect upon tunny, for th« j y coul i see the spirit 
bv which they were wriucn, and shun the con- 
tagion. 

I had but little understanding of the wick* 
ednefp, rotten hearted n^ss, ami bnspne*3 o^ 
Sidney Rigdon, till I went to that region of 
countrv, and found some of his elders, sent out 
to seek whom they might devour, 

I nm constrained to believe, that thfl state- 
ment made* upon the stnnd was true :— **ihal 
Rig-don did write tellers to the mob in M s^ou- 
ri;* 1 (as stated by Mrs. Rockwell.) and that he 
fought opportunity — or laid plans to t'e?troy 
Br. Joseph. The wicked spirit *n Ri*don*s el- 
ders, and those that receive their spiiit, are 
plain manifestations of their situa'ion. The 
honest in heart need noi 7 and cannct be de t 
ceived* 

After reading the minutes of the Pittsburgh 
confeience, to hear them talk of *<nghicous- 
ness," and how they will stand by each other 
in all righteousness, gives me peculiar feelings, 
and solemn sensations; especially when I re- 
flect on the scenes past, and the cxprrience I 
have had in the last thirteen years. The many 
that have risen up against the nan of God, the 



spirit gave utterance, b Mhat McLe'hn would 
carry the things the Lord was rtvealing to hit 
people, to the world, and would use his infitt" 
ence against the church to destroy 

McLellin wondered why T. B. Marsh uttered 
words against him: — Then another nio«e and 
bore testimony to what Marsh had foretold, by 
Mie same spirit; und a th;rd arose and testified 
nls^i, and we marveled! we sorrowed! we won* 
de ed! I shall never forget thrtt scene. It 
was true, and wlien I read the Pittsburgh pa- 
pers, and sa* McLeliin in with Rigdon, it 
brought the pmphetic language of 1833, to my 
mind, and con finned it, McLellin goes a*ains* 
the church to dthtrdy it! 

Th e scenes I have passed through $i n ce 1832, 
tor my candid belief in sacred thing-?, are won- 
derfnl. I and my family^ and brtthren, are 
exiles in our own nation because we believe 
that God, according to the predictions of ihf> 
ho T y scriptures by sundry prophets, has raised 
up a prophet and seer: that through him wo 
have received the Book of Mormon, containing 
the history of a fallen prople who inhabited 
this land Ixfire our progenitors discovered it; 
and a^, containing the fulnesi of the ever* 
lasting gospel for the salvation of the whofe 
world , 

For thi« lc>ief« I have been robbed, plundered 
and driven from bouse?, goods, possessions and 
all, and have lost one son whose bones are now 
^bleaching on the plains 'of Quincy, 11 togf the 1

hand of Missouri vengeance.

The same evening, November 4tb, not being 
satisfied with breaking open the store of Gil- 
bert k Whitney t and demolishing a pait of the 
duelling house of said Gilbert, the Friday 
night previous; they permitted the said Mc- 
Carty, who was detected en Friday night, as 
one of the breakers of the store doors, to take 
oat a warrant, and arrest the said Gilbert and 
others of the church, for a pretended assault, 
and false imprisonment of the said McCarly. — 
Late in the evening, while the court was pro. 
oeeding with their trial, in the court house, a 
gentleman unconnected with the court, as was 
believed, perceiving the prisoners to be without 
counsel, and lit imminent danger, advised said 
Gilbert and his brethren, to go to jail, aa the 
onlv alternative to save Life; lor the north door 
was already barred, and an infuriated mob 
thronged the house, with a determination to j 
beat and kill; but through the interposition of 
this gentleman, (Samuel C. Owens, Clerk of 
the County Court, whose name will appear 
more fully hereafter,) sn id Gilbert and four of 
his brethren were committed to the county jail 
of Jackson county, the dungeon of which, must 
have bee n a palace, compared to a court room, 
where dignity and mercy w r ere strangers ; and 
naught but the wraih of man. in horrid threats 
stifled the ears of the prisoners. 

The same night the prisoners, Gilbert, Mor- 
ley and Corrill, were liberated from jail, th&g 
they might have an interview with their breth- 
ren, and try to negociate some measures fo r 
peace; and on their return to jail about two o ? - 
clock, Tuesday morning, in custody ol the dep- 
uty Sheriff, an armed force, of six or seven 
men, stood near the jail and hailed them; they 
were answered by the Sheriff, who gave hi? 
name, and tne names of his prisoner?, crying, 
"dont fife 7 (font fin, the prisoners are in my 
charpt . &c*" They however fired one or two 
pun?, when Mcrley and Corrill Tetreated; but 
Gilbert stood, with several guns presented a t 
him, firmly held by the sheriff. Two, more 
desperate than the rest, attempted to Bhoot, but 
une of their guns flashed, and the ether missed 
fire. Gilbert was then knocked down by Thom- 
.y Wilson, a grocer in the village. Aboui this 
time a few of the inhabitants arrived, and Gil- 



rise, without further prosecution of the trial, — 
Wm E, MeLcHin was one of the prisoners. 

On the morning of the 5th of November, the 
village begun to be crowded with individuals 
from different p:irts of the county, with guns, 
&c-, and report eaid the militia had been call- 
ed out, under the sanction, or instigation of 
Lieut. Gov. Boggs; and that one Cel. Pitcher 
had the command, Among this militia, (so 
called,) w T eTe embodied the most conspicuous 
characters of the mob ; and it may truly be said 
that the appearance of the ranks of this body, 
was well calculated to excite suspicions of their 
horrible designs. Very early on the same 
morning, several branches of the church receiv- 
ed intelligence that a number of their brethren 
were in prison, and the determination of the 
mob was to kill them; and, that the branch of 
the church near the village of Independence, 
was in imminent danger, as the main body of 
the mob were gathered at that place. 

In this critical situation about one hundred 
of the saints, from different branches, volun- 
teered for the protection of their brethren neai 
Independence, and proceeded on the road to- 
wards Independence and halted about one mile 
west of the village, where they awaited further 
information concerning the movements of the 
mob. They soon learned that the prisoners 
were not massacred; and that the mob had not 
fallen upon the branch ol the church neaT In- 
dependence, C3 was expected. They were al- 
so informed, that the militia had been called 
out for their protection; but in this they placed 
but little confidence, for the body congregated 
had every appearance of a county mob ; which, 
subsequent events fully verified, in a majority 
of said body. 

On application to Col. Pitcher, it was found, 
that there was no alternative, but for the church 
to leave the county forth wiih; and deliver into 
hi? hands, certain men, to be tried for murder, 
said to have been committed by them in the 
battle the evening before. The arms of the 
saints were also demanded by Col. Pitcher. — 
Among the committee appointed to receive the 
am s of the church, were stvewd of tho 0)441 
unrelenting of ihe old July mob committee; 
who had directed in the demolishing of the 
printing office, and the personal injuries of that 
day, viz: Heory Chiles, Abner Staples, and 
Lewis Franklin, who have not ceased to pur- 
sue tho saints, from the first to the last, with 



ben again entered jail, from which f he, with 
three of his brethren, were liberated about sun " feelings of the most hostile kind* These un- 
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expected requisitions of the Colonel, made him 
appear like ono standing at the head of civil 
and military law, taking a stretch beyond the 
constitutional limits of our Republic. 

Rather than have submitted to these unrea- 
sonable requirements, the saints would have 
cheerfullv shed their blood in defence of their 
rights; the liberties of their country, and of 
tfeeii wives and children; but the fear of vio- 
lating law, in resisting this pretended militia; 
and the flattering assurances of protection, and 
honorable usage, promised by Lieut, Governor 
Hoggs, in whom they had rcsposed confidence 
up to this period, induced them to submit, be. 
licring that he did not tolerate so gros3 a viola- 
tion of all law, aa has been practised in Jack- 
eon county. But the great change that may 
appear to some, in the views, designs, and craft 
of this mm, to rob an innocent people of their 
arms by stratagem, and Itavc more than one 
thousand defenceless men, women, and chil- 
dren* to be driven from their homes, among 
atrangers in a strange land of, to appearances, 
barbarians, to seek a shelter from the stormy 
Wast of winter'? cold embrace, is so glaringly 
exposed in the sequel, that all earth and hel' 
cannot deny, that a baser knave^ a greater trtii_ 
tor, and a more wholesale butcher, or murder. 
ex of mankind never went untried, unpunished 
and unhung; as banging is the popular meihud ' 
of execution among the Gentiles, in all coun- 
tries professing Christianity; instead of blood 

for blood, according to the la*v of heaven. 
The conduct of Colonels Lucaa and Pitcher, 

had long proven them to be open and avowed 
enemies. Both of these men had their names 
attached to the mob circular, as early as July 
last, the object of which was to drive the saint? 
from Jackson county. With assurances from 
the Lieutenant Governor and others, that the 
object was to disarm the combatants on both 
sides, and that peace'would be the result, the 
brethren surrendered their arm?, to the number 
of fifty or upwards; and the men present, who 
were accused of being in the battle the evening 
bc-fon , trave themselves up for trial. After de- 
taining them one day and a night on a pretend, 
ed trial for murder; in which time thev were 
threatened, brickbatted, &c., Cob Pitcher, after 
receiving a watch of one of the prisoners to snt- 
lsfv costs &c, took them into a corn-field and 
said to them, ''dear. 11 

After the surrender uf their arm?, which 

were us> d only in self-defence, the neighbor- 
ing tribes of Indians in time of war let looae 
upon the women and children, cou!d not have 
appeared more hideous and terrific, than did 
the companies of ruffians, who went in various 
directions, well armed, on foot a**d on horse- 



back ; bursting into houses without fear* know- 
ing the arms were secured, frightening distract- 
ed women with what they would do to their 
husbands if they could catch them; warning 
women and children to fice immediately, o r 
they would tear their ho rises down over their 
heads T and massacre them before nMit. Ai 
the head of one of tbese companies, appeared 
the Reverend ISAAC Mc COY, with a gun up- 
on his shoulder, ordering the saints to leave th* 
county forthwith, and surrender what arn» 
they had. Other pretended preachers of tfcre 
gospel took a conspicuous part in the persecu- 
tion, calling the u Mormona*' the "common en- 
emy of mankind/ 1 and exulting in their afflic- 
tions. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday night?, the 5th 
and 6th of November, women and children fled 
in every direction before the merciless mob. — 
One poity of about one hundred and fifty wo- 
men and children fled to the prairie, where they 
wandered for several days, under the broad can- 
opy of Jbeaven, with about six men to protect 
them- Other parties fled to the Missouri river 
and took lodgings for the night where they 
could find it, One Mr, Bennett opened his 
house, for a night'e shelter, to a wandering 
company of dmtfeaecd women and children 
who were fleeing to the river. During this dis- 
persion of the women and children, parties of 
the mob were bunting the men, firing upoo 
tome, tying up and whipping others and some 
they pursued upon horses for several miles. 

On the 5th, Elders Phelps, Gilbert and Mc- 
Lelhn went to Clay county and made an affida- 
vit, similar to the foregoing sketch, and fo> 
warded the same to the Governor, by express* 
and the Governor immediately upon the recep- 
tion thereof, ordered a court of enquiry to be 
held in Clay county, :>.: the purpose of investi- 
gating the wbolo affair, and mcteing out justice 
to all; but alas! corruption, wickedness, and 
power have MHz ii$S < i\ci. 

Left the wn.-;r-hes unwbipt of justice, 
And innocence mourns in tears unwjped. 
Thursday Nov. 7ih. The shore began to be 
lined on both ikies of the ferry, with men, wo- 
men, and children* goods, waggons, bejee, 
chests, provisions, &e.; while the ferrymen 
were busily employed in cresting them over: 
and when night again closed upon the saints, 
the wilderness hod much the appearance of a 
camp meeting. Hundreds of people were seen 
in every direction; some in tents, and some in 
the open air, around their fire?, while the rain 
descended in torrents, Husbands were enquir 
ing for their wives, and women far iheir hus- 
bands; parents for ckildren, and children for 
parents. Some had the good fortune to esctp 
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with their family, household goods, and some 

provisions; while others knew not the fate of 
their friends and had lost all their goods. The 
scene *vas indescribable, and would have melt- 
ed the hearts of any people upon earth, except 
the blind oppressor, and prejudiced and ignor- 
ant bigot. Next day the company increased, 
and they were chiefly engaged in feliing small 
cotton wood trees, and erecting them into tem- 
porary cabins, so that when night came on* 
they had the appearance of a village of wig- 
wams, and the night being clear, the occupants 
began to enjoy some degree of comfort, 

Lieut. Gov. Boggs presented a curious ex- 
teinal appearance; yet, he was evidently the 
head and front of the mob: for, as may easily 
be seen by what follows, no important move 
was made without his sanction* He certainly 
was the secret spring of the 20th and 23rd of Ju- 
ly ; and, as will appear in the sequel, by hia au- 
thority the mob was moulded into militia, to 
effect by stratagem what ho knew, as w T ell as 
hie hellish host, could not be done by legal 
force. As Lieutenant Governor, he had only 
to wink, and the mob went from mal-treatment 
to murder, Th« horrid calculations of this sec. 
ond Nero were often developed in a way that 
coQld not le mistaken* Early on the morning 
of the 5th, say at 1 o'clock, A. M, he came to 
Phelps, Gilbert and Partridge, and told them to 
Gee tor their lives. Now, unless he had given 
the order bo tu do, no one would have attempt- 
ed to murder, after the church had agreed to sro 
away. PI is conscience vacillated on ita rocky 
moorings, and gave the secret alarm to these 
men. 

The saints who fled, took refuge in the tieigh 
boring counties, mostly in Clay county, which 
received them with some degree of kindness 
Those who fled to the county of Van Durenf 
were again driven, and compelled to flee, and 
those who fled to Lafayette county, were soon 
expelled; or the most of them, and had to move 
wherever they could find protection, 

November 13th. About 4 o'clock A.M.I 
was awakened by Brother Davis knocking at 
my doov 7 and calling on me to arise and behold 
the signs in the heavens. I arose, and to my 
great joy, beheld the stars f ill from heaven like 
ia shower of hail stones; a literal fulfilment of 
the word of God as recorded in the holy scrip- 
tures as a sure ei^is that the coming of Christ is 
close at hand. In the midst of this shower of 
fire, I was led to exclaim, how marvellous are 
thy works Lord! I thank thee for thy mtrcy 
unto thy servant, save me in thy kingdom fo r 
Christ's sake : Amen. 

The appearance of these signs varied in dif- 



heaven seemed enwrapped in splendid Art- 
works, as if every star in the broad expanse, 
had been suddenly hurled from its course, and 
sent lawless through the wilds of ether: soma 
at times, appeared like bright shooting meteors 
with lone: trains of lislit following in their 
course, and in numbers resembled large drops 
of rain in sunshine. Some of the long trains 
of light following the meteoric stars, were viei* 
ble for some seconds; those streaks would cat 
and twist up like serpents writhing, >The ap- 
pearanco w T as beautiful, grand and sublime be- 
yond description; as though all the artillery 
and fire-works of eternity were set in motion tt> 
enchant and entertain the saints, and terrify 
and awe the sinners on the earth. Beautiful 
and terrific as was the scenery 3 which might be 
compared to tho falling figs or fruit when th* 
t ree is shaken by a mighty wind ; yet, it will 
not fullj compare with the timo when the son 
shall become black like sackcloth of [hair, the 
moon like blood; Rev. 6:13; and the stars fall 
to the earth — as these appeared to vanish wh*n 
they fell behind the trees, or came near the 
ground* 

November 19th, 1833, I wrote as follow*, 
from Kirtlandj to Moses C f Nickerson, Mount 
Pleasant, Upper Canada : 
Brother Moses i 

Wc arrived at this place on the 
[J fourth ultimo, after a fatiguing journey, during 
which, we were blessed with usual health.— 
We parted with father and mother Nickereon 
at Buffalo, in good health, and they expressed 
a degree of satisfaction lor the prosperity and 
blessings ol their j :;rn°y. Since our arrival 
here, Brother Sidney has been afflicted with 
sore eyes, which is probably the reason why 
you have not previously heard from us, as he 
was calculating to write you immediately,— 
i But though I expect he will undoubtedly write 
you soon, as his eyes are evidently better, yet, 
lest you should be impatient to learn something 
concerning up, I havo thought that perhaps a 
few lines from me, though there may be a lack 
of fluency according to the literati of the age> 
might be received w ith a degree of satisfaction 
on your part, at least, when you call to mind 
ihe relation with which we are united by the 
everlasting ties of the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, 

We found our families and the church in this 
place, well generally. Nothing of consequence 
transpired while we were absent, except the 
death of one of our brethren; a vouno- man 
great worih na private citizen among us, the 
loss of whom we justly mourn. We are favor- 
ed with frequent intelligence from different 



fcrent sections of the country: in Zion, all 'eeoiioae of our couutry respectiog the progres s- 
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of the gospel, and our prayers nre daily to ou r 

Father, that it may be greatly spread, even till 

all nations shall hear the glorious newi and 

corae to a knowledge of the truth. 

We have received letters from our brethren 

in Missouri of late, but we cannot tell from 

their contents, the probable extent that ihoee 

person?, who are desirous to expel them from 

that country, will carry their unlawful and tin" 

righteous purposes. Our brethren have applied 

tj the executive of that sia'e, who has promised 

tbcin all the assistance that the civil law can 

give; and in all probability with us, a auit has 

been commenced ere this, 

Wc are informed, however, that those per. 

sons, are very violent, and threaten immediate 
ezcUion upon all those who profess this doc- 
trine. How far they will be suffered to exe- 
cute their threats, we know not, but we trust 
in the Lord, and leave the event with him, to 
govern in his own wise providence. 

I shall expect a communication from you on 
receipt of this, and hope you will give me in- 
formation concerning the brethren, their health, 
faith, &c; also, inform me concerning our 
friends with whom we formed acquaintance. 

You are aware, no doubt, dear brother* that 
anxieties inexpressible crowd themselves con* 
tinually upon my mind for the saints, when I 
consider the, many temptations to which we 
are subject, from the cunning and Ilattery of 
the grea: adversary of our bouIs: and I can tru- 
ly say with much fervency I have called upon 
the Lord for our brethren in Canada, And 
when I call to mind with what readiness they 
received the word of truth by the ministry of 
Brother Sidney and myself, 1 am truly under 
great obligations to humble myself before him. 

When I contemplate the rapidity with which 
the great and glorious day of the coming of the 
Son of Man advances, when he shall come to 
receive hi3 saints unto himself, where they 
fi hall dwell in his presence and be crowned with 
glory and immortality: when I consider that 
soon the heavens are to be shaken, and the 
earth tremble and reel to and fro; and that the 
heavens are to be unfolded as a scroll when ii 
is rolled up; and that every mountain and isl- 
and are to flee away, I cry out in my heart, what 
manner of persons ought we to be in all holy 

conversation and godliness, 

You remember the testimony which I bore 

in the name of the Lord Jepis, concerning the 
great work which he has brought forth in the 
last days. You know my manner of communi- 
cation, how that in weakness and simplicity, j 
decJared to you w T hat the Lord had brought 
forth, by the ministering of his holy angels to 
me, for this generation. I pray that the Lord 



may enable you to treasure up these things in 

your mind, for I know that his spirit will bear 

testimony to all who seek diligently after 

knowledge from him. 1 hope you will search 

the scriptures to see whether these things are 

not also consistent with those things the an* 

cient prophets and apostles have written. 

I remember Erotber Freeman and wife, Raa- 

aon also, and Sister Lydia and little Charls» % 

with all the brethren and sisters. I intreat for 

an interest in all yonr prayers before the throne 

of mercy, in the name of Jesus* I hope thai 

the Lord will grant that I may eee you all again 

and above all that we may overcome, and sit 

down together in the kingdom of our Father.

Nothing of note transpired from the falling 
of the stars on the I3th, to this date, November 
19th, when my heart is somewhat lorrowfu), 
but I feel to trust in the Lord, the God of Jacob 
I have learned in my travels that man is 
treacherous and selfish, but few excepted.

It is a singular fact, that while the triumphs 
of the healing art and of surgery, have been 
great and varied, while improvements in medi- 
cal treatment have almost mastered every dis- 
ease, little or no progress has been made in ac- 
counting for the origin of the Plague, in deci- 
ding beyond doubt, whether the disease was 
positively epidemic or contagious, or ascertain- 
ing beyond question and by practical illustra- 
tion, a preventive and rure. We have master- 
ed in a measure, the terrors of Yellow Fever, 
by having ascertained that it is an epidemi* 
and an imported disease, and not per se a con* 
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tagious one. We have even simplified the 
treatment with evident succeed Cholera, a 
disease yet more frightful bv the suddenness 
erf its results, practical experience has demon- 
strated that it is an epidemic, and confined to 
no locality, and by prompt measures can easily 
be mastered. Not so however with the Plague, 
a disease which at intervals has ravaged all 
parts of the world, with the moer sweeping re- 
sult*, for the last 3000 years, without any visi- 
ble improvement having been made in detect- 
ing causes and applying the remedy. Dr. Cul* 
len considers Plague "a typhus fever in the 
highest degree contagious, and accompanied 
with extreme debility. 1 ' Pr. Mackenzie, who 
practised thirty years in Constantinople, con- 
sidered the annual fever called the Plague 
nothing more than the ordinary hospital or jail 
fever, when attended with inflammatory swell- 
ings of the gland*, w;rh carbuncles, blotches 
on the skin, gangreen and other impurities of 
the blood, all of which pr^ve rapid! j faiftt. T I 

No two physicians are agreed as to the char- 
acter and treatment of the disease, but it ie ev- 
ident that the Plagiis universally appears in 
'ow, confined, crowded, and filthy parts of a 
city, and hence we infer that it is of the same 
class of pestilential and contttgious diseases, as 
small pox, jail fevers, arising from an im- 
pure, close, and morbid atmosphere, and con- 
sequently may bo prevented by cleanliness, 
and good living. And in this way we may 
ourselves take a wholesome lesson, in prevent- 
ing numerous families crowding tenements; 
introducing pure air, nntJ the free use of pure 
water, and keeping the streets clean. 

The first appearance of t'.,e Plague was in 
Egypt in 1491, b, c, and so sudden and alarm- 
ing was its progress, that the Israelites owed 
their deliverance to it, and were permitted to 
depart from apprehension that their numbers

Christian Era, it prevailed among the Philis- 
tines in Canaan i in the Grecian camp at Troy; 
it prevailed at Rome, Athens, Carthage, and 
Numidia; and in A. D, 407 it ra«d over Eu- 
rope, Asia, and Africa, ond so on every few 
years in various parts until it reached the 
French army in Egypt in 1799. The conta- 
gious character of this disease was clearly man- 
ifested in the Plague which prevailed in Mar- 
seilles in the year 1720, introduced by three 
chips from the East. The first person, a wo- 
man, attacked with it was taken to the hospi- 
tal, and all the nurses, doctors, and apotheca- 



ries; confessors, attendants, and servants, be- 
sides 300 orphans and 230 galley slaves, died 
within a few days, when the pestilence spread 
in every direction. Animal effluyia alone in a 
confine d <; ec, and among so many prostrate], 
was sufficient la spread the disease ; yet, on the 
other hand, it is maintained, that in a purear 
jmosphere, Plague cannot be eammunicated, 
and that cordon* and tazarcttoes are not avail- 
able. Odessa in the Black Sea, ha3 an admi- 
rably arranged lazaretto, and strict quarantine 
laws, and yet not long ago, the Plague broke 
out In that place. In 1855, Mehemet Ali of 
Egypt, placed a cordon of five hundred persons 1 
around the Harem, to keep out the Plague, yet 
it obtained admittance. The Persians, from 
air, room, ar.J exercise, seldom catch the 
Plague, and Clot Bey, who was in this coun- 
try, and at one time had charge of the Plague 
hospitals in Egypt, twice inoculated himself 
with pus, without taking the Plague, and 
maintained that whenever it broke out in close 
and confined district?, the preventive was to 
clear out ihe residents to a purer atmosphere* 
and close up the Infected districts, precisely as 
successfully as we do in Yellow Fever. When- 
ever an undoubted case of Yellow Fever ap- 
pears, abandon the position and retreat before 
it. If there are no inhabitants to feed upon, 
and the disease is epidemic, it makes slow 
progress and soon disappears. In 1S19 the 
subject of the Plague was brought before the 
British Parliament for the purpose of examin- 
ing into the characier and value of the quaran- 
tine regulations, and a very searching inquiry 
was instituted. It was decided to the satis- 
faction of ail that Plague only appeared in 
crowded, ill- ventilated, and filthy localities; 
or from the miksm of pestiferous souls. It is 
not the air of Turkey, Syria, or Egypt, that 
generates it. It forms in the swamps of Egypt

Father Smith, the first Patriarch and Hyrunj 
his successor conferred many blessings upon 
the Saints that made their hearts glad. But 
they, u: the wisdom of God f have been called 
away, and William the son and brother suc- 
ceeds them. How msny, now will say, I wish 
I had my patriarchal blessing? This has been} 
the lamentation of many since the death of Jo- 
seph and Hyrum. William is the last of the 
family* and truly Inherits the blood and spiri 1 
of his father's house, as well as the priesthood 
and patriarchal office from his father and broth" 
er f legal!;.', and by hereditary descent. 

It may not be amiss to give the readers of the 
Times and Seasons*, a few ideas relative to the 
afTice of a patriarch. The sectarian world 
without a priesthood, are, of course, with a pa- 
triarch just as ihoy are without the power to 
administer in spiritual blessing; but in all 
churches holding the keys of the everlasting 
priesthood, a patriarch is set apart to bless the 
people; and his descent* according to right of 
lineage, by blood ^nd birthright, is from father 
to sou .

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ANOTHER WITNESS FOR THE BOOK OF 

MORMON. 

A writer in the Buffalo Pilot ^ives us another 
witness for the Book of Mormon* It is a fine 
thing to have such specimens of antiquity found 
and then to have wise men look into the Book 
of Mormon and solve the mystery. 

The writer states, that in the town adjoining 
Cooper, county of Allegan, Michigan, about a 
mile distant From the fertile banks of the Kala* 
^ ire--*, is a small hamlet, commonly known as 
Arnold's Stat ion. The first is^tleis of this lit- 
tle place, emigrants from the St. Joseph conn 
try, found in the township some extensive n>- 
insof what had evidently been the work of huj 
man Ingenuity, and which they christened the 
Military Post. 

"It consists,*' says the writer, <4 of a wall of 
earth, running northwest and southeast, being 
about the height of a man's head in the princi- 
pal part of it? length, but varying in some pla- 
te?, as if it had been degraded, either by the 
hands of assailants or the lapse of time. Front- 
ing the road, which n: ns parallel with the work, 
[i the glacis, 'presenting a gentle slope to the 

mmit of the wall, which extends for abont 
^ e fourth of a mile. Along the entire faco of 
Ati fortification is a cleared space of eqna' 
breadth in its whole extent^ covered with a 
fine grass, but beyond the edge of thig the foreef 
issiill standing. Such was the aspect of the 
remains when the first white settler emigrated 
to Michigan, and it has remained without per- 
ceptible change to the present time. The mound 
is covered with monstrous trees, of a wood 
slow in it j growth, showing its great antiquity, 
but furnishing no clue to its origin* The pop- 
ular theory stems to be that the French, who 
eariv traversed our country, were the builders; 
but this, of course, is erroneous. It must have 
been either the work of a large body of men, 
or the painful toil of a few. If the former f 
they might have conquered and subdued any 
tribe of Indians then in existence; if the letter, 
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a solitary line of breastwork, without a fosse, 
Of other defence could have been no prelection; 
stifl it seems still more mysterious that it should 
have been placed here, at the distance of a mile 
from any spring, and with a heavy wood, of a 
date more ancient than the trees upon the 
mound in 1 is rear. 

If the neighboring Indians ore questioned up- 
on its traditionary history, the invariable an* 
ewer is, that it was thore when they came — 
more, they either do not or can not say. That 
it was the labor of an extinct race is pretty evi- 
dent, and it probably dates from the same era 
with the extensive works at Rock River. These 
latter are, however, of brick, a specimen of 
which material, taken from beneath the roots 
of an oak tree of great size, the writer has in 
his possession,"

LETTER FROM ELDER WOODRUFF. 

Dated — 36 Chape! $t, Llv n o L ) 

May UU845. J 
Br. Taylor— Dear Sir:— 

I feel disposed to 
present to you an extract from my journal, 
which I pennrd while on a visit to the grave of 
the worthy Elder Lorenzo D. Barnes. I do 
this for the benefit of his parents, relatives, 
friends, Zion's camp, and the saints in general ; 
for he occupies a place in the memory and 
hearts of many thousands of the Saints, who 
were acquainted with his labors in the vine- 
yard of the Lord. 

My visit to his grave was on the 20th of Feb- 
ruary 1845, which was a solemn day to my 
feelings in some respects, in consequenco of 
walking over the ground which oft had been 
trod by our worthy Brother Barnes, and alao of 
viewing the tomb where sleeps his Pacred dust, 
I left Bradford in company with Elders Sheets 
and Ure. (Er. Sheets is presiding over the 
Bradford conference, which was under the care 
of Elder Barnes during his last labors: Elder 
Ure over the Sheffield conference.) We left 
for the purpose of visiting the grave of Elder 
Barnes in Idle, Yorkshire, three miles from 
Bradford* When about halfway we had a 
fair view of Idle and the church where our 
brother was buried, which stands upon a high 
piece of ground. We had a green vale to pats 
through before arriving at the spot; the fields 
were quite green, though in February: we 
walked over the road, over which Eider Barues 
had walked many scores of time* in preaching 
tie gospel. I felt solemn indeed, and was 
filled with meditation, until I arrived at Idle, 
winch contsint a population of about five thou**

Christ of Latter-day Saints, of thirty-seven 

member*. We called upon Elder Thomas 

Cordingly and his family, who had the care of 

rider Barnes during his sickness nnd death. — 

They pointed out to me the room where he 

spent his last moments. AfteT getting some 

refreshment we walked to the church-yard, and 

I gazed upon the silent tomb of our beloved 

Lorenzo. My feelings were keen and sensitive 

as I stood upon his grave, I realized I was 

standing over the body of one of the elders of 

Israel, of tl <• h rns of Joseph, of the seed of 

Ephraim; one of the members of Zion's camp, 

who had travelled with me more than a :hot>- 

dand miles in 1834, for the redemption ol his 

persecuted and afflicted brethren, and offered 

to lay down his life for their sake; one who 

had the hearts and affections of thousands of 

friends both in America and England; and 

whose fidelity was stronger than death to bis 

lover, his brethren, eternal truth and his God. 

While standing upon hie grave, I offered up 

my vocal prayers to Israel's God that my death 

or change might be that of the righteous, and 

that my last end might be as wise and safe ae 

his, and that his sacred dust might be called 

forth in the morn of the first resurrection. 

I decreed in my heart 1 would never return 

to my native country, until I had caused to be 

erected a tombstone over his narrow bed, to 

say to his friends that might chance to pass 

that way, that there steeps the worthy Lorenao 

D. Barnes; the first of Z ion's camp that has 

found a grave in a foreign land. X bowed mv 

knee upon his sacred grave, and plucked Fome 

pebbles in memory of his worth. I thought of 

hi? lover, his father, hU mother, his kindred, 

and the Saints; for they all loved him, and 

would have thought it a blessing to have been 

permitted to diop a silent tear upon his lonely 

bed. Oh Lorenzo! thou hast fallen in the 

prime of life, as it were a martyr for the truth 

in a foreign land; but thine exaltation in the 

celestial world will not come behind the chief* 

est of thy quorum. I retired from his grave 

with my brethren, mediating upon the life o^ 

Elder Barnes. I made diligent inquiry of the 

family where he died and others concerning 

liis labors^ sickness and death, and obtained 

the following information:* 

On his arrival in England, he labored for a 

shortseason in and about Manchester* He then 
went to the Cheltenham conference in Glou- 
cestershire, where he labored until the general 
conference. He was much beloved by the 
Saints in that conference, and a petition was 
sent by ihera for his return; but at the geneul 
conference he received an appointment to tike 
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charge of the Bradford conference, where he 
labored faithfully until his death. I wag in- 
formed thai Elder Barnes suffered by going 
with poor boots and wet feet: he wng too slow 
in making hia wants known to the Paints, and 
some were too slow in administering to his ne- 
cessities until he got sick, after which every 
attention was paid to him, but it was too late, 
During the last of September 1842, he walked 
on© dav aSout thirteen miles very fast in order 
to get to the railway in time for the cars, (some 
portion of the way he ran.) and got into a high 
state of perspiration, and only had time to step 
into the cars a9 thev were about starting. He 
rode on the railway about twenty miles in the 
midst of piercing winds and became entirely 
chilled, which flung him into a severe cold, 
settled upon his lungp, and brought on the 
quick consumption, from which he never re- 
covered. He attended a conference and punch- 
ed several times afterwards, but was very fee- 
ble. The last time he preached was from the 
following words: "There remaineth therefore 
a rest for the people of God." After he was 
confined to his bed, he was asked if he would 
hove n physician; his answer was definitely — 
€< No: if he died he wished to die a natural 
death; if he lived he should live unto the Lord, 
if he died he should die unto the Lord." He 
manifested a great desire to live if it was the 
will of the Lord, that he might again return to 
Nauvoo and see his friends in America. He 
was deprived of his reason during some portion 
of his sickness; his whole conversation at such 
times was about going to Nauvoo, and how he 
should get there: he often epoke of his mother 
and other friends. The tight before his dt-ath. 
he had his reason perfert!y f and bore a strong 
and faithful testimony to the truth of the ful- 
ness of the everlasting gospel as proclaimed by 
the Latter-day Saints, declared that it would 
not be long before the kings and grent men of 
the earth would call for the rocks and noun- 
tains to hide them from the wrath of the Lamb 
of God that would soon be poured out upon the 
face of the earth, for toon would the nations of 
the earth be deluged with the judgments of 
God, and with many other words did he testify 
of those things that would shortly come to 
pass. 

Since my visit there we have obtained hie 
trunk and its contents; this with his travelling 
bag which was in the care of Elder Iledlock, 
I have carefully examined, and filed all of his 
papers, consisting of deeds of land, correspond- 
ing letterj with his fricnJs in England and 
America, his compositions and journals, some 
of which show the strong fidelity of his heart 
cowards his friends, which was characteristic 



of the man through every action of his useful 
life, a dozen or more pieces of ancient coppe* 
coin containing curious inscriptions, were tn 
his trunk, which he had apparently collect- 
ed for the Nauvoo Museum ; these with all hie 
clothing and sundry articles are carefully 
packed in his trunk, and will be forwarded fo 
Nauvoo the first safe opportunity, for the ex- 
amination of the presidency, after which they 
can be forwarded to his friends when an op- 
portunity offers. 

At our general conference all the American 
elders laboring in this country with many of 
the English Saints, came forward and wished 
to donate their mite for the purpose of erectirtg 
a stone over the grave of our departed brother, 
when five pounds five shillings and sixpence 
sterling, equal to twenty-six dollar*, was sub- 
scribed: much more could have been freely 
obtanetl, had it been necessary to have accom- 
plished the object. The sum was immediately 
forwarded to accomplish the purpose, and the 
stone is now in course of erection, bearing the 
following epitaph: — 

In Memory of 
LORENZO D. BARNES, 
who died on the 20th of December, 1842, aged 
?0 years* He was a native of the United States, 
an elder in the church of Jesus Christ of Lattei* 
day Saints, a member of the High Priests' Quo- 
rum and also of Zion's camp in the year 1834, 
and the first gospel messenger from Nauvoo 
who has found a grave in a foreign land. 
Sleep on, Lorenzo! but ere long from lbu| 

The conquered tomb shall yield her captive 
prey; ,,i . ; 

Then wnh thy quorum shalt thou reign in bliss*» 

As king and priest for an eternal day, 
I remain your brother in

LETTER FROM ELDER SHEETS. 

Bradford , Yorkshire, England, 

May 2, 1845. 

Dear Brother Kimball: — This is the first 
t'me that I have ever sat down in a far distant 
land, (or in my own native land,) to cornmu* 
nicnte my feelings to you, in the silent lan- 
guage of the pen. Bui whether it will be the 
last, time alone can determine. 

Since I have been in this land my thoughts 
have often strayed over the mighty ocean to 
the land of Zion, where my friends and kin- 
dred dwell; often have I thonght of Zion and 
her inhabitants, and rhe trials they have had ro 
pass through; and when I call to mind about 
one year ago, when Br. Stratton and I weze 
going up the Mississippi river, in company wMh 
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thirty or forty, to Nauvoo; and when we land- 
ed and saw our beloved Br. Joaeph Smith, end 
nearly all the f *TwcIve; 55 — but now the prophet 
is killed and gone to heaven, and many of the 
Twelve are scattered over the earth — what 
changes have tnken place in so abort a t;i >o] 

I well recollect the time you and Bra. Vounfr, 
Smith, Wight, and some sixty oi seventy oth- 
er elders left Kauvoo on the steamer Cbprey, 
for the purpose of preaching the gospel, &c, — 
and the good scenes we had together, and I 
feel very thankful to you and Er. Youn£ for 
tho good and useful instruction you gave 
Br. Strattan and me, concerning this country, 
and the way and manner we should proceed,— 
for they have been of great benefit to us here. 
We have found all thing* correct aa you Lold 
us. And some things we have learned since, 
and I judge you can guess what they are, as 
you have been in this country. 

We left New York on the first of August^ 
1844; there were Bros. Dark. Siratton, Mij- 
ne!l and myeelf, and we often wished that Br. 
Richards had been with us, but this was not 
the case — (you will give our love to him.) 
We had a very good passage over the flea. — 
We were a little moro than twenty-three day* 
on the ocean, — that is called a pretty good trip. 
- We landed on the 24th day of said month; 
and it was the first time that I and Bros. Davis 
und Strattan had ever sat one of our feet upon 
any of the British Isle*, but we all felt quite 
glad to get on shore, for it seemed like geuin^ 
out of prison. We soon found Br. Ward in 
hi* ofiice, but Br, Hedlock we did not see for 
some lime, aa he did not come into the office 
till latuh: when he found us we had taken 
possession of the ofucc, and had got a bsd on 
the fioor; and there we staid till morning: and 
we found all things pretty well. 

It was not lon^ after this till we separated. 
Elder Davis was aent to London; Elder Strat- 
um slaved in Liverpool ; Elder Mnynell was 
sent to different places, and I also had a rovhr 
commission for & Bhort time. I went firil to 
Preston, and every house I went to, the first 
thing was, "Oh do you know Br. Kimball and 
Hyde? and how are thcy]-^and how soon are 
they corning to Preston 

From thence I went to Blackburn and then 
to Clithero, and it was nothing but Br. Kim-' 
ball, Hyde, Fielding, Pratt and oil the, 
* £ Twelve" that they ever heard tell of. lean 
not begin to tell you how much they warn to 
see you all. They are a good, blessed people 
in Clithero, and the work is going on very 
well in that region of countrv. 

Bui I must hasten or I shall weary your pa- 
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around the country, in the fashion above, I w»m 
appointed to come to the Bradford conference, 
w here our beloved Br. Barnes died. I found il 
in rather a poor state; through the assistance of 
the Lord, however, I have now got it in good 
order. afjjfflftflhl r r ,„ , < njrji 

Tnc work of the Lord is going right ahead, 
for last Friday I baptized twelve in this place; 
on Sunday one more; and on Monday two 
more. On Tuesday one obeyed the gogpel in 
Leeds, and on Wednesday I baptized two very 
fine yoang ladies in the same place. Their 
father owns one of the finest marble yards I ev^ 
er saw, and I coon expect to see tho whole 
family obey the gospel. There are many mote 
juat ready to be baptized in the limits of thla 
ennference. Those baptized above were bap* 
tized in the space of four days. 

t have been here about six months, and theffe 
have many obeyed the gospel in that time; and 
the prospects are flattering now — but 1 erpect 
to leave this conference nest week, to go and 
labor iu Herefordshire, where Br. Woodruff 
used to lobar. I was appointed to go there at 
the general conference held in Manchester. 

Some people thought, after the murder of oar 
beloved prophet nnd patriarch, that the work 
j of the Lord would atop; but, to the contrary 
' there have ten obeyed the gospel afnre, where one 
\did before! 

' Throughout England and Scotland the 
course of the work eeema to be onward; and 
nothing hinders its progress* 

We had a first rate conference on the 6th of 
April in Manchester; but I suppose Br. Wood^ 
ruff has told yon all about it. 1 believe all the 
American brethren here, era tolerablv well, 
ihough we have all been quite poorly at time*. 
Bra. Stratton and Davis lold mo to send their 
kind love to you and all the Twelve. I am 
tolerably ;vrell at present, nnd 1 hope this will 
find you and family, and all the Twelve, and 
inquiring friends, enjoying tbe best of health 
and the blessings of heaven. 

We are gelling a tomb-stone over Br, Barter 
who lays sleeping in a little village called Idle, 
near this place. The inscription will be as fol- 
lows:— [See Elder Woodruff's letter in another 
column.] 

This is a cony of what will be put on the 
hea l stone. There will be a head stone and 
one stone that will lav fiat on the grave, and 1 
think one at the feet, hut I am not certain.— 
They will be beautiful stones when finished, 
and it is a beautiful place where he is laid ; and 
I judge the head atone will be as good a stand- 
ing preacher, aa a living one, for the people can 
not go into church without seeing it.

PALESTINE AND THE JEWS. 
A very respectable and numerous audience^ 
says the N. Y. Tribnne, were present at the 
Tabernacle last eveniug, to hear a lecture on 
this interesting subject from Rev. Riihv H. 
Herschelly a converted Jew, now viewing this 
country by invitation of the Society formelio?- 
ating the condition of the Jews. Mr, Herachell 
ha* resided for the last two years in Palestine, 
Syria and Asia Minor^ and consequently an un- 
usual interest and authenticity is attached to 
hie information. He commenced by saying it 
was a grateful taken to sec so many of the Gen- 
tile race present to express sympathy and in- 
terest in the cause of Israel, A description of 
the present state of tha city of Damascus was 
given, from which it appears that the glowing 
descriptions which are often heard of it are not 
very correct the city being unprepossessing in 
outward appearance and a mass of humble 
dwelliogs of the most wretched and uncleanlv 
appearance. The last massacre in Damascus 
was alluded to and a lucid history of the unfor- 
tunate event given, Mr. Herschell here men- 
tioned that the Jews were a grateful^ aflection* 
hie and a kind-hearted people and that these 
qualities have been shown in their apprecia- 
tion of the efforts of those who at that time aid. 
ed them with efficient succor. The state of 



Capernium and Bethsaida no vestiges remaii*— 
the words of the prophecy has been fulfilled. 

The approach to Jerusalem is represented to 
be desolate in the extreme — no road can be 
traced— *'the highways are desolate" — and this 
desolation seems purposely kept up, as if to 
fulfil the truth of the prophecy. A description 
of Mount Zion was £iven cf which it is said it 
C4 shall be ploughed as a £eld-> — such is now lit- 
erally the case, and a poor crop of barley is an- 
nuatly gathered from its sides, A gloom seems 
to hang over Jerusalem if sadnsis and mourn- 
ing were its constant attendants. On Mount 
Moriah there is now a Turkish Mosque, and if 
the Prophet Micah had been a painter ha could 
not have given a m >re exact picture cf its eX> 
isting state than is in the inspired volume. Mp. 
II. expressed his belief that the time was ap- 
proaching when the aspect of these thinga shall 
bp changed*-where the Turkish Mosque now 
stands will be the House of the Lord* Tltf* 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre was mentioned 
as the scene of the grossest idolatry that can be 
imagined. At certain seasons thousands of pil- 
grims come to see the ceremony of bringing 
Holy Fire from Heaven, which is pretended to 
be done by the priests, with the most impious 
and ridiculous associations. Many of the &o 
called Christiana there are only qo in the mera 
name. The Jewish population of Jerusalem 
Mr. Herschell estimates at between 3000 and 
4000; there they are generally computed at 
about twice that number. Their condition is 
generally very wretched, and starvation is more 
common in Jerusalem than in other parts of the 
i world. The endurance and self-sacrifice of the 
Jews is however the same, and no suffering can 
j alienate them from the promised land of their 
fathers and their religion. Their faith and sin- 
cerity are alike unshaken rind abiding. Mr. 
Herschell expressed his opinion that the Resto- 
ration of Israel is approaching to the long de- 
sired consummation — that events seem toihad- 
owthe prospect, and that it will occur in the 
manner mo?t to be desired by the pious Chris- 
tian and Philanthropist.

The Alt ^rney General of Mo., wrote the coun- 
sel employed by the church in Zion to prose- 
cute the mob, of which the following is a copy: 

"City of Jefferson, Nov. 21, 1833. 

Gentlemen: • ,*iH- - 

From conversation I have had with 
the Governor, I believe I am warranted in sav- 
ing to you, and through you to the Mormons, 
that if they desire to be replaced in their prop- 
erty, that is, their houses in Jackson county, 
an adequate force will be sent forthwith to ef- 
fect that object. Perhaps a direct application 
had better be made to him for that purpose^ if 
they wish thus to be repossessed. The militia 
have been ordered to hold themselves in readi- 
ness. 

If the Mormons will organize themselves into 
regular companies, or a regular company of mil- 
itia, either volunteers or otherwise, they will, 
T have no doubt, be supplied with public arm?. 
This must be upon application, therefore, as a 
volunteer company must be accepted by the 
Colonel, and that is a matter in his discretion 
perhaps the best way would be to organize and 
ttect officers as is done in ordinary cases, — not 
volunteers, you could give them the necessary 
d rections on these points. If the Colonel should 
■ to order an election of company officers 
after they have reported themselves to him fori 
that purpose, he would I presume, be court mar- 
tialled therefor, on a representation to the Gov- 
ernor of the facts. As only a certain quantity 
of public arms can be distributed in eoch coun- 
ty; those who first apply will be most likely to 
receive them. The less, therefore, that is said 
upon the subject the better.

Dear Sir: 

I have been requested by the Governor 
to inform him about the outrageous acts of un- 
paralleled violence that have lately happened in 
Jackson county, and have also been requested 
to examine into these outrages and take steps to 
iitiisli the gmlty and screen the innocent. 
I cannot proceed unless some person shall be 
willing to make the proper information before 
me. I now request you to inform me whether 



the Mormons are willing to take legal steps 
against the citizens of Jackson county? Wheth- 
er they wish to return there, or not, and let me 
know all the matters connected with this un- 
happy cilair. It will be necessary for you to 
see the persons injured, and be informed of their 
desires jand intentions. The military force will 
repair to Jackson county, to aid the execution 
of any order I make on this subject. Ee partic- 
ular in your information to me. I am willing to 
go any time to Jackson county, for the purpose 
of holding a court of inquiry, and binding over 
to keep the peace such persons as I shall think 
ought to be restrained. 

It is a disgrace to the state for such acts to 
happen within its limits, and the disgrace will 
attach to our official characters, if we neglect to 
take proper means to insure the punishment due 
such offenders. 

I wish to know whether Joshua Lewis and 
Hiram Page handed the writ to the sheriff of 
Jackson county, that I made and issued on their 
affidavit against some of the ringleaders of the 
mob in Jackson county, dated the sixth of this 
month. 

I will know why he refused b execute the 
writ, if it ever came to his hands* Enquire into 
this subject and let me know. I should be glad 
to see you and agree upon wiiat course to take. 
After you have sufficiently iniormed yourself, 
come down and see me, as you live near the 
scene of these outrages you are better able to 
receive all information necessary, and prepare 
for future action than I am. 

W rite me as soon as you are properly inform- 
ed, and state when you can come down and see 
me on this business. Keep copies of all the let- 
ters you write on this subject.

consequently they resnained on their plantations, 
receiving occasionally, a few individual threats 
till Ust Sunday, w hen a mob made their appear- 
ance among them; some with pistols cocked 
and presented to their breasts, commanding 
them to leave the county in three days, or they 
would tear their houses down over their heads,

Tuesday morning there were a number of the 
mob missing, and could not be accounted for, 
and white we were at Liberty landing, on Wed- 
nesday, a messenger rode up saying that he had 
just come from the seat of war, and that the 
night before another battle was fought, in 
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which Mr, Hicks fell, having three balls and » 
some buck shot through his body, and about 
twenty more shared a similar fate; and, also, 
that one or two of our men were killed, and as 
many wounded; and ho [Hyde] heard the can- 
nonading distinctly; and also, stated that the 
man who broke open the store took Gilbert, 
Phelps, and one more, for false imprisonment, 
and put them in prison, and as near as he could 
learn, never to let them escape alive." 

This statement of Elder Hyde, is somewhat 
different from that of Elder Phelps, who state 3 
that "on Friday night the brethren had mustered 
about forty or fifty men, armed, and marched in- 
to che village, took one priioner, and fired one 
gun; (through mistake) and on Saturday the 
mob fell upon our brethren above Blue, and one 
of Mansbip's sons was mortally wounded. On 
Monday n regular action was fought near Chris- 
tian Whitmer's under th« command of Elder 
David Whitmer. We had four wounded; they 
had five wounded and two killed, viz; Linville 
and Brazeal. From Friday till Tuesday, our 
brethren were under arms, when one hundred 
and fifty of them came forth, like Moroni, to 
battle. On Tuesday morning the mob had col- 
lected to the number of three hundred and be- 
fore any blood was shed, we agreed to go away 
immediately, and the enemy took ourguns. 3 * 

Elder Thelps also states, that * since the a- 
bove was written (viz: on the Gih,) another hor- 
rid scene has transpired : after our people sur- 
rendered their arms, a party of the mob went 
above Blue, and beg an to whip, and even mur- 
der; and the brethren have been driven into the 
woods, and are fleeing to the ferry; and also the 
mob have hired the ferryman to carry them a- : 
cross the river; [but they made the brethren 
pay the ferriage,] und it was reported that the 
mob had killed two more of the brethren,"

They wandered in deserts and 
in mountains, and in dens, and in caves of the 
earth; yet they all obtained a good report 
through faith; and amidst all their afflictions 
they rejoiced ttiat they were counted worthy to 
receive persecution for Christ's sake. 

We know not what we shall be called to pass 
through before Zion is delivered and established; 
therefore, we have great need to live near to 
God, and always be in strict obedience to all 
his commandments, that we may have a con- 
scitnecvoid of offence towards God and man.— 
It is your privilege to use every lawful means 
in your power to seek redress for your griev- 
ances of your enemies, and prosecute them to 
the extent of the law; but it will be impossible 
for us to render you any assistance in a tempo- 
ral point of view, as our means are already ex- 
hausted, and we are deeply in debt and know of 
no means whereby we shall be able to extricate 
ourselves.

"To Ins Excellency, Daniel Dunklin, Gov- 
ernor of the Sia'e of Missouri : We, the under- 
signed, leading members of the Church oi 
Christ, vulgarly called Mormons, would re- 
spectfully rtpresenl to your Excellency, in ad- 
dition to tiie petition presented to you by 
Messrs. Phelps and Hyde, and the affidavit of 
Messrs. Phelps, Gilbert and McLellin, after 
having read the letters of the Attorney Genera 1 
and District Judge of this circuit to Mr. Reese; 
that whereas, our society, men, women, and 
children, after having been in some case^ 
wounded, scourged, and threatened with death, 
have been driven by force of arm* from their 
lands, houses, and much of their property in 
Jackson county; — most of which lands, hous- 
es, and property have been possessed by the 



mob oi Jackson county, or others, and are now 
unlawfully detained from the use and posses- 
sion of our people. And that whereas our peo_ 
pie have been driven and scattered into the 
counties of Clay, Ray, Van Buren, Lafayette, 
and others, where in many cases, they ara des- 
titute of the common necessaries of life in this, 
even this winter season; and that whereas, the 
guns which were taken from our people, as set 
forth in the affidavit, aie kept from them ; — 
Therefore, in behalf of our society, which is to 
scattered and suffering, we, your petitioners, 
ask aid and assistance of your Excellency, that 
we may be restored to our lands, houses, and 
property, and protected in them by the militia 
of the state, if legal , or by a detachment of the 
United States Rangers, which might be located 
at Independence, instead of Cmtonmrnt Leav- 
enworth, till peace i3 restored. [This could 
be done probably, by conferring with the Pres- 
ident, or perhaps Colonel Dodge ] Also, we 
ask that our men may be organized into compp. 
nies of Jackson Guards, and be furnished with 
arms by the state, to assist in maintaining their 
rights against the unhallowed power of the mob 
of Jackson county : 

And then, when arrangements are marie to 
protect us in our persons and property, (which 
cannot be done without an armed force, nor 
would it be prudent to risk our lives there, 
without guards, till we receive Btrength from 
our friends, to protect ourselves,) we wish a 
court of enquiry instituted, to investigate the 
whole matier of the mob against the Mormon?; 
and we will ever pray.

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SUPERSTITION. 

As the elders have been commanded to study 
the history of countries and kingdoms, and 
make themselves acquainted with the manners 
and customs of the same* that they may be 
able to set forth the judgments and calamities 
that await this generation, in a clear and i*n" 
demanding manner, we thought it advisable 
to present the following sketch : — ». 

C mors Superstition AMoxa the Natives 
or Port Piuur.— The idea generally enter- 
tained by the bla cks, that ihey at their decease 
go to Van Diemcn's Land,, and come back 
white fellows, originated, no doubt, in this 
way* Buckley, on his first appearance among 
them, the fir^t European they had seen* was 
received among them as the re*appea ranee of a 
native just dead, whom in every respeet, ex" 
cept co or, he closely resembled : was fully be- 
lieved to be the very man ; was adopted bj the 
dend man's friends and tribe, and called bv his 
r^amr?. No doubt but the similaritv, fortunate- 
ly for Buckley, saved hit life. Afterwards, 
when settler?; streamed over from Van Piemen's 
Land, and the natives heard it mentioned al- 
most only as the place whence the white people 
came, and probably seeing man/ others in per- 
son or feature resembling their dead relatives, 
that they should huve such an idea is nothing 
singular or wonderful. Much more singular 
and curious ideas thev have; strange indeed is 
their n i n of death, or rather, that with the 
constant and palpable decay of the human 
frame before their eyes, they have no belief in 
death from natural causes, Alt deaths they 
consider to he the result of accident, malice, or 
magic. When a death occurs, they decide 
that the deceased person's kidney-fat has been 
stolen away in sleep by some enemy, aided by 
magic. T he body ia lied up immediately in a 
lump, tightly drawn together, body and limbs s 
by strips of bark or cords; and he and every 
kind of property belonging to him, scrupulous- 
ly and superstitiously — war implements, his 
waller-walltrt* or opossum- rug, guns, if he ha s 
any, even double-barrelled onee, although ever 
so highly valued — are broken; and these with 
the white and black money, in spite of itching 
hands longing to take it — every thing, in fact, 
goes with him into his grave, religiously.— 
Gravely also is it whispered into the ear of the 
dead man, that he may rest satis6ed in his 
grave; that his black friends will , without fail, 
avenge his death. And in consideration of 
this nrrangem^nt, he is requested to refrain 
from terrifying his old friends and tribe; that 
he must not haunt them with alien voices, or 
the foot-mat ks of strange feet about their en- 
campments. The mourners wear their white- 



paint mourning, never washing tnemselves, 
even if months should elapse before they hav« 
performed their vow to the deceased: when 
they have tasted the enemy's kidney-fat, the 
mourning ceases. This is a miserable super- 
stition, and causes a great deal of bloodshed. — 
To discover in what direction the enemy o^ 
the dead is to be found, thev take an insect, 
and observe in what direction itcrawli; and 
that is an infallible indication, In that quar- 
ter they go, no matter how far, the first native 
crossing their path is the murderer of the dead, 
and in his turn becomes the murdered, — How- 
iWs Impressions of Australia.

FUNERAL OF MRS. CAROLINE SMITH. 

A? half past 9 o'clock A. M., on Saturday 
the 24th til*-, a lengthy precession of carriages 
wai formed in front of the residence of Mrs, 
Emma Smith, widow of the martyred Joseph 
Smith, at the front of which rested, upon a 
hearse, the coffin that contained the lifeless re- 
mains of Mrs, Caroline Smith, deceased wife 
of Elder William Smith, of the quorum of the 
Twelve. 

At 7 o'clock P. M.j oi Thursday previous, 
her spirit took its flight to the spirit world, lea- 
ving her companion, two daughters, and nu- 
merous rela'ives and friends to mourn her loss 

The procession moved on slowly and majes- 
tically, and arrived at the stand east of the 
Temple, where it halted. The corpse wa? con- 
veyed in front of the stand; the mourners wtre 
seated around it, and at 10 o'clock the services 
were opened by prayer from Elder Page. 

After singing-, Elder Orson Pratt arose and 
delivered on addicts, of which the following i= 
the substance:— 

"We will read a few passages of scripture 
contained in the seventh chapter of the revela- 
tions of St. John, commencing at the ninth 
verse* [He read the remainder of the chap- 
ter] 

The words of our text, which will be a foun- 
dation upon which to predicate some remarks 
upon the present occasion, will be found in the 
forty-fourth verse of the fifteenth chapter of 
Paul's Epistle to the Corinthians: fc lt is sown 
a natural body; it is raised a spiritual body. 
There is a natural body, and there is a spirit- 
ual body** 

Brethren, sisters and friends, — we have as- 
sembled ourselves together, this morning, upon 
this solemn and important occasion, to pay our 
last earthly respects so a beloved sister, whose 
remains now lay before us. It is a custom 
among the nations of the earth to witness their 
respect for deceased friends by following them 
to the place of interment, and it is also a cus- 
tom with the Saints of the Most High God, to 
assemble themselves together to hear a word of 
consolation and instruction upon such occa- 
sion?, 

It may not be amiss to make a few remarks, 
this morning, upon the subject of the resurrec- 



tion of the dead. In reflecting upon this sub- 
ject, the mind is led to inquire: why is it that 
the human family are subject to death, to a 
separation ofsoul and body ? Why is it that the 
plan of the resurrtction was devised? Thee* 
are questions of vast importance, and are grat- 
ifying to Se understood. 

Death is no part of the original planofsalva 
tion; that is, the Almighty did not decree it 
from before the foundation of the world, inde- 
pender t of the agency of man. But u has been 
entailed upon us as a curse ; not in consequence 
of our own transgressions, but in consequence 
of the transgression of our first parents In the 

garden of Eden. 

In the morning of creation all things were 

pronounced good by the Creator, as they rolled 
into organized existence unsullied and without 
a curse. Man, the last and noblest of God's 
creation was placed in the garden of Eden, be- 
ing goverened by laws and restricted by com* 
mandments, not beingsubject to sickness, dis- 
ease, or death. Adam was placed upon the 
earth an immortal being- He was placed in 
the garden to dress, beautify and adorn i% and 
to hold the supremacy of power over all the 
things of God's creation. 

Instead of our first parents eating animal 
food, they subsisted upon htrb3 and the fruits 
of the earth, w hich were originally designed 
for the food of man, and hud they not trans- 
gressed they would have both been living upon 
ihe earth at the present day, as fair, as healthy, 
as beautiful and as free from sickness and 
death, as they were previous to the transgress- 
ion. What was that transgression? It was vi- 



olating a single commandment of God, and 
disregarding the counsel of these immortal be- 
ings who stood above them in authority. The 
Creator placed in ihe garden a certain tree and 
warned Adam that in the day he eat the fruit 
thereof he should surely die. He commanded 
him not to eat the fruit. His was a simple 
commandment ; but the violation of it subjected 
Adam to a fall from his exalted station in the 
favor of God. Consequently a curse was pass- 
ed upon all created things, and in the posterity 
of Adam were sown the seeds of dissolution. 

Some have imbibed The idea that the fruit of 
the tree which Adam was commanded not to 
eat, contained the properties of death, which, 
when eaten by Adam, diffused through his sys- 
tem the nature of mortality. This may be the 
case, and it may not; I do not pretend to say 
at present. It is sufficient, for the present oc* 
cation, for us to know that it was in conse- 
quence of transgression that misery and death 
entered this fair creation. And you who 
mourn the loss of friends, do not harbor the 
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idea that it ia in conseq uence of any sin of your 
own that you are deprived of the society of 
friende, and are subject, yourselves, to thr 
sting of death ♦ This is not the ease. 

I slid in the first of my remarks, that death 
was not devised by the Almighty independent 
of the agency of man. This you will perceive 
to be a correct remark, when you understand 
that notwithstanding Adam was an immortal 
being, yet he acted upon his agency, having 
the power, like one of us, to obey or disobey 
the commandments of God, That transgress* 
ion subjected him to a curse, and that was a 
fall from a state of immortality to that of mor- 
tality; consequently you see thai it was through 
his agency that deaih entered the world. The 
scriptures inform us in one place, that by one 
man death entered the world. Again it says: 
*As in Adam all die, even ?o in Christ shall all 
he made alive/ We also read in another text 
that in consequence of the transgression of one 
man , judgment was passed upon all men unto 
condemnation. These paseagts will bo suffi- 
cient 10 prove my s'aten ent^ ^ £ 
* Having examined briefly the origin and extent 
of the curse, let us now examine the extent of 
its duration, and see if any way has been de- 
vised by which it will ever be removed. For if 
there has not been a plan devised, then there is 
no resurrection of the dead; for the eifect of the 
curse upon Adam and his posterity was a fina' 
and complete destruction of the body. When 
death ensued, the spirit took its departure from 
the body, never to be united with it again, — 
This was to be the deplorable condition of the 
human family, a* d this w T ould have been their 
fate 3 had not an atonement been made, and a 
plan of redemption been devised. But, thanks 
be to the great Ruler of heaven and earth, an 
atonement has been made and a plan has been 
devised, by which the human family will be re- 
deemed from the curse and be brought up from 
their graves in a state of immortality and eternal 
life. Dry up your tears, brethren and sisters; : 
let your hearts rejoice with the assurance that 
we soon shall meet with those for whom we 
mourn, never more to be separated by death — 
Were it not for this atonement, it would be far 
better for our spirits had they never taken tab- 
ernacles. Deplorable would have been our 
condition to all eternity. 

The spirit of the Savior, trom the eternal 
world, looked down upon the condition of the 
human family, and in order that they might be 
redeemed he offered to come into the world, take 
a tabernacle and lay down his life as an atone- 
ment for the transgression of Adam, His wag a 
pure and holy spirit, having never been sullied 
by the commission oS sin, therefore the grave 



— 

could not retain him. He came and did the 
will of the Father, lived without the commis- 
sion of sin, laid down his life for the sins of the 
world; therefore was the atonement complete 
and the redemption universal. 

What is to be understood by the term spirit- 
ual body? I am aware that this is a difficult 
question to answer. The sectarian would sup- 
pose that a spirit is something capable of being 
every where present; that it can fly awav be- 
yond the bounds of time and space. 5 and be 
present there at the same time that it is present 
with us here. But as for the Saints of the Most 
High God, w e do not believe in the existence of 
any place or thing 'beyond the bounds of time 
and space,' neither do we believe in any imma- 
teriality, being connected with any of the cre- 
ations of God. We believe that spirit is as 
much a substance as the earth on which we 
move, yet it is ot a more refined substance and 
nature;— so refined that mortal eyes cannot be- 
hold} but when our sight becomes celestialized 
and strengthened, then can we behold spirit as 
distinctly as we now can behold one another.— 
What did Paul mean when he said it should be 
raised a spiritual body? Did he mean that the 
flesh and bone that would be raised would be 
spirit? No: But he meant that after bone had 
come together to its bone, and flesh and sinews 
had come upon the bones and they had been 
covered with skin, according to Ezekiel, that 
the form would be quickened to life by the spir- 
it of God, which would constitute it a spiritual 
body. 

Some people suppose that when a prrson 
dies his spirit enters immediately in:o those 
high degree* of glory, designed for them from 
before the foundaiion of the world. Tins is a 
mistaken idea. If you w ill examine the Bible, 
the Book of Mormon and the Book of Doctrine 
and Covenants, you will fiud that there is but 
very little recorded relative to the situation of 
the spirit after it Laves the body, before it 
again unites with iheeame. But it is revealed 
in the Book of Mormon that the spirit goes 
back to the Father of all spirits, and finds a 
place of rest, where it will remain until the 
resurrection, when it will a^ain possess the 
body that it laid down in consequence of the 
curse, and thus be prepared to enter upon high- 
er exaltations and glories in the eternal world- 
During the period of this srparaion the spirit 
will not be employed in ministering to beings 
of flesh and bone; but they w ill minister to 
theirown kind; they will be ministers to the 
world of spirits, preaching the gospel to those 
who did not embrace it previous to their sepa- 
ration from their bodies. How do you think 
the spirit of the Savior spent the three days that 
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intervened between bis crucifixion and his re- 
surrection! Did he sit down in his Father's 
kingdom and do nothing but slap his hands and 
sing praises? 11 Father unfolded to him the 
world of spirits. He looked upon them and 
saw t fiat they were his lawful, legitimate broth- 
ers and sisters in the spirit, that they all de- 
scended fioin the same Father, and lie pos- 
sessed the natural feeling of anxiety to redeem 
liia kindred from their situation. The Father 
commissioned him to preach the gospel to them

about the meaning of some remarks made by

are to be kings and priests to God to all eterni- 
ty,) unless they have been ordained thereto in 
this life, previous to their death, or by some; 
friend acting as proxy for them afterwards, and 
receiving it for them. What is it to be kings 
and priests? It is *o have honor, authority and 
dominion, having kingdoms to pieside over, 
and subjects to govern, and possessing the 
ability ever to increase their authority and glo- 
ry, and extend their dominion, 

Paul perfectly understood that the Saints 
would not receive their crowns of reward until 
after the resurrection, when he remarked: — 
'I have fought the good fight; I have kept the 
faith; and from henceforth is a crown of glory 
laid up for me, which the Lord the righteous 
Judge shall give me at that day, and not only 
me, but to all those who love his appearing 1 

Our beloved sister, whose remains are now 



al, and alsj concerning some expressions m 
the editorial connected therewith; and as the 
nature of the office of Patriarch, does not seem 
to be fully understood, we thought a little ex- 
planation on this point m'ght not be amiss. 

So far os the editorial is concerned it was 
wri ten rather hastily by our junior editor, W" 
W, Phelp?, and did not come under our notice 
until after it was published. There are some 
expressions contained in it, which might have 
j been worded better and have rendered it less 
subject to criticism; but he assures us that no 
such intention was intended to be conveyed as 
that which is conceived by some. And con- 
cerning Brother Wm. Smith, we are better ac- 
quainted with bim, and with his views, than to 
believe that he intended to convey any such 
idea as the one which some persons would put 
upon, or gather from his sayings* 
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In regard to the office of Patriarch, William 
Smith has been oruained Patriarch to the 
church; but he is not the on'y Patriarch, but 
would act as a senior Patriarch, holding the 
keys of that priesthood ; and hie labors would 
be more especially connected with the church 
in 7Aon ; and he would iske the lead, priori* 
tj 9 or presidency of the Patriarchal office in 
this plnce; and in this capacity if there 
»houfd be a council of Patriarch*, he as a mat- 
ter of course would preside by right of office — 
But eveiy legally ordained Patriarch has the 
fame right to bless that he has, and their ad- 
ministrations are just as legal os his are. Ev- 
ery ordinance that is administered by a legal 
administrator, is legal. A priest has jusi os 
much right to baptize a person fur the remission 
of sins ae an eMer, a high pries', or an apostle; 
but he cannot Icy on hands for the gift of the 
Holy Ghost, because he does not posess the au- j 
thority to do it; but an elder does, «nd an elder's 
administration would be just as legal as the ad- 
minirration of any of the beforemeniioned per- 
sons, or as that of the president of the church. 

Every father, after he has received his patri- 
archal blessing, i* a Patriarch to his own fami- 
ly; and has the right to confer patriarchal bles- 
sings upon his family; which blessings will be 
just as legal asthoFe conferred bv any Patriarch 
of the church i in (act it is liis right ; and a Pa- 
triarch in blessing his children, can only bless 
as his mouth-piece, 

A Patriarch to fhe church is appointed to 
bless those who are orphans, or have no father 
in the church to bless them , Notas stated in. 
advcrientlw in the editorial above alluded 10 
»*to bless all, ami such as have not a father to 
do it,* 1 for this he could not do, where the 
church is so extensive ; the burthen would be 
too onerous; hence other Patriarchs have been 
ordained, both in this countrv, and in England, 
to assist the Patriarch to the church, and hence 
the provision made ip the Book of Doctrine 
and Covenants: u \\ is the duty of the Twelve, 
in all large branches of the church, to ordain 
evangelical ministers* (Patriarchs) as they shall 
be detonated unto them bv revelation/' Pftffi 
104. And should any of those Patriarchs re* 
move hrre, they have just as much right to ad- , 
minitfrr in their patriarchal office under the di- 
rection of the patriarch to the church, as an el- 
der or priest would, who should remove from 
one of the brandies ti» this* place, under the di- 
rection of the presidency. Brother Wrn. Smith 
however, '-holds the keys of the patriarchal 
blessings upon the heads of all my people/' and 
would of necessity have the seniority, and of 
course the priority and presidency; yet it would 
be left for those who wished to be administered 



to, to make their choice; just as much as it 
would for a candidate for baptism to choose 
who should administer to him. 

The above is the true doctrine of the church 
in regard to this matter, and we ppeak o( it for 
the information of the brethren at large, lest 
i hose who may have received their patriarchal 
blessings from other sources, or from their fa- 
thers, might be tempted to think they were of 
no avail, and also, to set at rest this agitated 
question. 

We now proceed to answer some of the re* 
marks which we have heard: 

We have been asked, "Does not patriarch 
over the whole church" place Brother William 
Smith at the head of the whole church as pres- 
ident ? 

Ana. No. Brother William is not patriarch 
over the whole church; but patriarch to the 
church, and as such he was ordained, Th« 
expression ' ( over the whole church, 1 ' is a mis' 
take made by W. W. Phelps. He is patriarch 
to the church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saint*. The Twelve are commanded to ordain 
evangelical ministe rs in all large branches of 
ihe church abroad, and who has charge over 
litem, the patriarch ? No, Those who ordain- 
ed them, and to whom is committed the power 
and authority to regulate all the affairs of thu 
churches abroad. And who has the charge of 
the whole priesthood here? Ans . The presi- 
dency of the church; and not the patriarch. 

But does not the Book of Doctrine and Cove- 
nants sav, 

i* first, I give unto you Hyrum Smith to be a 
Patriarch unto you to hold the seating blessings 
of my church, even the Holy Spirit of promise 
whereby ye are sealed up unto the day of re* 
demption, that ye may not fall." 

Yes, But that is in regard to seniority not 
in regard to authority in priesthood, for it im- 
mediately follows, "I give unto you my serv" 
ant Joseph to be a presiding elder over all my 
church.*' In page 110, D. C. we read * 4 [he duty 
of president of the office ofth*5 high priest- 
hood, is to preside over the whole church, and 
to be like unto Moses. 1 ' And from this it is 
evident that the president of the church, not the 
patriarch, is appointed bv God to preside* 
| But does not the Patriarch stand in the same 
relationship to the church, as Adam did to his 
family, and as Abraham and Jacob did to 
theirs) No, This is another mistake which i 9 
made by our junior, and one that may be very 
easily made inadvertantly. Adam wus the 
natural father of his posterity, who were his 
family and over whom he presided as patri- 
arch, prophet, priest, and king. Both Abra- 
ham and Jacob stood in the same relationship

to their families. But not so with Father Jo- 
seph Smith, Hyrum Smithy or William Smith. 
They were not the natural fathers of the church, 
and could not stand m the same capacity as 
Adam, Abraham, or Jacob; but inasmuch a? 
there had been none to bless for generations 
past, according to the ancient order, they 
were ordained and set apart for the purpose of 
confYrrin^ patriarchal blessing*, to hold the 
keys of ihis priesthood, and unlock the door, 
th a i had long been closed upon the human 
family: that blessings might again be conft-rred 
according to the ancient order, and those who 
were orphan?, or had no father to bless them, 
might receive it through a patriarch who 
should act us proxy for their father, and that 
fathers might again be enabled to act as patri- 
archs to their families, and bless 'heir children, 
For like all other ordinances in the church 
this had been neglected; and must needs be 
restored. But Father Joseph Smith was not 
president of the church, nor the president's 
counsel. Not was Hyrum Smith either presi- 
dent or president's counsel. He was once 
counsel but when he was ordained patriarch 
he gave it up and another was ordained in his 
stead, (Win. Law) and in all probability if 
l*r, W illiam magnifies his calling he will not 
be ab'e hencefdtlh to attend to the duties of an 
apostle; but officiate in the same capacity in 
regard to blessing as his brother Hyrum did- Noll 
as president of the chuTch; but as patriarch to 
it. * : ^■'wSMlwA t tl.li 4 Int/. 

The president of the church presides over alt 
patriarchs, presidents, and councils of the church; 
and this presidency does not depend so much 
upon genealogy as upon calling, order, and ee" 
mority. James and Joscs were ihe brother* of 
Jesus, and John was his beloved diJciple, yet 
Peter held the keys and presided over all ihe 
church. Br. William was in the Quorum of 
the Twelve yet he was not president of the 
Twelve during his brother's lifetime, nor since; 
and if being ordained a patriarch would make 
him president of the church, it would have 
made Father Joseph Smith and Hyrum Smith, 
presidents over the church instead of Joseph. 

Dr. William understands the matter, and 
were it not for the folly of some men there, 
would be no necessity for these remarks. 

A Patriarch is what is termed in scripture 
an evangelist, and Br. William acts in that ca- 
pacity, and God placed in the church "first 
apostle*," not first evangelists, but the presi- 
dent stands in the same relationship to the 
church as Moses did to the children of Israel, 
according to the revelations.

We think that everyone will see that Br. 
William Smith ■s patriarchal office will not el- 
alt him higher in regard to priesthood than he 
was before, as one of the Twelve; but will 
rather change the nature of his office. 

But will it take any thing from his priest- 
hood? it may be asked. No. You cannot 
take any man ? 3 priesthood away without trans- 
gression. Br. William will still retain the 
same power, priesthood and authority that ha 
did before, and yet will hoM in connexion 
with that the patriarchal office and the keys of 
that priesthood, and as one of the Twelve 
must mainfain his dignity as one of the presi" 
dents of the church, of whom President Brig- 
ham Young is ihe president and head, and 
presides over all patriarchs, presidents and 
councils of the church* 



THE NAME OF THE CHURCH.

ter-dav Saints, scattered abroad in all the world ; 
FOR THI S SHALL MY CHURCH RECAL- 
LED IN THE LAST DAYS, EVEN THE 
CHURCH OF JESUS CHRIST OF LATTER- 
DAY SAINTS."

GRAVE YARDS IN CITIES . j 
The subject of metropolitan burial place-, 
says an exchange paper, has often been discus- 
sed; hut without the production of any benefi- 
cial result?. It is an established fact thai city 
graveyards exhale noxious gasses from which 
ensue horrible disease, and as is natural, drain 
itself. The gassca produced by decomposition, 
it has been ascertained, ore often strong enough 
to burst off the lids of euffins. 

Abuses, too, are practised by the owners and 
directors of these city receptades of the dead 
Recently, in London, a develjpenifnt was 
made which proved that in a burvhig ground 
of two acres in size j\flten hundred int«-rments 
had been annually made. As it is well known 
that a quart cannot be put into a gill measure, 
this expose excited suspicion that all was not 
right, ond so witnesses were called to testify, 
amorg other things, to the number of bodies 
interred in one grave, One of these witnesse* 
testified thai eight bodies were put in one 
grave, and that the grave was generally eigh 1 
feet deep only. The coffins of adults were pu: 
in length-wise, and the coffins of children fit 
tach end. The following is a portion of the 
examination : 

"How often do vou remove the dead to make 
room for more ? ?? 

(, We do not remove the bodies of rdulrs." 

"Thai seems to imply that vou do remove 
those of children ?" 

**Not until they are decayed; when the rod 
goes through them (great sensation 

We have seen the rod operation performed 
in yards in this citv. Another witness declar 
ed that ^she had seen the crave-diggers throw j 
up parts of human bodies, and then chop it np 
with their shovels. Saw one of them seize a 
a corpse by tne ha ; r, and on that occasion she 
cried out and the men threw in the ilesh and 



cuvered it wi:h elav. title now added tuai 
since her last examination she saw Smith, one 
of the grave-diggers, carrying the bottom and 
lid of a coffin towards the bone-house. It wa? 
at six o^clock on Wednesday morning. Had 
seen the grave- diggers throw up dark heavy 
lumps. Could not at first tell what it was, bu l 
afterwards knew it to be human flesh. The 
man in the grave tossed it up on the day. He 
would then come up and pick the hair up; saw 
very long hair at one time upon the clay." — 
This traffic seems worse than the purchase and 
sale of live human beings. Much worse, 

(ttr Upon this subject we would remark, 
that 'the dead" are not treated with proper re- 
spect in large cities and other places- In old 
times the "dead" were respected as much as the 
living. We read many important interments 
in the scriptures. In Genesis we find: 

u And Abraham hearkened un;o Ephron ; and 
Abraham weighed ro Ephron the silver, which 
he had ninm/d in tr e audience of the sons ot 
lleth, four hundred shekels of silver current 
money with the merchant. 

And the field of Ephron, which was in Mach- 
pclah, which was before Mamre, the held, and 
the cave which was therein, and all the trees 
that were in the field, that were in all the bor- 
ders round about, were made sure, 

Uoto Abraham for a possession, in the pres* 
ence of the child/en of Heth, before aU that 
went in at the gate of his city. 

And after this, Abraham buried Sarah his 
wife in the cave of the field of Machpelah, be" 
fore Mamre : the same is Hebron in the land o 4 
Canaan, 

And the field, and the cave that is '-he 16 in, 
were made sure unto Abraham, for a possession 
of a buryinir-place, by the sons of Heth. 

And when Abraham had filled the measure 
of his days, eave up the ghost and died and was 
gathered unto his people, hi3aons Isaac and 
IshmacI buried him in the enve of Machpclah* 
in the field of Ephron the son of Zohar the 
Uittite, which is before Mamre," 

The receptacles of the "dead"' have been held 
sacred in all ages ; by the civilized and the sav- 
age. Look at the mummies from the cata- 
combs of Egypt. Look at the mounds of Amer- 
ica, and reflect what noble spirits must have 
actuated the beans of the living for the dead, 
among the nations that have passed from the 
world like the mighty waters of a great river, 
leaving nothing but the sand of its banks to 
point us to w here it once was, 

Embalming, too, is not destitute of the hon- 
or of old times. We read that "Joseph com- 
manded hi? servants the physicians to embalm 
his father : and the physicians embalmed Israel. 
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And fony days were fulfilled for him; for so 
are fulfilled the days of those which are em- 
balmed; and the Egyptians mourned for him 

thtee-score and ten days. 

And Pharaoh said, go up, and bury thy father 
according as he made thee swear. 

And Joseph went up to bury his father; and 
wuh him went up all the servants of Pharaoh, 
the elders of his house, and all the eiders of the 
land of Egypt. 

And hid sonsdid unto him according as he 
commanded them: 

For hit? sons carried him into the land of Ca- 
naan, and buried him in the cave of the field of 
Machpelah, which Abraham bought with the 
field, tor a possession of a burying-pl&ce, of 
Ephron the Hitlite, before Mature," 

After reflecting upon what men have done; 
the honor they have shown to the dead in days 
and aiies passed and gone, it gives an honorable 
person, a saint, or a feeling man, hoi rible sensa- 
tions to read such inhumanity as is expressed 
in the piece above copied from one of the time 
chroniclers of the day, There is certainlv 
trouble enough among the living, withou: 
troubling the mould* ring remains of the dead. 
\\ hen revenge ana hatred are steeping their 
garments in gcre, and every man's hand 
against his neighbor, suppose the wtrd goes 
forth, u Lct the dead bury their fitad^ — will there ! 
not be a feast for the beasts of the field, and the 
fowls of the air? He that hath ears to hear let' 
him hear, and ' honor the dead."

CONFERENCE MINUTES-

GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

SUNDAY MORN TNG. 

This annual and most interesting meeting 
was held on the 6fhof April, in the Hall of Sci- 
ence, Manchester. The day being favorable, 
i *ery large assembly congregated from the 
neighboring branches, who, together with the 
numerous delegates from different pans of tije 
country, filled the commodious hall, and pre- 
sented a very pleasing appearance . 

T!:e meeting being called to order at half 
ran ten o'clock by Elder Mihon Holme?, ii 
was carried unanimously that Elder Wilford 
Woodruff preside, and that Elder William 

alker, and Elder J. B. Meynell act o 8 cU i\b 
of ike conference. 

The sixteenth hymn being sung, Elder 
Woodruff offered up prayer, when the first 
hymn was sung, after wnich the number of 
uT^ers preac nt wa? called for, when it appeared 
of the presidency, Elder W. Woodruff, one of 
uorum of the Twelve, Counsellors Reu- 
ben Hedlock and Thomas Ward— high prie&ts 
eight — of the Quorum of the Seventies, five — 
elders, aevon*y-$even — priests, aixtv-aix— tea- 
chers, thirty-seven — deacons, seven . 

Eder Woodruff having made eome remarks 
uj tho deiegites as to the order of representa- 
tion, the delegates were called upon to make 
their respective statenten s. 

Two hundred and forty-foui branches, con- 
taining about ten thousand Saint*, were 
represented: a-nong whom were ten high 
priced, three hundred and ninety elders, six 
hundred and fifteen priest?, three hundred and 
eleven teacher*, and on* bundrad and sixty- 



four deacons, one thousand nine hundred nn . 
ten had been baptized since the October con- 
ference* 

The meeting being cloi^d by singing and 
prayer, adjourned until the afternoon. 

AFTERNOON SERVICE. 

Meeting opened by singing 'he 142nd hymn, 
after which Elder Ward engaged in prayer,— 
The sacrament was then administered by Ei- 
der J < D . Ross. 

Elder Ward made a few remarks upon the 
necessity of attending upon the ordinance of 
the Lord';? fluppe' . 

Elder Hedlock then spoke on the purpose of 
a general conference, and '.he necossi'y ot uni- 
ty o; feeling and action, and of ord* r in the 
cooferences, remarking that branches raised 
up since last conference cannot form them- 
selves into conferences without the decision of 
a general conference, and persons seeking to 
render themselves independent of those who 
were appointed by the last general conference^ 
are out of order, and violating the laws of the 
kingdom of God. He remarked thai the presi- 
ding elders of branches should be associated 
with the officers of those bianches in doin" all 
things in righteousness for ro'Iing onward the 
kingdom of God; and also, that the pre^ideMs 
of conferences should be united with the pre- 
siding officers of branches in the same grefit 
cause. Thua should all be united in the gr^a: 
purpose in which they were engaged, vis., tho 
salvation of the human family . Tne occasion- 
al offences that arise from individuals who.e 
minds are too contracted to grasp the sublimi- 
ty of the subject of sahmion, we should learn 
to endure, and exercise forgiveness rather ibau 
raise an obstacle against the progress of the 
work, ffe exhorted the audience to exert 
themselves to live as eaint* to day, and if such 
was their continued purpose, they would not 
err very far from the path of rectitude. 

The president then called for the delegates 
to represent the cnndttion and standing of Hie 
conferences* 

Elder Mihon Holmes <i the Manchester 
conference to be in a very good condition; the 
prospects, indeed, were very cheering, perhaps 
more so than at any other pet^d, and everv 
thing seemed to foretell the reaping of a rirh 
harvest.

He was, however, glad to say 
that though Cheltenham had, as it were, been 
torn up by the roots bv persona who had never 
been sent there, yet he rejoiced to say that now 
the people were willing to listen to counsel 
and the spirit of love and onion was in their 
midst, indeed their condition was better than 
it had been for three veats, and there was a 
great work to do. 

Elder Robert Martin said That the members 
in the Bedforshire conference, wirh very few 
exceptions, were saints indeed, many of them 
were of lorn- standing. A sfood foundation 
had been laid, and the difficulties that had for a 
considerable time troubled the churches were 
removed, and the principles are now much in* 
quired after, and he felt assured that with wis-

E d r Thoma* Margetts stated that the Lei- 
cestershire conference was not in so good a 
condition as he could wish to see it. The ex- 
perience of the last six months had been very 
Irving, but after all profitable. When an as" 
ptring =pirit arises, it is calculated to do much 
mischief; it had been so there, but the results 
he had no doubt would be beneficial; but not- 
withstanding all things the prospects were 
still better than ever, and their congregations 
were crowded to excess He earnestly request- 
ed a visit from some of the presidency as early 
as possible. 

Elder Thomas Smith stated that the Bath 
conference was in good sianding, union and 
love prevailed in their midst, the gift* and 
blessing of the spirit of God were abundant, 
the councils were conducted in peace and love, 
and the prospects were very encouraging. 

Elder William Walker remark ed in refer- 



ence to Hull, that when he was sent there, He 
could not in his address say brethren and sis* 
ters, for there was but oiie sister there. He 
continued his labors by preaching at the dock 
side to hundreds of people, but apparently in 
vain. He was at times almost in despair, hut 
nevertheless he received encouragement from 
the word of God, and continued his labors. — 
He remarked also that that the books of the 
church had been a great instrumentality in 
propagating the work in that neighborhood.— 
The prospects were now encouraging, and the 
I minds of the people were in Some measure 
turned to the contemplation of the principles of 
truth. 

Elder Dan Jones, from Wales, rose, under an 
attack of the fever and ague, and remarked that 
he believed it was the intention of the evil one 
to prevent him speaking that evening, but he 
was determined to bear his testimony in spite 
of every opposing power. He said that he 
came not in the character of a delegate ; be re- 
presented no conference ; for if he had but bap- 
tized one, he should be able to represent three. 
But he would speak of a nation renowned in 
history, one of the most ancient nations of the 
earth, who had never been subdued, and to 
whom he hoped to be instrumental in bearing 
the tidings of the work of God, in the laat days, 
fie enlarged on the characteristics of his peo- 
ple in a manner, and witli an eloquence, that 
told how atdenily he loved his ha'ive tribe and 
his father-lnnd. He remarked that, formanv 
years, as a mariner, he had been in search ot 
the principles of truth — he had sought it in al- 
most every clime— among the red men of the 
woods, or the civilized denizens of ihe city, 
but he had found it not until he earon in 
contact with the followers ot the prophet 
oi the Lord, the notorious Joseph Smith; 
but of that despised individual he would bear 
his testimony, and though he might feet more 
at home among a tribe of Indians, or on the 
deck of n ship, than upon that platform and 
before such an audience, yet he would not 
flinch from bearing a faithful testimony to the 
character of the servant of the Lord. He had 
been with him in the domestic circle, he had 
been with him in peril and in prison, and only 
left him about an hour before the murderous 
deed of his assassination was perpetrated; and 
lie had now come in obedience to the counsel 
of the martyred prophet, as a messenger to h?s 
native land, to bear testimony of the work for 
which his brother had died, and which he had 
sealed with his blood. [We would here remark 
that wc are utterly incapable of doing anything 
like justice to the address of Captain Jones, 
for though delivered while struggling with dia- 
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ease, mob was it* effect upon ourselves, and 
we ado believe upon others, that we ceased ta 
write, in order io give way to the effect pro- 
d iced upon our feelings.] 

Elder Wiljiam Henehaw stated that Merthvr

completed, and one fast hastening to its com- 
pletion. After enumerating many other thing?, 
which, from the rapidity of his utterance, we 
failed to note, he remarked that the condition 
of the churches in America wag more encour- 
aging than at any former period in the history 
c f the church. The saints were more univer- 
sally of one heart and one mind, and the spirit 
of Elijah's God was in their midst. He then 
uJdre^sed himself to the elders and officers by 
whom he was surrounded, exhorting them in 
all cases to abide by the taws of the land, and, 
that no man, by keeping ihe laws of the king- 
dom ot God, need violate the laws of the 
realm: that no one who infringed upon those 
laws in any manner would be sustained by the 
authorities of the church. We had nothing to 
do with the laws but to keep then . He fur* 
ther remarked that elder*, generally, raUed up 
churches like unto themselves, and therefore 
It bthoved them to be an example to their 
ilocks in all things that were holy and right- 
eous. The kingdom of God was a kingdom 
of order, and a spirit of ord' r ought To charac- 
terise every bnnch of the church. He rejoiced 
-ouch in assembling with them that day, and 
in meeting such a va«c concourse of brethren 
and sisters as greeted his eyes that day: he re- 
joiced nko to find things throughout the land! 
in to good a condition as they were. He fur- 
ther exhorted the saints not to be discouraged 
hy their trials, but to contemplate the course 
of the Savior, from the manger to the cross; he 
sought not for peace and popularity, but for the 
salvation of men. It wse no sign, because men 
were poor that they could not be useful and 
successful in propagating the principles of 
truth; let us but remember from whence our 



power comes, and forget not, what Elder Ward 
often endeavors to teach us, thai union is 
strength, that tbe grand secret of our success 
lies in being of one heart and of one mind : 
but, that on the contrary, division stops all 
blessings, and closes the luavens against u*. 
Yes, he would say, the heavens were full 01 
blessings for the saints, bin union and pe&ce 
amongst us could alone call them down upor 
us. He would, therefore, call upon them, for 
God ; *&ake, to be united in all things periain- 
ing to tbe rolling onward of the kingdom o-t 
our Lord and Savior Jeeus Christ, The meet 
ing was then closed with singing and prayer, 
and adjourned until the next morning, to as- 
semble in the large room in Bridge-street, t: 
ten o'clock . 

M ON DAY MORNING* 

The meeting beincj opened by singinp am. 
prayer, EiJer Woodruff proceeded to speak ©n 
the great principles that should actuate the 
servants of the Lord, exhorting them to lay 
aside all principles of selfishness, and act ac- 
cording to counsel. To labor for the good o! 
all, acting as one man before the Lord* in or- 
der to do the best for the welfare of the kingdom 
of God* 

Eider Hedlock spoke on the condition of the 
church in Nauvoo, how they had suffered from 
time to time from unrighteous men getting in- 
to their society, who had lost sight of the grear 
principles of the kingdom of God,— and who 
sought only to a^srandize themselves at the 
expense of the entire community. Individuals 
h&d been amongst them at on ear:v period, who 
had made extensive purchases of land, which 
hod been enhanced in value by the gathering 
of the eaintp, and thus they had taken at. ad- 
vantage of the people by disposing of their 
purchases at an exorbitant rate of profit* They 
had also had to suffer from various repeated 
law suits that had impoverished their resource^ 
that otherwise might have been employed in 
providing labor for the poor. He had koked 
at their situation, and he felt anxious for the 
adoption of some plan that might mutually 
benefit all. He was desirous of preventing the 
spirit of monopoly from entering into their 
midst, and white he now contemplated as it 
were the energies of the people being thrown 
away amongst :beir enemies, he wished to 
adopt such means as should preserve aniongsi 
themselves the combined industry of the saints 
for the good of all. He then stated his views 
of the objects to be accomplished, and the ben- 
efit arising from the proposed scheme of a joint 
stock company, that should unite the efforts of 
the saints on both sides of the water for the 
good of all. He stated that the shareholders 
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would be benefited by the adoption of such a 
plan,, inasmuch as the capital so employed, bv 
vicious management, would :n a few yeats 
double its capital. He further remarked thai 
there must be a channel of com rut mention be- 
tween the joints on both eides the Atlantic for 
the mutual benefit of all. He further remark* 
ed that >here was a variety of means by which 
these ends might be accomplished, by procu- 
ring freight for ships, by prjeuring provisions 
tor emigration from our brethren in the west, 
which, placed in bond in this country, would 
be a great advantage in the supply of sea stores 
tothoee that emigrated* He wanted also agents 
in all parts of the country to assist in the busi-; 
nees of (migration, by posting our bil!s when' 
we bad ships in hand, and by procuring pass-! 
a ngers, which would afford a fair remuneration ! 
for labor on business-like principles. All That 
wt wanted was men of business to en'-er into 
this work, which must ultima'elv work for the 
good of all. 

Elder Ward then remarked that the grear 
point befoie the meeting wn*, wheth< -he 
scheme announced in the lait Millennial !^tar 
to the conferc nee? wag to be adopted or not. 

It was then unanimously vored that such a 
plan or association as that proposod shou'd be 
adopfed. 

It was then unanimously voted that Brothers 
Wilson, Caruiherg, McEwan, thrown, Clark, 
Milnes, Mason, Banks, Johnson, and Flint, 
resolve themselves into a committee to draw 
up resolutions, to be examined and discussed 
by the conference, and that they retire into ib e 
aborning room for that purpose* 

The brethren of the committee having re- 
tired, Elder Woodruff called ihe attention of 
the conference 10 the various business lying 
before them in relation lo the churches* 

Elder Woodruff first called for those breth-j 
ren who were so situated as to give themselves 
op to the ministry, when there arose Elders J. 
D. Ross, James Ure, Glaud Roger, E. H. Webb, 
James Houston, Robert Crook, George Slater, 
Thos. Margetts, E. II Davis, John Allen, J. A. 
Stratton, E. F* Sheets, William Walker, C. 
Miller, Milton Holmes, Leonard Hardy, Gee. 
Eyrr, William Speakman, Thos. Day, flenrv 
CuCrden, G. P. Waugh, Dan Jonee, William 
Henshaw, William Allen, Thomas Smith, (of 
Worcester,) Thomas Smith, (of Bath,) Philip 
Westwood, Charles Phelps, Hiram Clark, John 
Banks, John Johnson. Tne three last named 
were added, though the brethren had retired 
on committee. 

The c^ee then arose, before alluded to, in 
reference to the Worcestershire conference, 
hich led to a variety of excellent teaching

1FTERNOON SERVICE, 

T; e service being opened as usual, Eider 
Ward ro=e to make some remarks on the re- 
sponsibility ol all connected with t!ie kingdom 
of God. As individual members of the church 
we were by no means exempt from ihis, inas- 
much as it was every man and woman's duty 
to warn their neighbor* And as we received 
any portion cf the authority of the holy priest- 
hood, that responsibility increased, and he 
would assure the meeting that the presidency 
in this land justly estimated the importance of 
the position they cccupied, and were well 
aware that they were answerable to God for 
whatever measures they adopted in connexion 
with their superintendence of this portion ci 
his vineyard ; and as they had no individual or 
party feelingr, the sainie might rest assured 
that all measures which ihcy might seek :o 
can v, would be with a single eye to the glorj 
of God. 

Elder Hedlock then followed on the lame 
principles . 

The condition of the Macclesfield confer- 
ence was then laid before the meeting, when 
it was carried unanimously that Elder William 
Walker (late of Hu'lj go and labor there, un- 
der the presidency of Eider James Galley. 

Elder Robert Crook having stated the necessi- 
ty of some young active laborer oe.ng sent icto

was most hear'ily responded io.

Elder John Johnson, president of the Chel- 
tenham conference, being absent on rhe com- 
mittee, Elder Phelps was called upon to lay 
the circumstance? of the conference before the 
meeting, in relation to a lawsuit now pending 
It appeared that the saints had been subject to 
interruption in their meetings of the most out- 
rageous and disgraceful character, notwith- 
standing they rneiin a place regular! v certified; 
that being obliged to have recourse to law in 
their own defence, they bad been, and expect- 
ed to be still more, involved in expenses, which 
without assistance they were not able to niett 
Elder Woodruff remarked, that circumstances 
like those in the Cheltenham conference migh 1 
he the lot of any other, and that it behooved us 
to pympathiee with our brethren, and render 
them what assistance we could. 

It was then unanimously resolved, that the 
presidents of conferences lay the cafe before 
the churches, and that the saints Vie exhoTted 
to render what assistance they can, forwarding 
the same to Liverpool as early as possible, to 
be remitted to Elder Johnson. 

Elder Ward made some remarks on conform- 
ity to the laws of the land, exhorting the breth- 
ren never to resort to physical force when op- 
pressed bythiir enemies, inasmuch as there 
was abundant protection in the laws, when 
justly administered. He requested the breth- 
ren, that when they had acted according to 
principle* of righteousness, and the laws of the 
land, in all tilings, and yet couV not get pro- 
tection or redress from the magistrates, thru 
they would send him the addresses of such per- 
sons, and he would adopt measures to teach 
Hum their duty. He had been under the ne- 
cessity of w iting to two magistrates, and it be- 
hoved all the servants of ihe Lord to become

as much as possib'e, acquainted with the laws 
of i he land. 

The Committee of ihe J Am Slock Company 
then making their entrance, it was carried 
unanimously, that the artichs which had been 
drawn up by the Committee be read before the 
meeting, consecutively, and afterwards item by 
item, lobe discussed by the conference. 

After the reading of ihe articles, 

Elder Ward rose, in the first place, to move a 



vol** of thanks to the brethren of the committee 
tor their very arduous labor, in the production 
of the articles which had now betn read, and 
which had occupied the committee some nine- 
teen hours* This vire was most heartilv and 
unatnmous 1 v carried. 

Elder Thomas Wilson, president of the com- 
mittee, then returned thanks. 

Elder Iledlock rose to express his* gratifica* 
tion at the result of the committee* so far, and 
as he had heen the first to surest the plan, he 
fell much to rejoice at the prospect of its uhi- 
matp success. 

It was then voted that Brother Brown read 
the articles one by one for the consideration of 
the conference. 

AFTERNOON' SERVTCE. 

The service beinir opened as usnaJ, the fol- 
lowing articles were for the time being agreed i 
upon. Wo shall not here present the remarksj 
made upon each as it passed, but merely quote 
each article as it was decided upon. 

1. That this Joint Stock Company be called 
*'Tbe Mutual Benefit Association. " 

2. That it shall have for its objects the eg, 
tablishing of those branches of manufacture in 
America, which will be moat beneficial, and 
return to the stockholders the greatest amount 
of profit, requiring at the same time the least 
amount ot capi r al in erecting and carrying on 
its operations, 

3. Tnat this association shall bring over food 
and provisions from America, that tin* members 
may have abundance of those things both cheap 
and good, at a price considerably beneath tha' 
at whsch such piovision-4 are usually supplied, 
that thus a saving for exceeding the weekly 
payment for one share shall be effected. 

4. That its capital t hall consist of not less 
than thirty thousand pounds*, divided into sixty 
thousand snares of ten shillings each: that a

11. That the treasurer of each district see

15t. That ihe said cash orders shall he pail 
and remitted in ihe name? of these three chief 
officers, whose names mns: be endorsed by them

16. That no money shall be returned to the 
shareholders, until the end of five years, and if 
at the annual meeting, then to be held, a ma- 
jority of the members or their delegates shall 
see proper* and resolve that the busi ness of 
this association can be carried on solely with 
the accumulated profit, then they may order 
lhat the amount of shares paid up, shall be re- 
paid to the stockholders, or if otherwise that 
the business shall be carried on for other five 
years, wiib the original capital and profit there- 
on, paying a dividend to the shareholders, at 

the rate of not less than ten per cent, per an- 
num. 

17. That this association he legally constitu- 
ted, viz: by Deed of Partnership, Enrolment in 
Chancery, or Act of Parliament in Great Brit- 
ain, and by Congress Act, or Registration in 
America, as the Committee of Directors shall 
ee^ nroppr. 

18 That the directors shall be empowered to 
fnd offices, clerks, &c, at the expense of the 
association. 

19. That five per cent, and no more, on all 
btisincps done he reserved to cover these and 
oth^r office expenses* 

20. That two direetors/viz: Thomas Ward, 
President, and Thomas Wilson, Secretarv, sue 
and be sued in their own name* on behalf of 
this Association, and be supported and indem- 
ii'fied therein from the funds of the same. 

SI. That the business of this association be 
allowed to have commenced on the 7th o* 
April, 1845. 

22. That the sale and transfer of shares be 
recognized bv the directors, who shall deter* 
mine the form thereof, | 

23. That if any shareholders neglect to pay 
their monthly instalments due, one penny per 
month of fine shall be imposed* and if they 
neglect to pay the instalments for six months,

I approved of by the shareholders or their dele- 
gates, an abstract ->f which may be publishtd 
if ordered at the said annual meeting. 

28. That ihe directors appoint their own 
chairman and deputy chairman from time to 
time as need may be, and upon the disease ot 
any director, they vote another into his place 
until the next annual meeting. 

29. That the directors if necessary may ap* 
point committees, delrgates, and agents, to as' 
sist in promoting the welfare of the association, 

30. That these directors may purchase and 
set! shares, and he the geneial brokers of this 
society, and in any or all cases of dispute, be 
empowered to refer matters to arbitration, one 
arbiter bein^r appointed by each aggrieved par- 
tv, and the two so named to appoint a thiru.

31 . That letters of attorney, and other legal 
documents not herein named, be executed \n 
the nanus of the directors aforesaid, appointed 
to sue and be sued in all legal matters connect- 
ed herewith.

A new religious movement has started in 
Germany, which, taken in consideration with 
the philosophical and philanthropic movements 
of the age, and arising in ihe midst of these, fn to the world by Chrbr, could not have

Last August tn th« cathedral of Treves, the 
iunic of Christ was shown, and its sight ami 
touch, it was declared , would heal the sick and 
perform various miracle*.

Some individuals 
have taken as many as 100 shares each, and ac- 
cording to the rate at which shares are heing 
taken up, I expect they will soon be all dis- 
posed of. One object the company have in 
view is to es*ablish an iron foundry in Nauvoo, 
as well as cotton and woolen manufactories and 
such others as they may deem necessary. We 
shall forward to our friends in Nauvoo, a copy 
of *The Star,* containing the minutes of the 
Conference, and the particulars connected with 
the Association. The work is progressing in 
this country; only we stand in need of the help 
of more good, faithful men. Brother Young 
stated we would have some sent this spring. I 

hope it will be so. ^ 
With regard to emigration, we shall forward 

what we can this summer bv way of New York, 
When the present vol um^ of The Star is com- 
pleted we intend publishing it semi-monthly. 
We have in press 3,000 copies of the Doctrine 
and Covenants, which we expect out shortly 
and for which there will be great demand All 
our American brethren here are well.

The following is an extract of a letter to me. 
fiom Elder Phelps, dated 

"Clay county, Mo, Dec. 15, 1833. 

The situation of the saints, as scattered, is 
dubious, and affords a gl corny prospect. No 
regular order can be enforced; nor any usual 
discipline kept up: among the world, yea, the 
most wicked part of it, some commit one sin* 
and some another, (I speak of the rebellious, for 
there are saints that are as immoveable as the 
everlasting hills,) and what can be dope? We 
are in Clay, Rav, Lafayette, Jackson, Van Su- 
rer), <§cc , and cannot hear from each other 
Qftener than we do from you. I know it was 
right that we should be driven out of the land of 
Zion, that ihe rebellious might be sent away. — 
fiat, brethren, if the Lord will, I should like to 
inow what the honest in heart shall do? Our 
rlofhes are worn out; we want the necessaries 
vf life, and shall we lease, buy, or otherwise 
obtain land where we are, to till that we may 
raise enough to eat? Such is the common lan- 
guage of the honest for they want to do the will 
of God. I am sensible that we shall not be 
able to live again in Zion, till God or the Presi- 
dent rules out the mob* 

The Governor is willing; to restore us, but as 
•he constitution gives him no power to guard 
is when back, we are not willing to go* The 
mob swear if we come we shall die! If Irom 
what has been done in Zion, we, or the most o 1 
us, have got to be persecuted from city to city, 
and from synagogue to synagogue, we want to 
Know it: for there are those among us that 
would rather earn eternal life on such condi- 
tions, than loose it: but we hope for better 
things, and shall wait patiently for the word of 
the Lord. 

Our people fare very well, and when they are 
discreet little or no persecution is felt. The mi- 
litia in the upper counties is in readiness at a 
moments warning, having been ordered out by 
*he Governor, to jrnani a court martial and court 
of enquiry, &c, but we cannot attend a court 
of enquiry, on account of the expense, till we 

are restored and protected

Verily, I say unto you, concerning your breth-

In 
the day of their peace they esteemed lightly my 
counsel; but in the day of their trouble, of ne- 
cessity they feel after me. 

Verily, I say unto you, notwithstanding their 
sins my bowels are filled with compassion to- 
ward them : I will not utterly cast them off; and 
in the day of wrath I will remember mercy.

CONFERENCE MINUTES. 



Minutes of a Conference of the Church of Jesus 
Oirisl of Latter- Day Saints, held at Rowland 
O. Crispin's, Warren Co* Ohio, on the XAih 
and 15th of June 1S45, agreeable to adjourn- 
ment from March Conference held in Fayette 
co. Ohio* o% VttZth and 9th y 1845. 
The meeting was called to order by Elder 
J^s^ph Grover at 11 o'clock A. M. Elder Jo- 
seph T. Ball Wat chosen to preside, and Row- 
land O. Crispin chosen Secretary. 

The meeting opened by singing, and praye r 
by Elder Joseph Grover. 

The president then addressed the meeting in 
a brief and affectionate manner, setting forth 
the object of the Conference- 

A representation of the different branches 
was then called for. 

Wavnesville branch bv Elder Braddoek. 
thiny eight memben, thirteen Elders and one 
Priest^ ' . . 

Pleasant Grove branch ; seven members, one 
Elder and one Priest. 

Clinton branch; thirty eight members, six 
Eiders and one Priest. 

Fayette branch, by Elder i »-'-ghn :twenty three 
members, one Elder one Priest &l one Teacher. 

Port Jefferson branch, by Elder Johnson; 
seven members and one Elder. 

Dayton branch, by Elder Graves; eight mem- 
bers and five Elders. 

A charge was preferred against Isham Webb, 
for tearing his family and unbelief. Alter 
some remarks he was cut ofl from the church 
by a unanimous votf». 

A charge was preferred against Elder John 
Bair, for teaching things contrary to the Book 
of Covenants, inconsistent with virtue, which 
has destroyed the union of the saints, and pre- 
vented them paying their tything, entered by 
Azariah Ilaine^ presiding elder of the Clinton 
branch, June 14th 1845, 

It was moved and seconded that a council of 
Elders be held in his case, which was put to 
vote by the President and carried unanimously. 
They were to examine witnesses and report on 
Sabbath afternoon. 

The President then addressed the saints on 
e necessity of gathering to Zioa, in an affec- 



tionate manner. He was followed by E!der 
Grover . 

Conference adjourned until 3 o'dock P. M* 

Conference n.et agreeable to adjournment. 

Opened with singing, and prayer by Elder 
Fallis. ( 1 

The meeting was then addressed by the 
President on the latter-day dispensation. 

Conference then adjourned until 10 o*clock 
on Sabbath A. M. 

Conference met according to adjournment. 

Opened by singing, and prayer by Elder 
Grover. He then addressed the meeting on the 
priesthood. 

Conference adjourned untLl half past 1 o J - 
clock. 

Conference met according to adjournment. 
Opened by singing, and prayet by Elder 
P>oughn. 

The meeting was addressed by Elder Grover 
on the Book of Mormon, after which the Pres- 
idem introduced the case of Elder Bair, and 
stated to the Conference the resolution of the 
council of the Eldets, which was motioned and 
seconded that he be disfellowshiped ; which 
was put to vote by the President, and earned 

unanimously. 

Elder Grover arose and returned his thanks 
to the saints for their kindness to him, and re- 
quested the voice of the district whether they 
wished his labors any longer or not. A vote 
was taken and they unanimously responded, 
yes; and they unanimously accorded with hi> 
teaching. He then blessed thern in the name 
of the Lord. 

The president then addressed the saints on 
the necessity of obeying council- , 

A vote was taken whether the saints would 
uphold the Twelve and the authorities of tha 
church by their prayers, which was unanim- 
ous. 

The President then pronounced his blessing 
on them in the name of Israel's God. He then 
dissmissed the Conference without setting 
time for ano'her^ 

By vote ot the Conference, three new mem- 
bers were added, after Conference cbsed; two 
of them were children, only eight years of age

Dear Brethren ; — A copy of the minutes of 
your Conference has just been presented me. 
from which I learn that you have seen proper 
to withdraw from me the hand of fellowship. 
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1 do not, at this lime, feel to question the le-j 
paliry of your proceedings, or the righteous- 
ness of your decisions; iny heart is too much 
pinned, at having lost your esteem and confi- 
dence ; though I do wiih I had been present at 
your meeting, when those charges were pre- 
fered; not so much for the purpose of defend- 
ing mv&elf against my accusers; but to have 
preserved that confidence which I once held in 
vour bfeatits, by confessing to you candidly my 
weaknesses, my imperfection?, follies and de- 
viations. 

Had you heard the statement that I could 
h*ve given you in relation to the difficulties,!

We have lately har* the long-wished for 
pleasure of paying a visit to our brethren in the 
north; and we can truly say that though cur 
journey was in pirt performed amid the rigours 
of severe weather, yet we have been amply ret 
warded for every toil. We feel convinced of 
one facr, which is, that therejis scarcely any- 
thing more confirmatory of the faith of the 
sa:nts, than to travel and behold the effects cf 
the principles of truth upon others, A feeling 
of this kind we fully realized on our visit ;q 
Scotland, where we beheld a people widely 
different in their national customs, habits, and 
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feelings hom ourselves, yet under the influence j 
of the gospel of Jesu- Christ to which they hadj 
become obedient, we found them, as it were, 
one with oursehes; of one heart and of on* 3 
mind in relation to the principles of eternal 
truth, and tbe glorious prospect that are open- 
ed out ro the saints of God in the future. 

On the 1 6i h of March, we held a conference 
in the Odd Fellows' Hail, in the city of Glas- 
gow* and notwithstanding the severity of the 
weather, our brethren and sisters flocked in 
from the country, crowding the hall with joy- 
ous and happy countenance*, the recollection 
oi which assembly will be k>Q£ remembered by 
us.

The streets are filthy, and nowhere have I met 
with so many wretched deformed beggars— so 
many blind helpless beings — asking alms from 
early dawn till set of sun . The exterior of the 
houses towards the streets is most forbidding, 
looking jail like and gloomy, but entering the 
Courts, you see more cheertulness, and some of 
the terraces have a very commanding look out. 
Domes appear every where. They rise above 
the principal rooms of all houses. There is no

They are modern, 
but worthy tobfilong to an age when gun pow- 
der was unknown, for they cannot stand two 
days against breaching batteries. The town 
has now a garrison of about fifteen hundred

capable of receiving all the knowledge of God 
in ita highest degree; this you all believe. I 
would keep this one thing in your minds, and 
that is, that there is none, no not one of the 
sons and daughters of Adam and Eve, that ev r 
received the fullness of the celestial law at the 
first of the Lord's commencing to reveal it unto 



The doctrine of baptism for the dead you 
ve been taught for some time, and the first 
:ouni that I heard of it w T as while I was in 



England; it was There I got the glad tidings 
that the living could gi forth and be baptised 
lor those who had faUen asleep. This doctrine 
I believed be r ore »n\thin2 was said or done a- 
bout it in this church ; it made me 2"lad when I 
heard it was revealed through his servant Jo- 
seph, and that I could go forth, and officiate 
for my fathers, for my mothers, and for my an* 
cestors. to the tateet generation who have ne t 
had trie privilege of helping themselves; that 
they can yet arise to the state of gtofy and ex- 
altation as we i hat live, have a privilege of ris- 
ing to ourselves.

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Joseph in his life time d d not receive every 
thin^ connected with the doctrine of redemp-

What 
would yon think about all that, sis ers. come 1 
flow you have been baptised and confirmed for- 
your father, wont you be oiduned for him?' 
You could cast on a stock i ng and finish i r .— 
You could take wool and card and spin it and 
make it into clorh, and ihen make it into gar- 
ments, A person that commences a work and 
has not ability and power to fiinish if, onlv 
leaves the unfinished remains a<= a monument 
of folly. We will not commence a work we 
cannot finish; but let u** hearken to the voice 
of the spirit and give heed to his teachings and 
we wiH make ourselves perfect in all things. 

I would now c ill vour attention to some of 
the sayings of the apos'Ie Paul. I hope you 
will not stumble nt them. Paul sa\s. * 'neverthe- 
less, neither is the man without the woman, 
neither the woman without the man, in the 
Lord, for ds the woman is of the man, even so 
is the man also bv the women, but nil things of 
God." The same A postle also savs, ^The wo- 
man is theglorv of the man/' Now breihren, 

these are Paul's saying*, not Joseph Smith's 
spiritual wife system sayings* 



And I would say, as no man can be perfect 
without -he woman, so no woman can be per- 
Pet wrhou f a man to lead her, I tell yon the 
uu;h as \ \ is in the b><som of eternity ; and I pay 
so lo every man upon the face of the earth: if 
he wishes to be saved he cannot be saved with- 
out a woman by his side. This is spiritual wife 
urn. that is, the doctrine of spiritual wives.

REMISSION OF SINS. 
Sin is the transgression *»f law; and rcmis. 
ftioti of sins pre-suppoees the satisfaction of jus- 
tice, in some way, of the law that w*s trans- 
gressed, for the justification of Mie criminal; 
for justice is the standard of action in oil jus^ 
law, and no action can vary i r a claims without 
violating the force anW dignity of that law ; and 
if this is done, it is worse lhari no law. The 
justice of a just law, claims the protection of 
a'l good subjects; am] the infliction of thepen 
ahy of every transgression ; and without this, 
j::*:i.e is not sanded. If a man sins against a 



tree of the knovHedge of good and evil, thou 
shall not eat ot it: for in the day that trum eat, 
est thereof thou shait surely die.' 1 All men 
are made partakers of this penalty, not by ac- 
tual sin, but by nature, being natural Imirs ot 
him who did transgress, and also partakers of 
condemnation and banishment, avid all the ef- 
jfecrsof the fall, like as Adam was; and ac~ 
cording to the natural course of justice in the 
infliction of the penalty upon Adam fls trans- 
gressor, and upon us as legitimate sufferer* 
with him, there could be no hope in our case ; 
for Adam, in eating of the forbidden fruit, sub* 
jected himself ro the influence and pow< r of 
death; and dea^h naturally brings darkness 
and corruption biinjga dissolution; and there rs 
nothing in death to re-organize, nor to bring to 
lijjlr; and hence, this penalty is naturally ui 
eternal duration, and man i& naturallv unabl ■ 
to fulfil it short of eternal subjection. Thus 
the jusrice of this Yaw id naturally of sufficient 
fore** to hold u* i:i subjection to the po* ers - 
death until the penalty issuffered by us, or an 
atonement made for the remission of the sin o : 
the transgression thereof. But if the penaltv \* 
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just law, he enn never in justice, again enjoy 

the approbation of that law, short of ample I cancelled by an atonement made for ua, it 



atonement, either direcTy or indirectly. If he, 
makes his own atonement, justice is thereby 
satisfied; and it leaves nothing in the mind of 
the executive, or, one who e?*forcea the law,, 
that savors of forgiveness, and if he receives 
the approbation of the law, it is because j ustice 
t lalms it : but if another makrs the atonement, 
he then obtains remission bv the satisfaction of 
justice, to be sure in the infliction of ihe pen- 
alty, but unto him it is an extension of mercy,, 
and the forgiveness originating in the mind of 
the executive, is because the atonement made 
in behalf of the criminal shall be considered a 
sufficient one *o cancel the crime, or answer 
the penalty of the law ; and he receives the ap- 
probation of the ! a\v, not because he has merit- 
ed it, but because mercy has opened the way 
iur the remission of his sin, by the satisfaction 
*f the claims of justice in the infliction of the 
penalty in his behalf. 

Such is the character of all just law, (and 
that too of necessity) that if there ho no atone- 
ment for sin, nor infliction of the penaltv lor 
transgression^ there can be no remission nor ap- 
probation of the law that was transgressed. — 
This principle exists because of the accounta- 
bility that all subje^s sustain to the law by 
which they are governed, 4 M*nkiad are ac- 



must be by some being of better character and 
capacity, otherwise he would have to suffer ac, 
long as we, and th& desired remission could 
not be effected at last, If u e receive this as a 
true doctrine- of the natural slate of mankind in 
leoneequence of the fall, we are bound by everv 
consideration of benevolence, love and mere 1 
to be grateiul if there is a door opened for our 
redemption. The scripture* held out the en- 
couragement ;hat there is an atonement made 
in our behalf of sufficient merit to answer ti 
I claims -of justice, [and reconcile God to us,*] 
;so that, we arc no longer undor condemnation 
for original sin; and so that we shall be made 
Ire s from the penally of ihe faJl, as it is wr,: 
ten, ^As in Adam all die, even so in Chrnst shall 
al 1 be made alive, bnt every man in his own 
order.^ 

Jesus Christ was a suitable being and able to 
make this atonement in our behalf, and satisfv 
the claims of justice, because. Firstly, he was 
the first begotten and best beloved of the Fath- 
er. [Sjee Heb. 1: 6. and Mat. 3: 17.] 

Secondly, he wag able to comprehend the 
penalty without suffering eternally. [Is. 9: 6. 
Ps. l&: 10, and Luke 22: 39, ic] 

And Thirdly, he was without sin, and justice 
had no claim upon. him that be should euffjr, 



Only as he look it upon himself to suffer for us 
£ls. 53 chapj And the whole was an act of 
mercy against justice for the remission of our 
sinaj or that we should not be forever subject 
to the vengeance of a broken law; and also, 
t hat we might be placed upon the ground of exalta 
Hon and eternal life, according to ihe first pur- 
pose of God in the creation of man: fur the 
atonement of Jesus Christ hath secured unto 
mankind much good; and this one thing it 
hath secured particularly, even the forgiveness 
of sins by the shedding of blood ; as it is writ- 
ten, **And he took the cup and gave thanks, 
and gave it unto them, saying, drink je ail of 
it, fur this is my blood of the new tettimenr, 
which is shed for many, for the remission of 
sins"— [Mai.26 :28.] 

Again, '-For behold I sty unto you, * * * * 
when ye partake of the sacrament, do it with an 
eye single to my glory; remembering unto the 
Father ray body which was laid down for you, 
and my blood which was shed for the remis- 
sion of your "sins.' 1 — [Book of Due, and Cov. 
Sec, 50] 

iSotue tnav object to ibis position, because 
the apostle Peter udd certain believing Jews to 
he biptiszd for the remission of sins; or at leas' 
it is so on record. Jf this proves anything, ji 
prove* too much for an objection, for the scrip 
lures alao sav, ttiat the blood of Jesu3 Chris, 
was shed lor the remission of our sins, and if 
this is the only necessity ci baptism, one or the 
other must be superfluous, Bur. if we trill dip 
a little deeper into the fountain of truth, anu 
search srill further into the character of the 
full* and the merits of the atonement ; we shall 
find that notwithstanding we are no longer 
counted sinners because of Adam'd transgres- 
sion, yet, there is a curse left upon the earth 
f >r man's pake, and God's preparing salvation 
for us by the atonement does not reconcile us 
t i him without Inw ; for we are prone to sin bv 
nature,. being still under the power of the devij 
according to ihe character of the curse, and 
would forever ha,ve remained so, but the atone- 
ment brought in a taw of re t natiom^ by which 
we may subject out carnal nature, and again 
Income heirs of the kingdom of God if we will;

ANOTHER WITNESS FOR MORMONISM. 

It certainly is a great consolation to the Lat- 
ter-Day Saints, to see the unravelment of all 
things come forth and prove Ihe Book of Mor- 
mon, Some people may query, because there 
are Roman figures and Rouun letters.

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Roman letters, no one knows their age: they 
are as old as the Etheopsc, Celtic, or Greek, fur 
each have some of those letters in it, and who 
knows when they were first invented? The 
strange work goes on; and so to the story: 

ANOTHER MAMMOTH CAVE. 
A very remarkable cave, recently discovered 
in Missouri/ is thus described by the Boonville 
(Mo ) Statesman. "We fear the Mammoth Cave 
in Kentucky, will have to look out for its lau- 
rels. Neighbor Bullitt of the Picayune^ what 
have y >u to say in the premises? 

A most extraordinary cave was recently dis- 
covered in Howard county, between Glasgow j 
and Cooper-s bottom* One of the farmers of 
the neighborhood, wanting rock to build, we 
believe, a chimney, went to an ad jacent hill-side 
for the purpose of quarrying there. In striking 
the earth with a hoe or some similar imple- 
ment, a sound was emitted plainly indicating 
that the hill-side was hollow beneath, and pro- 
ceeding to remove the dirt covering the surface, 
he discovered a wall built of stone, and built ev- 
idently by human bauds. This wall he displa 
ced, and it gave him entrance to the mouth of a 
cave, which, upon subsequent examination, he 
found a most extraordinary natural curiosity. 
The cave has been explored to the distance of 
300 yards Twenty-five or thirty yards from 
*he entrance is a ^ort of room, the sides of j 
which, according to an account in the Glasgow 
Pilot, 5 present a most brilliant and wonderful 
appearance. The writer, who entered the cave 
with a lantern says: 

"I had not proceeded Lr\ before I entered the 
principal chamber that by a single light pre- 
sented the most magnificent scene that I ever 
beheld. The ceiling of the most splendid cav- 
ern is some eighteen or twenty feet high, and 
of a hectagon iorin, the whole ceiling present- 
ing a shining surface as though it was set with | 
diamonds." 

Very near the mouth, another writer says ? 
there is a stone shaped like a horse, but not so 
large, being only about three feet high. \ 



''The head, neck and the body are entirely 
finished, and part of one hind leg and all the 
rest is solid stone. The neck is made of three 
pieces, and stuck or fastened together some- 
thing like cabinet makers put the corners of 
drawers together^ ^dovetailed,) the rest is all 
solid/' 

In another part of the cave the walls on one 
side are very smooth . On these walls numerous 
letters, figures and hieroglyphics appear, most 
of which, however, are so defaced as to render 
them uninte ligible. Nevertheless the figures 
1, 2, 6, and 7 are quite pla n. Just above these 
figures the letters DON and CARLO are 
legible. Fuither on, the letters J. H. S. appear 
on the wall. An arm of the main cavern hae 
also been discovered, and has been explored 
some two hundred yards, A writer says : 

The walls and ceiling of this extraordinary 

cave are pretty much the same as in the other 

rooms. The walls have a peculiar and extraor- 
dinary brilliancy, occasioned, I discovered, 
from the fact that instead of stone as we first 
believed, we found them to be of a metal, very 
much resembling sulphate of iron but of a silve- 
ry appearance. We had not proceeded very far 
before we heard arumb ing noise that occasion* 
ally broke upon our ears in notes the most thril- 
ling ai d melodious I ever heard. We stood for 
a considerable time in breathless silence to catch 
the most enchanting sounds that ever greeted 
the ear of man, and it was only at an interval 
tbat we could summon courage enough to ex- 
plore its source, which we did, and were much 
surprised to tind it proceeded from a gushing 
spring in the side of the wall. The sounds we 
heard we found to be produced by the fall of 
water, and varied by the current of air before 
alluded to. which we then found to be very 
strong. We each took a hearty draugh* of the 
limped water of this gushing spring, and, after 
surveying the diamond walls of the greatest 
natural curiosty in the world, wc commenced 
retracing our steps to its mouth, when we found 
it to be quite dark and eight o'clock at night.

00 reflections, nor throw out any h i > r e r saying-. 
If you do j our dutv, it will be just as well with 
yon, as though all men embraced the gospel. 

Be cireful about sending boys to preach the 
gosptl to the world; if they go, let them he 
accompanied by svrne one w ho is able to guide 
them in the proper channel, lest they become 
puffed up, and f*il under conaemnation anil in- 
to the snare of ihe devil : finally, in these criti- 
cal times, be cart til; call on the Lord day and 
night. Beware of pride: Br ware oi'fahe t*re!k- 
ntt, who will creep in among you to spy on; 
jour liberties, &c. Awake to iifhn ouvnes J 
and sin not; let your light shine, and show 
vourseNes workmen that need not be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.

On Monday mghi the 24th of December, four 
aged families, living near the iiilage of Indr" 
pendence, whose pcnuiy and infirmities, inci- 
dent to old ajjejfot b-ide a speedy removal, were 
driven from their houses, by a party of the mob' 
who tora dr.wn the'.r chimnevs, broke in ihnir 
; doors and windows, and bulled large rocks into 
their houses, by which the life of old Mr. Mai- 
ler, in particular, was greatly endangered. — 
Mr. Miller is aged sixty-five years being, the 
youngest man in the four families- Some of 
these men have toiled and bled in the defence 
of their country : and old Mr. Jonee, one of (be 
sufferers, served as life guard to General Ger\ 

1 Washington, in the revolution. Well may the 
soldier of Seventy Six, contemplate with hor- 
ror, the scenes which surround him at this day 
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jn Jackson county, where liberty, law, and 
equal rights, are trodden under foot. It is now 
apparent, that no man embracing the faith of 
this people, whatever b? his age or former 
standing in society, may hope to escape the 
wra?h of the Jackson county mob, whenever it 
is in their pa wer to inflict abuse. 

A court of enquiry was held at Liberty Clay 
county. Missouri, the tarter part of this month, 
i > enquire into the conduct of Colonel Pitcher, 
for driving the saints, or Mormons from Jack- 
eon county, which resulted in his arust for fur- 
ther trial by a court martial. 

December 26, James Ulanchard, and Alon- 
za Rider, were cut ofT from the church by a 
council of ciders in Kirtlond, f^r repented 
transgressions, and promising to reform, and 
t ever fulfilling* Nelson Acre was also cut off. 
on account of his absenting himself frem the 
meetings, and saying thai he wanted no more 
of the. church, and that he desired to be cut ott, 
&ic. None of those being present, the council 
notified them ot Their exclusion by letteis. — 
This evening n bishop's court was called to in" 
vestigate the case of Elder Etfekiel Rider, who 
had said many hard things against Bishop 
Whitney: that Brother Whitney wn? not fi( 
for a bishop, and that he treated the brethren 
who came into the etor^ with disrespect, that 
be was overhearing, and fain would walk on 
the necks of the brethren. &c. Brother Storv 
Wiis also in a similar transgression. I rebuked 
th*m sharply, and told ihem that the church 
must feel the wrath of God, except they re- 
pent of (heir sins, u*;u ea-t away their murmur* 
ings and complainings one of another, &c, &c. 
Klder Rtgdon a!so lectured them on the same 
principles* Brothers Rider and Story confess- 
ed their wrongs and all forgave one another. 

December 27th. A bishop's court was call- 
ed to investigate complaints made against 
Brothers E!liot f , Haggart and Babbitt, and their 
wives, and Jenkins Salisbury, all of whom 
were present, but the accusers not being pres- 
ent the eo'.irt ad turned, tine die. 

The mob sold the materials, or rather gave 
• Davis & KelJey n leave to take the Evening 
and Morning Star establishment, to Liberty, 
Clay county, where they commenced the publi 
cation of **The Missouri Enquirer 7 ', a weekly 
paper. They also paid our lawyers, employed 
as counsel against the mob, three hundred dol- 
lars, on the one thousand duliar note, on agree- 
ment: a small amount towards *n establish- 
ment, which with the book work and furni- 
ture, had cost some three or four thousand dol- 
lars. 

From the very features of the celebrated mob 



that they meditated a most daring infraction of 
the constitution of our co antry, that they might 
gratify a spirit of persecution against an inno- 
cent people. To whom shall blame be attach- 
ed in this tragedy, when they in July last, bodi- 
ly made known rhetrdc termination to drive the 
Mormons from Jackson county, "peocibly if 
they could, forcibly if they must/' openly de- 
claring, that * c the arm of the civil law did not 
afford them a sufficient guarantee against the 
iucreoeing evils of this religious sect and in 
their circular they further say, "we deem it ex- 
pedient, and of the highest importance, i>< form 
ourselves into a company for the better and ea- 
sier accomplishment of our purposes," 1 and con* 
elude with these high toned word?: u we there- 
fore agree, that after timely warning; and up- 
01 receiving an adequate compensation for 
what little property they cannot take with 
them, they tefuse to leave us in peace is they 
found us, we agree to use such means as may 
be sufficient to remove them; and 10 this end, 
we each pledge to each other, our lives, our 
bodily powers, forninfF, and sacred honors^'" 

In answer to their bold and daring resolves 
to guard against anticipated evils, 1 give the 
fid lowing extract from the Governor's letter in 
relation to this afluir, dated, Oct. 19th, 1833. 
lt No citizen, or number of citizens, has a right, 
to take the redress of their grievance-), whether 
real or imaginary, into their own bands: such 
conduct strikes at the very existence ofsocie r \, 
and subverts the foundation on which it is 
bated,* 1 

I ask egain. to whom shall blame be attach- 
ed in ihts tragedy! When the mob previously 
; and publicly declared their intc niors ; ami ti e 
principles involved were understood by the ex- 
ecutive, as appears by the foregoing; and also 
by the judiciary, according to Judge Rvlami's 
letter; and the constitution of the land, guar- 
antees equal rights and privileges to a'.l. to 
whom should blame be attached, but Jackson 
county mobbers and Missouri?

Dear 

Since m v communication of the 
cif November, and a petition dated the 6th 

■ •t~ December last, to which my name was at- 
tached, I am induced to trespass again upon 
your patience, with further particulars in rela- 
tion to the unfortunate faction in Jnckson coun- 
ty, on which subject I should be silent, wereM 
not that I entertain a hope of suggesting some 
ideal that may ultimately prove useful in ame- 
liorating the present suffering condition of my 
brethren, and in some degree restoring peace to 
both parties. 

Being particularly acquainted with the situ- 
ation of both parties at this day, my desire is, 

■ > write impartially; notwithstanding I feei 
very sensibly the deep wound that has been in- 
flicted upon the church of which I am a mem- 
ber, by the citizens of Jackson county. The 
petition to yonr Excellency, dated the Cth of 
December last, was drawn up hastily by Mr, 
Phelps, and signed by several of us, just before 
the closing of the mail; and there ia one item 
in particular in siid petition, that needs some 
explanation ; the request thai •our men may he 
organized into companies of Jackson (Juards, 
and furnished with anna by the state/* wa? 
made at the instance of disinterested advisers, 
and aUo a communication from the Attorney 
General to Messrs. Doniphan and Atchison, da- 
the 2lst of November last, giving his views as 
to the propriety of organizing into regular com- 
panies, kc. The necessity of being compelled 
to resort to arms, to regain our possessions in 
Jackson county, is by no means agreeable to 
the feelings of the church, and would never be 
thougl t of but from pure necessity. 

In relation to the court of enquiry, serious 
difficulties continue to exist, well calculated to 
preclude Lhe most important testimony of our 
church, and there appears to be no evil, which 
man is capable of inflicting upon his fellow 
creature man r but what our people are threat- 
ened with at this day by the citizens of Jack* 
son county^ This intimidates a g>eat many, 



particularly females and children, and no mili- 
tary guard wcu^d diminish their fears so far as 
to induce them to attend the court in that coun- 
ty ; this with other serious difficulties will gi?e 
a decidej advantage to the offenders, in a court 

of enquity, while they triumph in power, num- 
bers, &c. 

The citizens of Jackson county, are well a- 
ware that fhty have this advantage, and ihe 
leaders of the faction if they must submit to 
such a court, would gladly hasten it, The 
church are anxious for a thorough invcsiiga- 
ti n into the whoie affair, lfiheir testimony can 
be taken without so great peril as they have 
reason to ftar. It is my opinion from present 
appearances, that nDt one-fourth of the witnes- 
ses of our people, can be prevailed upon to go 
into Jackson county to testify. The influence 
oi the party that compose that faction is con- 
siderable, and thin influence opeiates in some 
degree, upon the drafted militia, so far as to 
Ussen confidence in the loyalty of that body; 
and I am satisfied that the influence of the 
Jackson county faction, will nut be entirely 
put down while they have advocates among 
certain religious sects. 

Knowing that your Excellency must be a- 
ware of the unequal content in which we are 
engaged, and that the little handful that com- 
pose our church, are not the only sufferers that 
feel the oppressive hand of prbatlv power — 
With ihtse difficulties and many others not 
enumerated, it would be my wish to adopt such 
measures as are best calculated to allay the 
rage of Jackson county, and resEore ihe injured 
to their rightful possessions; and to this end, 1 
would suggest the propriety of purchasing the 
possessions of the BfrOgt violent leaders of the 
faction, and iF they assent to this proposition,, 
of about twenty of the most influential in that 
county, (which would embrace the very lea- 
ders of the faction,) could he obtained, I think 
the majority would cf a^e in their persecutions, 
at least, when a due exercise of executive 
i counsel and authority was manifested. I sug- 
Igest this measure because it ia of a pacific na- 
j ture, well knowing- that no le^al siep? are cal- 
culated to subdue their obduracy, only when 
pushed with energy by the highest auihorines 
of the sia f e. 

In this proposal, I be lieve tiiat I should have 
the concurrenca of my brethren, t therefore 
give this early intimation of our inentioo, or 
the part of Fome of the leading men in the 
church, to purchase out some of the principal 
leaders of the faction, if funds sufficient can be 
raised; hoping thereby to regain peaceful pos 
session of their homes- and in making a trial of 
this measure at a future day, we mav deeru it 
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'mportan*, and of s:reat utility if we could avail 
ourselves of counsel and directions from )our 
Kxceliency, believing there will be a day, in 
negociations for peace, in which an executive 
interposition, would produce a salutary efTec* 
to both orrties. 

In ihis communication, with honesty of hear' 
I have endeavored briefly to touch upon a few 
interesting points in plain truth, believing thai 
I have given no wrong bias on either side, and 
with earnest prayirs to our great Benefacor, 
that the chief ruler of this slate, may cmne to a 
Hill knowledge of the grand outrage in Jackson 
county* I subscribe myself,

Indians in Canada — It nppears by the Re- 
port on the Affairs of the Indians in Canada, 
'aid before the Legislati ve Assembly on the 
20th of March, 1845, that some 12,000 Indians 
reside in the Provinces, and that the number ui 
on the Increase. The policy of the British 
Government towards the red man has been 
kind and conciliatory, and the fact that ihejr 
increase in numbers in Canada from the excess 
of the births over the dtaths, as well as by im* 
migration from the United States, speaks fa- 
vorably for the humane and fatherly care of the 
Ornish authorities. There is no driving the 
tribes from their old hunting grounds and the 
graves of their fathers, as in the United States, 
and the Canadian Indians are §ttll located a» 
numerous points in both provinces, They en- 
joy their lands and the protection of ihe Gov* 
ernment in peace, and the social condition of 
the settled tribes 18 improving. The contras 1 
with us is humiliating. The lords of the soil 
have been harassed and hunted down until 
many tribes have become extinct, and in our 
cupidity for more lands we shall ere long force 
the mere remnants of once powerful nations 
now gathered beyond the Mississippi, 10 re- 
move still farther weft at the point of ttye bav- 
onet. What a sad record of decay and death 
doea the history of the Aborigines of this coun- 
try present*— CJetef and Herald-

Indians of America.— The semi-annual re- 
port of the American Indian Mission Associa- 
tion, held at Forsyth, Ga., on May 17, 18, and 
Mhh uh, in ifs survey of ihe field which is 
opened for their labor*, and after remarking 
upon the claims of the aboriginal race of ibis 
continent as being as fully entitled to the phi- 
lanthropic and bedevo'ent efforts of American 
Christendom, as the inhabitarU of the eastern 
continents uf Asia and Africa, proceeds to give 
ai\estimut*- of the numbers of American In- 
dians, We extract from this, the concluding 
portion of their report: — 

* h The field we have entered is extensive, 
comprising a full quarter of the Globe. The 
population, it is true, is not so dense as in 
many other countries, bat it is supposed to em- 
brace ten or eleven millions of the original in- 
habitants and about the same number of others ! 
whose condition morally is as deplorable as 
that of the native?, ur of any heathen nation in 
the world; and with these races of men there 
is such a commingling that in approaching the 
one, we necessarily come in contact with the 
other. The portion covered by the population 
of the United States, and the civilized parts of 
Canada, is an exception of but a speck com- 
pared with the whole. We have, therefore, 
before us a fourth part of the world to work up- 
on: and material consisting of about twenty- 
two millions, or upwards; and with very par- 
tial exceptions among the Indians on our bor- 
ders, this field is unoccupied by others. Other 
societies have sailed across the seas to Asia, 
Africa, and Europe, and have left America for 
us. 

It is estimated that there are yet four mil- 
lions and a half of the Aborigines in Nor.li 
America, including Mexico and its dependen- 
cies. Further southeast in Central America, 
in Guotimala, there are supposed to be one mil- 
lion of Innians. One of their towns contains 
about 20,000 inhabitants . In the more eastern 
parts of the country, are large districts thinly 
inhabited by uncivilized Indians* 

Still fart] er southeast in New Granada, in a 



population of about 1,8 '0,000, one million may 
be estimated as being of Indian blood. In the 
adjoining region of Venezuela (or Caracas) it 
is supposed that there are eighty three thousand 
Indian?. Some of these, but not all, have sub- 
mitted to a state of dependence and vassalage 
under the Spanish and Catholic yoke. Other 
tribes are unsubdued, as ih* Gnahiros, about 
30.000 in number, and the Guaraunos, about 
8 3 000 in number. 

In G uiana, the tribes of Caribs and Warrows 
adjoin the coaeL The Arrowsauks and ihe 
Accawaws reside farther in the interior. Here 
the European settlements do not extend fat 
back from the sea; and in the interior are nu- 
merous tribes but little known. 

Peru is said to have a known pnpulation of 
Indian blood, of $53,3r,0. East of the moun- 
tains are extensive regions, chieflv prairie, in- 
habited by tribes unsubdued by the Spaniards, 
whom we may estimate at least, at 40,000. — 
The extensive region of Brazil is supposed to 
contain 800,000 or 1,000,000 unsubdued In- 
dians. 

In Euenrs Ayres, what are termed civilize*! 
Indians, because subject to the Spaniard?, 
number about 700,000, besides those who are 
unsubdued in the interior. 

In Chili there are, perhaps, 500, COO Indians, 
most of whom are submissive to the Spaniards- 
The interior of Pata^nnia is inhabited bv un- 
subdued Indians; the number not known, bu: 
probably amounting to one or two millions. — 
In the islands of Trinidad, Margarita, and Sr. 
Vincent, it is said that a few of the original in- 
habitants remain; in all about 3700. The 
large island of Terra del Fuego is inhabited by 
the Aborigines. 

We must not, however, disguise a fact, 
which though it may be felt by some of the 
missionaries has, perhaps, not been well un- 
derstood generally, namely; that missionary 
labors among the Indians are usually attended 
with more toil, difficulties, and obstacles, and 
consequently may be laid to be harder to per* 
form, than those among the heathen of other 
countries; but it is presumed that none are bet- 
ter qualified to perform difficult and hard work, 
than the missionaries whom th:g association 
will emplov. 

The prevalence of peace in the greater part 
of North America, and manv other censidera* 
tioiiai, make the present time peculiurly favor- 
able for carrying forward our werk successful- 
ly; and even the present political agitations in 
Mexico, we have good reason to believe, will

The Becond objection was, that the creed of 

the Church is the Key to the interpretation ot 
Scripture, and that the door to the divine mys- 
teries tiiust bo opened only with this Key, To 
this it was leplied, Be it so ; you give me a Key 
to open the door; Lut have you ever opened 
the door with it ? Do you nut acknowledge 
that a great portion of prophecy is a sealed 
book? What do you know of the Apocalypse? 
Have your creed ever opened it I if so, where 
are your authorized inurpre tatifriw! ' 

To these arguments there was no attempt to 
replv, although a reply was solicited again and 
aaain. In almost all these cases, however, 
was satisfactory to hear it admitied, that the 
subject required investigation, and that the re- 
spective parties were not qualified to enter into 
it in consequence of their ignorance of Swe- 
denborg 5 s writings, and that the qucBtion must 
not be allowed to rest where it did.

iheie writings?'* "Precisely 6 o, ,J was the re- 
ply. ''Then T promise you," said the Vice- 
Chancellor, "that this investigation shall be 
immediately commenced, and I myself will be- 
gin reading them this evening," "I fee] oblig- 
ed," said the dtrgyman, *<and may I now ex- 
press a hope, that writings which have found 
their won ihrough this country, through sever- 
al parrs of the Continent, and the United States 
of Amenon, may at last find their way into ihe 
Libraries of this Univr rsi'y V Here teiminat. 
ed the interview which look place on Tuesday 
morning, February 4th; the Vice-Chancellor 
having listened to the statements throughout 
with the deepest attention, and manifested the 
most courteous and Christian deportment. He 
willingly aeerp'ed one copy of Swedenborg'a 
'"Brief Exposition of the Doctrine of the New 
Church," &.C., and one copy of the "lllustra. 
lions of the End of the Church," &c

An awful account of the b ood nnd carnage, 
among the Druses and Christians of Syria wan 
published in the Neighbor, The loss of life 
nnd property are immense. Since that ac- 
count was published, the packets from England 
have brought the following: — 

Syrian Christians.— A letter from Constan- 
tinople of the 11th, in the Augsburgh Gazette, 
says: "The patriarch of the Maronites, M. 
HabaUes, is dead. The high Maronite clergy 
have assembled at Bkorka for a new election. 
Three thousand Maronites have taken refuge 
at Salda from the Druses, and arc supplied 
with t h e means of subsistence by the Turkish 
authorities. Bahri Pacha, who replaces Wed- 
schihi Pacha at Beyrout, having assembled 
there the leaders of the belligerent parties, an 
armistice was agreed to on the 26th, and recip- 
rocal guaranties were given, with assurance of 
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oblivion of the past on both sides, and promise* 
to denounce to the Turkish authorises any 
ne w iisin<r of cither tbe Druses or the Maron- . 
iles. Thin arrangement has been placed under 
the guaranty of the foieigu consuls at Bey- 
routh*

Is there any woman in this congregation, from 
any part of this State, or from Massachusetts, 
or from New Hampshire, or from Vermont, or 
from New Yorker from any £tate in the Union, 
that can make good bonnets of straw, for I want 
as good a bonnet as ever was put upon a fe- 
male's head, for my wife, and for my daughter,) 
and I will nay them for it. I want a very good 
thing, fw the ladies ol the city of Joseph are 
very dressy, and desire good things. There are 
many of them that have said, and have thrown 
out the proclamation, that if they cannot have 
good bonnets and caps, and ribbons, and shoes, 
and stockings/they will go to St. Louis, and to 
Boston, and to Salem, to get them} and some to 
Pittsburgh, with Sidney Rigdon, for some of 
hi* applr s,and peaches. These things are true, 
I have heard these observations myself; and if 
the females cannot make their own bonnets, 
they can be employed in making something else 
that will buy as good a bonnet, in the city of 
Joseph, as you can buy' from Boston, or from 
Salem, or any of these places; or any thing else 
that is manufactured, in this city. And we can 
make the ribbons of cotton wood, it will make 
a substantial article. Those po=ies you wear 
round your faces, are only made of paper, some 
are made of cloth covered with paint or dyed. 
Well we can make a more substantial ribbon 
of cotton wood, and there are thousands ol it in 
this county. 

And we want to see every lot in the city of 
of Joseph fenced up and cultivated, and let eve" 
ery street that is not used, be fenced up, and 
planted with corn, and with potatoes, and with 
cabbage, and every good thir.g we want to eat. 

And if the brethren who live in the country, 
upon the praries, have more land than they 
want themselves, let them let their brethren- 
have it. that they may cultivate the earfh, and 
raise what grain they want for their consola- 
tion and comfort This is essential and ne 
cessary, more so *his season than it has been 
before. The reason is we want to finish the 
Temple, and attend to our washings and anoint- 
ings, so that a good deal o! our time will be ta- | 
ken up next winter, to prepare ourselves for the j 
time of its dedication . For it is necessary that Ji 
this people should have these things, both male 
and female, young and old. , 

Brethren and sisters, you see the necessity of 
being diligent and not to stay your hands for a 
moment, from working upon the Temple, and 
taking stock in the Nauvoo House. I will do all 
that I can for both. I have not got much at 
present, but 1 shall have an abundance by and 
by. If I had it now, I have no time to take 



care of it; therefore I do not want it. It j- 
enough for me, and my brethren to take care of 

you. 

With regard to the Temple and Nauvoo House, 
these are our feelings, and we want this people 
to hear and understand, and universally- 
to pay their tithing* Let all go and labor? 
those who have no teams, and those who have, 
and do all that lies in their power to build up 
these houses; and in the remaining t me they 
can cultivate the earth, and attend to their me- 
chanic shops. And you that are mechanics and 
work in you shops, there is one tenth of that 
belongs to the Temple, and you can do as much 
good in your shops, as you can by working at 
the Temple, so go ahead and stick to your 
shops and do ail you can. 

I have another tiling to lay before this con* 
gregation; it is that every man and every wo- 
man stay in this county, and not go out of it, to 
w r ork for the Gentiles at all; but let them har- 
vest their own wheat, and plough their owr 
ground, and dig their own potatoes, and we in- 
tend not to preach to them this summer; — there- 
fore let not any man, from this time henceforth, 
come to us and as v, 'shall 1 go to preaching?

On the 22nd, the presidency of the High 
Priesthood wrote from Kirtfand to ihe brethren 
in Chriet Jesus, scattered from Zion, scattered 

abroad from the hnd of their inheritance: — 

Greeting : 

We your companions m tribulation, embrace 
tTie present opportunity of sendii g you this to- 
ken of our love and good will, assuring- you 
that out liowe : s are filled wiih compassion, and 
that our prayers are daily ascending to God in 
the name of Jesu* Christ in your bebaff. 

We have jvist received intelligence from vou 
through the medium of Brother Eliiotr, of Cha- 
grin, making enquiries concerning the course 
which you are to pursue. In addition lo ihe 
knowledge contained in the above on this sub- 
ject, we say if it is not ihe duty of the Gover- 
nor to c 1 11 out and keep a standing force in 
J i?kson county to protect you on your hinds, 
(which it appear*, must be done, as we under' 
stand the mob are determine d to massacre voti ? 
if the Governor lakes you back upon your lands 
and leaves you unprotected;) it witl become) 
vo ir duty to petition the Governor, to petition 
the President to send a force there to protee 1 
you, when you are reinstated. 

The Governor proposes to take you back to 
your lands whenever you are ready to go, (if 
we understand correctly,) but cannot keep up 
any army to guard sou: and while the hostile 
le lings of ihe people of Jackson county remain 
unabated, prubably you dare not go back to be 
left unguarded* Therefore* in your petition to 
the Governor, set alt these things forth in their 
proper light, and pray him id riotify the Pre/i- 
iltntoi your situation, and also petition the 
President yourselves, according to the direction 
of the Lord. We havp petitione d Gov. Dunk- 
lin in your behalf, nnd enclosed it in a printed 
revelation, the same of this, which we now 
*«nd to you. The petition, was signed by some* 
I *ng like sixty brethren, and mailed for Jefler- 
soh City, one week ago, and he will probably 
receive it two weeks before vou receive this. 

We also calculjte io send a petition and this 
revelation to the President forthwith, in your 
hehalf, and lhtn we w.ll act the part of the poor 
widow to perfection, if possible, and let our ru- 
bra read their destiny if they do not lend a 
helping hand. We exhort you to prosecute 
and try every lawful means to bring the mob to 
jU4ltft) as fast as circumstances will permit. — 



With regard to your tairying in Clay county 
we cannot say; you must be go?erned by cir- 
cumstances; perhaps you will have to hire our, 
and tike farms to cultivate, to obtain bread ur*- 
lil the Lord delivers. 

We sent you a fifty dollar, United States note 
some lime ago, it you have received it, please 
acknowledge the receipt of it, to us, that we 
may be sa:isfied you received it. We shall do 
all that is in our power to assist you in every 
way we can. We know your situation is a try- 
ing one, but be pai ient and nut murmur againit 
the Lord., and you shMl see that all these things 
■hail turn to your greatest good. 

Enquire of Elder Marsh and find out the en- 
tire secret of mixing and compounding lead 
and antimony, so as to make type me'a', and 
write ug concerning it. Joseph has sent jou a* 
nother fifty dollar note, making in all one hun- 
dred dollars; write us concerning it. There 
\s a prospect of the ea&Urn churches doing 
something pretty handsome towards the deliv- 
erance of Zian, in the course of a year, if Ziou 
is not delivered otherwise. 

Though the Lord said this affliction came up~ 

on you because of your sins, polluting your in- 
heritances, Jtc, yet there is an exception ct 
some, namely, the heads of Ziou, for ihe Lord 
said your brethren in Zion begin to repent, and 
the angels rejoice over them, &c You will 
also see an exception at the top of the second 
column of thin revelation: therefore, this afflic- 
tion came upon the church to chasten those in 
transgression, and prepare the heaits of those 
who had repented, for an endowment from the 
Lord . 

We shall not he able to stud you any more 
money at present, unless the Lord puts it into 
our hands unexpectedly. There is not quite 
so much danger of a mob upon us as there has 
been . The hand of the Lord has thus far been 
^treiched out to protect us. Doctor P. Hurlbut 
an apostate elder from this church, has been to 
the state of New York, and gathered upal! the 
ridiculous stories that could be invented, and 
some affidavits respeciing the character of Jo- 
seph, and the Smith family, and exhibited 
them to numerous congregations in Chagrin, 
Kirtland, Mentor, and Puinesville, and fired the 
minds of the people with much indignation, a- 
gainst Joscpn and the church. 

Hurlbut also made many harsh threa's, &e. % 
that he would take the life of Joseph, if he 
could not destroy Mormonism without, B:o 4

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Joseph took him with a peace warrant and af- 
ter three days trial, and investigating ihe mer- 
it* of our religion, in ihe town of Painesville, 
by able attorneys on both sides, he was bound 
over to the countv court. Thus his influence

was pretty much destroyed, and since the trial 
the spirit of hostility seems to be broken down 
in a good degiee, but how long it will continue 
so, we cauno say . 

You purchased your inheritances with money 

■ 

therefore^ behold you are blessed; you have not 
purchased your lands by the shedding of blood, 
eonsequenily you do not come under the cen- 
sure of itiis commmdmcn*, which says *'if by 
blood lo your enemies are upon you, and ye 
ehall be driven from city to city; 1 ' give your- 
selves no uneasiness on thiB account.

if they would not repent, that the Lord would 
send faithful saints, to purchase their farms, 
that this slake may he strengthened, and iiB 
borders enlarged, O Lord, grant it for Chriat'e 
sake: Amen. 

February Jst. Every expedient preparation 
was making by the church in KirtlaLd, and 
Clay county, lo have those who had been driv- 
en from their pose essious in Jackson county, re, 
turned , 

Governor Dunklin wrote to the brethren as 

follows ; 

'•City of Jefferson, Feb, 4, 1834. 
Gentlemen: 

Your communication of the 6th 
of December, was regularly received, and duly 
considered ; and had I not expected to have re- 
ceived the evidence brought out on the inquiry 
ordered into the military conduct of CjL Pitch* 
er, in a short time after I received your peti- 
tion, I should have replied to it long since. 

Last evening I was informed, that the furth- 
er enquiry of the court was postponed until the 
20tb instant. Then, before 1 could hear any 
thing from thid court, the court of civil juris- 
diction will hold its session in Jackson county, 
consequently I cannot receive any thing from 
one prt-paratory to arrangements for the other, 

I am very sensible indeed, of the injuries 



your people complain of, and should consider 
myself very remits in the discharge of my du- 
ties, were I not to do every thing in my power 
consistent with the legal exercise of them, to 
afford your society the redress to which thty 
seem entitled. One of your request* needs no 
evidence to support the righi to have it grant- 
ed; it is that your people be put in possession 
of their homes from which they have been et- 
pelled. But what may be the duty of the Ex- 
ec otitis after that, will depend upon contingen- 
cies. 

If upon enquiry it is found that your people 
were wrongfully dispossessed of their arms, bv 
Col. Pitcher, then an order will be issued to 
have them returned; and should your men or- 
ganize according to law, which they have a 
right to do, (indeed it is their duty to do 
unless exempted by religious sci uples,) and 
apply for public arms, the Executive could not 
distinguish between their right to have them, 
and the right of every oilier description of peo- 
ple similailv situated. 

As to the request for keepirg up a military 
force to protect your people and prevent the 
commission of crimes and injuries, ware I u» 
comply, it would transcend trie power with 
which the Executive of this state is clothed . — 
The Fed eral Constitution has given to Congress 
(he power to provide for calling forth the mill* 
tiu to execute the law* of the union; suppress 
insurrection, or lepel invasion; and for the#e 
purposes, ihe President of the United States is- 
uuthorized to make the call upon the executive s 
of the respective states, and the laws of this 
stale empower the ''commander-in-chief in 
case of actual or threatened invasion, insurrec, 
tion or war, or pubUc danger, or other emer- 
gency, to call forth into actua! service such 
portion of the militia as he may deem expedi- 
ent^' These, together with the general provi- 
sion in our state constitution that "the Gover- 
nor shall lake care that the laws are faithfully 
executed,'' are all this branch of Executive 
powers. None of these, as I consider, em- 
brace the part of your request T;ie word?, 
tf or othei emergency"* in our militia law seem 
quite broad, but the emergency to come within 
the object of that provision, shull be of a public 
nature. 

Your case is certainly a very emergent one, 
and the consequences as important to your soci- 
ety, as if the war had been waged against the 
whole state, yet, the public has no other interest 
in it, than that the laws be faithfully executed, 
elms tar, I presume Lhe whole community feel 
a deep interest, for that which is the case of 
the Mormons to day, may be the case of the 
Catholics to-morrow, and after thera any 4 other 
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sect that maj become obnoxious to a majority 
of the people of any section of the state* go 
far as a faithful execution of the laws is con- 
cerned, the Executive is di^o&ed to do every 
tiung consistent with the means furnished him 
by ihe legislature, and I think I may safely say 
the same of the judiciary, 

As now advised, 1 am of the opinion that a 
mili ary guard will be necessary to prouct the 
t-tate witness's and officers of the court, and to 
assist in the execution of its orders, white sit- 
ling in Jackson county. By this mail I wrhe 
to Mr. Reese, enclosing him an order on the 
captain oi the "Liberty Clues," requiring the 
eapuin to comply wiili the requisition of the 
circuit attorney in protecting the court and of 
fieeis and executing 'heir precepts and orders 
during the progress of these trials. Under the 
protection of this guard your people con, if ihev 
think proper, return to their homes in Jackson 
county, and be protected in them during thi 
progress of the trial in question, by which time 
fact* will be developed upon winch I can act 

more definitely. The attorney general will be 
required to assist the circuit attorney, if the 

latter deems it ne:rssary. 

On the subject of civil injuries, I must re fer 
you to the court; mi eh questions rests with 
them exclusively. The laws are sufficient to 

■P 

afford a remedy for every injury of this kind, 
and, whenever you make out a case, entitling 
you to damages, there can he no doubt enter- 
tained of their ample award. Justice is some* 
rimes alow* in iis pr jgrees, but is not less sure on 
that account.

Still you mils; not expect Uiar a 1 I 
can say in this, is hardly an index fo what 1 
want to eay, 1 sometimes think if quite Strang* 
that L have never received auv communication 
from von since I left; still, I cannot aitributeit 
to your neglect, for 1 fondly hope there ire 
some on ihe way, and will soon leach me.— 
It is a lony; tune thovgh, that I have had t 
wait, and sometimes 1 get quiie put of pa- 
tience. Il its now fourteen months since I have 
henr I a syllable from you or the church, except 
some newspaper stories* or the like. One ol 
those was, that Ltolk r* Joseph and llynnm had 
been assassinated. Such thing?, though we 
do not believe them, give us gteat uneasint^. 
and make our situation very n upleasant . 

Nothing but ihti privilege of seeing yoi.' 
would give me more pleasure at the presenL 
tiiiie^ than to know your situation and circum- 
stances; whether you tire in Philadelphia or 
NauvoOj and how vou prosper } whether those 
who volunteered ro befriend you, are friends 
indeed \ and how )ou are contented in my ah* 
sence* whether you hold out faithful yet? 1 
hope and trust you do. 

Should <hey kill Brother Joseph, and hulf the 
church, we know it is the truth; and God's 
purposes will ro 11 uii, and be fulfilled in spifeof 

all things. If he is killed, what has befallen 
him more than ihe rest ot the prophets? Noth. 

ing* But I hope and irust it is not so. 

4VI y ignorance of your whereabouts troubles 
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me a great deal, and had I known that it was 
going to give me bo much uneasiness I never 
should have consented for you to leave Nauvoo, 
but 1 fondly hope yon are in Nauvoo, an<J 
hoarding with Brother Schwarlze. If I knew 
that was fheca?e, I should real quite content- 
ed. I suppose, dear, you s ilt think vour loi is 
i huTti one at the beet, and so it is, taking on 
abstract view of it, ihru is, unconnected with 
'lie reward of your privations* But we must 
learn to look ahead and live in anticipation, or 
as the phrenologist say, we must cultivate the 
bump of hope, and get a large share of that, 
and then we ehall be able to com fort ourselves 
now, with the anticipations of the future — 
For my own parr, the thoughts of our meeting 
ugain, and having the privilege of communing 
together, is truly a great pleasure, and keeps 
my spirits up under All circumstances. Only, 
think (or one moment— my heart leaps for joy 
while I write it — when we shall meet togeth- 
er. Then we can sit down and talk over all 
our trials and difficulties, and look back with 
picture upon the past, knowing we have done 
our duty and stand approved in the sight of 
Heaven. 

When I do return, if the Lord will, I intend 
securing what you have ever desired, — a com* 
fortable dwelling; and if the Lord should *ee 
fit to caU me lo go forth again to preach the 
gospel, I intend to see it well stocked with 
pro'istnrn for your use while I am gone, ex 
eept I should have to come on such another 
mission as this. If I should have to come on 
euch a mission aixain, 1 tell you what, I think 
you would have to cotne with me; for I don't 
think I should he willing to be separated from 
you f*o long ogam. However, I guess I wil\ 
£C t home again before I talk of going away* 

Dear, I must begin to draw my letter to a 
close, as my Fpace is getting small, and you 
will plensc excuse all blunders, as I have writ- 
ten in a hurry. I am just on the point of go- 
ing to pay Bro. Pratt a visit on the island of 
Tooboui, and I anticipate a pleasant lime. — 
He has built up quite a branch of the church 
there, We have altogether, according to 
the last accounts received from the breth- 
ren, baptized forty-three or forty-five. — 
About one third are English and Americans, 
and the rest natives. Rather slow work, but 
ihe Lord's will be done; and if we do the best 
we can, of course it is all that is required of 
us , w hether much or little is done, 

I ofttimes, dear, imagine myself returning 
home, and just landing up by the old stone 
house, or just entering the threshold of the 



Methinks I can now see you all gathering 
around me, and with eager visage, making a 
thousand enquiries, while! shall be so over* 
joyed that I shall not be able to give an answer 
to any of (hern, but making equally as many 
of you. 0, that will be joyful,— joyful joyful, 
joyful, and the bare anticipation of it, repav B 
us for all we have to endure in consequence of 
our separation. 

I suppose you would like to know how I get 
along as regards my temporal affairs. To that 
I would say, I lack for nothing that I stand in 
need of. The Lord has been true to his prom- 
ise* — I have e/er found those who were ready 
to administer to my wants, and I have never 
been destitute of money since I left American 
which is more than I could aav while I was 
travelling there. I have lived with Bro, Lin- 
coln ever since I have been here* Both he 
and Sister Lincoln treat me as one f>f their own 
family. They want me lo stay with them as 
long as I am here, So you see the Lord has 
provided abundantly for me. 

Now, I suppose you would like to know

From the Millennial Star, 
A SHORT TOUR THROUGH THE 
CLITHEROE CONFERENCE. 
On the 4th of Mav I met with the Saints in 
Blackburn by request, on the occasion of the 
opening a new room for worship. 1 addressed 
them in the morning and evening, and Elder 
Speakman in the afternoon. The room was 
filled, and we had an interesting time with the 
Saints. I found a flourishing branch of the 
church here; it being also the first time I had 
ever been privileged with meeting the Saints 
in the Clitheroe conference. 

On the 5t1i, in company with Elder Speak- 
man, I visited the ruins of Wholley Abbey, sit- 
uated in a most beautiful locality of hills, and 
woods, and streams. It had originally been 
very extensive, but ruins alone existed, with 
the exception of a small portion of building 
which is occupied by a few families. It ap- 



pears to have been founded in the year 1000. 
door, and of clasping my own dear wife to my j On the 6th we were favored with a most in- 
bosom, add greeting all of my dear friends, — teresting visit to Sioneyhurst, a Catholic col- 
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lege, and a.* I was informed, the most extensive ; 
establishment in England. One large room 
was splendidly decorated with paintings of 
great valup, by the great masters* The museum 
did not contain a large collection either of the 
natural or animal kingdom, yet a number of 
specimens were rich and costly, especially 
some small sculptures in marble, of the Savior, 
valued at a very high price. 

Wo visited the various apartments of this ex- 
tensive library, which we iound enriched wuh 
the most val uable works, many of great an* 
tiquity, especially a copy of Sr. Paul's Epistles, 
upoa parchment, which was? said to have been 
in the hands of the society more than a thou- 
sand years; beside it lay Queen Mary's prayer- 
book, and fumdiy antique articles. 

The lodgings, studies, and chapel for the 
boys, appeared convenient and comfortable; 
they have several hundreds passing through a 
course of education. 

The principal chapel connected with the 
college is fitted up in a most costly manner; the 
orsr.au, a) far pieee, crosses, candlesticks, &c, 
were rich indeed, while one window contained 
a representation of the thirteen apostles (inclu- 
ding .St. Paul,) in stained glass as large as life^ 
got up at a great expense. They have also a 
beautiful gaiden connnected with the esrnh- 
hUhmcnt, the separate compartments of which 
are divided by yew-tree fences, about twelve 
feet high, four feet thick, and from forty to 
two hundred feet Jong, as the case required; 
I suppose not equalled in extent in England. 

After leaving the college we travelled to 
Waddington, a village a short distance from 
Cluheroe, over the Ribble on the Yorkshire 
t^ide, where we partook of the hospitality of 
friend Cotiom. While here we vUjred the 
alms-house built and dedicated by Sir Rober 1 

Parker, A. D, 1700, for the poor widows of the 

parish* 

On the 7th we walked to Clitheroe and Chat" 
burn, and visited the Saint? in those places. — 
1 was much pleased with the meek and quiet 
spirit manifested amongst them. I walked 
through the village of Chatburn, of which El- 
der Kimball speaks in hig journal, as walking 
through it with his head uncovered and bless* 
ing the place, while the children had hold of 
his garmenrs as he passed along*. I felt the 
spirit of God rest upon me while pissing' 
through the street where euch scenes of inter-) 
est had transpired with Elder Kimball and 
other servants of God. 

During our travels on the 8th, we had the 
pleasure of witnessing Father Richard Smithie* 
display his skill in beguiling some fine trout 
from the river Ribble with the artificial fly, — 



1 It wad the first time I had ever seen this mode 
of fishing, ami it appeared decidedly the most 
skilful in the whole routine of fishing. Father 
Smithies is seventy years of age, in good 
health, and as a fisherman is not supposed to be 
surpassed in the country. On our return to 
Clitheroe we visited the old castle or tower in 
thai place, which appears to have been a very 
strong hold in its day . 

On Sunday the 11th, I attended the quar- 
terly conference at Clitheroe. Elder Speak- 
man was called to preside. The fore part of 
the day was taken up with a representation of 
the branches; some alterations in the confer- 
ence, and in the ordination of one elder, tw*o 
priests, three teachers, and three deacons. A 

short time was also occupied in giving instruc- 
tions. 

In the afternoon we administered the eacra- 
ment, after which the Saints were called upon 
to occupy the time in bearing testimony to the 
work of God, The brethren and sisters fol- 
lowed each other in their testimony one by one % 
until a considerable number had spoken, and 
truly the spirit and power of God rested upon 
the assembly until they were melted into tears; 
many wept while bearing their testimony; it 
was indeed, an interesting lime to us all. 

The elder paid tliat when Brother Kimbal 
left him, he to'd him to take good care of hia 
lambs : ne said he had eddeavored to do so, and 
indeed they had hi en as lambs, and as children 
obedient and willing to heirken to counsel, 

\V e Mtrinn in the midst of those loving 
Saints, I was overwhe'mrd with the spirit and 
power of Go'l, and the simplicity, love, and 
union of ihe Saints who were assembled, I had 
not power of utterance to express the feelings 
of my heart, but found myself in ftars of jay 
and etadness, I addressed the Saints in the 
evening, and had a fu 1 house, and at the dis- 
missal of the meeting, wht n I was called to 
take my leave of them, the hearty shake of tho 
hand, and the flowing tears spoke louder the 
sentiments of the heart than the words which 
accompanied them of 'Good bye,' and *God 
hleasyou!'

1 I left Clitheroe on the 12th and arrived at

We 
both felt the spirit of the subject, and had a 
good meeting. Elder Hardy, the presiding el- 
der of the conference, was present. Preston 
was the first place to receive the work in this 
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country, and i» hag produced much good fruit, 
and the Saints there still have the spirit of the 
work.

DIood louches blood; — the French 
could kindle the fire and kill, and the Spanrsh 
could ri-b ilie dead, Missouri could expel and 
murder her own citizens wirh impunity; Phil- 
adelphia and Vicksburg coufd take the law in- 
to their own hands; and Illinois could shut up 
the prophets and martyr them in cold blood, 
while the Governor was catechising the saints 
to observe the law, within a stones throw as v 
were, and what is ihe result? The murderers 
^ru unpunished, and silently arc applauded for 
the hellish deed. 

"O earth, earth, earth, hear the word of the

Fite, storm, war, psstilence and famine, shall 
continue 10 waste the wicked, until a man shall 
be as precious as fine gold. Howl, ye nations, 
for the da\ of \our desolation bns'ens to wipe 
the earih where your spots of power, are now 
rtd with the evidences of your gui'i! Weep, 
for God will feed yon with j udcrm* nts until you 
are fitted as convenient flesh for the fowls of 
the mountains, and the beasts of the wilder- 
ness! Wade on in your glory, if human blood 
has anv glory in being sprinkled upon the skirt? 
of nations profeesing to be Chrtsiair* * Wade 
on! the hour oT judgment is nigh ! The pros 
ent kingdoms are crumbling to pieces! This 
generation shall not pass till you enter into 
vour depredation and doom, 4 *whcre the worm 
dieth n>t and the fire is not quenched."

People generally have maintained in their 
belief about what the Savior was to do, wrong 
notions. He was to come the second iimt with- 
out sin unto salvation, but before he comes, was 
to come the great and notable day of the Lord ; 
a day of wrath, doubt, vexation, and war. 

Yea, more, for Jesus said, as Luke boa wrU* 
ten : 

**I am come to send fire on the earth; and 
what will I, if it be already kindled? 4 

But I have a baptism to be baptised with; 
and how am I straitened till it be accomplished. 

Suppose ye that I come to give peace oa 
earth; I tell you. Nay; but rather division! 

For from henceforth there shall be five in 
one house divided, three against two, and two 
against three.

Snoiv Storm in JRmsia* — In the south writ 
province of Russia, a violent snow storm occur 
red about the middle of March, which coiitin- 
ued tor six days. It extended over the govern" 
mente of Volhynia, Fodolia, and the province 
of BresaThia, and caused the greatest destruc- 
tion lolife and property, Seventy-six persons 
are reported to have perished. 

Fire and Dreadful lots of Life in Spain. — An 
■accident, which produced a mogt lamentable 
catastrophe, happened on the 3d ultimo, at Va- 
1 rnria, in Spain. A fire broke our in the prem- 
ises* of a confectioner, but was rea dily extin- 
guished without any serious consequences; 
but at a manufactory of cigars, nearly adjoin- 
ing, several hundred of voung women were 
employed ac the time. A report got amonj: 
them that the t>as pipes had burst, and that 
they were likely oil to re burnt alive. Under 
the terror of this impression, ihev all rushed eo 
the doors and staircases, and in the confusion, 
eighteen were killed, and fifty so seriously in- 
jured that they weie obligee! to be carried to 
the hospital.

the prospect i? f that the increase will be more 
numerous rhe present year than lasr, and from 
present appearances their will many m»»re emi- 
grate thin season than last; the Saints in E;)i>_ 
land receive the Joint Stock Company with de 
light because it holds out the prospect and is the 
sole object <>f the poeiety to establish manufac- 
tories in Nauvoo, and to open a trade between 
this country and America, and give employ* 
ment to the poor when they arrive in Zion, and 
furnish food for the poor saints in this country 
and create business for the wh le church 
more or less, 

We have taken eveTy lawful step in the or- 
ganizing of tlie British American Commercia] 
Joint Stock Company ; we have got a provision* 
ai register which e nables us to form the compa- 
ny occurring to act of Parliament, We shall 
be fully registered in about three months* the 
saints in Britain are very spirited about it, and 
according to prospects ve shall be enabled to 
raise about fifteen or twenty thousand pounds 
by next New-yeai's day to be then conveyed 
to Xauv.i,) by acommittee 1 to be invested in 
erecting and suppljmg manufactories for the 
best interest of all the church ; an J it ia the in- 
tention ot the Company to-open a trade between 
Kngland and America. We have commenced 
the business of commission and forward- 
ing agency to all par's, and ore intending 
to extend business as fast as circumstances 
will permit; we want in o/der to facilitate bus- 
iness, agenci s formed in Boston, New-York, 
Philadelphia, and New Oceans, and in Quebec 



and Montreal, and should it meet your mind to 
co-operate with us in New-Yoik and also to 
assist in forming agencies in Philadelphia and 
Boston. There should bespread in all those 
places at once, commission and forwarding agen- 
cies, and as the elders or others wuuld travel 
procme orders for British manufactories, and 
having made arrangements, I should be able 
to supply orders and forward them, and accord- 
ing to business principles the more they per~ 
formed the more pay they would have. 1 should 
be glad to receive a line from you statins your 
mind on ihe subject at your earliest conveni-

CONTINUED. 

At a council of the high priest and elders, 
at nay house* in Kmland on the evening of the 
12th of February. I remarked, that I should 
endeavor to set before the council ihe dignity 
of the office which had been conferred on me 
by the ministering; of the angel of God, by his 
own voice, and by the voice of this church! 
that I had never set before any council in all 
the order of it, which it ought to be conducted, 
which, perhaps has deprived the council* of 
•orae, or many blessing.*. 

And 1 c<m;yiued and said, no man is capable 
of judging a ihatter, i r* council, unless his own 
heart is pure, and that we frequently are so fil- 
led with prejudice, or have a beam in our own 
eye, that wc are not capable of passing right 
decision?, &c« 

But to return to the subject of order: in an- 
cient days councils were conducted with such 
strict propriety that no one was allowed to 
w hisper, be weary, leave the room, or get un- 
easy in the least; until the voice of the Lord 
by revelation, or by the voice of ihe council by 
the spirit was obtained, which has not been 
observed in tins church to the present. It was 
understood in ancient day?, that if one man 
could fitay in council, another could; and if 
the President could spend his time, the mem- 
bers could also; but in our council?, generally 
one will be uneasy, another asleep; one pray- 
ing, another not; one's mind on the business 
of the council, and another thinking on some- 
thing else, dec. 

Our acts are rendered, and at a future day 
they will be laid before us, and if we should 
fail to judge right and injure our fellow beings, 
they may be there, perhaps, condemn us; there 
ibey are of great consequence and to me the 
consequence appears to be of force, beyond anv 
thing which I am able to express, &c. Ask 
yourselves, brethren, how much you have ex- 
ercised yourselves in prayer since you heard or 
lliii council; and if you are now prepared to 
sjt in council upon the soul of your brother? 

I then gave a relation of my situation at the 
time I ubuimed the record, the persecutions I 
met with, &c, and prophecied that I would 
stand and shine like the sun in the firmament, 
when my enemies and the gainsayers of my tes- 
timony shall be put down and cut off, and their 
names blotted out from among men. 

Tuc council proceeded to investigate certain 



|| charges presented by Elder Rigdon agains* 
Martin Harris, on*; was, that he told A'. C. Rus- 
sell/Esq. that Joseph drank too much liquor 
when he was translating the Book of Mormon, 
and that he wrestled with many men and threw 
them, &c; and that he (Hani?) exalted him- 
self above Joseph, in that he said, "Brother Jo- 
seph knew not the contents of the Book of Mor- 
mon, until it was translated, but that he, him* 
self knew all about it before i: was translated." 

Brother Harris said he did not tell Esq. Rua„ 
sell thai Brother Joseph drank too much liquor 
while translating the Book of Mormon, but this 
thing occurred previous to ihe translating of 
the book; he confessed that his mind was dark- 
ened, and that he had said many things inad- 
vertantly, calculated to wound the feelings of 
his brethren, and promised to do better. Th« 
council torgave him, with much good advice. 

Brother Rich was called in question for 
transgressing the word of wisdom, and for sel- 
ling the revelations at an extortionary price f 
while he was journeying east with father Ly- 
ons- Brother Rich confessed, and the council 
forgave him upon his promising to do better 
and reform his life* j

& Co., for the destruction of the printing office 
&c, &c, and by Partridge and others for per* 
sona! abuse, &c, I understand that at the next 
Monday term of the circuit court, petition will 
be made for a change of venue in Jackson 
county, and 1 suppose no case can be tried be- 
fore next June or October term. If it is expe- 
dient someone of our people will call o:j you 
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in a few days, and during the interim, with 
you to drop a line if conven*en*. 

Wrhave this* day received a communication 
from the Governor of the 4th inst in which he 
t !&tes, that he is ot opinion that a military 
guard wUJ be necessary, to protect the Elate 
witnesses and ©ftlcera of the court, and to as- 
sist in the execution of its orders, while sitting 
in Jackson county. 

By this mail 1 write to llr. Reese, enclosing 
him an order on the captain of the "Liberty 
Blues," requiring the captain to comply with 
the requisition of the circuit attorney, pro- 
tecting the couit and officer*, and executing 
their precepts and orders during the progress of 
these trials. 

The foregoing relates to a court of enquiry 
into criminal matters, to beheld in Jackson 
county, next Monday week.

Minutes of fhc organization of tke High Council 

of ike Chunk of Christ of Latter-day Saintt t 

Kirttand) February 17, 1834. 

This day a general council of twenty-four 
high priests assembled at the house of Joseph 
Smith, jr. by revelation, and proceeded to or- 
ganize the high council of the church of Christ* 
which was to consist of twelve high priests, 
and one or three presidents, as the case might 
require* This high council was appointed by 
revelation for the purpose of settling important 
difficulties, which might arise in .he church? 
which could not be settled by the church, or 
the bishotTs council, to the satisfaction of the 
parties. 

Joseph Smith, jr., Sidney Rigdon, and Fred- 
crick G. Williams, were acknowledged presi- 

r 

dents by the voice of the council; and Joseph 
Smith, pernor, John Smith, Joseph Oe, John 
Johnson* Martin Harris, John S. Carter, Jared 
Carter, Oliver Cowdery, Samuel H. Smith, 
Orson Hyde, Sylvester Smith, and Luke Joh li- 
no n, high priests, were chosen to be a standing 
council for the church, by the unanimous voice 
of the councr. The above named counsellors 
were, th t- n asked whether they accepted their 
nppuin'mr nts, nnd whether they would act in 
that office according to the taw of heaven; to 
which they all answered, that they accepted 
t hesr appointment*, and would fill their offices 
iceoftliitg Ki the £race of God bestowed upon 
them. 

The nurtiber rompoeing the council, who vo- 
ted in the name and for the church in appoint- 
ing the above named rounsellorp, were forty- 
ihrre, T« Ftliows: nine high priest^, seventeen 

eUl'M\ four priests and thirteen member?. 
\\*it d, 'that it* high council cannot have 



power to act without seven of the above named 
counsellors, or their regularly appointed sue* 
cessors are present. These seven shall have 
power to appoint other high priesfe, whom ihey 
may consider worthy and capable, to act in tha 
place of absent counsellors* 

Voted, that whenever any vacancy shall oc- 
cur by the death, removal from office for trans- 
gression, or removal from the bounds of this 
church government, of any one of the above 
named counsellors, it shall be filled by the 
nomination of the president or presidents, and 
sanctioned by the voice of a general council 
high priests, convened for that purpose, to act 
in the name of the church. 

The president of the church, wno is also the 
president of the council, is appointed by revela* 
tion, and acknowledged, in his administration, 
by the voice of (he church ; and it is according 
to the dignity of his office, that be should pre- 
side over the council of the church; and it is 
his privilege to be assisted by {wo other presi- 
dents, appointed afrer the same manner as he 
himself was appointed; and tn case of the ab- 
sence of one or both of those whttare appointed 
to assist him, he has power to preside over the 
council without an assistant:, and in case that 
he himself is absent, the other presidents have 
power to preside in his efead, both or either of 
them. 

Whenever an high council oT the church of 
Chriei is regularly organized, according to the 
foregoing pattern, it shall be the duty of the 
twelve counsellors to cast lots by numbers, and 
thereby ascertain who, of the twelve, shalT 
speak first, commencing with number one j and 
so in succession to number twelve. 

Whenever this council convenes to act npon 
any case, the twelve counsellors shall consider 
whether it is a difficult one or not; if it is not, 
two only of the counselors shall speak upon it r 
according to ihe form above wrirtr n. But if it 
is thought to be difficult, four shall be appoint* 
cd ; and if more difficult, sii : bui in no case 
shall more than sii be appointed to speak.— 
The accused, in all cases, has a right to one 
half of the council, to prevent insult or injus- 
tice; and the counselors appointed to speak be- 
fore the council, are to present the case, after 
:he evidence is examinee', kn lt~ true light, he- 
fore the council; and every man is to speak 
according to equity and justice Those coun- 
sellors who draw even numbers, that if, two, 
(our, sii, eight, ten avd twelve, are the individ- 
uals who are to stand up in tee behalf of the 
accused, and prevent insult or injustice. 

In all cases the accuser and the accused shal' 
have a privilege of spewing for themselves be 
fore the council, alter the evidences »ie beard : 
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and the coursellors who are appointed to speak 
on the case, hove finished their remarks. After 
the evidences are heard, the counsellor?, accu- 
ser nnd acevsed hnve spoken, the president 
shall give a decision according to the under- 
standing which he shall have of the case, and 
c?iM upon the twetvtjcouneellors to sanction the 
•amc by their vote. But should the remaining 
counsellor*, who have not spoken, or any one! 
of them, after hearing the evidences nnd plead, 
ing impartially, discover an error in the decis- 
ion of the president, they can manifest it, and 
the case shall have a re-hearing ; and if, after 
a careful re-hearin?, anv additional liffht is 
shown upon the case, the decision shall be al- 
tered accordingly: but if no additional 
light is given, the first decision shall stand, the 
majority of the council having power to deter- 
mine the same. 

In eases of difficulty respecting doctrine, or 
principle, (if there is not a sufficiency written 



to make tho case clear to the minds of the 
council,) the president may inquire and obtain 
the mind of the Lord by revelation. 

The high priests, when abroad, hnve power 
to cnll and organize a council after the manner 
of the foregoing, to settle difficulties when the 
parties, or either of them, shall request it; and 
the paid council of high priests shall have pow- 
er to appoint one of their own number, to pre- 
side over such council for the time being, ft 
shall bo the duty of said council to transmit, 
immediately, a copy of their proceedings, with 
a full statement of the testimony accompany, 
ing tbtir decision, to tho high counci 1 of the 
seat of the first presidency of the church, — 
Should the parties, or either of them, be dissat- 
isfied with the decision of said council, they 
may appeal to the high council of the scat of 
the first presidency of the church, and have a 
re-hearing, which case shall then be conduct- 
ed, according to the former pattern written, as 
though no such decision had been made. 

This council of high priests abroad, is only I 
to'bc called on the most difficult case* of 
church matters: and no common or ordinarv 
rase is to be sufficient to call such council,— 
The travelling or located high priests abroad 
have power to fay whether it is 
t alt filch a council or not. 

There is a distinction between the high 
council of travelling high priests abroad, and 
the travelling high council composed of the 
twt-lve apostles, in their decis'on?: From the 
decision of the former there can be nn appeal, 
but from the decision of the latter there can- 
not. The latter can only be called in question 
by Ihe general authorities of the church rncaie 
of transgression. 



Removed, that the president, or presidents of 
the sent of the first presidency of the church, 
shall have power to determine whether any 
such case, as may be appealed, is justly enti" 
tied to a re-hearing, after examining the appeal 
and the evidences and statement accompany- 

ing it;;; 

The twelve counsellors then proceeded to 
cast lots, or ballot^ to ascertain who should 
s peak first, and the following was the result;

lives might be prolonged on the eaitfu 

My father Josef h then laid hi* hwnJs upon

Brother Story tes- 
tified that Eider Hodges talktd so loud at a 
prayer meeting that the neighbors came out to 
tjee if some one was not hurt. At another 
meeting, he said that E*der Thayer rebuked 
hi in for his error, but he did not receive the re- 
buke; that he raised his voice so high that he 
could not articulate so ns to be understood ; and 
that his teaching brought a damp upon the 
meeting, and was not edifying. Brother E.

1 have just arrived in \ew York from Nait- 
voo, the City of the SuintF, having been duly 
appointed and sent by the presiding authorities 
of the whole church, to preside over the church- 
es in the east — having the same extent of juris- 
diction — the same power and authority, and 
the same calling, office, and priesthood, in eve- 
ry resptct, which were vested in and entrusted 
with your former President, Parley P. Pratt, 
who has now returned, by the sanction of the 
presidency, to his family and friends in the 
west. 

It is with feelings of no ordinary kind that I 
now enter upon the highly responsible dutks of 
a watchman anj slupherd, and a presiding offi- 
cer over you. Great are the responsibilities 
and highly important are the duties < f ne who 
is entrusted with the oversight and welfare of 
numerous branches of the church of the living 
Cod. I am happy to state, from correct sourc- 
es of information, that the churches now under 
my charge, have been left by their former pres* 
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idem lor the most part in a flourishing and 
prospeiQiis condition. Peace, love, union, and 
good order seema lo prevail among them. A 
knowledge of true order and government of the 
kingdom of God had greatly increased; the 
power and authority of its officers are more 
perfectly understood and appreciated, and in 
short, the laws, ordinances, blessings, keys and 
scaling powers of this last dispensation, hare 
been more fully opened 10 their minds, by 
which their faith has been strengthened, their 
union and love increased, and their desires hav 
become more ardent to receive a'l necessary 
preparations to] obtain eternal saivution for 
themselves, their progenitors, and their chil- 
dren. 

The present prospects of the saints in the 
cast are indeed cheering. The dark clouds 
which have hung over their heads with threat- 
ening aspects, ate breaking away. The droop- 
ing minds and spirits (occasioned by the false 
teachirga, unvirtuoua practice^ and hellish 
conduct of Adams and others,) are beginning 
to revive. The countenances of the saints, 
wear a more cheerful and serene aspect; while, 
hope, gladness, and joy animates their bourns | 
and stimulates them to action. The officers in 
the different branches seem to more perfectly 
understand their duties, and are ready under 
all circumstances, at a moments warning, to 
obey counsel, to preside, preach, administer or* 
dinancts, to go and come, or labor wiih thei^ 
own hands as they are directed by legal author- 
ity.

Let every high priest, elder, officer, and 
member be careful not to teach, eitker publicly 
or privately any doctrine or precept contrary to 
the word of God, or the principles of sound 
morality and virtue. 

\\ And should any officer or member be found 
instilling or disseminating any principles, in 
public or in private, which could be considered, 
even by the world, as unvirtuous or immoral, let 
him speedily be reported to the proper authori- 
ties and dealt with according to the strict prin- 
ciples of the law of God, 

And should any of ihe presiding officers in 

the cast be iound violating these rules, let 
them, without delay, be immediately reported 
to me, together wiih the testimony concerning 
the same. 

All covenants and promises which may have 
been entered into by any of the saints in the 
east, in relation to the eternal union, indepen- it 
dent of the sanction and approbation of him 
who holds t:ie keys of the sealing power as 
conferred by Eajah are null anul voil f being 
made in unrighteo isne^s, and directly in oppo- 
sition to the order of the kingdom oi God, 

It" a husband and wife wish to enjoy each 
others society in the world to ome, let a)] their 
covenants and promises be made at a proper 
time— in a proper place; and under the sanc- 
tion and approbation of the Oxk holding the le- 
gal authority and keys of these sacred things. 

And if any of the saints shall be found violat- 
ing any of these sacred, virtuoujand holy prin- 
ciples, let tnem be reported and dealt with 
strictly, 1 Mi* imh 

Let parents and guardians pay strict atten- 
tion to the viitue and morality of their children 
■ and those placed under their charge. Your 
responsibilities towards them are great and 
highly important. *t** 
Let children peek coiinpel from, and obey 
their parents (who are in the church.) in ail 
things; for in the kingdom of God, parents and 
children hold the S3me relation to each other 
\n regard to government and obedience, in time 
and al ] eternity. 

The fame eternal relation of perfect govern- 
Hi'onthe port of the father, and of perfect

obedience on the pari of the children, should 
be maintained that exist* between the Eterna' 
Father and his sou Jesus Christ. 

Let all the officers in every branch, thorough- 
ly teach the saints, both by precept and exam- 
pie, the principles aet forth in this message that 
heaven- born firms may shine forth in all your 
words and in short,

Let virtue in her beauty. 
Be your immortal bride. 

Let virtue— lovely virtue, ^

Tht iemple of God is beginning to attract 
the attention of the saints more generally. By 
the tithings and unwearied exertions of the 
faithful, its walls have been erected; the rool 
has been put on, and much of the inside work 
finished and ready 10 be [laced in its proper 
position.

And I hereby warn all people, both in the 
eastern and middle states, tu pay no tithing to 
any one except to mo, or to my order* and to 
such other legal agents as arp, or shall be ap- 
pointed by the Twelve, whose names will ap- 
pear in our periodicals as authorised agents, 



and who will also hold a certificate of agency, 
having the private seal of the Twelve, ' 

The church will not be responsible for any 
tithings which shall be paid to any other per- 
sons. 

Let the authorized agents in the eastern and 
middle states who have received tithings, for- 
ward the same, with the names to me at our of" 
fice by some safe conveyance. ' 

The names of each individual, together with 
the amount of tnhtng paid by each, will be pub- 
lished in the Messenger. 

I intend visiting the most, if not all, th* 
branches of the church under my charge. 

The time ihat I will be at the differen 1 
branches will be announced in the Messenger. 
Let the saints have their tithings in readines*. 

I request Elders Brown of Connecticut, Snow 
of Boston, Grant and Appleby of Philadelphia, 
and all other officers engaged in the ministry, 
to send frequent communications to me by let- 
ter, (postage paid,) that I may know the state f 
standing and condition of the branches, and be 
in possession of all other information necessary 
to the welfare of the saints, and spread of the 
gospel in these parts. 

As there has heen a great inquiry in the east, 
for the Book of Covenants, I take this opponu. 
nity to inform the officers and saints general! v, 
that I have several hundred on hand, price, one 
dollar end twenty five cents. 

Also, jutt issued from the press, the "Pro- 
phetic Almanac *' for 1846. Price, 6 L4 single, 
4 dollars per hundred. 

Brethren support the Messenger, and buy all 
our standard works, and let the approved au- 
thors among the taints be upheld, sustained, 
and encouraged.

THE FULFILMENT CF PROPHECY COV 
CERNIXG THE ARABS, 

The history of the Arabs , so opposite in tna* 
ny respect* to that of the Jews, but as singular 
as theirs, was concisely and clearly foretold,— 
Ii was prophesied concerning lehmael: — "He 
will be a wild man; his hand will be against 
every man, and every man's hand will be a- 
gainat him: and he shall dwell in the presence 
-of all his brethren. I will make him fruitful, 
and multiply him exceedingly; and I will make 
him a great nation . Gen. xrt.H; xvii, 20. 

The fate of IshmacI is here identified with 
that of his descendants ; and the same charac- 
ter is common to them both. The historical 
evidence cf the fact, the universal tradition, 
and constant boast of the Arabs themselves, 
their language, and preservation for many ages 
cf an original rite, derived from him (s their 
primogenitor, confirm the troth of their decent 
from Ishntael. The fulfilment of the prediction 
is obvious. Even Gibbon, while he attempts 
from the exceptions which ho specifies to evade 
the force of the fact-, ihat the Arabs have main* 
tamed a perpetual independence, acknowledges 
that these exceptions are temporary and local; 
that the body of the nation has escaped the 
yoke oT the most powerful monarchies; and 
that "ihe arms of Sesostris and Cyrus*, of Pom" 
pey and Trajan, could never achieve the con- 
quest of Arabia.'* Bui even the exceptions 
which he specifier, though they are justly sta. 
ted, anu the ugh not coupled with such admis. 
sions as invalidate them, would not detract 
from the truth of the prophecy. The indepen- 
dence of the Arabs was proverbial in ancient 
as well as in modern times; and the present 
existence, as a free and independent nation, of 
a people who derive their descent from so high 
antiquity, demonstrates that they have never 
been wholly subdued, as all the nations around 
them have unquestionably been; and that they 



' ren. They not only subsist unconquered Ic 
this day, but the prophesied and primitive wit- 
ness of their race, and their hostility to all, re- 
mains unsubdued and unaltered, "They are 
a wild people ; their hand is against every man ; 
and every man's hand is against them." In 
the words of Gibbon, which strikingly assimi- 
late with those of the prophecy, they are i arm^ 
ed against mankind." Plundering is their pro' 
tespion. Their alliance is never courted, and 
can never be obtained; and all that the Turks, 
or Persians, or any of their neighbors, c^n stip- 
ulate for from them, is a partial and purchased 
forbearance. Even the British, who have es- 
tablished a residence in almost every country, 
have entered the terriiones of 4he descendant* 
of lehmael to accomplish only the premeditated 
destruction of a fort and to retire. It cannot l># 
alledged with uutb, that their peculiar charac. 
ter and manner, and its interrupted permanen- 
cy, are the necessary results of the nature of 
their country* They have continued wild and 
uncivilized, and have retained their habits of 
hostility towards all the rest cf the human race^ 
though they possessed for three hundred year* 
countries the most opposite in their nature from 
the mountains of Arabia. The greatest part of 
the temperate zone was included wi'hin the 
limits of the Arabian conquests; and their em- 
pire extended from the confines of India to the 
shores of the Atlantic, and embrace a wider 
range of territory than evei was passed by the 
Romans, those boasted masters of the world. — 
The period of thtir conquest and dominion waa 
sufficient, under such circumstance*, to have 
changed >ithe manners of any people: but, 
whether in the land of Shinah, or in the vallej s 
of Spain, on the banks of the Tigris, or the 
Tagus, in Arabia the blessed, or Arabia, the 
barren, the posterity of Ishmael have ever 
maintained their prophetic chiracter; they 
have remained, under every change of condi- 
tion, a wi!d people; their hand htti *nll been 
against every nun, and every man's hand a- 

gainst them* 

The natural reflection of a recent traveler, 

on examining thepeculioriiies ot an Arab tribe, 
of which he was an eye-wiuie?s, may suffice, 
without any art of controversy, for the illustra- 
tion of this prophecy : c *On the smallest compu- 
tation, such must have been the manners of 
those people for more ihan three thousand 
years: thus in all things verifying the predic- 
tion given of lehmael at his birth, that he, in 
his posterity, should Le a wild man, and al- 
ways continue to be so, though they shall dwell 
for ever in the presence of their brethren — 
And thai an acute and active people, surro and* 
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td for tgps by polished and luxuriouH nationB, t motion,*and, with what inexpressible joy ought 



should from their earliest to their latent times, 
be still found a wild people, dwelling in the 
presence of all their brethren, (as we may call 
those nation?,) unsubdued and unchangeable, is 
indeed a standing miracle ; one of those myste- 
rious facts which establish the truth of proph- 

•rj. |f 

Recent discoveries have brought to light the 
miraculous preservation and'existence, as a dis- 
tinct people, of a less numerous, but no less in- 
teresting race; **a plant which grew up under 
the mighty cedar of Israel, but was destined to 
flourish when that proud tree was leveled to 
the earths (t Thug ?aiih the Lord of Hosts, the 
God of Israel, Jonadab the eon of Rech<\b shall 
not want a man to stand before me forever." — 
Jer. xxxv* 19. The Rcehabites still exist, fct a 
distinct and easily distinguishable* 1 people. — 
They boast of their descent from Reehab. pro- 
fess pure Judaism, and all know Hebrew. Yet 
they live in the neighborhood of Mecca, the 
chief seat of Mahometanism, and their number 
is slated to be sixty thousand. The account 
given of theui ^by Benjamin of Tudela, in the 
twelfth century, has veryj recently been con- 
firmed by Mr. Wolff, and, as he witnessed, and 
heard from an intrepid "Rechabite cavalier, 1 ' 
there is not a man warning to stand up as a 
son of Rechab.

It has fallen to my lot, brethren end sifters, 
to occupv a short time thi? morning, akhough 
1 do not ft-el competent to the task of making 
this congregation hear me, in consequence of 
the wind, I shall do the best that 1 can, and 
speak us loud is I can, and endure to the end* 
I hope there may be j'erfeci order in the con- 
gregation, especially so, on the outskirts; let 
there be no talking, nor whispering, nor mov- 
ing about, that I may have the attention of the 
congregation, and by the help of God, advance 
some things for your benefit and consolation: 
thing* that shall strengthen and encourage you 
while you ore passing through this vale of tears, 
to a country, lying far beyond the reach of iht 
enemy, and the arm of the oppressor. 

We well know, brethren and sisters, that tha 
religion we profess, has the same effect upon 
the religion of the day ns did the religion pro- 
claimed by John the Baptist, upon the religion 
of the scribes and Pharisees; for he boldlv 
proclaimed that the axe was laid at the root of 
the tree, and every tree, that bringeth not fotth 
good fruit, should be hewn down and cast into 
the fire. 

The lelifrinn then, lhat we have embraced 
having sprung from the same root, possesses 
the same power and quali ies. We havr, there, 
fore, the boldness to say , that it lays the axe to 
the root of every tree, and every tree, lhat 
bringeth not furth good fruit, shall be hewn 
down : it la\s the axe at the root of every thing 
in the shape or form of religion, and prostrates 
the most gigantic as well as the lesser; it leaves 
them all prostrate together, without sn excep- 
tion; ami this is what it was designed to do^ 
and what it has to accomplish; it has to bring 
down that that is exalted, and exalt that that 
is low; it has to make crooked places straight, 
and rough places smooth.

broken ; it cannot be given to o her people;

To kill them would be & mercy too great a' 
the hanus of tbia people; for 10 dUnd in dread 
of any Unr.g is worse than to plunge into it. — 
If we can only keep ihctn alivr^ it will be to 
them a greater burden tha.i to kill iheni, for 
they are dreading hell all the tune; and to cut 
the 'bread and let them urop in, they would 
not ha/e the pleasnre of that torment. Then 
let them live. What furl lo harass them? No; 
God knows they have soniethu g to hiuasa tht m 
worje than we can co it; their conscience ii ag 
a black locust tree in the stomach, and whir- 
ever they go thty ere opposed with it. They 
are in perpetual misery. Murder find garment* 
lolled in blood are continually beloie L U v i « 
*jes. If I were they, 1 would want to lull my- 
#elL thin, don'i kill them! let them live! 
for they carry about them their own torment*; 
and they feel so good. 

So mailers roll round, Tula people fcave 
more joy and satisfaction in one huiir, than 
they will ever have. By and by they will 
straiten up and say we will go to Texas or Ore- 
gon : Wall, you may 'go/ but you cannot get rid 
of that black locust tree you have in your sto- 
mach*. If you were there, you would bft afraid 
of being killed. The black locust would »ull 
grow t and you cannot root it up, for it is on its 
own natuial soil; and the more you try to root 
it up the more it wiil grow. It you take the 
wing* of the morning, and fly to the uttermost 
parta of the earth, the black locust is there; if 
you make your bed in hell, it won't burn off 
the ihoina, for they are wrapt up inside, and 
the fire caannot reach them. (At this time 
President Young, feeling a disposition to alle- 
vlntu their sufferings a little, wished the black 
locust to be extracted, and a honey locust put 
in its Head.) To which Klder Hyde said, 1 
etand corrected,* it ts the honey locust; t there 
it & little sweet with it. 

Well, orethren and sisters, in the midst of 
nil our trials, where is the people whose sour- 
ces for joy and gladness are greater than ours? 
There is more joy, union, and love, amojijj this 
people after they have been beaten, afllictcd, 
and trampled upon, /than can^be found in all 
the world.

I formed many new and highly interesting 
acquaintances with the saints in London, was- 
much edified with their testimony, and blessed 
while with them. Brother Crump was ordained 
to the office of an Elder, and I think he will 
make a useful man in the vineyard of the Lord,, 
and council of his brethren in days to come,— 
Duty called me from London, yet I parted with> 
yourselves, digest it, learn wisdom and practice the saints with regret that I was obliged to leave* 

them 50 soon. 1 also held one meeting with 
the branch of the church at Woolwich, which 
which had increased much in number since we 
left it In 1840, 

On the 27th of June, I kept a day of pray er 
and fasting in the town of Birmingham, with a 
flourishing branch of the church of nearly four 
hundred members, under the guidance and 
teaching of father Robert Crook. I had an in- 
teresting meeting with the saints on that eve- 
ning, and while hearing the testimony from va- 
rious individuals, one truth was strongly ira^ 
j pressed upon my mind, which was, that not^ 
withstanding one year had passed away since 
the prophets were martyred at Carthage, yet the 
work which they had established, and sealed 
with their own blood, was alive in the hearts of 
tens of thousands, and bringing forth fruit to 
the honor and glory of God, I attended a 
council meeting with the officers of the church 
in Birmingham, and was happy to find that per- 
fect union prevailed among them. I spent fan 
interesting day with them on Sunday, the 291h 
of June. They held their meeting in a commo- 
dious room winch they have rented for a year 
in High Street , I preached in the morning and 
afternoon, communed with about four hundred 
saints, confirmed five, blessed several children, 
and administeied to several that were sick: the 
remainder of the afternoon was occupied by the 
brethren and sisters in bearing their testimony 
of the work of God, and truly it was an inter- 
esting time. In the evening, the house was 
crowded to excess, and many could not find ad- 
mission. A large number of strangers were 
present who had not before attended our meet- 
ings. Although I addressed them somewhat 
lengthy, good order prevailed and the best of 
attention waa given, and I have no doubt but 
that many will yet be added to the church in 
Birmingham. The prospect for the spread of 
the work in that place was never better than at 
the present time, and I have the satisfaction of 
saying, that during my sliy there, I saw no spir- 
it manifest wjth any member of that branch # ol 



holiness. I entered the work at Stationers' 
Hall, London, and secured a certificate of the 
-entry of the copyright, which secures unto us 
the right of printing it throughout the British 
dominions, notwithstanding the plots laid by 
*ome of our enemies in secret chambers in the 
city of Pittsburgh) rob the church of the copy- 
right of that book by entering it before me, I 
spent twenty very plesant days in London, du-

There were some few individuals that 
appeared a little uneasy when I first went there, 
one of which, being unwilling to walk accord- 
ing to counsel, was cut oft from the church du- 
ring my stay. He appeared, rather than sub- 
mit to the rules and regulations of the church, 
to have a desire to work upon his own hook, 
the others, nearly all, apparently saw their er- 
ror, and were united W T ith the church when I

The last week I was there the city was pla- 
carded, and on Sunday evening we had a large 
assembly, including many strangers, I treated 
on the origin, rise, and progress of the church 
of Jesus Christ of Letter-day Saints, and the 
life and death of the prophets.

a good impression seemed to be made.

The conference was opened wilh linking bv 
the choir, ana* prayer by Eider P. P. Pratt.— 
Elder Richards then arose and read over some 
notices concerning lost property, concerts, &c- 
He then stated, that the President bad waited 
from half past nine to near eleven o'clock, for 
fhe people lo gel together; he exhorted (he 
brethren to be more punctual, as so much lime 
( ost could not hi recalled, and we have a great 
amount of business, which must necessarily be 
attended to during conference. He next sta- 
ted that General Hardin had requested ub to 
make out a list of all the buildings belonging 
to our brethren which had been burned by our 
enemies, and aho had requested that all those 
who have had their buikiing* or other property 
destroyed should make affidavit of the same 
before a Justice of the Peace, and have their 
affidavits ready to be forwarded to hirn at as 
early a season as possible. 

President Brigham Young then arose and 
raid ; the fir <t business t>iat will come before 
*his conference, will be, to present fhe autbor- 
I'i' pofthe church, to ascertain whether they 
are in good standing. 

Father John Smith, the President of the

If 1 am rightly informed con- 
cerning Brother Wight's conduct, for the past 
year, he has not acted in unison with the 
Twelve, nor accoiding to their counsel. The 
Inst year has been one of affliction, persecution 
and sorrow, when the adversary has continually 
nought to destroy and mutiloie the church ; and 
it has required all the faith, prayen and perse- 
verance of the leaders, to save ihis people from 
the grasp of the destroyer. If the counsel of 
Brother Wight had been followed, this Temple 
would not have been built, nor the Baptismal 
Font erected. He haa sought to draw away a 
part of the fotce, which we ought to have had 
to build this Temple- His teachings have been 
contrary to the counsel of the church, and his 
cond^t calculated to dejtroy it. Under cir* 
cumstanceg of this kind, I cannot conscien- 
tiously vote to continue him in his standing", 
until he retracts, and makes satsfaciion. Bro- 
ther Wighi'g course has been calculated to di- 
vide the church, and prevent those things being 
accomplished, which were commanded of God

He referred to the 
great amount of expense and labor we have 
been at to purchase lands, build houses, the 
Temple &c; we might ask, why is it that we 
have been at all this outlay and expense, and 
then are called to leave it? He would answer 
that the people of God always were required to 
make sacrifices, and if we have a sacrifice to 
make, he is in favor of its being something 
worthy of the people of God. We do not want 
to leave a destlate pla:e, to be a reproach to us 
but something that will be a monument of our 
industry and virtue. Our houses, our farms, 
this Temple and all we leave will be a monu- 
ment to those who may visit the place of our 
industry, diligence and virtue* There is no 
sacrifice required at the hands of the people o f 
God but shall be rewarded to them an hundred 
[fold, in time or eternity. 

The Lord has another purpose to bring about 
and to fulfil. We know that the great work of 
God must all the while be on the increase and 
grow greater. The people must enlarge in 
numbers and extend their borders; they cannot 
always live in one city, nor in one county; they 
cannot always wear the yoke; Israel must be 
the head and not the tail. The Lord designs to 
lead us to a wider field of action, where there 
will be more room for the saints to grow and 
increase, and where there will he n*one to say 
we crowd them, and where we can enjoy the 
pure principles of liberty and equal rights. 

When we settle a country where the air, the 
water, soil and timber is equally free to every 
settler without money or without price, the 
climate healthy, and the people free from un- 
just and vexatious lawsuits, mobocracy and op- 
pression of every kind, we can become vastly 
more wealthy, have better possessions and im- 
provements, and build a larger and belter Tem- 
ple in five years Irom this time than we now 
possess. 

It has cost us more for sickness, defence 
against mobs, vexatious prosecutions, and to 
purchase lands in this place, than as much im- 
provement will cost in another.

Conference opened at the usual hour wi<h 
tinging and prayer. 

MohLer Lucy Smith, the ngvd and honored 
parent of Juscph Smith, having exprea?ed a 
wish to bay a few words to the congregation, 
she was invned upon the Stand. She stoke ai 
considnable length, and in an audible manner, 
po as 10 be heard by a large ponion of the vatt 
aisemblv. 

Siie commenced by saj ing that the was truly 
glad that the Lord had let her see so large a 
congregation. She had a great deal of adjic* 
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to give, bat Brother Brigham Young had done 
the errand, he liud fixed it completely. There 
w^re comparatively few in the assembly who 
were acquainted with^her family. She |was 
the mother of eleven children, seven of whom 
were boys. She raided ihem in ihe fear and 
love of God f and never was there a more obedi- 
ent family. She warned parents that they 
were accountable for their children's conduct; 
advised them to give them books and work to 
keep them from idleness; warned all to be full 
of love, goodness and kindres?, and never to 
do in secret what they would not do in the 
presence of millions. She wished to know of 
the congregation, whether they considered her 
a mother m Israel — (upon which President B* 
Young said ; all who consider Mother Smith as 
a mother in Israel, signify it by saying yes! — 
One universal fc 'yes" rang throughout,) She 
remarked, that it was just eighteen years since 
Joseph Smith the prophet had become acquaint" 
ed with the contents of ihe plates; and then, 
in a concise manner, related over the most 
prominent points in the euly history of her 
tamily; their hirdshipa, trials, privation?, per- 
fections, sufferings, &c. ; some par's of which 
melted those who heard her to lean?, more es- 
pecially the pari relating to a scene in Missonr, 
when her beloved son Joseph was condemned 
to be shot in fifteen minutes, and she by pro- 
digious efforts was enabled to press through 
tfce crowd to where he wap, and to give him 
her hand; hut could not see his fact : he took 
her hand and kissed it; she said, let me hear 
your voice once mofe my son; he said God 
bless you my dear mother! She gave notice 
that she hat 1 written her history, and wished it 
printed before we leave this place. She then 
mentioned a discourse once de'ivered by Jo- 
seph, after his return from Washington, in 
which he said that he had done fill that could 
be done on earth to obtain justice for their 
wrongs; hut they were all, from the President 
to the Judge, determined not to grant justice. 
But, said he, keep good courage, these case* 
are recotded in heaven, and / am goi/tg to lay 
them before the highest court in heaven. Liule, 
taid she, did 1 then think he was so soon to 
leave us, to take the case up himself And 
dooH you think this case is now being tried?

GREAT PERSECUTION OF THE 
CHURCH OF JESUS CHR18TOF 
LATTER-DAY SAINTS IN 
ILLINOIS, 

After we had began t > realize the abundance 
of one of the most fruitful seasons, known for 
a Ion z lime, tnd while many hundreds of saint s 
were laboring with exceptive, and unwearied 
diligence to finiah the Ten pie and rt at the 
Nauvoo House, suddenly, in ihe fore port of 
Ssplcmber, the mob commenced burning the 
houses and grain of the saints in ihe tomb 
part of Hancock county « Though efforts were 
made by the Sheriff to nay the lOTch of the in- 
cendiary and parry off tha deluge cfVson, still 
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a **fire and sword'' p&ry continued the work 
of destruction for about a wee k, laying In aehes 
nearly two hundred buildings and much grain 
Nor is tli is all: as it wis in the eickly reason, 
many feeble persons, thrown out into the 
scorching rays of the run, or wet with the 
dampening dews of the evening, tfictf, being 
persecuted to death in a CHRISTIA V land of 
law and order; and while they were fleeing 
and dving, the mob, embracing, doctor?, law 
yer? ? statesmen, ChnstiatiS of various denomi" 
nations, with i he military from colonels down, 
were busily ensagrd in filching or plundering, 
taking furnitUfe, cattle and grain. In the 
midst of ibis horrid revelry, having failed to 
procure aid among ihe ^<ld citizens/' the 
Sheriff summoned a sufficient posse to etiy the 
kt fire shower of ruin," but not until 6ome ofthe 
offenders had paid for the aggresMnn with their 
lives, 

This, however, was not tbe end of the mat- 
ter. Saian sirs in the hearts of ihe people to 
rule for evil, and ihe surrounding counties be- - 
[ran to fear that law, religion, iit;d equal rights, 
in the hnnris of the L'Utet-dav Siints, would 
feel after iniquity, or territv their neighbors to 
larger acts of ^'reserved richl?," and so they 
be<ran to open a larger field of woe. To cut 
1 hid matter t-hort they urged the necessity, (to 
stop the eflusion of (flood,? 1 ) to expel the 
church, or as they call them, ihe Mma >ns, 
from ihe Uuiietl Stales, fL peacably if lhe\ 
could, and forcibly if they must,' 1 unless they 
would transport themselves bj ne?;t spring — 
Taking into con$idera 1 i"n the great value of 
life, and the blessing* of peace, a proposition, 
upon certain specified conditions was made to 
a commitie of Quincy, and which it w f as gup- 
posed from the actions of conventions was ac- 
cepter!. But we are sorry ro sav, that the con- 
tinued de predaiions of the mob and the acts nt 
a few individual?, have greatly lessened 'he 
confidence of every friend of law, h^nor and 
humanity, in every thing promised by the com- 
tniirees and convention*, though we h;wc al- 
ready made great advances towards fitting for 
a move next spring. 

A few troop? stationed in ihe county, have 
not entuelv ke;»i the mob at bay: several 
buildings having been burnt in the month of 
October, *' :s 

We shall, however, make every ext riionon 

cur part, as we have always done, to preserve 
the l*»w an J our engagements sacred , and leave 
the event with God, lor he is sur*. 

It mav not be amiss to eav, that the continu- 
ed abuses, persecutions, murder?, and robber- 
ies practiced upon us, by a horde of land pi- 
rates with impunity in a christian republic, and 



land of liberty, (while the institutions of jus- 
tice, have f i her been too weak to afford us pro- 
tec lion or Tedress*, or else they too have been a 
little remifs) have brought us to the solemn 
conclusion that our exit from the United State* 
is the only alternative by which we can enjoy 
our share of the elements which our Heavenly 
Fa'her created free for all. 

We then can shake the dust from our gar- 
ments, suffering wrong rather than do wrong, 
leaving this nation alone in her g?ory f while the 
residue of the world, points the finger of ecorn, 
tiil the it donation and consumption decreed, 
makes a full end* at t i 

In our patience we will possess our souls and 
work out a more exceeding and eternal weight 
of cl">ry, pteparing, by withdrawing the power 
and priesthood from the Gentles, for the great 
consolation of Israel* when the wilderness shall 
blossom tos the rose, aod Babylon fall like a 
millstone cast ioto ihe sea. The just shall 
live by faith; but the folly of fool?, will perish 
with their bodieB of corruption: then shall the 
righteous shine : Amen, 



FIRST MEETING IN THE TEMPLE. 

On Sunday the 5th day of October, through 
the indefatigable exertions, unceasing industry, 
and heaven blessed labors, in the midst of trials 
tribulations, poverty, and worldly obstacles, 
solemnized, in some instances by death, about 
five thousand saints had the inexpressible joy 
and great gratification to meet for the first tiro* 
in the House of the Lord in the city of Joseph. 
From mites and tithing* millions had risen up 
to the glory of God, as a Temple where the 
children of the last kingdom, could come to 
gether and praise the Lord • 

It certainly afforded a holy satisfaction to 
think that since the 6th of April, 1841, when 
the first stone was laid, amidst the most strait- 
ened circumstances, the church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter Day Saints had witnessed their 'bread 
cast upon waters/ or more properly, their obe- 
dience to the commandments of the Lord, ap- 
jpear in the tangible form of a Temple, entirely 
enclosed, windows in, with temporary floors, 
pulpits, and seats to accommodate so many per- 
sons preparatory to a General Conference: no 
General Conference having been held for thre* 
years past, according to the declaration of our 
martyred prophet: 

"There shall be no more baptisms for the dead;antil tb* 
ordi nance can be attended to in ihe font of th« Lord * 
House; mid Ihe church shall not hold another general con- 
ference, until lhf*y can meet in said house. Fob THC» 
saitii the Loan' " 

President Young opened the services of th* 
day in a dedicatory prayer, presenting the Tem- 
ple, thus fax completed, as a monument of tfc e 
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saints' liberality, fidelity, and faith, — conchi-l 
ding, 'Lord, Ke dedicate this house, and our- 
selves unto thee,* The day was occupied most 
agreeably in hearing instructions and teachings, 
and offering up the gratitude of honest hearts, 
for so great a privilege, as worshipping God, 
within instead of without an edifice, whose beau" 
ty and workmanship will compare with any 
house of worship in America^ and whose motto 
is; (i Holiness to the Lord."

Beloved Brethren : 

You will perceive from the forego- 
in? intercstingextract& from the minutes of the 
General Conference, just held in the Temple in 
this place, not only the unparallelled union of 
the great body of the Saints convened, but al?o 
thai a crisis of extraordinary and thrilling in- 
terest has arrived . The exodus of ihe Nation 
of the only true Israel from these U. S, to a 
far distant region of The Wesi, where bigotry, 
intolerance and insatiable oppicssion will have 
tost it? power over th*m, forms a new epo^h, 
not only in the history of the church, but of 
this nation. And we hereby timely advertise 
you to consider well, as the spirit mov give you 
understanding, the various and momentous 
bearings of this great movement, and hear what 
the spirit eni th unto you by this our epistle,— 
Jesus Christ was delivered up into the hands 
o* the Jewish nation to save or condemn them — 
lobe well or mal-treated by them; according 
to the determinate counsel a I'd /ore knotc 7 ed*e of 
God, And regard nor that event in the light of 
a cjtastrnphe wholly unlocked for. The spirit 
of prophecy has long since portraved in the 
Book of Mormon, what might be the conduct 
of this nation towards the Israel of the last 
days. The game spirit of prophecy that dwelt 
richly in the bosom of Joseph has lime and 
a^ain notified the Counsellors of this church, 
of emergencies that might arise of which this 
removal is one: and one too, in which all the 
Latter Day Saints throughout the length and 
bredth of all the U. S,, should have a thrHlin* 
and deliberate interest. The same evil that was 
premeditated against Mordecai awaited equally 
all the famil ies of his nation. If the authorities 
of this church cannot abide in peace within the 
pale of this nation, neither can those who im- 
plicitly hearken to their wholesome counsel, 
A word to the wise is sufficient. You ail know 
tnd have doubtless felt for years the necessity 
of a removal provided the Government should 



not be sufficiently protective to allow us to 
worship God according to the dictates of our 
own consciences, and of the omnipotent voice 
« f eternal fruth, Two cannot walk together 
rxcept they be agreed. Jacob mu*t be expa- 
triated while Esau held dominion. It was 
wisdom for the child of promise to go far away 
from him that thirsted for blood. Even the heir 
of universal kingdoms field precipitately into 
a distant country until thev that sought to mur

der were dead. The ranklings of violence and 
intolerence and religious and political strife 
that have long; been waking up in the bosom 
of this nation, together wirh the occasional 
scintillations of settled vengeance, and blood- 
Ef uil tin en cannot long be supressed. And de- 
plorable is the condition of any people that is 
constrained to be the bun of such discordant 
and revolutionary material.-?. The direful erup- 
tion must tike place. It requires not the spirit 
of prophecy to foresee it. Every sensible 
man in the nation has felt and perhaps expres- 
sed his melancholy fears of the dreadful vortex 
into which partizan ambition, contempt of the 
poor, and trampling down the just as things of 
nought, Wets fast h a ling ih • nation. We 
therefore write unto you, beloved brethren, as 
wise men that will foresee the evil and hidfl 
yourselves until the indignation be overpast, — 
Concerning thupe who have more immediatelr 
instigated our removal bv shedding the blood 
of our prophet find patriarch, and burning the 
habitations ol scores of fantilifs in the mid>t 
of the most desolating sickness ever known in 
the western vaTty; and who oblige us to watch 
for our lives ni^ht and clay— we have noth- 
ing to say. We have told such tales to uur 
fjther the President, and to all the high-mind- 
ed Governors, until we are weary of it. We 
look far beyond those by whom offences come, 
and discover a merciful design in onr heaveolv 
Father towards all such as patiently endure 
these afflictions until he advices them that the 
day of their deliverance has come. It is our 
dfg'gu to remove all the Saints a* early next 
spring as the first appearance of thrifty vegirn- 
tion. In the mean time the u'most diligence 
of all the brethren at this place and abroad will 
be requisite for our removal, and to complete 
the unfinished part of the Lord's house, pre- 
paratory 10 dedication by the next general con- 
ference. The font and other parts of the Tem- 
ple will be in readiness in a few days to com" 
nsenc-j the administration of holy ordinance* 

of endowment, for which the faithful have 
long diligently labored and fervently prayed, 
desiring above all things to see the beauty of 
the Lord and enquire in his holy Temple. Wa 
therefore invite t e saints abroad generally to 
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to arrange their uffaira a* to tome With their 
families in sufficient imie to receive their en- 
dowments, and aid in giving the lat-t finish lo 
the houpe of ihe Lord, previous to the g real 
8 migration of the Church in the spring. A 
little additional help in the heat of the day 
trom those abroad, to those here, who have been 
often driven and robbed will sweeien the inter 
changes of fellowship, and so fur tVh'l the law 
of Christ aa to bear one another's burthen?. — 
The sacrifice of property that wilt probably 
accrue from a vitti.ally coerced sale in a ijiven 
•hoit time together with the exhaustion of 
available means, that has arisen from on ex*en- 
*ive improvement of farm*, and the erection ot 
costly public and private edifices together with 
persecutions and abundant labors of elders in 
nieaching the gospel to the naiions and a so in 
tedli-defence fiom traitors and foee, hypocrite* 
and knaves, are tilings thai will sugguat the no* 
sclvts to all the thoughtful humane and philan* 
tropic. And we are confident in our Lord

Abo for durable fabrics suit able for ap- 
parel and lenta; and some other necessary srii- 
cJcs of merchandise. Wako up, wake up drar 
brethren, wc exhort you, from the Mississippi 
to the Atlantic, and from Canada to Florida, to 
the present glorw-us emergency in which the 
God of heaven has placed you, to prove your 
faith by your works, preparatory to a rich en- 
dowment in the Temple of the Lord, and the 
obtaining of promises and deliverances, and 

glories for yourselves and youi children and vour 

dead. And we are well pureurttled yon will 

do these things though we thus stir up your 

pure minds to remembrance* In doing so the 

blessings of many, ready to perish like silent 

dew upon the grass, and the approbation of 

generations to come, and the hallowed joys of 

eternal life will rest upon jou. And we cannot 

but assure you in conclusion of our most joyful 

confidence, touching your union and implicit 

obedience to the counsel of the Great God, 

through Ihe Presidency of the saints. With 

Iheto assurances and hopes concerning you, we 

bless you and supplicate 'he wisdom and fur* 



theiauee of tlie Great Head of the church up^n 
your designs and efforts.

NEWS FROM OUR MISSION IN THE 

PACIFIC. 

Island of Ttobouai, Society Group, 

February 2U, 1845 

Elder, 13. Young— Very Dear Brother i* 
Christ: — I w rote you a long letter while on 
ihe presage and close d it nt *liis place, and 
gave it tu Brother prou&rd, requesting him to 
forward it from Takiri. But he h'ard me read 
the letter* and he made objections to some 
'►fit, lor I had express* d my feelings pretiv 
warmly respecting some nf the officer* anil 
passengers uf the ship. I told him if he had a 
mind to copy the letter and leave out those 
hard places which In r bjreted :o, he might, 
but send tne the original by the first opportu- 
nity, I have received a visit from him within 
a few weeks; while here I s«ked him about the 
letter. He to'd me he had writUn vou a letter 
'\n his own name, but had siiid nothing about 
mine, nor did he bting it to me. What his ob- 
jects were in so doing, are best known to him* 
self. Urn ns I have mentioned in several letters 
that I had written to you, I thought ii proper 
to give this explana'ion, that vou might know 
the reason you had not received it. 

Whtn I came here, I found fuur Americans 
in company about to commence building a ves- 
sel- They were then gathering materials from 
the wreck of a French ship, thct bad been cast 
away here a few months before. They soon 
after employed three foreigners to help them; 
two Americans and one Scotchman , To thoee 
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1 commenced preaching ami in a few weeks I 
baptized six of them, and the seventh requested 
our prayers. But as he hag been an old resi- 

dene amun^ these islands, he at Inst boldlv 

'i , ■ * 

confessed that he loved lewd wo.neii and rum 
too well ro give them up yet, and he would run 
the r.*k a :itilc lunger; though he does* and 
always has, treated me with much kindness 
and generosity. They have i^ol alon:* very 
well with their vessel her frame i< all done 
and ready fur planking, and they have got above 
half of them sawn, and will soon accomplish 
the other half. 

She is built of tamana wood : this is a species? 
of mahogany, and is very duiable. She is 
modelled for a ptauncE fast sailor of about one 
hundred tuna burthen. Their skill ill ship 
building has by far surpassed my expectations. 
They are anxious to know what you would ad- 
vice about Kci ; wheiher to sell he: after we get 
to Colombia river, (f ir we expect to go home 
That way; several of them liave native wives 
ihat belong to the church, und they all wish to 
gotoNouvtM, and we think lint will be the 
nearest and best way home.) or keep In r in tin 
church to nid the spread of the gojpe] in the 
Pacific, and the gathering of the saints from 
among th -sp islands. 

The Lord has greatly blessed my feeble ef- 
forts ro t=piead the gospel. J have baptized fif- 
ty-seven persons on this island, and they are 
all here nnv, but one; he went to Tahiti.— 
Among the u are the queen, who is heiress to 
the crown, a deputy king and hie wife and 
daughter, n girl about fifteen, the head chief 
and his wife, thes? are adopted pan ms to the 
queen, and several of the subordinate chiefs : 
kj you si e the rein* of government are within 
the church, and it has blundered me into a very 
awkward posirioi:, for if you will allow me to 
speak jestingly, I am prime minister of the is- 
land. Jtly counsel id nought for in most law 
cases, though it is my endeavor to keep clear oi 
them as muc h a* possible. But there is a pack 
of outlaws of both sexes thai make much dis. 
I urb^nee, and when I am uti an opposite side of 
ihe island, they will come th -re sometimes at 
midnight and woke me to know what to do.— 
But as the Moimon influence on tins island i# 
already exciting ihe jcol iusy of some Mormon 
rating eh ip masters from the Uniied States, 1 
think it wisdom to keep clear oi their laws as 
touch as possible; at any rate I think I have 
nothing to do with them, and ] often tell them 
1 did not come heie to make laws or to see 
them executed, but to preach the go^pi 1 of ou r 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ; and when I had 
done that I had discharged ray duty, and tbos* 
that come into rhe church will have to be ruled 



b by the laws of the church, and that is the end 

•of the matter: but lam not allowed to rest 

hen 1 , and so I have to do the best I can. But 

a lutle advice from you on a'l of these subjects, 

I can assure you, would be very acceptable. 
Will it move a feeling of compassion lor in 

w hen 1 tell you that neither of u*> hive received 
a word from any of our friends in America, 
since we left there ? Surely, can it be thai we 
are forgotten by you all? Weoid every thine, 
I thought, that we could do before we ielt A'ew 
Bedford, to have the brethren there forward 
letters to m\ \ ml we have been awav nearly a 
year and a half, and rot a word yet, and ship 
altt-r ship has been here direei from there* ami 
not a word from any body but Mormon eaters, 
and they have news enough for us; such \\< Jof 
Smith is dead, and Daniel Butler has denied 
the faith an! gone back to New lied ford, and 
the church is all broken up and going to the 
devii s But al | lhe fl ,u 9 f acl(on such fellows g«t 
from me is, thai if one half of the chjrch is 
•hot, and tlie other half have denied the iniih, 
/ kniw the work is true, and by the help oi God 
I :un determined to make all the noise 1 can 
•about H\ and spread this gospel to the ends of 
the eni th, the Lord 1 giving roe tiro*; and strength 
to do it. 

Though, by the by, 1 ait very happy to sav 
that not all that visit here are of this cast; 
tlKre are some noble exceptions. While Brj. 
Grounrd was here, we were visited by a ship 
called tin 1 Caroline, Captain Diniel McKenzie, 
of New Bet'fjrd ; he was i w^ntY-ei^ht dav# 
from the Sandwich Islands; while there he waa 
much at Dr. Whislow's, one of our fellow paro- 
engers on b>ard the TirnoEeon; they had te- 
eeived a letter from me a few clave before: 
in it I had given a sketch of mv success hrr*. 
and also spoke of toe English missionaries 
their visit here, my bearing testimony to them 
of the. truth of this work, &c, A e. 
He had r« ad the letter, and heating my name 
(ng he said) often mentioned by the doctor and 
his wife, it had created an anxiety in his mind 
to visit this place. I found him to be the most 
agreeable, inte!ligenr,and interesting ship ma<*- 
ter that 1 was t \ er acquainted with. He staid 
seveul i?ays, and said he should have been glad 
ro have s a d a mo a lit. He is a teligioUi man ; 
we investigated the latter-day work considera- 
bly; he was much pleased with it, paid it wai 
the most like the gospel of Christ of any creed 
he had heard of vet, and lie was determined on 
investigating the matter more fully. I let him 
have the last Book of Mormon 1 had to spare, 
the latit Voice of Warning, and ihe lan (X 
Piatt's pamphlet. 1 am never applied to for a 
Book of Mormon, but mv indignation i* kindled 
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against ihoie good brethren in Philadelphia 
tha 1 bought Brother Hanks* books from him, 
and I believe our good Brother Grant was at 

the head of it. # 

Here we are now, at this remote corner of 
the earth, without any baoka, and ships sailing 
to almost every ploc^* me calling on us for 
them. I t-hall neve" forget the disadvantage 
that unkind act ha-* been to us. And perhaps 
they will try to jusify themselves by saying 
they were trying to help ua along. Will any 
man that is a M >rmon pretend to pay lie is 
helping n* along by digging the eyes out ot 
our beads! But I Hope those that come ou l 
to relieve us will be provided with books, and 
that they will fjll in with no pirates on the 
way. And, by the by, when are we to be re- 
lieved? by the way we get news, it seems that 
we are forgotten by a-1 in America; and if that 
is the case, and no elder is sent, am I bound to 
stay on this little island for life? If I get no 
news fro:n home til! the vessel is done, I lake 
it for a sign that my mission is up, and that 1 
am at liberty to go away in her, and scramble 
up what I can tu go with me. I know that 
Brother Roger* ij h r ad of the mission, and i hut 
1 am to obey bin; ; but I have not had a letter 
from him in six months: but I have often told 
the people that there would an elder come to 
take my place, and they are depending on my 
v.ord, and X do not ilke lo disappoint them. — 
They often usk if you will send a man like me. 
I always tell them ihat I hope they will send a 
man that they like belter, They would like a 
friendly, cnndiJ, virtuous man; bad as they 
are, they will reject any thing like licentious 
ness in the conduct of an elder— such an one 
they would noon banish from the island. It is 
butja small part towards making saints of ihcm 
to get them no fanher than to bareiy baptize 



sinful piaciiceF ? thai like the children ff Is- 
rael that went out of th* land of Egvp, thev 
that were twenty years old and upwards never 
reached the promised land, (iwo excepted. ) 
But si ll, I know that faith and patience work 

wonder*, and I nm no* yet discouraged. 

Perhaps you might ask how I get along in 

the language! 1 would answer that I can ex- 
plain almost nny passage of scripture after a 
fashion; but iheir hnguage is *-o deficient, and 
the translation of the Bible i? so imperfect, tha^ 
it is hard to make them undetstand the plan o' 
f-alvntion. I honestly believe thai oil that has 
been done by the English missionaries, has 
been dum , not wiih an eye single to the glory 
of God t but with an eye single to the lining of 
jheir own pockets. They have not lees than 
three cdhions of the Tahitiao Bible and Testa* 



ment, and now they are gone home for the 
fourth. The people on this island have to 
lake the fiist edition (which they call the best) 
to translate the last by, or ihey cannot under- 
eland it; and every new edition they raise on 
the price; the last are two dollars apiece. — 
What know edge we have obtained of the lan- 
guage is by hard study, and not by the * 9 gift of 
fonjtie*/ 5 And I can tell you, that ihoae that 
are sent to people to whom they can preach in 
their own language, get rid of a joh that we 
have to contend with, that I can assure, you it 
by no means an agreeable one. But I fed 
to thank the Lord, for we have been helped — 
and we are getting along pretty well. But 1 
think elders that are Bent to preach where they 
have to acquire the language first, should b* 
young men 1 for they generally learn easier than 
those ihat are pa^t ihe meridian of lift. I think 
that if I ever at;ain get where I cm travel and 
prrach in the English language, I ehall know 
how to prize such privileges. 

Thcee islands are a large field of labor: there 
are also some groups of islands to the eastward 
ol these, that can read ihe Tahitian Bible; and 
where the English missionaries are not loca'ed 
they will readilv receive an elder, and if the 
French hold possession here it is preUy sure 
that tit 3 English will all leave, as a portion 
have already: and then the door will be left 
open to all of the islands. As I suppose you 
have frequent communications from Brulner* 
Rogets and Grouard,! need say no more on 

his subject. 

As you have been on a foreign mission your- 
self, I presume you Know how io feel for us; 
but I expect all communication was not cu-t off" 
from yoa os it has been from us, though vou 
were in a foreign laud. 1 feel very anxious to 
receive letters from vou : vou may direct to tb* 



them. They are so established in their old | care of the American Consul at Tahiti, and 



ihey will be forwarded to me. 1 feel very atix. 
ious to know whether my family are yet in the 
land of the living; I have not heard a word 
from them since September 1843, Please t<.ll 
them they arc remembered before ihe thnneof 
Grace from day to day, and I tru&t 1 am not 
forgot 'cn by them. One of the greatest sources 
of comfort I have in this my lonely situation, 
is the assurance that iuv name is had in remem- 
brance in their prayers from day to day* Tell 
them to cheer up and be h^ppy in this my pro- 
tracted stay, and remember that if we are faith- 
ful unio the end, the day is at l and when 
these long separations will be at an end.- — 
'•Though it tarry, it will come," I daily fee) 
the need of the prayers of the saints, and I 
hope my wife will not be unmindful as she 
j meets with those praying circle^ to stir them 



ud by way of remembrance in out betoalf. ■ 
hope the will be steadfast in the faith, and 
learn our cnildren so to be, till we shall meet 
again. I wish to be remembered to them with 
a husbands and father's affections, also to Bro, 
F. B. Lewis : tell him I hope he has not bestow- 
ed his money on us in vain; and this I fay to 
all that put forth the helping hand towards us, 
may the Lord add his blessings to Ihem a!l. — 
I wish to be remembered with brotherly affec- 
tion 10, all that inquire after me. 

As I have written a long letter to Brothei 
Jonathan Crosby, which I shall send in compa- 
ny with this, I need not go into farther partic- 
ulars, and if he and bis wife should be to the 
east when the letter arrives, re'l my wife she 
may have the privilege of taking it out of the 
Post office, if she wishes. I have written three 
letters from this, place to h<r, and one each to 
Brothers W. Riehnrd* and W, \V. Phelps. 

There a whnl • ship here from New Zea- 
land, bound lo Tahiti; she leaves to-mo.row — 
I shall send my letters there, and they will be 
forwarded from there to America. So no more 
at present— Ae ever, I remain your friend and 
brother in Chmt, ADDISON PRATT.

The high council met this evening to deter- 
mine concerning she elders goingout to preach, 
&c. The president opened the council by 
prayer. 

At a church meeting held in Pennsylvania, 
Erie county, and Springfield township, by Or 
son Pratt and Lyman Johnson, high priests; 
some of the members of that church refused to 
partake of the sacrament, because the elder 
administering it did not observe the words of 
wissdom to obey them. Elder Johnson argued 
that they were justified in so doing, because 
the elder was in transgression. Elder Pratt 
argued that the church was bound to receive 
ihe supper under the atl ministration of an el- 
der, so long a? he retained his office or license* 
Voted that six counsellors should sp-?ak upon 

Lite subject. 

The council then proceeded to try the ques- 
tion, whether disobedience to the word of wis- 
dom was a transgression sufficient to deprive 
an offic al member from holding an office in the 
church, after having it sufficiently taught him? 

Counsellors, Samuel H. Smith, Luke John- 
sm, John S. Carter, Sy'.vts'er Smith, John 
Johnson, and Orson Hyde, were called to speak 
up >n thfr case men before the council. After 
ihe counsellors had spoke 0, the presi iei.t pru- 
c eded to give a decision: 

That no official member in this church is 
woithy to hold an office, afttr having the words 
of wisdom properly taugh: lo him, and he the 
official member niglectjpg lo comply with or 
obey ihem ; winch decision the council con- 
tinued by vote. 

Tho president then as^eJ if there were an r 
t Iters present, who would go to Canada, and 
preach the gospel to that peop'e; for they 
have written a number of Utters for help* And 
the nholo council felt as ihoug'i the spirit re. 
quired the eldera to g3 there. It wa?, there- 
fore, decided by the council that Lymin John-

It is my will, that my ser- 
vant Sidney Rigdon shall lift up his voice in 
the congregaticna in the eastern countries, in 
preparing the churches to keep the command- 
ments which I have given unto them, concern- 
in; the restoration and redemption of Zion, It 
is my will (hat my servant Parley P, Pratt, and

Wednesday, F*by« 26;h, I started from home 
to obtain volunteers for Zion, in compliance 
with the foregoing revelation, end the 27th 
staid at Brother Roundy's.

While the prese, (and many of the public,) 
was breathing (he spirit of bitterness against the 
work of God I received letters from many of 
our friends which gave us occasion for rejoic- 
ing* amongst them, I extract from Brother M. 
C. Nickerson's letter, of December '2 )th, 1S33, 
"Your labors in Canada have been the Le^in- 
ning of a good work; there are thirty four mem- 
bers attached to the church at Mount Pieasant, 
all of whom appear to live up to their profess- 
ion, five of whom have spoken in tongues, and 
three sing in tongues; and we live at the top 
tf the mountains!" 

Also from f Saco, Maine, 1 January ~0ih, 1034. ' 

** Brethren in the Lord; I have baptised about 
forty in this section, and there are more con- 
vinced of the truth* but are siill lingering on 
the threshold of the church, and I think the 
Lord will gather some of them in his kingdom, 
Brother E. M. Green labored with me from the 
16ih of January, 1633, till Ocrober following, 
while we were together, we baptised about one 
hundred and thirty. Brethren pray for me, that 
I may have words of wisdom, and a door of ut- 
terance to declare the whole counsel of God, 
and rightly divide the word of tiuth: giving to 
every man his portion m due season : For my 
determination is, with the stick of Joseph in 
one hand, and the stick of Judah in the otben 
to labor diligently in the world, tha: my skirts 



stand acquitted before the bar of God. 

I am yours in Cbritt, 
(signed)* JOHN F. BOYNTON/' 
Thus while the press was mourning, the 
work prospering, the saints rejoicing in the 
east, troubles changed and multiplied in the 

west, os may be seen by the following letter 
written, , 6 » 

Clay County, Mo., FeVy.27, IS34- 
Dear Brethren, the times are so big with 
events, and the anxiety of evary body so great 
to watch thtm, that I feel somewhat impressed 
to write oftener than I have done, in order to 
give you more of the "strange acts, 1 - of this 
region, I have just returned from Indepen- 
dence, the seat of war in the west. About a doz- 
en of our brethren among whom were Bishop 
Partridge, Elder CorriK and myself, were sub- 
poenaed in behalf of the state; and on :he 23rd 
of February, about twelve o'clock, we were on 
the bank opposite Everett's Ferry, where we 
found Captain Athchiaon 1 * company of **Lib- 
erty Blues" near fifty Tank and file, ready to 
guard us into Jackson county. The soldiers 
were well armed with United States 1 muskets, 
bayonets fixed, &c, and to me the scene was 
^passing strange,*' and long to be remembered ; 
the martial law in force to guard the civil, — 
A bout' twenty-five men crossed over to effect n 
landing in safety, and when they came neat 
the warehouse, they fired six or eight guns, 
though the enemy had not gathered to witness 
the landing 

After we were all across, and waiting for the 
baggage wagon, it was thought most advisable 
to encamp in the woods, and the witnesses 
with halt the company, marched nearly a mile 
towards Independence, to build night fires, as 
we were without tents, and the weather cold 
enough to snow a little* While on the way 
thj Quarter master, and others, that had gone 
on ahead to prepare quarters in town, sent an 
express back, which was not of the most pa- 
cific appearance- Capt. Atchison continued 
the express to Col, Allan for the two hundred 
drafted militia, and also to Liberty for moro 
ammunition; and the night passed off in war- 
like style; with the sentinels marching silent- 
ly at a proper distance from the watch fires. 

Early in the morning, we marched strongly 
guarded by the troops, to the seat of war, and 
quartered in the blockhouse, formerly the tav- 
ern stand of S. Flournay; alter breakfast, we 
were visited by the District Attorney Mr.Reese, 
and the Attorney General Mr. Wells, From 
them we learned that all hopes of Criminal 
prosecutions^ was at an end. Mr. Wells had 
been eeni by the Governor to investigate, as 
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far at possible^ the Jackson outrage* but the 
bold front of the mob, bound even unto death 
(as I have heard,) was not to be penetrated by 
^ivil law, or awed by executive influence, — 
Shortly after Capt. Atchison informed me that 
he had jus: received an order from the Judge, 
that hi? company's service was no longer wont* 
*d in Jackson county; and we were marched 
out of town to the tune of Yankee-doodle in 
quick time, and soon returned to our camp 
without the loss of any lives. (This order was 
issued by the court, apparently, on account of 
the speedy gathering of the old mob, or citi- 
zens of JackBon county, and their assuming 
such a boisterous and mobocratic appearance,) 
In fact much credit is due to Capt. Atchison 
for his gallantry and hospitality, and 1 think I 
ran say of the officers and company, that their 
conduct as soldiers and men, is highly reputa- 
ble, so much so knowing as I do the fatal re- 
sult had f be militia come, or not come, I can 
add that the Captains safe return, refreshed my 
mind with Xenophen^s safe retreat of the ten 
thousand. Thus ends all hope of k, redress," 
rven with a guard ordered by the Governor, for 
the protection of the court and witnesses. 

Before a crop is harvested, it becomes ripe 
of itself. The dreadful deeds now done in 
Jackson county* with impunity, must brjng 
matters to a focus shortly* Within two or 
three weeks past, some of the most savage acts 
ever witnessed, have been committed by ihtae 
bitter branch's. Old Father Lindaey, whose 
locks have been whitened by the blast of near- 
ly seventy winters, had his house thrown down, 
after he was driven from it; his goods, corn 
&c. piled together and fire put to if, but fortu- 
nately after the mob retired, his son extinguish- 
ed it. 

The mob has quit whipping, and now beat 
with clubs, Lyman Lronard, one of the num- 
ber that returned from Van Ruren, had two 
chairs broke to splinters about him and was then 
dragged out of doors, and beat with clubs till 
he was supposed to be dead ; but he is yet alive. 
Josiah Sumner and Barnet Cole were severely 
beat at the same time* The mob have com- 
menced burning houses, stacks, &c, and we 
shall not think it'out of their power by any 
means, to proceed to murder any of our people 
that shall try to live in that county, or perhaps, 
only go there. 

Such scenes as are transpiring around us, are 
calculated to arouse feelings and passions in 
all, and to strengthen the faith and fortify the 
hearts of the saints for great things. Our Sa- 
vior laid down his life for our sakes, and shall 
we, who profess to live by every word that pro- 
ceeds out of the mouth of God; shall we, the 
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servants of the Lord of the vineyard, who are 
called and chosen to prune it for the last t'rme; 
shall we, yea verily, we, who are enlightened 
by the wisdom of heaven, *hn1l we fear to do 
as much for Jesus as he did for us. No; we 
will obey the voice of the spirit, that God may 
overcome the world 

I am a servant &c- 3 
W/ W. PHELPS. 
We continued our journev and on the 28th 
Feby. staid at a strangers, who entertained us 
very kindly i and on the first of March arrived 
at Brother Lewis'; and on the 2nd which was 
the Sabbath, Brother Parley preached, and I 
preached in the evening; we had a good meet- 
ing. There is a small church in this place, 
which seems strong in the faith. may God 
keep ihem in the faith, and save them and lead 
them to Eion. 

March 3rd we intended to start on our journey 
east, but concluded to tarry another day, 
mav God bless us with the gift of utterance to 
accomplish the journey and the errand on 
which we are sent,and return safe to the land of 
Kirt!arJ, and find my family all well, O Lord 
bless my little children with health and long 
life, to do good in their generation for Christ'* 
sake, Amen. 

A fterjeaving Kinland we had passed through 
Thompson, Springfield, Elk creek, Erie, West- 
field, Livonia, Silver creek, Perrysburgb, Col- 
lins, China, Warsaw, Genesee, Centreville, 
Call in, and Sp afford before we arrived at West- 
Held, On the 4th inat. we continued our jour- 
ney from Weslfield, accompanied by Elder 
Gould, and after a ride of thirty three miles at 
YThnova and tarried all night with a Brother 
McBride. The next morning, March 5lh we 
went to Brother Nickerson's, and found hi in 
and his household fall of faith and of lh#> Holy

March 7th. We proceeded on our journey 
accompanied by Bro. Nickerson,leaving Broth- 
ers Gould and Matthews to prepare and gather

gion, and meet us in Ohio, ready for Zion on 
the first of May. We arrived after dark, at El- 
liotville, the county seat of Cataiaugiis, and 
tried for lodgings at every tavern in the place; 
it being court time ^e found no room, ? but 
were obliged to ride on in the dark, through 
mud and rain, and found shelter* after travelling 
about one mile, for which |wejpaid more thanj 
tavern fare. ' 

On the 8th, we arrived at Palmers viile, [at 
the house of Elder McGown's, where we were 
invited to go to Esquire Walkers tojsperid the 



the brethren in Rutland, say two thousand 
dollars, which sum would deliver the church 
in Kirtland from cjebh and also, determine the 
course which the several companies shall pur- 
sue, or the manner they shall journey when 
they ahall leave this place.

THE *<HGLY CO AT V — A SECOND REFOR- 
MATION, 
Washington* Sept. 22, 1845. 
To the Editor of tke Union: ^ 
The ii Hjty Coat" is represented to be the 
identical one in which our Savior wag appar- 
elled, from early boyhood to the period of Ins 
crucifixion. It wa=» made by Miry, The ma- 
terial was of so peculiar a quality, i bat the gar* 
inenl expanded in dimensions aa the wearer ad- 
vanced in years and increased in stature- 
**They parted Hia garments, casting lots upon 
them what every man should take;*' and the 
coat became the property of a soldier, who, 
placing an extraordinary value upon ir, sold it 
to one of the females, (for a triding considera- 
tion,) who believed in his divinity, and wit- 
nessed his Bufferings on the ctosf. It was 
forthwith placed in the vault of a Chrisuan 
family, where it remained until the beginning 
of the fourth century, w hen Conitantint — 30n 
of Con9ian:iu3 CJovie — was destined hy the Al- 
mighty to terminate the bloody persecution of 
the Christians, His mother, Helena, had fol- 
lowed him to Orient; and in the year sht 
Triad? a pilgrimage to Palestine, anJ, after dili- 
gent search, found thU precious relic . She 
returned soon a/terward^, and carried it with 
her in triumph to Treves, the oldest town ui 
Europe, and the then seat of the Occidental 
emperors. It was not long before it mysteri- 
ously disappeaaed, cauiing thousands to wail; 
and, notwithstanding the moat rigid examina- 
tions and enquiries, no trace could be ascer- 
tained by which to lead to ns recovery. One 
of the chroniclers of Treves, speaking of the 
year 1196, remarked that would be mcmora 
ble in all coming time as the era at which the 
incomparable treasure of the holy coat of Christ

In the yt*nr 15I2, the Emperor Maximilian 
the 1st, was solicited to favor the world with an 
opportunity of beholding the £t holy coat'* in the 
cathedral at Treves. Permission wns accord- 
ingly asked of Pope Leo X, who graciously con- 
sented to the granting of this high boon, upon 
the condition that every spectator ahould con- 
tribute freely towards rebuilding the old edi- 
fice, then nearly in ruins, rendered doubly dear 
to Catholics from the sacred relic which it con- 
tained. The experiment succeeded well* Vast 
sums were realized, and it waa exposed to pub- 
lic vitW subsequently in the years 1531, 154a, 
1553, 158o, and 1514. It was then removed to 
Ehrenl/rdtsteiftt (broad-stone-of-honor,) the 
strong fortification ofDrusus, before Christ, and 
the present Gibraltar of Germany, where it was 
exhibited again in 1734 and in 1765. During 



the year 1794, when u wea foreseen tint the 
French would secure this commanding poei ion 
on the Rhine, the *'holy eoai 1 ' was secretly 
conveyed to the interior of Germany, where it 
was kept hidden until 1809, when a new Bish- 
op of Trevea (Carl M on n:iy) caused it. to be 
taken baek to that city. The year following 
it wn* exhibited to nine hundred thousand ptr- 
sons; when the bishop announce J, tt«at hence- 
forward it could only be opetv.d once in thiity- 
fjur years (the length of time our Savior was 
upon ihe earth) to public examination. In pur- 
suance of ilm declaration, it was exhibited in 
1844 in the catbtdral at Treves, under the per- 
sonal superintendence of the bishop, from the 
18th of August until the 3.0th of September, to 
upwards of two millions of persons. 

The ''holy coat,*' it mu«t be confessed, is an 
exquisitely fine piece of workmanship, boih as 
rekues to the material and to the taiiorship* It 
is impossible to form an opinion oh to the na- 
ture of the staple from which the cloth was 
manufactured* The threads are so delicately 
fibrous, that the twist in them is almost imper. 
cepubte loathe naked eye. The color ie also 
veiy peculiar, and cannot be directly de- 
scribed, though its chief characteristic is a yel- 
low-brown. Throughout,, not the slightest ap- 
pearance of a seam can be detected* At the

<*holy coat;" the infamous exhibition of which 
Inst vear engendered ths denunciations of one 
of the most highly gifted and intrepid theolu" 
gists of the age. Although a Catholic priest, 
Ro*ge dared to denounce the imposition ns one 
unworthy of the church — unworthy of the 
righteous precepta of religion. Hia sentiments 
found on echo in Germany as enthusiastic as 
that which, more than three hundred years ago, 
gave such effect throughout Christendom to the 
tenets of a Luther, Popery, rely upon it, ha* 
received a blow, which will eventually ttpa?^ 
its stronghold. The serpent was only scotched 
by the fir»t reformer. It will expire under the 
tortures of the second. Man* in all civilized 
countries, is beginning to think for himself; and 
hereafter he will be guided by reason, instead 
of being governed by power. There is a spiiit 
of inquiry abroad, which cnnnot plumber until 
t-Terv shaekel which binds the intellect is burst 
asunder. Truth and light, emanating from 
Heaven itself, must triumph over falsehood and 
darkness. The miner's ton of Eizclben hast- 
ened the colonization of this mighty republic, 
by imbuing the public mind in Europe with 
proper notions of religious liberty.

We have seen 17, Twd were those of young 
girls, one that of a woman* and the rest of 
men and boys- Among these last several had 
been taken out of the river, into which they 
had been precipitated from the third floor.— 
Some were entirely crushed, others had their 
heads and chests driven flat, and some had 
their heads severed from the trunks, Need it 
be said that the spectacle was most horrible. — 
When we withdrew from the seat of the catBE- 
throphe, at 10 at night, we found at M, Pio 1 
quot's house 25 dead and more than 50 wound, 
ad, part of whom could not be expected to live 
through the night.

Permit 
me to have recourse to vour journal to open a 
subscription in favor of the widows, orphans, 
and the'unfortunate men who have been wound- 
ed. The inhabitants of the Seine Intefieure 
will respond to my appeal , and will eagsrly 
come forward to the assifstance of their unfor- 
tunate countrymen. I shall write to the Re- 
ceveur General to ask him to take in subscript 
tion?, w hich will also be received at the prefec- 
ture and the Post Office/' 

Immediately after the news of this disaster, 
n subscription was opened at Rouen by some 
of the leading merchants and manufacturers. — 
The Rouen Railroad Company requests us to 
announce that a subscription in favor of th* 
widows and orphans and the wounded work- 
men, has been opened at its several offices 
along the line, and at M. M . Lafntte, Blount, 
and Co*s. t Paris. 

We learn by the Havre journals that the 
storm of Tuesday caused several disasiers on 
the coast near the mouth of ihe Seine. Two 
English vessels were forced from their anchor- 
age and driven ashore, and a sloop from New- 
castle, bound for Rouen, with coal?, went down 
near Leure. The crew was saved in the boat* 
An English schooner, from Caen, laden with 
atones, went down in view of the town, and 
the crew, who had taken refuge in the rigging, 
owed (heir safety, in a great measure, to the 
exertions of M. Lernetheyer, the lifcuienan* of 
the port, who, on the first alarm, proceeded to 
the jetty and had the hfe*boat launched, pro- 
posing a reward to any persons who would man 
it. Six Englishmen at once offered to proceed 
to the assistance of their countrymen on con- 
dition that a French pilot would accompany 
them. A young man named Lefebvre imme- 
diately offered himself, and the party rowed to 
the wreck. They succeeded, though not with* 
out great danger, in rescuing four sailors and 
the captain, whom they brought safe to land. 
A little sloop, with two men on board, was 
capsized near St* Adresse, and one Of the men 
was drowned. The other was taken' up, when 

nearly exhausted by swimming, by a fishing 
boat. 

Subsequent accounts raise the total number 
of person* killed to be between 70 and 80, and 
the number injured to JtW.

We have to record another dreadful calami- 
ty, occasioned by an exploaion of fire-damp at 
Jnr»-ow colliery, near Newcastle, on the Dur. 
ham aide of the Tyne. Nearly one hundred 
men were in the pit at the time. Thirtv-eight 
lives were lost by the exploaion, lome of the 
bodies were so much mutilated that it waa im- 
possible to identify them. 

Conflagration at 2J;rdea"*x. — A telegraphic 
dispatch was receivnl at Paris on Saturday, 
announcing a dreadful fire at Bordeaux, which 
destroyed property to the amount of three mil- 
liona of franca* The fire broke out in the 
house of M. Taslet. The wall of one of the 
houaea burnt, fell upon the commandant, the 
adjutant, a lieutenant, and three pompiers, who 
were killed on the spot. Three other persons 
were severely wounded. 

Since our last we have to record the most 
disastrous fire that has occurred in the city of 
New York since the great conflagration of De- 
cember, 1835. Three hundred building?, ac 
cording to the beet calculation, have been lev- 
elled to the ground. Moat ot them were large* 
three, four, and five story houses, and princi- 
pally occupied by importing and other mer- 
chants. It is a close estimate to aet the loas 
at from five to ten millions ot dollars. There 
has been a considerable loss of life, not yet ful- 
ly ascertained; while the scenes in the neigh- 
borhood of the fire, ampngst the multitude of 
wretched outcasts by the occasion wao most 
heart-rending. The cities ol New Granada and 
New Brunswick have also suffered dreadfully 
from the same afflicting scourge* 

A tetrible fire has just laid in ashes the an- 
cient city of Luezk, in Voihymo. The fire 
commenced in the chimney of the Conrcnt of 
St, Bridget, and has destroyed many precious 
monuments of the ecclesiastical history of past 
timej, in which the city of Duezk played an 

important part. It hap, among other thing?, 
consumed the valuable library* containing a 
number of documents concerning church his- 
tory, the Polish Die:, the incursions of the Tar* 
tars, and the conquests of the Polsa and Rus- 
sians. 

A l^ter from tn#terbiuy , dat*d A ugu*t 13th, 
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says: — "The diatresi in Poland must be ex* 
tremely great. The poor people penetrate in 
crowds into our province, and fall on the fields 
of peas And potatoes; the peas are immediately 
devoured raw — the stalks of the potatoes are cul 
down, and boiled and eaten in the field. A 
detachment of troops have been sent to protect 
our frontier. It is said, the fields in Poland ao 
far as the eye can reach, lia deaert, aad there* 
fore the distress must increase in th* approach- 
ing winter. '» 

The Dutch papers contain numerous ad- 
counts of the devastation cauasd in varioua 
parts of Holland, by a hurricane or waterspout 
that came from the south, The houses hava 
suffered enormous damage, the roofs are car* 
ried away, and the windows smashed to pieces. 
It is impossible to estimate the damage, for net 
only the stock in barns, but alao what corn 
was mown and still in the fields, was taken up 
and scattered far and near. A small vessel on 
the Rhine, on board which were a man and hi* 
wife and three children, was turned upaids 
down; the mast of which was fixed in the bed 
oi the rjver* 

Terrible Conflagration at Toulon. — A supple- 
ment to the Semaphore of Marseilles, mention* 
the following particulars of a destructive fir* 
which broke out in the dock-yard at Toulon f 
on the first instant .Marseilles, Jtvguit J, 
1845* — We have ju*t received, from our corra* 
spondent at Toulon, the news of a dieastet 
which will plunge the country in consternation. 
The Mourillon of Toulon, the rich and im 
men?* depot of stores far our military and na\y t 
has become a prey to the flames. It ia with in 
unspeakable feeling of grief that we lay the fol- 
lowing accout of the catastrophe before our 
readers.— l Toulo% } Jvgu&i 1, 1S45— I write 
these lines in preaence of an i mmenae disaster. 
Our magnificent establishment of the Mouril- 
lon ia on fire since this morning . At half-past 
eleven the town was immediately in a state of 
commotion, and every one was aeen hurrying 
to the arsenal to inquire the occasion of'the un- 
usual summons, but it soon became evident of 
itself. Columns of smoke were seen to pro- 
ceed from the Mourillon, and with tbe lsast 
poisible delay, the fire-engines of the arsenal 
were brought to that spot, and the greater por- 
tion of the laborers In the arsenal, And all tb* 
disposable troops of the garrison were pent to 
work them. The Marine Prefect, the General 
commanding the department, the mayor of th* 
town, and other authorities, were also ia a very 
abort time at the scene of the disaster , But, 
alas! all their efforta ware nearly useless* Ths 
fire wms hardW discovered, when it seised up<m 
the principal sheds, under whkh were pilfd al 
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jnost.oll iha timber for the use of the dock 
yard. The fiime* rose to an immense height. 
Up to the present moment the firemen have 
been able to save the saw mills, an establish- 
ment which coif immense sum?, and the thips 
Qti the etnek?. The lose, however* is calculated 
at twenty-five millions of francs. It ia very 
difficult to explain how the fire in the day lime 
could have gnined so much head before it was 
discovered. When the first alarm wag given, 
it had already created frigh'ful ravages*. Some 
attribute the fire to the convict* , many of whom 
contrived to escape in the mids^t of the confu- 
sion.' r The Semaphore add* that the travel- 
lers who left Toulon at eight o'clock at night, 
sav that the fun was still nging, and that a 
great number of lives had been lost. There 
^ras some alarm (or the pirts of the town in the 
neighborhood of the fire.

The presi- 
dent then arose, and opened the meeting by 
singing nnd piayer, an d delivered a funeral ser- 
mon of Bra. A, Petty, from 1st Corinthians, 
15th chap : 53, 54, 55 verses, and delivered a 
masterly sermon with power and much assu- 
rancc of the Holy Ghost ; the different branchts : 
were then presented; Burka Garden branch by 
E der P. Li!z, sevenly-two in number, iuclu- 
ding th ree eldera, one priest, one teacher, all in 
good standing. Elder Samuel Carter then pre- 
tented BJuestone branch, which numbers fif- 
teen, including three elder?, one pries', one 
teacher and one deacon, all in good standing.' 
The Wythe county branch not present, nor the 
Smyth county branch, but notwithstanding 
there has been a ntimber added in that part of, 
the vineyard, and a great spirit of enquiring 
prevails in thit section of the country, Aftet 
an interval of fifteen minutes,— conference met 
again when the president gave an txhor-' 
tarion of the nature and propriety of par- 
taking of the sacrament. After the sacrament 
was administered, the president delivered an 
exhortation on the principfe of love and uniry 
amongst the saints, and made a few remarks on 
the claims of Sidney Rigdon, and took a vote 
of the saints if they would uphold the proper 
authorities of the church in all righteousness, 
and if they would do all in their power to bui!d 
the Tempi* of the Lord, which waa carried 
unanimously. On motion resolved thai the 
minuses of this conference be forwarded to 
Nauvoo, and published in the Times and Sea* 
sons, after which the conference adjourhed un- 
til the 6th of April, i846.

Having just returned from a mission eastward 3 
appointed by the spring Conference of 1843; ac- 
cording to order established by the Church of 
Christ, that Elders should report their steward- 
ship; I thought, although I was among the least, 
yet I would not be among the last in confessing 
my ignorance, and stating unequivocally, that 
I am but an unprofitable servant. 

During my mission, which waa in the fall and 
spring of 43 and >44, in the States ofN> Jersey, 
and Maryland, in company with my fellow-la- 
borer, S, H. Rogers; we indeavored, according 
to our ability, and the trust reposed in us, to 
h*lp rear tip the ftandard of Latter Day glory, 



and to facilitate the great and momentous work 
of God in these lalt days. toflta 

I will also say, that although we wer* weak, 

yet we were made strong by the hand of th* 
mighty God of Jacob! And although we were 
Httle,yet we confounded the great; and although 
our wisdom consisted in the simplicity of 
Christ's gospel; yet the wisdom of man was 
confounded belorfe our eyes. 

Many honorable men were enamoured to the 
truth, and many honorable irten instructed in 
the plan of salvation. We baptised thirty-five 
or forty for the remission of their sins, and or- 
ganized one branch of twenty-five or thirty 
members in Md ;and thus the words of God were 
fulfilled, that 'the weak should confound the 
wisdom of the mighty, 1 and the poor among 
men rejoice,' 'the meek increase their joy in 
the Lord,' 'those who erred learn doctrine, 1 
<kc. 4,c. Thus was the mission, and thus it *n- 
ded. 

May God bless his people, Tedeem and rfaTa 
Israel, and hasten his work in its time.

Tli is company were mostly New England peo 
pie, had emigrated to Iowa and from thence 
to Oregon, and carried their virtues nnd intel- 
ligence orer the mountains with them. Al 

much happier nnd better for the interview, the 
party took their leave of this interesting group 
of venerable sires, aged matrons and smiling 
youth, and passed on to Fori Hail, where they 
arrived on the I Oth of September, and met a 
cordial reception from dpt. Grant* On the £3i 
thev passed the roman'ic and interesting SoJc 
Springs, where ail drank freely. 

On the 27th, met Dr. Joseph Burk, Botanist 

and Mineralogist, sent out by the English gov- 
ernment to make collections, nnd return in 
seven years from the time of his departure — 
dined with hitn, found. him an intelligent, un- 
trimming gentleman. The party parsed the 
divide on the 4th of October, all walking' over 
it, and on striking the Sweet Water, ail drank, 
not a Uule pleased to behold the water once 
more running into the Atlantic. On the I3ih 
of October, came in ajght of a large Sioux vil- 
lage of some three hundred lodges, and con- 
taining 2,000 souls— went immediately to it — 
were met bv several chiefs, and the party con-

ducted by them to the Soldier's lod^e, where 
they feasted on ihe choicest buffalo meat. Dr. 
White exchanged a horse wiih a chief, at the 
Indian's request, and left, after tarrying two 
hours, the party being as much pleased with 
their reception, as the Indians appeared to be 
in entertaining them. They encamped three 
miles below ihe village, horses unmolested and 
nothing missed. Next day met Smoke, a nota- 
ble chief, and 200 Indians with him, moving 
up to the large village which thty had passed; 
exchanged the usual salutations of the day, 
and all went off most agreeably. On the 15th 
reached Fcit Laramie, where the party were 
hospitably entertained as at Fort Hall, by Mr. 
Papin. Left on the 16th, having purchased a 
sufficient supply of dried buffalo meat and 
flour^ with groceries to last to Independence, 
intending to accomplish the journey with all 
possible expedition, and not to stop to kill 
same* On th« 17th, met eight or nine ox 



with the Indians, in charge of Captain Fincb, 
who hed a irac? inn peal seven mites below Fort 
Laramie, on the Plane. On the iS'-h, met Mr. 
Spane, he had also several teams loaded with 
woods for trading with the Sioux \ he lad 
buried his partner the day previous, having 
died of a nervous fever. On the 23th, met two 
men on an express to Fort Laramie, from eh* 
American Fur Company of St. Louis. They 
told the Doctor he would probably meet the 
Pawnee Indiana before leavingjthe Platte, and 
if he did they would rob him and his party. 

On the 3 let, at about 11 o'clock, the Doctor 
riding in front of the pai ty to keep a lookout 
for the Pawnees, discovered a large smoke a- 
head; halted, adjusted the pack animals, and 
then went cautious' y on a^a : n; proceeded a 
few miles, when a horse »vas discovered three 
or four miles ahead, tied, and apparently un- 
easy. The party were now convinced iha f the 
Pawnees were not far off, halted onain, and 
each man examined his fire-arms. The Doc- 
tor proposed to leave the road and go into ihe 
hills, and to keep on travelling all n ght to n- 
void coming in contact wiih Indiana, whose 
character is that of highway Tobbers. They 
did so, and proceeded four or fire miles in the 
direciinn of the hills, when three Indiana were 
seen advancing in front of them; the party 
went on a short distance, and twelve or fifteen 
came up to litem. The Doctor made signs to 
them to keep away, ami that he was in great 
haste to go on, but they all c ime up; when the 
Doctor stopped, requested Saxton to get offhjt 
horse and open a pack, get some tobacco and 
give them; he did fo, and gave them all there 
was; mounted his horse again, when one of 
the pack horses took flight ai the Indians, and 
ran with great violence, but was at last caught 
by Chapman and Saxton, the pack adjusted by 
them, ready tn go on again. But the Indian 
who had been very impudent and saucy, now 
came to Chapman and asked him for powder; 
he refused to give him any, whtn the lascally 
Indian cocked his gen. At the suggestion of 
the Doctor, Chapman gave him some powder 
ahd he went off; bat while the Doctor waa 
talking to Chapman, six or seven had surround- 
ed htm, and two had hia horse by ihe bridle, 
when he asked Brown to come tip !o him. 
Brown did so, presented hia pistol at one of 
them, and the Doctor motioning them at the 
same time, with his sixshooter in Ins haHt!, 
to be off; they left, and tho party haltered 
their animals, and started on again towards 
the hills* when a large Pawnee village, ofsoraa 

three hundred lodges, appeared in Bight, sever 
al miles from the rood, 
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Ai ihe Indiana left the partv, ih.y [ired ihree 
times nt them, and the shot (t'l tliicklv ar»und 
IJrown — '.he Indians going towards the village, 
and the party from it over the hiils. When 
o.ut of sight of the Indians and the village, tlie 
party again halted, filled their powder horns,

from different directions, & in ten minutes from 
the time the first two appeared in sight,ihe par- 
ty wer« complttety surrounded by two or three 
hundred men nrmed with rifles, muskets, bows 
<Sl arrows, tomahawks &, war-clubs, while the 
air resounded with the awful war whoop, as 1 
they still continued to dish upon them on their 
fleet horses. Seeing *hat four could do noth- 
ing by firing on such numbers, the Doctor told 
the party not to fire, while the Indians were in 
great confusion among themselves. The first 
who came, talked loud and boisterous, and be- 
gan to catch the pack horses, when it was pro- 
posed to go with them to the village, 

In the mean time, all was confusion, some 
snatching a rifle from one, while another caught 
a blanket from another, and run off, Saxton 
first got under way, following hn pack horse, 
having many valuable papers, and surrounded 
by some twenty Indians; they soon stripped 
him of his powder horn and his horse and sad- 
dle, and put him bare back, while a brave, with 
a huge battle axe, led his horse by the bridle. 
Brown followed Fnxton in a similar manner, 
passed him, and was the first to grace their 
fiendish triumph as they entered their village 
in full gallop. The Doctor was next Buffered 
to start toward? the village, nn\ not until thry 
had torn his coat in^o p!*c*s, and stripped him 
of his vest. One Indian then struck htm a 
haid blow with his bow on the right cheek; 
another hit him two blow? on the lop of the 
head with a war club, which nearly deprived 
him of his senses. With nothing left but his 
flannel shirt and pantaloons, he passed Saxton 
soon after Brown, with a brave lending his 
home, and a Chief riding behind him, embra- 
cing him in hit* arms. Chapman followed im- 
mediately alter Brown; they struck him sev- 
en! times as he was riding; he wa« hurried a- 
long and taken into ihe tillage. The Doctor 
was last on the ground, and was conducted 
into the lodge of a Chief, but not permitted to 
conterae with any of his party: the rest of the 
men were conducted to separate lodges and 

treated in a similar manner. 

The party were fed several times during the 

evening on 



twenty letters, though he mailed at this place 
541, to various persons in the Union. After 
robbing the party of all their provisions and 
slothing, as w*ll as horses; in the morning 
several squaws, true to the character of women, 
put up eomc corn, and the Chiefs who were at 
ihe head of the outrage, brought forward sev- 
eral poor, lame ponies and mules, and gave 
each mm a few old garments, scarcely enough 
to cover him, much less to protect him from 
the ine'ement season. A little after sunrise 

they told them to be off, pointing over the hills 
where thev were taken prisoners. 
In the lodge where Saxton stopped during 

the night, while Brown was vi:h him a few 
moments, an old Chief came in with a largo 
package of papers, evidently robbed from sotio 
individual, but he would not suffer him to read 
any of them except the wrapper, which was of 
the kind of paper used for envelops la the War 
Department, and directed on the envelope, 
mt Tane;awangat Chief of the Otto nation , M The 
Indian then opened the package and took out 
a passport from the United States, and a large 
paper having ten or twelve seals upon it, op- 
posite of which were many signatures, a large 
paper resembling a deed, and a French pass- 
port; he then folded them all up, after point- 
ing to the coat of arms on each, but would not 
suffer them to be investigated; putting them 
all into ihs envelope* laid them under his thigh, 
gave a con tern pjtuous laugh, and soon left the 
lodge. The party travelled till one o'clock at 
night without a drop of water, on the day they 
left the village on the open prairie, taking as 
their guide the north star, and going in an 
easterly direction. The Doctor was very much 
indisposed t owing to the violent blows he had 
received. Soon after the party were out of 
sight of the village, the smoke behind them 
told them that their enemies had fired ihe 
prairie, and all that day ihe wind drove the 
fire hard «pon the pnUy, and at night the 
flames of the tall grass were seen behind them, 
mingling with the horizon, giving it the ap- 
pearance of an ocean of fire. One of the party 
kept watch while the other slept, or rather 



boiled corn, at differtmt lodges, ac* dosed. Next morning taking a bit of raw 
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uorn, they continued their course north -east; 
the party nnd poor aniinnls ^uiTering extreme 
want of water. About ten o'clock they found 
a stagnant pool, where all the pnrtv wt re once 
more sensible of the watchful care of divine 
providence. They continued on in the same 
direction tiil threo o'clock, when the party 
struck a deep ravine *nd bogan to follow it, 
but tljey had only proceeded a short distance, 
when the Doctor discovered two Indians far in 
the distance, to the south east; the party stop- 
ped, and concealed themselves in the ravine; 
Brown crept to the bank to watch their move- 
ments; the Indians udvancsd a little, then also 
stopped. Trie Doctor then prepared to retreat 
and change the course of travel, and the party 
readily complied with his suggestion, went up 
the ravine some distance, took a southerly di- 
rection and travelled six milep, when they 
struck a pmatl creek, kept their course still 
towards ihe south, and just at dark etruck the 
Oregon road, to the great joy of all the party. 
They encamped that night at VI o'clock on the 
Republican Fork, again eating raw corn for 
supper. 

On the 3d of November, they considered 
themselves nearly out of reach of the Pawners, 
being fifty miles from their village. They ar- 
rived at the bank of the Big Blue on the even- 
ing of the 7th, when on entering the tall forest 
trees, by the light of the moon, a large flock of 
turkies were heard among the branches. All 
were excited with pleasing anticipations of 
once more tasting something palatable , as the 
corn, in whatever state it was taken, for sev- 
eral days had soured on the stomachs of the 
men, and they ate it only to keep from starving. 
The next morning, Urown's well-direcied rifle 
brought a fat turkey to the ground. After the 
turkey was despatched, they returned to the 
corn again, as the Indians gave them only two 
rides, having percussion locks with no more 
ammunition, and the other rifle was unloaded 
to strike fire with the powder. 

On the evening of the 13th, they ate the first 
meal in the house of Mr. Charles Fish, quickly 
prepared by his lady, residing among the Shaw- 
nee Indians, thirty miles from the United States 
line. 

The Doctor left the Willamette colony in a 
very flourishing state, and is ol opinion that 
Oregon, at no distant day, will rival many of 
the Atlantic States in agriculture, science, and 
the arts. In this opinion all the party concur, 
and they intend to return again in the spring.

tle colony of eight thousand, are going forward 
most vigorously and prosperously, and, so far 
as the accumulation of property is concerned, I 
know of no people so rapidly advancing as those 
who have planted themselves in the valley of 
the Willamette, nor do I know of any like pop- 
ulation so uniformly pleased with the country 
of their adoption — none, sir, of the sober, in- 
dustrious and intelligent part of our cheerful 
little colony, but are greatly pleased with Ore- 
gon, and its prospecis, uniformly extolling the 
climate. Boil, scenery, <fcc*, &c. And, sir, of 
this you need not be surprised, as from a resi- 
dence of nine years in that delightful valley, I 
assure you I know of no country possessing eo 
mild, equable, salubrious and agreeable cli- 
mate, nor a country of such varied and beauti- 
ful scenery, nor one of such certainty or uni- 
formity of all kinds of crops peculiar to such 
latitude, save Indian corn, which f though more 
certain from the uniformity of cool nights, does 
not in growth yield more than an average New 
England crop. Nor do I know of a country, 
every where possessing such purity of water, 
or considering its extent, more valuable water 
privileges. Of its natural and commercial ad- 
vantages, I need not speak, a» from its conti- 
guity to the Sandwich Islands, China, Peru 
and all the western world, it will be seen at a 
glance that these are very great. 

1 do not deny that, at the first glance, a 
great portion of the eastern and interior of that 
territory appears of little worth, nor would oth- 
erwise say than that in the WTlarnette Valley, 
the garden of the world, possessing mora 
strength and depth of soil, and less waste land 
than any country of like extent; that three 
months out ot twelve, arising from the con-

Their eagerness to repeat 
the fable of the wolf and the lamb towards our 
ally of Morocco may, also in the end, lead to an 
unpleasant issue with us. But the grand bone 
of contention just now is the marriage of one ot 
Louis Philippe's sons with the sister of the 
Queen of Spain, which is sure to elevate him to 
the throne of that country, and bring about a 
new and formidable compact between France 
and Spain. We say that such a marriage would 
surely elevate the French prince to the throne 
of Spain. We have not a doubt of it. Louis 
Philippe has no such thought; but the wretches 
by whom Queen Isabella is surrounded and held 
in captivity j are too deeply steeped in crime and 
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blood and villany, to hesitate about adding one 
more murder to those which they have already 
committed, to subserve their selfish and ambi- 
tious purposes.— Liverpool Chronicle, Nov. 1. 

FAMINE EXPECTED IN ENGLAND. 
Hitherto the cycle of the seasons Las befriend- 
ed Sir Robert Peel. Four good harvests in suc- 
cession Ime filled his exchequer— filled the 
stomachs of the lieges — made the ijation pros- 
perous, the people contented- Alas! the scene 
is changed — the evil day has come upon him*, 
and has found him unprepared to face it. fam- 
ine — gaunt, horrible, destroying famine— seems 
impending* Fears have seized the public mind. 
In Ireland matters look appa'ling— in England 
gloomy. The granaries of the continent are ex- 
hausted. The corn* fields of the Vistula, the 
Danube, and the Elbe, are barely sufficient for 
the local wants of the inhabitants. The nation 
is in commotion; and the cry of "Open the ports 
and let in corn duty free," is heard on all sides, 
reverberated from every part of the empire. — 
The "pressure Irom without" has made itself 
heard in Downing street; and faith in the sli- 
ding-scale — Peel's sliding-scalt, is gone forever. 
A third of the potato crop in Ireland is destroy- 
ed. The government has sent scientific profits- , 
sors to the scene of the mischief; and the awful 
truth is out, that this large portion of the peo- 
ple's food — the esculent that Cobbett abhoned 
— is unfit for use. What is to be done, in thi^ 
terrible, ihis unloosed for emergency? "Open 
the ports!" is the exclamation;* and there stands 
the shivering Premier, like a reed in the wind, 
paralyzed between affection for his sliding-scale, 
and the horrors of public famine. 

IRELAND, 
The accounts from the sister island, for some 

days past, as regards the potato crop, are of a 
very serious and alarming character. The fail- 
ure is dreadful in the extreme, and the prospect? 
before the great majority of the lower classes 
truly horrifying. The authorities at Dublin 
'Castle seem to have directed their attention to 
the matter. Commissioners have been employ- 
ed to visit the different provinces, and to report 
to his excellency the Tesult of their examination. 
Up to the present time, these reports are of thu 
most discouraging character. With a people so 
steeped in poverty as the Irish are, and discon- 
tented with "the powers that bp," it is frightful 
to contemplate the couscquence of scarcity. The 
numerous railways likely to be in progress of 
formation next summer, and during the course 
ot the present winter, will no doubt, materially 

assist to alleviate much of the suffering that 
would otherwise ensue. 

THE POTATO, THE FAMINE, AND 

THE RENT. 
A correspondent of the Dublin Mail, calcula- 



ting that one- third of the potato crop has beei 
destroyed; that six mi lion- of the Irish papula- 
tion are dependent for their existence on this 
esculent; that the smallest average quantity of 
oatmeal, the next cheapest food that can be al- 
lowed to sustain human life for a day, is one 
pound avoirdupois— comes to the legitimate 
conclusion that, supposing oatmeal now selling 
from 16s. to 17. 6d. per cwt, should during the 
dearth, rise no higher than 20s., it would take 
no less a sum than £17,940 a day, or £3,285,000 
for the half year, to sustain the lives of two 
1 millions tone-third of the six millions) of the 
Irish people. As our contemporary well ob- 
serves, this is a faithful estimate, and the great 
agitator has turned the matter in his capacious 
mind, and has just issued his appeal for— what 
does the reader think? Why, for nothing less 
than the annual O'Connell tribute.

The newly nruvsd delegation from the Pol- 
Uwaiotnies hald a * Malk v? yesterday afternoon 
with the Cherokee delegation which has been 
in this city for some time past. The meeling 
was requested by the former, some of whom 
had attended aa delegates from their tribe at 
the last prnnd toum 1 1 hetd in the Cherokee 
nation at Tah-le-quah in the month of June,

Mr, John Roes, the head chief of the Chtro- 
kees, first spoke, exoretfeiner his gratification 
it meeting his brethren of the Potta watomiea 
in the town oT their gient father, the President 
of the United Statey, to which he and the rest 
of the Cherokecs present had come, like the 
Pottawatomie*, on business connected with 
the in'trest of their brethren in the Far West. 
He ea d it was well that the rtd man came to 
their great father for advice whan they needed 
it; for he always stood ready to point out to 
them the path that led to peace among the va- 
rious tribe* nnd with their while neighbors; 
ancl that ht considered it no less his duty to 
watch over the interests of the red man than 
over those of the white. 

He asked the Pottawatomie what had been 
done by their nation to further the object for 
which they, with the other tribes, had assem- 
bled in council last apring, in the Cherokee 
nation, towards bringing about such an under- 
standing among all the red men of tht West, 
as would keep the hatchet forever buried be- 
tween them. He aaid his heart was very full 
of this Subject: that it could be effected if the 
braves and sages of the different tribea would 
earnestly strive to impress its importance on 
their followers. 1 ' '

Mr, John Ross answered, that what they had 
done was well, and would doubtless have a 
good effect if the other tribes would barken to 
the substance of the wampum containing his 
speech and letter, which he trusted, through 
their effort?, would be widely circulated. The 
pipe of peace was then lighted; and after it had 
been passed around the council, Mr. Ross 
again spoke; saying, that at the time of the 



my, whom they came in sight of at a plare 
about twelve miles west of their town. When 
the Sioux discovered them advancing, they 
retreaied, dispersing in different directions, 
and the Potta wntomies only followed them un- 
til satisfied that they had left their country. 
He was glad that ihey had not come to blow.*; 
but his young men went prepared to make 
peace, or to tight if necessary. The manner 
in which they had repeated and were equipped, 
proved that ihey came with no good intentions, 
however. lie hoped, however, that at a future 
general council, the difficulties betwoen the 
two nations would be satisfactorily settled. At 
the next council there would doubtless be ma. 
nv more tribes represented, who would lend 
their efforts lo bring the Sioux and Pottawato- 
rnies to a good understanding. 

Le CI ere, the hall-breed interpreter, next 
said, that, on his way to the town of their 
great father, (Washington city,) he had met 
the United Slates agent stationed among the 
Sioux, and had asked him whether or not they 
were disposed for peace. The agent told him 
that the ma ; n body of the tribe w ere anxious 
to bury the hatchet, and had proposed to send 
a proposition to the Pottawatomie?, but that 
he had advised them to defer it until his return 
to the nation, when he would attend himseifto 
the matter* The agent also said that the 
Creaks had complained of depredations and 
murders committed by the Sioux or Pawnees 
on their people, who, if it was not stopped* 
wottld cer-ainly be revenged. They had tea 
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a wampum to the Delaware*, signed by seven 
different nations who hud biiiievtd injuries at 
the hands of these Fame Indians and who 
wishtd a council to determine how to ritrht 
themselves if theee shines continued The 
agent also said that the Stssiton Sioux alone 
had dune ail the mischief. 

The calumet wna again pa*sed round, and 
then Mr* John Rofs agrsin addressed them up- 
on the importance and good effects of annual 
general councils, which, being attendrd and 
participated in by the United States agents, 
brought them into more frequent and direct 
communication with the United Stales govern- 
ment, and thus gave the latter a better knowl- 
edge of their wantSjas well as nf the best mode 
of attending to them. He slid the Indians on- 
ly wanted a close intercourse with the govern- 
ment to learn how truly they wire their friends* 
He also spoke of the importance of these meet- 
ings in influencing the red men to live in peace 
with all the world, that if they did not soon 
give up their old habits, the different nations 
would Boon cease to exist, because, while in 
their present state, everything tended to des- 
troy them. Pie remarked ihat the Pottawato- 
mies at ihe last council had seen what civiliza- 
tion had done for the Cherokees* It had made 
them men in all respects; that they were rap- 
idly improving, while ihe other nation?, who 
still clung to their ancient habit3 of life, were 
retrograding, and., like the leaves of the forest 
in autumn, were passing awy. 

He warned the Pottawatomie that they too. 
if they would conrinue to exist, must adopt 
the habits of tho whites; and referriMg to the 
patience, and energy 5 and judgment for which 
their tribe had baen remarkable for untold 
ages, assured them that those were the nation- 
al characteristics likely to make them most 
prosperous if their attention could be turned 
to the important wurk of civilization. The 
tpeech of Mr, Rosa upon this subject was 
marked throughout with sound advice and good 
feeling, and evidently made a deep impression 
upon his auditors, who, notwithstanding their 
characteristic stoicism, appeared deeply touch- 
ed by his arguments, Bhowing the importance 
of saving their nation by strenuous efforts to 
adopt the habits of tho whites. After he had 
concluded, the pipe of friendship was again 
passed round the council, which then broke 
up; the Pottawatomies rising, and passing 
around the circle, each shaking hands with 
every other person in the room.

THE EXCITEMKN V IN THE CHKROKblbi 

NATION. 

The papers frfnn Van Jluren, Ark., by last 
night's mail, pays the Missouri Republican, 
j mentions several ciRes where lives have been 
| destroyed by the National Police. Joseph Swim- 
mer and Stoain, Cherokees of the treaty party, 
were killed on the 20th, by a party of fifteen 
men; the first was shot five times,and the lat er 
stabbed twice through the heart. On Friday 
nifht,ihe I4th ult,,Tom Watie, a Cherokee,waa 
kil'fcd in a barbarous manner, about twelve 
miles north of this, in tho Cherokee nation* 
The circumstances are thus stated in the Van 
Buren Intelligencer; A police party of Cheto* 
kees came to the house of Arch Gurtrey, 
"where Watie resided, about the time he was 
going to bed, and one of them told him he was 
their prisoner ^and that he should go with them ; 
W. replied that he wished to dress himself, 
and then he w f ould go. As he raised himself 
in bed he was shot dead, his head split open 
with a tomahawk, and his body horribly cui 
and mangled with knives- * 

It is added that great excitement exiete In 
the Nation, in consequence of these acti of 
atrocity. The Intelligencer invokes the inter- 
position of the State, or of the United Statet, 
to stop these proceedings. 

On the other hand, the Cherokee Advocate, 
avows, that these proceedings have nothing to 
do with politics, but fc aro the ebullitions of 
popular feeling, irritated by a long series of 
outrages, and maJder*ed by the perpetration of

Quite a severe shock was felt in the vicinity 
of this ciiy lost (Sunday) evening. On Loii£ 
Island, at Bedford, Jamaica, Ilenistead, and 
for many milcp, it was felt at 6 oMock.

lowed by a deep hollow sound like the rolling 
of thunder under ihe earth, it became evident 
that the phenomena were the effects of an 
earthquake. The trembling and Bound must 
have lasted about two minutes. The move- 
ment of the pountl was a very deliberate one, 
and seemed to us to be in a direction from 
South to North, or perhaps a little to the East 
of Ne r tk Wu afterwards learned that the 
jshock had been felt in all parts of the village, 

and the persons who spoke of the n^ise, corn- 
ered it 10 the rushing of heavy chariots along 
a hard stony street. Some of those who were 
oil-doors pretended to say that the shock wasr 
accompanied by a brief elect rical excitation of 
tli e air 3 but of these appearances we could get 
no connrmauon from others. 

Coming along the line of the rai'road thie 
morning, we ascertained that the shock wa» 
distinctly experienced in several of the towns 
on Long IslamJ, At Oyster Bay, a friend in- 
formed us the .agitation was so perceptible 
that the people in his house ran out into the 
yard, und^raii apprehension that ihe building 
wss falling down, and the women and servants 
uLten d shrieks of alarm. At Glencove, Hemp- 
stead branch, Ih instead, Jamiaca, i,c , similar 
impressions were produced. 

In Brooklyn the noise was also heard, though 
most persons supposed it to be Hie muling uf 
'carts or heavy laden wogpjjj passing through 
the streeia. We are told also bv those who 
I live ifj the neighborhood of Bleecker and 
! Mulberry street, that the phenomena we 
have described, were observed in this city. In 
some streets, it is saidj mantle ornaments were 
broken.

Don Jose Castro, a native of Monterey, is now 
at the head of government as corrmandant gen- 
eral} Don Pio Pico, as governor, Mexico pro- 
mised General Micheltorena, eight thousand 
dollars per month from the Custom house of 
Mazatlan, and all the duties entering the custom 
house of California, to support his troops. 

General Castro has sent Senor Castanares to 
Mexico as commissioner, giving hia reasons 
why he drove all Mexican officers and soldier* 
out of the country; puts himself at the disposi- 
tion of President Herrera, and asks for only 
three thousand dollars per month from Mazat- 
lan, promising with this sum and the resources 
of the custom house of Monterey, that he will 
maintain .peace and order throughout Califor- 
nia; and objects to any civil or military officers 
from Mexico, This, Castro can perform; but 
Herrera will not put confidence in it* We 
have now news that Mexico is fitting out an 
expedition of troops in Acapuleo for California, 
the expenses to be paid by two or three En- 
glish houses in Mexico, who, it is said, are res- 
ponsible for the pay for eighteen months. In 
| December last, when General Michettorens, 
was met in the [field by the Cilifornians about 
ha f way between Monterey and the Yerba Bu- 
ena, (San Francisco) he agreed to a treaty with 
the natives, obligating himself to aend out of 
California, within ninety days, all hia soldiers. 
Senor Castro in the mean time to withdraw his 
forces to a mission, whose resources were pla- 
ced at his disposal, on the field.

There 
is not one English or French vessel doing bu- 
siness on this coast, nor has there been fo^ 
veava.

HISTORY OF JOSEPH SMITH. 



CONTLNL'ED. 

The brethren in Missouri again wrote the 
Governor as follows, 

fV'LiberEy, Clay county, Mo., 

April 24th, 1834, 

Dear Sir 5 — In our last communication of ihe 
10th inst ( , we omitted to make enquiry con- 
cerning the evidence brought up before ihe 
Court of Enquiry in the case of Col, Pitcher.— 
The Court met pursuant co adjournment on 
the 20th February last, and, fur some reasons 
unknown to us, we have not bf*en able to ob- 
tain information, concerning the opinion or 
decision of that court; we had hoped that the 
testimony would have been transmitted to 
your Excellency before this, that an order 
might be issued for the return of our arms, of 
which we have been wrongfully dispossessed, 
as we believe will clearly appear to the Com- 
mander in Chief, when the evidence is laid be- 
fore him, 

**As suggested in your communication of 
the 4th of February we have concluded to or- 
ganize according to law, and apply for public 
arms, but we feared that such a slep, which 
must be attended with public ceremonies, 
might produce some excitement, and we have 
thus far delayed any movement of that nature, 
hoping to regain our arms from Jackson, that 
we might independently equip ourselves and 
be prepared to assist in the maintenance of our 
constitutional rights and liberties as guaran- 
teed to us by our country, and also to defend 
our persons and property from a lawless mob, 
when it shall please the Executive, at some fu- 
ture day, to put us in possession of our homes, 
from which we have been most wickedly ex- 
pelled. We are happy to make an expression 
of our thanks lor the willingness manifested 
by the Executive to enforce the laws, as he 
can consistently * c with the means furnished 
hira by the Legislature/* and we are firmly per- 
suaded that a future day will verify to hirn 
whatever aid we may receive from the Exec- 
utive* has not been lavished upon a band of 
traitors, but upon a people whose respect and 
veneration for the laws of our country, and its 
pure republican principles, are as great as that 
of any other society in the United States. 

**Aa our Jackson foes and their correspond- 
ents are busy in circulating slanderous and 
wicked reports concerning our people, their 
views &c«) we have deemed it expedient to in* 



Jform your Excellency that we have received 
communications from our friende in the East, 
informing ua that a number of our brethren* 
perhaps two or three hundred, would remove 
to Jackson county in the course of the ensuing 
summer, and we are satisfied that when the 
Jackson mob gtt the intelligence that a large 
number of our people are about to remove, in- 
to that connty, they will raise a great hue and 
Icry, and circulate many bugbears through the 
medium of their favorite press, but we think 
your Excellency is well aware that our object 
is purely to defend ourselves and possessions 
against another unparalleled attack from the 
mob, inasmuch as the Executive of this State 
cannot keep up a military force *>to protect 
our people in that country without transcend- 
ing his power.'* We want, therefore, the 
privilege of defending ourselves and the Con- 
stitution of our coumry, while God is willing 
we should have a being on his footstool . u 
We de not know at what time our friends 
will arrive,but expect more certain intelligence 
in a few weeks. Whenever they do arrive, it 
would be the wiph of our people in \bis coun- 
ty, to return to our homes, in company with 
our friends under guard, and when once in 
legal possession of our homes in Jackson 
county ,we shall endeavor to take care of them, 
without further wearying the patience of our 
worthy Chief Magistrate. We will write 
hereafter, or send an express. During the in- 
termediate time, we would be glad to hear of 
the prospect of recovering our arms.

P. S. Many of our brethren who are expect- 
ed on, had made arrangements to emigrate to 
this State, before the outrages of the mob last 
fall. We hope the painful emergency of our 
case, will plead an excuse for our frequent 
communications.*' 

About the last of the month I received, by 
letters from friends in the East, ond of breth- 
ren in Kirtland &c, the sum of two hundred 
and fifty one dollars and sixty cents towards 
the deliverance of Zion. 

May 1st 1834. More than twenty of the 
brethren left Kirtland (or Missouri, according 



to previous appointment, accompanied by tour 
baggage wagons* They traveled to New Port- 
age and there tarried with the church, until 
the remainder of the Kirtland company arrived, 
who were not in readiness to start with them. 

The following letter from Elder Phelps to 
us clearly sbetfs the necessity there was of the 
saints in Missouri receiving assifrtance from 
afar: 

* f Liberty, May 1st 1834. 

Dear Brethren.— '-There are great moves io 
the west. Last week an alarm was spread in 
Jackson county, the seat of iniquity and blood- 
shed, that the ''Mormons" were crossing the 
Missouri, to take possession of their land?, and 
nearly all the county turned out, *'prepared for 
war;" on Saturday and on Sunday took the 
field, near old McGees, above Blue; but no 
Mormons came; neither did Arthur go over to 
see about his spilt whiskey^ so that the scene 
closed by burning our houaes.or many of them. 
Our people had about one hundred and seven- 
ty buildings in Jackson, and a bonfire of near- 
ly all of them at once, must bave made a light 
large enough to have glared on the dark deed 
and cup of iniquity running over, at midnight. 

**The crisis has come, all who will not take 
up arms with the mob and prepare to fight the 
** Mormons," have to leave Jackson county. I 
understand some have left the county because 
ihey refused to fight an innocent people. It 
i s said the mob will hold a '^general muster-' 
this week fur the purpose of learning who is 
who. They begin to slip over the Missouri 
and commit small depredations upon our breth- 
ren settled near the river, as we have reason to 
believe, MWq 

It ia said to be enough to shock the stoutest 
heart to witness the drinking, swearing, and 
ravings of the most of the mob: nothing but 
the power of God can slop them in their latter 
day crusade against the Church of Christ. 

Our brethren are very industrious in putting 
in spring crops; and they are generally in good 
health, and the faithful in strong faith of a 
glorious hereafter.

All hopes of relief from the General Govern- 
ment was destroyed on receipt of the following 
communication from the city of Washington; 
"War Department, May 2nd 1834, 

Gentlemen; — The President has referred to 
this department the memorial and Utter ad- 
dressed to him by yourselves and other citizens 
of Missouri, requesting his interposition in ci- 
der to protect your persons and properly. 

In answer, I am instructed to inform you 
that the offeoccj of which you coipplain, are 



violations of the laws of the Stale of Missouri,, 
and not of the law* of the UniJed States. The 
powers of the President under the constitution 
and laws, to direct the employment of u miLU 
tary force in cases where the ordinary civil 
authorities are found insufficient, extend only 
to proceedings under the laws of the United 
States. 

Where an insurrection in anv State exists, 
against the government thereof, the President 
is required on tho application of such State, 
or of the Executive, (when the Legislature, 
cannot be convened,) tocail forth sueh a nam 
berofthe Militia, as he may judge sufficient 
to suppress such insurrection , 

But this state of things does not exist in 
Missouri or if it does, the fact is not shewn in 
the mode pointed out by law. The President 
cannot call out a military force to aid in the 
execution of the State Laws, until the proper 
requisition is made upon him by the constitu- 
ted authorities.

Col. Pitcher, in the move* 
mem he made on the 5th November last, re- 
port it as their unanimous opinion that thera 
was no insurrection on that day, and that CoL 
Pitcher was not authorized to call out his 
troops on the Sth Nov. 1833. It was then un- 
necessary ti require the Mormons to give up 
their arms- Therefore, you will deliver to W* 
U W- Phelps, E« TaTthde, John Com!!, John 
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Wtmmer, and A, 8 Gilbert, or their onier, the 
fifty two guns, and one pistol reported by Lr, 
Cnl, Pitcher to you on the 3rd December last, 
as having been received by him from the Mor- 
mons on the 5th of the proceeding October,

* Mmutei of a Conference of the Elders of 
the Church of Christ, which Church was or- 
ganized in the township of Fayette, Seneca 
county, New York, on the 6th of Apri* A. D, 
1830. President Joseph Smith Jun,, was cho- 
«en moderator, an-i Frederick G. Williams und 
Oliver Cowdery, were appointed clerks. 

After prayer the Conference proceeded to 
discuss the subject of names and appellations,! 
when a motion was made by Sidney Rigdon, 
and seconded by Newel K. Whitney, that this 
ohurch be known hereafter by the name of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Sainta. 
Remarks were madu by the members, after 
"which the motion passed by unanimous voice, 

Resohvd* That this Conference recomaiend 
to the conferences and churches abroad, that 
in making oat and transmitting minutes of 
their proceeding?, such minutes and proceed- 
ings to be made out under the above tide, , 

Jfatffaed, That these minutes be signed by 
the moderator and clerks, and published in the 
Evening and Morning Star, (Page 352.)

May 5th. Having gathered and prepared 
clothing and other necessaries to carry to our 
brethren and sisters who had been robbed and 
plundered of nearly ail their effects; and hav- 
ing provided for ourselves horses and wagons, 
and firearm9 t and all sorts of munitions of war 
of the most portable kind for self defence, as 
-our enemies were thick on every hand, I 
started with the remainder of the company, 
from Kirtland, for Missouri , and on the 6th we 
arrived , and joined our brethren who had gone 
before, at New Portage, about fifty mites dis- 
tance. 

My company from Kirtland consisted of 
about one hundred, mostly young men, and 
nearly all Elders, Priests/Teachera or Deacons, 
and as our wagons were nearly filled with bac- 
gage we had mostly to travel on foot. 

On the 7th we made preparations for travel- 
ling, gathered all the monies of every individ- 
ual of the company, and appointed F. G. Wil- 
liams Paymaster of the company from the funds 
thus collected. The whole company now 



consisted of more than one hundred and fifty 
men, accompanied by twenty baggage wagons, 
and we were more than sixty miles on out 
journey, having left but few men in Kirtland, 
viz: Elder Sidney Rigdon, and Oliver Cowde- 
ty, and a few working on the Temple, — ex- 
cept the aged. Zrrubbable Snow was appoin- 
ted (Commissary General at the time Williams 
was appointed Paymaster, 1 

This day also the brethren in Missouri wrote 
the Governor,of which the following is a copy: 

* Liberty, Clay county. May 7th 1834, 
Bear Sir: Your favor of the 20th nil., came 
to hand the 1st insf., which gives us a gleam of 
hope that the time will come when we may 
experience a partial mitigation of our suffer- 
ings. The salutary advice at the conclusion 
ot your letter is rece ived with great deference. 

Since our last of the 24th ult., the mob ef 
Jackson county have burned our dwellings ;a? 
near as we can ascertain, between one hundred 
end one hundred and fifty were consumed by 
firo in about one week; our arms were also ta- 
ken from the depository (the Jail) about ten 
days since and distributed among the mob. 
Great efforts are now making by said mob to 
st;r up the citizens of this county and Lafay- 
ette, to similar outrages against us, but we 
think they will fail of accomplishing their 
wicked designs in this county. We here an- 
nex a copy of the petition to the President, 
signed by about one hundred and twenty.

Through the remainder of this day and a 
part of the 8'h, I continued to organize the 
company, appoint such other general officew 
as the case requireJ,and gave such instructions 
as were necessary for the discipline,order,cora- 
fort, and safety of ail concerned. I also divi- 
ded the whole band into companies of twelve, 
each company electing their own Capt ain,who 
severally assigned each man, in their respec- 
tive companies, his part and duty, which waa 
generally in the following ordeT: T wo cook*, 
two firemen, two tent makers, two watermen, 
one runner, two wagoners and horsemen, and 
one commissary. We purchased flour, baked 
our own bread,and cooked our own provisions, 
generally, which was good though sometimes 
scanty; and sometimes we had jonny-cake, or 
corn dodger, instead of flour tread. Every 
night before retiring to rest, at the sound of 
the trumpet, we bowed before the LoTd in the 

several tents,and presented our thank offerings 
with prayer and supplication; and at the sound 
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of the morning trumpet every man was again 
on his knees before the Lord, imploring hie 
blessing for the day, 

After compl«tiog the organization of the 
companies on the 8tb, we recommenced our 
march toward* Zion, and pitched our tents in 
a beautiful grove, it Chippeway, twelve miles 
from Jvew Portago, for the night. Ou the 9th 
we proceeded onward,iind on Saturday the 10 ih 
passing through Mansfield, encamped for the 
Sabbath in Richfield. 

Sunday 11th, Elder Sylvester Smith preach* 
ed, and the company received the .sacrament 
of bread and wine, 

Monday the 12h, we left Richfield, for the 
Miami River, where we arrived, after daily 
marches, on the 16th. 

During this march the brethren in Missouri 
wrote Col. Lucusas follows: 

''Liberty, Clay county, May 15th 1834. 
Col. S* D . Lucu* ; 

Sir: We have this day received a commu- 
nication from the Governor ot this State* cov- 
ering the order herewith, and we hasten to for- 
ward the said order to you, by the bearer, Mr, 
Richardson, who is instructed to receive your 
reply. We would further remark, that under 
existing circumstances* we hope to receive 
our arms on this side the river, and we would 
name a place near one of the ferries for your 
convenience; as the arms are few in number, 
we request that they may be delivered with as 
little delay as possible.

F, S. We will thank you for a written com- 
munication, in answer to this letter, and the 
accompanying order.*' 

We forded the Miami river with our bag- 
gage wagons, and the men waded through the 
waters. On the 17th of May we crossed the 
State line of Ohio, and encamped for the Sab- 
bath just within the limits of Indiana, having 
travelled forty miles that day. Our fret were 
very sore and blistered, our stockings wet with 
blood, the weather being very warm. This 
night one of our enemies* spies attempted to 
get into our camp, but was prevented by our 
guards. We had our sentinels every night on 
.account of epics, who wera continually striv- 
ing to harass us. 

About this time ihe saints in Clay county, 
Missouri, established an armory, where ihey 
commenced manufacturing swords, dirks, pis- 



tolf, stocking rilles, and repairing arms in gen- 
eral for Lheirown defence against mob violence; 
many arms were purchased, for the leading 
men in Clay county rendered every facility in 
their power, in order, as they said * fc to help the 
Mormons settle their own difficulties, and pay 
the Jackson mob in their own way.* 
Sunday l$th, we had preaching as usual, 

and the administration of the sacrament. 

Monday 19th, although threatened by our ene- 
mies that we should not, we passed through 
Voudalia quietly, and unmolested; all the in- 
habitants were silent and appeared as though 
possessed with fear. At night we encamped 
on an eminence, where we lost one horse. 

Wednesday 21st, we forded White river,— 
Sunday 25th, arrived at the .State line of Illi- 
nois. We had no meeting but attended to 
washing, baking and preparing to resume our 
journey, which we did on Mondav the S6ih 
and at night were aroused by the continual 
threats of our enemies Notwithstanding our 
enemies were continually breathing threats of 
violence, we did not fear, neither did we hesi- 
tate to prosecute our journey, for God way 
with us and bis angels went before us* and the 
faith of our little band was unwavering. We 
jknow that angels weru our companions , for 
I we saw them, 

On Tuesday the 27th we arrived at the deep 
river Kaskaskia, where we found two skiffs, 
[winch we lushed together, and on which we 
ferried our baggage across the stream. We 
then swam our horses and wagons, and when 
they arrived ot the opposite shore, the brethren 
attached ropes to them and helped them out of 
the water and up the steep bank. Some of 
brethren fell trees across the river, on which 
they passed over. Thus we all safely passed 
the river, and the day following arrived at De- 
catcr, where another horse died. 

Saturday evening, May3Ist, we encamped 
one mile from Jacksonville, and made prepa- 
rations for the Sabbat|u # \ Au4 hetian 

Two days previous the biethren in Ciay 
county wrote the following letter to his Excel- 
lency Daniel Dunklin. rj 

"Liberty, Missouri, May 29th ]834. 
Sir; Your communication to oa of Mav 2nd 
tootaininaor enclosing an order on Col. S. D. 
Lucusfor the arms which were forcibly taken 
from us last November, was received the 15th 
inst., and the order forwarded to Co!, Lucus, 
at Independence^ on the 17th, giving him the 
privilege of returning our arms at either of the 
several ferries in this county. His reply to 
the order was, that he would w lite what he 
would do the next mail (May 22nd). But as 
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he has removed to Lexington without writing, 
we are at a loss to know whether he means to 
delay returning them far a season, or entirely 
refuse to red to re them. 

At any rate, the excitement, or rather spite 
of the mob, rum so high again** our people, 
that Wb think best to request your Excellency 
to have said arms returned through the airenev 
of Col. Allen or Captain Atchison. Report 
says the arms will nor be returned, and much 
exertion is making by the mob to prevent our 
return to our possessions in Jackson county* 
We also understand that the mob is employing 
certain influential gentlemen to write to vour 
Excellency, to persuade ns to compromise our 
matters in difference with the Jackson mob, 
and probably divide Jackson county. We ask 
for our rights and no more*

Sunday, June 1st, 1834, We had preaching, 
ard many of the inhabiiants of the town came 
$o hear. Elder John Carter, who had formerly 
been a Baptist preacher, spoke in the'morniog, 
and was followed by four other Elders in the 
course of the day all of wham had formerly 
bee» preachers for different denominations. — - 
When the inhabit ants heard these elders they 
appeared much interested, and were very de- 
sirous to know who we were, and we told them 
one had been a Baptist preacher, and one a 
Campbellite; one a Reformed Methodist, nnd 
another a Restorationer, &:c. During the day 
many questions were allied but no one could 
learn our namea, profession, business or desti- 
nation, and, although they suspected we were 
Mormons they were very civil. Our enemies 
had threatened that we should not cross the 
Illinois river, but on Monday the 2nd we were 
ferried over without any difiicul:y. The fer- 
ryman counted at d declared there were five 
hundred of us; yet our true number was only a- 
bout one hundred and fifty. Our company had 
been increased siace our departure from Kir - 
land, by volunteers from different branches of 
the church through which we had passed* We 
encamped on the bank ol the river until Tues- 
day the 3rd during our travels we visited scv* 
eral of the mounds which had been thrown up 
by the ancient inhabitants of this county, Ne- 
pbites, Lamaniies, &c, and this morning I 
went up on a high mound, neir the river, ac- 
companied by the brethren. From this mound 
we coukl overlook the tops of the trees and 
view the prairie on each side of the river as far 



j as our vision could extend, and the scenery 
was tru'y delightful* 

On the top of the mound were stones which 
presented the appearance of three alters having 
been erected one above the other, according to 
ancient order; and human bones were strewn 
over the surface of the ground. The brethren 
procured a shovel and hoe, and removing the 
earth to the dep'.h of about one foot discovered 
skeleton of a man, almost entire, and between 
his ribs was a Lomaniiish arrow, which evi- 
dently produced his death, Elder Brigham 
Young retained the arrow and the brethren car- 
ried some piece* of the skeleton to Clay coun- 
ty. The contemplation of the scenery before 
us produced peculiar sensations in our bosoms ; 
and the visions of the past being opened to my 
understandings by the sprit of the Almighty I 
discovered that the person whose skeleton was 
before us, was a white Ijimanite, a larga thick 
set man, and a man of God. He was a warrior 
and chieftain under the great prophet Omanda- 
(tu-«, who was known from the hill Cumorah, 
or Eastern =ea, to the Rocky Mountains. His 
name was Zelph. The curse was taken from 
him, or at leas% in part ; one of his thigh bones 



was broken, by a grone 
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while in battle years before his death. He wan 
killed in battle, by the arrow found among his 
| ribs, during the la?t great struggle of the La- 
manites and Nephites. 

Continuing our journey on the 4th we en- 
camped on the banks of the Mississippi ri'/cr, nt 
| toil place we weTe somewhat afflicted, and our 
enemies strongly threatened that we should »iot 
cross over into Missouri, The river being near- 
ly one mile and a half wide and having but one 
ferry boat, it took two days for us to pass over. 
While some were ferrying others were engaged 
in hunting, fishing, &c; a3 we arrived we en- 
camped on the bank, within the limits of Mis- 
souri, While at this place Sylvester Smith re- 
belled against the order of the company, and 
gave vent to his feelings against myself in par- 
ticular. This was the first outbreak of impor- 
tance which had occurred to mar our peace 
since we commenced the journey. While we 
were crossing the Mississippi river the Elders 
in Clay county wrote Gov. Dunklin as follows : 

"Liberty, June 5th, 1834, . 
Dear Sir,— We think the time is just ot 
hand when our Society will be glad to avail 
themselves of tha protection of a military 
guard, that they may return to Jackson county, 
We do not know the precise day, but Mr, Reese 
gives his opinion that there would be no impro- 
priety in petitioning your excellency for an 
order on the commanding officer to be sent by 
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return of mail that we mi^ht have it in our 
hands to prcseri' when our people are ready 
to rtart. If this should meet your approbation 
and the order sent by return, of mail, we think 
it would be of grtal convenience to our society. 

We would also be obliged to your Excellen- 
cy for information concerning the necessary 
expenses of ferriage &c. Are our people 
bound to pay the ferriage on their return? as 
they have already sustained heavy losses, and 
many of thera lost their all, a mitigation of ex- 
penses on their return tit this lime, where they 
could legally be reduced, would afford great 
relief; not only ferriage across the Missouri 
river, but other items of expense that could 
lawfully h*> reduced*

**Copy of a letter from Daniel Dunklin Govern- 
or of the State of Miseouri,to Col. J* Thornton, 
dated, w 

"City of Jefferson, June 6th, 1834. 
Dear Sir, — I was pleased at the reception of 
your letter, concurred in by Messrs. Reese, 
Atchison, and Doniphan, on the subject of the 
Mormon difficulties I should be gratified in- 
deed if the parties could compromise on the 
terms you suggest, or, indeed, upr>n tiny o'her 
terms satisfactory to themselves. But I should 
travel out of the line of my strict duty, as 
chief executive officer of the government, were 
I to take upon myself the task of effecting a com- 
promise between the parties. Had I not sup- 
posed it possible, yes, probable, that I should, 
as executive of the State, have to act, 1 should 
before now, have interfered individually in the 
way you suggest, or in some nther way, in or- 
der if possible to effect a compromise, uncom- 
mitted as I am, my duty; though it may be 
done with the most extreme regret. My duty 
in the relation in which I now stand to the 
parties, is plain and straight forward. By an of 
ficial interposition, I might embarras? my 
course, and urge a measure for the purpose of 
effecting a compromise, and it should fail, and 
in the end, should I find it my duty to act con- 
trary to the advice I had gtven, it might be 
eaid, that I either advised wrong, or that I was 
partial to one Bide or the other, in giving ad- 
vice that I would not, as an officer follow, A 
more clear and indisputable right does not ex- 
ist, tbit the Mormon people, who were expel- 
led from their homes in Jackson county, to re* 
turn and live on their lands, and if they cannot 
fce persuaded as I matterof roucv/o give up that 



right, or to qualify it, my course, as the chief 
executive officer of the State is a plain one. — 
The constitution of the United States, declares, 
k 'ihal the citizens of each State shall be enti- 
tled to all privileges and immunities of citixens 
in the several Stetes." Then we cannot inter- 
dict any people who have a political franchise 
in the United States from emigrating to this 
state, nor from choosing what Part of the 
state they will settle in, provided they do not 
trespass on the property or rights of others,- 
Our State constitution declares that the peo- 
ple's ft iight to bear arms, in, defence of them- 
selves, and of slate, cannot be questioned." — 
Then it is their constitutional right to arm 
themselves. Indeed our military law, makes 
it the duty of every man, not exempted by law, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five, to 
aim himself with a musket, rifle, or some fire- 
lock, with a certain quantity of ammunition 
fee. : and again, our constitution says, "that all 
men have a natural and indefeasible right to 
worship Almighty God according to the dic- 
tates of their own consciences," I am fully per- 
suaded that the eccentricity of the religious 
opinions and practices of the Mormons, is at 
the bottom of the outrages committed against 
them. 

They have the right constitutionally guaran- 
teed to them, and it id indefeasible, to believe, 
and worship joe sMrra as a man, sn angel, ot 
even as the only true endHmng God, and to call 
their habitation Zion the Hily Land t or even 
heaven itself. Indeed there is nothing so absurd 
or'ridiculous, that they have not a right to adopt 
as their religion, so that in its exercise they do 
not interfere with the rights of others. 

It is not long since an imposter assumed the 
character of Jesus Christ, and attempted to 
minister as such; but I never heard of any 
combination to deprive him of his rights. 

I consider it the duty of every good citizen 
of Jackson county and the adjoining counties 
to exert themselves to effect a compromise of 
these difficulties, and were I assured I would 
nut have to act in my official capacity in the 
affair, I would visit the parties in person and 
exert myself to the utmost to settle it. My first 
advice would be to the Mormons to sell out 
their lands in Jackson countv, and to settle 
somewhere else, where they could live in peace, 
if they could get a fair price for them, and 
reasonable damages for injuries received. If 
this failed I would try the citizens and advise 
them to meet and rescind their illegal resolve* 
of last summer; and agree to conform to the 
laws in every particular, in respect to the Mor- 
mons. If both these failed, I would then ad* 
vise the plan you have suggested, for each par- 
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ty to take separate territory, and confine their 
numbers within their respective limits, with 
the exception of the public righ: of ingress 
and egress upon the highway. If all these fail- 
ed then the simple question of legal right would 
have to settle it. It is ihia last that I am afraid 
I shall have to conform my action to in the 
end, and hence the necessity of keeping my- 
self in the best situation to do my duty impar- 
tiaJly. 

Rumor says that each party aTe preparing 
themselves with cannon. That would be ille- 
gal, it is not necessary loself defence, as guar- 
anteed by the constitution, and as there are no 
artillery companies organized in this state, nor 
field pieces provided by the public, any preserv- 
ation of that kind will be considered as with- 
out right, and, in the present state of things, 
would be understood to be with a criminal in- 
tent. I am told that the people of Jackson 
county expect assistance from the adjoining 
counties, to oppose the Mormons in laking or 
keeping possession of their lands* I frhouM re- 
gret it extremely if any should be so imprudent 

as to do so; it would give a different aspect to 
the affair. 

The citizens of Jackson county have a right 
to arm themselves and parade for military duty 
in their own county independent of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, or some other authorized by 
him, it would produce a very different slate of 
things. Indeed the Mormons have no right to 
march to Jackson county in arms, unless by 
order or permission of \he Commander-in-Chief, 
men must not "levy war" in taking possession 
of their righfs, any more than others should in 
opposing them in taking possession. 

As you have manifested a deep interest in a 
peaceable compromise of this important affoir, 
I presume you will not be unwilling to be pla- 
ced in a situation, in which, perhaps you can 
be more serviceable to these parties, I have 
therefore taken the liberty of appointing you 
on aid to the commander-in-chief, I hope it 
will be agteeable to you to accept. In this 
situation you can give your propositions all the 
influence they would have, were they to ema- 
nate from the Executive without committing 
yourself, or the commander-in-chief, in the 
event of failure. I should be glad, if you, or 
•orne of the other gentlemen who joined) you 
in your communication, would keep a close 
correspondence with these parties, and by each 
mail write to me. 

The character of the State has been injured 
in consequence of this unfortunate affairj and I 
sincerely hope it may not be disgraced by it 
in the end.

EDUCATION, 
By a reference to the Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants, it will be *een that the Lord, in an 
early day gave directions for teaching the saini* 
all manner of instructions. As far back as 
1832, we find the following: ' 1 

Therefore, verily I $ay unto you, my friend?, 
call your solemn assembly, as I have command- 
ed you; and as aJl have not faith, seek ye dili- 
gently and teach one another words of wisdom ; 
seek learning even by study, and also by faith. 
Organize yourselves; prepare every needful 
thing, and establish a house, even a house of 
prayer, a house of faating, a house of faith, a 
house of learning, a house of glory, a houie of 
order, a house of God; that your incomings 
may be in the name of the Lord; that your 
outgoings may be in the name of the Lord, 
with uplifted hands unto tha Most High, 

Therefore, cease from nil your light speech- 
es; from all laughter; from all your lustful de- 
sires; from all your pride and light-minded- 
ness, and from all your wicked doings. Ap- 
point among yourselves a teacher, and let not 
all be spokesmen at once; but let one speak at 
a time, and let all listen unto his sayings, that 
when all have spoken, that all may be edihed 
of all, and that every man may have an equal 
privilege* 

See that ye love one another; cease to be 
covetous, learn to impart one to another as the 
gospel requires; cease to be idle, cease to be 
unclean; cease to find fault one with another; 
cease to sleep longer than is needful ; retire to 
thy bed early, that ye may not be weary i arise 
early, that your bodies and your minds may be 
invigorated : and above all things, clothe your- 
selves with the bonds of chanty, as wiih a man- 
tle, which is the bond of perfectnese and peace : 
pray always, that you may not faint until I 
come: behold, and lo, I will come quickly, 
and receive you unto myself; Amen. 

There are several other places in the said 
Doctrine and Covenants, giving instructions 
and directions to not only teach the children 
but to teach one another. This as far as could 
be has been done, and many of the Saints have 
gone so far as to obtain several of the learned 
languages since they came into the Church* 

In fact the day is not far distant when all 
nations will marvel at the knowledge and wis- 
dom of the church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day-Saints. What has been done can be done 
again. When they find a place of "rest" — i 
Library, a M useum, and a place of Antiquities, 
will be among the tirst works of wisdom. To 
this end, let the elders that go to the nations 

prepare accordingly* In Germany they will 
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find such o catalogue as the following docu- 
ment describee* to cult and collect from : 
s *In Ike means of Education^ the north of 

Germany litr surpasses every other country — 
The Protectant States are more enlightened 
thao the Catholic, and in Saxony there is hard- 
ly a peasant that cannot read and write. In 
Prussia, there are upwards of twenty thousand 
elementary schools. The gymnasia of the 
north of Germany are celebrated; they are 
schools preparatory to the universities; but the 
studies purbued in them are equal to the uni- 
versiiies in some countries. The gymnastic 
exeicises are pursued in some, though in the 
most they are discontinued. The universities 
of Germany are the best in the world. They 
have students from every European nation, and 
America. The university of Gottingen, though 
it has been established but about a century, 
holds the first rank; but ihe universities of 
Berlin, Jena, Halle, and Leipzig, are celebra- 
ted. In 1826 there were in the German uni- 
versities, thirteen thousand two hundred and 
ninety-five students, and nine hundred and 
twenty-seven instructors- At Berlin, there 
were fifteen hundred and twenty-six students, 
at Halle, eleven hundred and nineteen, ai Got-

tingen, fifteen hundred and forty-five, and at 
Leipzig, thirteen hundred and eighty-four.^ 
The smallest number out of twenty universities, 
was two hundred and fourteen. The instruc- 
tions are given any, in a great measure, by lec- 
tures, and one professor often lectures on eey* 
cral subjects. The libraries are the best and 
most extensive in the world ; and any student 
mny take out many books at a time, a hundred 
if he will. The libraries contain all that is val- 
uable tn ancient or modern science. The li- 
brary at Gottingen, contains three hundred 
thousand volumes, all collected in less than a 
century. North of the Mayne, it is difficult to 
travel a day without finding a library ; at Carls- 
rube, is one of seventy thousand volumes; at 
the distance of a few hour's ride, is another, 
at Heidelberg* of thirty thousand volumes* At 
the distance of thirty miles, is a third, at Darm- 
stadt, of ninety thousand volumes; at Mentz 
is another of ninety thousand, and another still 
at Frankfort, of one hundred thousand. Thir- 
ty miles from Frankfort, is a smalt library of 
twenty thousand volumes, but at Marburg, 
twenty miles further, is one of fifty-five thou- 
sand* At Gassel, Ihe library contains 70,000 
volumes), and from this town the traveller may 
arrive in a day at Gottingen, where be finds a 
collection of three hundred thousand books; 
and at Wolftnbmtel, about forty miles distant 
is another of two hundred thousand. At Ham- 
burg are two libraries, one of twentyfivc thou- 



sand, the other of eighty thousand volumes. — 
At Weimar, is another library of ninety-five 
thousand volumes; and at Jena, a second of 
thirty thousand, Dresden has one of two hun- 
dred and fif y thousand volumes; Berlin anoth- 
er of one hundred and fifty thousand, and Mu- 
nich one of the greatest, four hundred thousand. 
Th irly-one libraries in Germany contain more 
than three million three hundred thousand vol- 
umes, or on an average, one hundred and sev- 
en thousand each. The thirty-one largest li- 
braries in the United States, db not contain 
two hundred and fifty thousand volumes

"Within the period of 
eight weeks the savans of Jersey have had 
iheir scientific casuistry called into the field 
to indulge in speculations respecting comets, 
aurora borcalis, shooting stars,rind various oth- 
er appearances of a singular and remarkable 
nature, and if we may j udge fron* the immedi- 
ate past, [they will require, in order to exer- 
cise their ingenuity, to keep awake during the 
night for a considerable time further. On Sat- 
urday evening ee'nnight, or rather early on 
Sunday morning, another phenomenon made 
its appearance in the sky, if possible more 
strange than any which haveoflate preceeded 
it. A globe of fire, apparently of the dimen- 
sions of a good-sized balloon, was observed to 
move about from position to position, making 
its appearance now in one place,»ow in anoth- 
er.

Alternately the 
subjiet of these appearances, it remained for 
nearly an hoar, when, in a second, becoming 
detached from the spot on which it was filed, 
it flew with a tremendous velocity through the 
sky, and took refuse behind a dark and murky 
cloud.— [ fifthly Dispatch, Sept. \4tk.

It is needless to 
reiterate at this time what experience has 
eloquently taught the American people, Yiz:— 
that when the 1 j^m.-s ns are in immediate prox- 
imity to our settlements, they quickly acquire 
the vices, with but few of the virtues of the 
whites:— because we imagine the people of 
Green Bay have seen abundant exemplifications 
of the truth of the position: true the whole tribe 
are not immoral and not intemperate; but we 
are sorry to say that the number of such is very 
! great. On this account more than any other 
the people ot this town desired their removal; 
and not because w r e envy them their rich lands 
and comfortable farms. As soon as Governor 
Dodge ascertained that it would be impossible 
to conclude a treaty, upon any terms, he desir- 
ed that those who wished to go to Missouri at 
all hazards would make known their wishes; 
and eighty-seven answered favorably to this 
call. Their wishes will be made known to the 
proper department, and probably some means 
will be devised to remove them. Thus ends 
this attempt to make a treaty with the Onei- 
das.. Governor Dodge, we are fully satisfied, 
exerted all the means that lay in his power to 
purchase either a part or the whole of the re- 
serve, and his official conduct relative thereto, 
reflects honor upon himself and upon the Indi- 
an Department. — Green Bay Rt[,ub.

\By a letter from Syria, of Oct. 10th, which we 
fmd in the New i ork Observer, it appears thai 
the new functionary has entered upon hit* duties 
with a strong hand. Says the letter: 

Foon after landing, he summoned a meeting 
of the consuls general, and inquired if their res- 
pective ambassador* had written to them and 
forbidden their furtliei iuterfeience in the busi- 
ness tli us intrusted to him. They answered 
that they had. 'Then gentlemen, I trust that 
you will act accordingly / and the conference waa 
finished. Having thus disposed of the consuls, 
the commissioner next orders every Frank*, with 
out exception, to leave the mountains within 
ten days, and each consul accordingly requires 
all those under his protection to obey the sum- 
mons ; if any one refuses, he forfeits his claim 
to protection. The reason Chekeeb Effendi 
gives for this Measure is the impossibility of de- 
fending them from harm should they remain in 
the mountains, and any organized opposition 
should arise in consequence of his measures, one 
of which was understood to be the disarming of 
the mountaineers. *Jii4*<* c*. »

This order, however, fn dsmany unprepared 
for this step.

Dear Sit: While r as ding your very interest* 
ing^i I lustrations of Hebrew laws and usages, 
published in The Tribune, I was rather sur- 
prised to meet the declaration that baptism 
was a Hebrew riie; and 1 b f g leave to say thaJ 
I shall-be jjrainied by hein* enabled to see the 
evidences of the fact, and to have your opin- 
ion of the origin of the rite. Mva'ternion bav- 
ing been directed to the investigation of the 
Ancient Mysteries, have became naiigrted that 
a species uf Bap'ism was practised therein, 
before the foundation of the Hebrew Com* 
tnouwethh, in India, Egypt, Greece and J3rii- 
am; and as ih^ae MysLeries, in the remote an- 
tiquity of their institution, wi re intended to 
preserve a pure worship of the Deity, and the 
transmission of tiie tradition? of the early 
ages of tha human family, the ritual must have 
had one common origin, but I was not aware 
that baptism had been intorporated into the 
Jewish rites. 

Time is also another point which I wish to 
understand better. It is this: £ 'Jf she stil! re- 
fused to change her faith, or become a prose- 
lyte of the gate, or to observe the seven pre- 
cepts of the sonn of Noah,"' &c. What art the 
seven precepts referred to, and whence were 
they derived? The old (institutions of the 
Freemasons speak of the "three principles of 
Noah,' 1 and it seems probabK* that the three 
and the seven descend from the fame source. 
■Undoubtedly many of your sources of iftfbf- 
matinn are contained in w T hat to me are seaied 
books, or I wTJuld only trouble von for the re- 
ferences, and hope yon will pard«n me for thus 
attempting to give you additional labor.

I shall proceed cheerfully to reply to Mr, 
Herring^ questions seriatim. 

Circumcision and baptism were the initiatory 



riles lor the admission of Hebrew children in- 
to the established religion; and these two rites 
were inseparable from the earliest periods, bat 
they are not both of the same divine authority. 
The iDipr^ssiuti i know prevails, that baotism 
received i*s original fotm, and derived its ob- 
servance from i he apostle John, who baptized 
Jesus., in the Jordini, hut it is evident that the 
h:ip:i*m iiv John was the induction to a new 
faith and jiotaneiy practice. J sus, b^rn a 
Jew, bad received iho initiatorv rites in infan- 
cy,snd understood them weit. Maimrnides — 
n rcat authority always among Jews and Chris- 
tians, os a wise interpreter of the law— says, 
(Issnr Iiiah Cap. 13.) "Israel was admitted 
into the covenant by three things: bvCircum- 
cifciot:, by baptism, and by sacrifice. Circum- 
cision was in Egypt, as it is said, none uncir- 
cumcised shall eat the passover. Baptism was 
in tile wilderness, before the giving ot the law, 
as it is said A "Thou shah sanctify them to day 
'and to morrow, and let thmi waeh their <*ar- 
meats;*' and sacrifice as it is said, f *and he 
sent the young men of the Children of Isra- 
e\ and they offered burnt offerings, ihcy offer- 
ed them fur all Ipracl.' 1 

The origin of baptism dates from the time 
of Jiceb, when he received into the church 
the young women of Sichejn, and other heath- 
ens who lived with him, Jacob said to his 
family, (Gen. xxxv. 2,) and to a!I that were 
with him, "put away from you the strange 
Gods and be ye clean, and change your gar- 
ments. " E'veti Ezra, also great authority, ap- 
plies the worda ib U ye rleari" to the washing 
and purification of the body ;— hence the origin 
of baptism . 

It is certain that heathens who become con- 

vert^io the religion of the Jews, were admit- 
ted by circumcision, and baptism was insepar- 
ably joined to it, 

6 * Whenever," say* Maimenides, tk ,i H^a'h 

en is willing to be joined to the covenant of 
Israel, and pUce himself under the wings of 
the Divine majesty, and take t!ie yoke of the 
law upon him voluntarily, Circumcision, Bap- 
tism, and Ablution are required 51 This prac- 
tice continued to the reign of Solomon; bat at 
ihat period.orhcr nations became proselytes in 
such vast numbers that they were received hy 
bnptisTi or washing only. S^me time elapsed, 

sny thirty da\s, between circumcision and 
baptism, in order to give time for the wound 
to -heal; the child was then brought to n run- 
ning stream, called 4 *gathering of rhe waters,** 
and plunged in. If a man. the Triumviri or 
the Judicial Consistory charged with this duty, 
when placed in the water^ instructed him in 
some of the weightier obligations of the law, 
and plunged him in, so that every part of tha 
body was immersed, not the tip of a finger was 



left exposed ;— hence the difference between 
sprinkling and immersion in baptism. If an 
Israelite, says Maimenidcs, finds a Heathen 
infant and baptizes him ior a proseiyte, he be- 
comes a member of the church, and baptism 
was always administered by persons regularly 
ordained, or appointed for thai purpose, and 
witnesses and wnuen testimony were neces- 
nary to prove the fact. Proselytes however 
were unwillingly made at all times, for manv 
were tenacious of their old custom?, and Tell 
again to idolatry, so that finally Baptism was 
gradually abandoned, and it is only now prac- 
ticed when a christian female desires to be- 
come a Jewess, and then under very consider- 
able restrictions and ceremonies. 

You will thus perceive that the rite of bap- 
tism dates from the time of Jacob, and hy the 
witest interpreters of the law, was pronounced 
a Jewish rite and followed circumcision. 

U A Proselyte of the Gate}* is the next point 
about which you ask for information* There 
weie two kinds of proselytes — ihe first of the 
covenant — the second of the Gate . The first, 
though of Gentile birth, were admitted to all 
the privileges of the Jews; they worshipped in 
Ihe same Court of the Temple with the He- 
brews, while others were prohibited, and were 
partakers of all privileges, E^i vine and human. 
The proselytes of the Gate were Gentiles, who 
were admitted to the worship of the God of 
Israel, and the hopes of a future life, bin who 
were not circumcised. These proselytes^ al- 
though permitted to worshtp in the Temple, 
could not enter the Fame Court with the Pros* 
civic? of the covenant, but were deemed un- 
clean and a special Court a^sijrned to them, 
called the "Court of the Gentiles' 1 — they had 
a distinct place where tlie Luv \va^ expounded 
to them, thev were not denizens of Jerusalem. 
In the New Testament. Proselytes of ihe Cov- 
enant ore called merely Proselytes, and Prosel- 
ytes of the Gate are called wor&iupei's ;aud it is 
n curious faef,nnd but liulo known„that the firs' 
proselytes to Christianity were the Proselytes of 
the Gate. Their condition being: free and un- 
constrained, merely gem -Jews, the Uantition 
lo another faith was en^y and natural, and as 
they were most numerous in the Roman States, 
they were the first cause of the spreading of 
the gospel; although Jesus of Nazareth never 
addressed himself to them, but alwavs to his 
brethren who, like himself, wera born Jews, 
and were not so by adoption, 

The seven precept of the sons of Noah, oil 
which, as you say, Masonry knows only threi*,) 
commonly ca'Ied the Noahchide-, are as fol- 
lows: *\ 



L A renunciation of all Idols; 
IK The worship of the true and only God ; 

III. To commit no murder; 

IV, Not to he defiled by 

V* To avoid rapine, theft and robbery; 
VI, To administer i '-slice; 
VII. Not to eat flesh with blood in it. 
This was the Common Law that prevailed 
from the time that Nonh left the ark until the 
arrival of the Jews at the font of Mount Sinai. 
Th? I aw of Moses i* the codification of the 
Common Law, as given by the sons of Noah, 
amplified, extended, and made to apply in jus- 
itice and in mercy, in good faith and principle, 
to the whole civilized world which now live 
under those laws, with some immaterial local 
amendments.

REMARKS. 
There is sn much said about the essentials 
for salvation, that we cannot well pass on ar- 
ticle like the for* i/oiiur wiihout remarks. The 
world, in its age, or dotage, seems to have lost 
the trne points ot salvation. Paul said to Tim- 
othy ; "Be not thou therefore ashamed of tho 
testimony ol our Lord, nor of me his prisoner: 
but be thou partaker of the afflictions of tho 
t'O&pef, according io the power of God; Who 
hath saved us, and called us with a holy call- 
ing, not according to our works, but according 
to his own purposes and gTace, which was giv- 
en us iii Christ Jesus before the world began ; 
Put now made manifest by the appearing of 
our Savior Jisiis Christ, who hath abolished 
[death, and hath brought life and immorality 
to light through the gospel/' 

Now if ki iife and immortality was brought to 
liijbt through ihe gospel/ 1 acrordin^ to the 
purpose of grace, which watt GIVEN TO US 
BEFORE THE WORLD BEGAN, all ri+ht- 
eons men must hnvt he n partakers of ihe same 
glory. By reading and comparing the word of 
jGod we find that the ordinances of salvation 
nerer varv, though :here may have been sun- 
dry temporal rites, and sacrifices, bv the law, 
which were institu!ed in the days of the rebel- 
I lion of Israel, and others,, to act hb a sehool- 
| master [q bring persons back to the simplicity 
of the gospel. 

The gospel, or tidings of salvation hat never 
changed: Repentance and baptism for remis- 
sion of sin; and the gift -of the Holy Ghost, by 
the laying on of hands, as a comforter to guide 
unto all truth, are just as necessary to eternal 
life aa the elements are to compose the globe, 
Paul very wisely gays: 

And the scriptnre, foreseeing that God would 
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justify the heathen through faith, preached be-' 
for© the gospel unto Abraham, savin g> In thee 
shall all nation? be blessed, 

Noah was o preacher of righteousness, and, 
oT course, must have understood what was ne- 
cessary to save souls. Nor is it less a matter 
of fact that ''righteous Abel/ 1 hat! and prac- 
ticed the satnc glorious knowledge. What a 
singular figure many of this generation cut, 
with all their boasted light and intelligence, in 
inquiring into the ancient modes of worship 
nnd discussing and doing away, or 4t changin<: 
the ordinances," in order to show the people 
of these last days how wise, gracious and eel I 
saving they are? 

Besides repentance, baptism, reception of the 

Holy Ghost, and many other essentials, the 
UNION of ma f r and female, both temporal and 
spiritual, is of as much importance before God 
as ali the rest; fur the man is not without the 
woman, neither is the woman wirhotit the men 
in the Lord. And again, what God hath join- 
ed together, let not man put asunder, for the 
especial reason, that all contracts for time and 
eternity, have to he iraile while we sojourn in 
the flesh: fck In the reinfection they neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage, but the greaL 
lineage, through the priesthood, and t lie ever- 
lasting Covenant sealed on enrth, and sealed in 
heaven, continues throughout nil generation*. 

Another important point which the Gentile 
world, have reduced to a practice beyond the 
Lord's wisdom, is The disconnection of kindred. 
This 'has been done from the rules or statutes 
which governed Israel after they had rejected 
fhc/»>o*prf, which wns broken upon the itoM 
tapirs: and as we are aftrrwards informed, the 
T.oTd gave them statutes not good. All right; 
the hw was added because of transgression. 

Who does not know thai Abel, Noah and 
Abraham, were as well qualified to teach tor 
gospel and the true principles of salvation, both 
temporal and spiritual, a* Moses,Elijah,or Paul? 
Woo does not know that Noah*? children, saved 
in the Ark, had lo marry their own kindred? 
And who does not know that Adam's children, 
brothers and sisters, were joined in holy mat- 
rimony, ss well ai their Father and Mother, 
who was tf *tone of my bone?" 

Now, to do the Almighty justice, wesuppo?e 
that he was just as wise in the beginning, or 
in the days of the flood, as in the days of Israel, 
nr the apostles, and should the "great restitution 
of all things spoken of by the mouths of all the 
holy prophets since the world bc^an/' begin to 
be realized before this generation ends, who will 
deny tli^ r^ht of God to fulfil his own words? 

As to the eolations of M, M : Noah, and 
<cn thousand trrnr^ they are a? fht drop of the 



bucket; not one rises up and brings forth his 
strong reasons, to show that God is f he same 
yesterday, to-day, nnd forever, and that his ce- 
lestial laws are eternal.

upt>n their months and cry « unclean! v ach. :et ! |,had 80 dollars left for contingent expenses. Ail 

things being ready, on the 9th October, we em- 
i arked for the Pacific Ocean. There were on 
hoard eight passengers besides ourselves; Dr* 
Winslow and family, and Mr. Lincoln and wife, 
Hr Hanks was quitti feeble when we embarked. 
Br Grouard and myself were sea sick, partic- 
ularly in the Gulf stream, a pleasing sensation 
which Brs Pratt and Hanks escaped, although 
the sea was very rugged. Br Hanks continued 
to fail until the 3d of November, when he de- 
parted this life without a stniargle. The even- 
ing before his death, he had a vision concerning 
spirits in prison: an account of which has been 
written by Br Pratt. The Captain and officer^ 
were not willing to keep the body until we 
could make the Cape Verde Islands, consequent- 
ly we were obliged to bury our brother in the 
deep blue sea.

Ecing set apart with Bn. Addison Pratt, B. 
F. Grouard and Hr. K. Hanks, to go the Islands 
of the South sea, we accordingly took leave of 
our families, and on the first day of June 1843, 
left Nauvoo for Pittsburgh, where we arrived 
on the 12th. Br. Pratt, loft us at EvansviiJe 
for Pleasant Garden, Indiana; Ur Grouard, lefi 
the same day for Philadelphia. Ur. Hanks and 
myself, tarried in Pittsbjir^h until the 14th, 
when we left for Philadelphia, where we ariv- 
ed on the 23d, in the evening. Here we found 
Br Grouard, we stayed in the city until the 
29th, when it was agreed, that Brs Grouard and 
Hanks shou d go on, and that I should await 
the arrival ol Br Pratt-, during which time I 
visited a branch at Downingtown t also Goshen, 
where I attended a Conference with Brs Sheets 
and Moore, w r ho organized a branch. From 
thence I visited Centreville Del, on the 4th of 
July where I tarried until the 6th, with Siater 
Moseley, I then visited Wilmington, stayed 
one day, then returned to Philadelphia; and on 
Sunday 9th, by request of Br Grant, preached 
near the Navy yard and baptized four* In the 
afternoon attended meeting with Br Grant. 

Monday 10th, went to Burlington, New Jer- 
sey, and on the 15th wa* joined by Br Pratt at 
Mount Holly; the same day we visited Shrees- 
ville and returned to Burlington, on the 17th 
went to New York; and on the '21*1 arrived at 
New Bedford, Mass. where we found Br Grou- 
ard, Br Pratt and myself visited Boston on the 
22nd, from thencn Br Pratt went to New Hamp- 
shire: I followed on the 2Cth. visited manv 
places in N IL, Conn,, Mass., and New York: 
then returned to Boston, where I found the 
Twelve; here also I met Hrs. Pratt, Grouard, 
and Hanks. By counsel of Br Youns, Br. 
Pratt went to N. Bedford, 'o procure a passage, 
which he did for $100 each, in the ship Timo- 
Jeon, Capt, Pla«ket. The brethren in Salem

The loss of Bro. Hanks was severely felt by 
ua all, for he way trufy a jrood m^n, and a wor- 
1 hv brother* On the 9th November we arrived 
r H Bt. Nichols one nt" the Tarn Verde ieluiidg. 
Several of u« Weill on shore, procured donkeys, 
and rode to Bravo, a village six miies in the in- 
terior, Th« inhabitants of these islands are 
mostly black, and Fpenk the Portuguese lan- 
linage; ibcir religion the Catholic, The stru ts 
are frnm four to eight f«d wide, and the houses 
are one s 1 ory high, made of round aiones rind 
clay rnoxtar. The soil is si wile and unproduc- 
tive. These inlands are ot volcanic origin, and 
the ifhnd of Fogo has a volcano, which may 
Rometimea be neen in a ura'e of eruption, Af- 
•er l^nvintj these islands we &te< red for Tristan 
D' Acunha,nnd on the 10:h December crossed 
the equator, and continued our way with a fine 
breezo until the ?rd of January, I 844 we made 
the above named inlands, situated in Lot. 37o 
S. aril Loner, 20 j W. On ibe 4th we encoun- 
tered n severe gale which tasted Iwenry-four 
hours, in conecqneoce of which we were una* 
hie to beat up to the island; hut I learn thai 
ihc inland contains fifty inhabitants, descen- 
dants of one Glass, who was *f aijant in the 
English army, from which covermi^nt he draws 
a pension, and is Governor of the island.— 
The™ are three i«iauds in \hn group, oneonlv 
inhabited. They niao are of volcanic origin. 
On the lOrh left these Hands; and on ilie ^5tb 
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doubled liic Cape of Good IJo;h\ and >:noii on 
for the Island of St. Pauls, which we made on 
ihe?!sr February. We lowered three boars 
and caught twenty barrels of fish of the ro:U 
cod species. The next day we wont on shore 
where we found fifty or sixty miserable looking 



a native with whom I lived for iwo dollars and 
a halt* |H'' r wet k. Uroiher Grouard board*d 
wiili Mr. Lincoln, (our fell w passenger men- 
tioned ubove) ut about the same price. A few 
days after our arrival a battle took place be* 
tween the French and natives at Point Venus: 
Frenchmen nnd one American from Albany;— : in which an English missionary was accidently 



thtsewere the only inhabitants of the inland. 
The peculiar icrm of thi? island deserves some 
notice* This island seems to have been thrown 
un bv strencr volcanic action, forming in the 1 
centre of the island a huge crater. From this 
crater on the youth the land is sunk leavinrr in

the crater a bssill or bay into which vessels of 
light draught may enter and have a pa v and ] 
commodious harbor. In the centre of this bar 



*kot by the French : whose funeral I attended 
On n)y arrival at the place of tie funeral, I 
knocked at the door for admittance; but no 
one bidding me enter, and the d oor being ti j ir 
I entered without farther ceremony. On en-

tering, I saluted them respe ct fully ; but not 
one of the missionaries spoke to me, or even 
bowed. 

No doubt their grief was so deep and their 



bor no «oirndi«gn* can be found. From this ba- 'j sorrow 80 profound, that they forgot for the 



eln or crater rises on aM sides, a hill, to the 
height of two thousand fett, broken only byj 
the sunken pan. This hill slopes gradually to 
the sea, and on the top many im unds are thrown 
up by eruption*. Boiling springs are found 
near the crater, in out of which we boiled a 
craw fish. Situated Sfci At S Lat. and T7o 5* 
K. Lonjr, Brother Grouard and mvselt ascend- 
ed the hill, where we had an opportunity to 
pray undisturbed; a privilege we had not en- 
j-o^ed for months, Nothing unusual occurred 
on our way to Nevv Holland. On the Wh 
Ma re h made the scuth cape of Van Diemnn^s 
Land; an inland south of New Holland: and 
on the last cif March and fir** of April parsed ' 
the islands called *'Three King*;* 1 and pmsti- 
ed our way to ih* Society Llar.ds. Oa the 
3Uth April mnd« the Inland of Toobcmi, and 
went cm shore with the Captain, 
The neit dsv all i lie the unseens*™ went on 

5*hnre tho, This island confabs nb.ut (our 
hundred inhabitant*; they having no mission- 
ary, and finding who we were, requested us to 
•lay. Brother Fran stayed among them. On 
this island were a company of Americans, eight 
or nine who were building a schooner; they 
received us kindly. We tamed here nine days, 
wlien we get sail for Tahiti; wliich we made 
on the I3rh, and on the 14th came to an anchor 
in the harbor of Papreti. The French have 
fosse ision of this town and harbor, which is 
tinder martial law; the harbor guarded by a 



line that they were gentlemen: their nubse* 
queni conduct proved that they were not, their 
pretensions to the contrary notwithstanding, 
I went with them to the meeting house; heard 
their sermon ; followed to rhe g:ave; and re- 
turned with them : — yot not one of these very 
pious, aelf-den) inL r - c S ^riug embassadors 
of frectarinnism, deigned to honor me with a, 
word or a nod ; although they distinctly undei- 
stood who I was, report having anticipated our 
arrival by a week. We could not get an in- 
terview with them; ai d co*v soon closed the 
meeting hou&eand locked it against us; which 
was built hy foreign residents and shipmasters, 
lor the benefit and use of foreigner*. We hired 
a house for eight dollars per month, aid com- 
menced preaching in it, and pooo baptised 
ftom fifteen to twenty whites; Americans and 
English, In tiie mean time we began to ac- 
quire the Tahirjan language, and u> preach to 
the natives, hundreds of whom professed to be- 
lieve our preaeh ng>b;it would not obey. Their 
reason was that they dare not, because they 
expected assistance horn the English against 
the French, and they feared the missionary in- 
iluence with the Knglish Government would 
be exerted against them if they en.brnred our 
principles. Affaire being thus in Taniti, Bto, 
Gn uard and I thought best to visit other 
islands. Accordingly we ordained Bro. Lin- 
coin to preside over the branch in Tahiti, and 
took our departure; Bro. Grouard Last, and I

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Bali", English millenaries, iorbiddmg them to 
receive any missionaries or teacbera, unless 
they brought letters from ihem; that all who 
had not these letters were Pupa havare, (lying 
Catholics.) Consequently they had passed a 
law that no while man should live among 
them. From here 1 went to the island of Ru- 
ruto, where they told mo the same story. So 

I found ihat the missionaries had written to all 
the islands in the group to prevent our landing. 
The Lord reward them according to i heir 
works. I then returned to Tahiti, where I re- 
ceived letters from Bro. Grouard. He had 
landed on the island of Ariama,one of the chain 
group* This group consists of thirty or forty 
low coral islands, with no vegetables but co- 
coanuts, but they have plenty offish and hog?. 
The population of A nana is obout four thou- 
sand. Bro, Grouard had baptised twenty o( 
the principal men and many were investigating 
the work. Bro* Grouard thinks thaA twenty 
or thirty Elders might be well employed on 
this group; he will probably do a great work 

II those islands. The productions of the So- 
ciety Islands arc bread-fruit, bannanas,oranges, 
iaii, plantains, yams, sweet potatoes, taro,viies, 
gtiovas, &c, &lc* Cattle and horses have been 
brought here, and hogs, dogs, goals. shcep,and 
fowls are here also. The natives are tall, well 
proportioned and muscular; of on open, intel- 
ligent countenance, dark olive, or copper color, 
quick of apprehension, of a miid dispositiun 
and very friendly. Finally on the third July 
1345, I left lor home in ship "Free brother,*"* 
Capt. Mitchell; on the fcixth, made the inland 
of Tooboui; went on shore, but was much dis- 
appointed not seeing Bro. PraU, who w ri^ on 
the other side the island, six miles distant, A 
native immediately tan tu mri v him word of 
my arrival, but the Captain w^uld not wait ; so 



board a ^ -toi u; a*ay for Cape Horn ; alter pau- 
sing which the Captain gave me leave to 
preach, which I did four or five Sundays; the 
result way ihat seven or eight believed, two of 
whom I baptbed in Philadelphia. The Captain 
himself believed, but finding that he must obey 
also became very bitter* which renderd some 
part of the voyage rather disagreeable. After 
a passage of one hundred and thirty days from 
Tahiti,! arrived at Nantucket, Massachusetts, 
on the hixth November, and on the twenty sec- 
ond arrived in Philadelphia, where I staid two 
days and baptised three. On the tweaty fourth 
left for Nauvoo, where I arrived on the twenty 
ninth of December. Thu?, after an absence 
of two years and a half, 1 have circumnaviga- 
ted the Globe, to build up the kingdom of 

Christ, and prepare a way for the spread of the 
gospel among the islands of the sea.

The same day June 6th, we resumed our 
journey, and at evening of the 7ih encamped 
in a piece of woods, near a spring of water, ai 
Salt river, where was a branch of the church* 
Sunday the 8th we had preaching, and in the 
course of the day were joined by my brother 
Hyrum Smith, and Lyman Wight, with a com- 
pany of volunteers which ihey hod gathered in 
Michigan &c. The whole company now con* 
sisted of two hundred and five men, and twen- 
ty-five bag^a^e wagona with two or three hor- 
ses each. We remained at Salt River until 
the 12th refreshing and re-or^anizing, which 
"w as done by electing Lyman Wight General of 
the camp. I chose twenty men for my life 
guards, of whom my brother Hyrum was cho- 
sen Capiain : and George A- Smith was my ar- 
mor bearer- The remainder of the company 
was organized according lo the pattern at New 
Portage, While at Salt R ver General Wight 
inarched the camp on the prairie, inspected our 
firelocks, ordered a discharge of the flame at 
xarget by platoons, drilled us abuut half a day 
and returned to the bank of ihe nver. 

June 4th Governor Dunklin wrote to W* W, 
Phelps and others as follows: mailed at 

"City of Jefferson, June 9Lh, 1834. 

"'Herewith you have a second order for the 
delivery of your arms now in the pos*es4on of 
the militia of Jackson county. CoL Lucas has 
resigned his command, lie informs me if Lt. 
Col, Pitcher shall be arrested before you receive 
this, you will please hold up the order until 1 
am informed who may be appointed lo ihe com- 
mand of the regiment.

attendant. I therefore request yon, Sir, to uaa 
all your influence wilh your brethren, to get 
them to meet me next Monday in Liberty. I 
much fear and dread the consequences ihatare 
yet to ensue, unless 1 shorld succeed in my 
wishes to restore peace. It is the duly of all 
good men to use all proper and laudable means 
to reaore peace. I expect a deputation of some 
; of the most respectable citizens of Jackson 
county will meet me on Monday next at Lib- 
erty. I call upon you in the name of humani- 
ty, therefore, to leave no efforts untried to col- 
lect your brnhren at Liberty a* requested.— 
Should my efforts to moke peace, fail of success, 
there can at least be no wronsj, or, Sir, in the 
attempt^ ard I shall enjoy the consolation of 
having done my duty as a man, as well as a 
christian.

by our society . 

We have not heard that it waa the intention 
of your honor to ur^e any such measure, but 
our enemies in Jackson county have l:>ng been 
trying to effect this object.

1 We 
give this quoiation from the Governor^ letter 
to disprove the statement made in the 'MJpper 
Missouri Enguirer" of Just Wednesday, arid 
ionclude by adding that *home is home' and 
that we want possession of our homes, from 
which we have been wickedly expelled, and

'•The undersigned committee, beins fully 
authorised by tht, people of Jackeon coumy, 
hereby propose to the'Mormons, that they will* 
boy all the land that the said Mermons own in 
the county of Jackson; and ilso, ail the im- 
provements which the said Mormoit-s had on 
any of the public lands in said county of Jack- 
eon, as they existed before the firat disturbance 
between the people of Jackson and the Mm- 
mo(j? 5 and for such as they have made since* 
They further propose that the valuation of said 
land and improvements shall be ascertained bv 
three disinterested arbitrators to be chosen and 
agreed to by both parties. Th^y further pro- 
pose, that should the parties disagree m the 

choice of arbitrators, then is to 

cIioobc them. They further propoie, that 
twelve of the Mormons shall be permitted to 
go along with the arbnmora to shew them 
their land and improvements while valuing 
the same, and such other of the Mormons as 
the arbitrators shall wi«h to do so,to give them 
information : and the people of Jackson hereby 
guarantee their entire safety while doinn so. 
They further propose, that when the arbitra- 
tors report the value of the land and impiove- 
ments, as aforesaid, the people of Jackson will 
pay the valuation, with one hundred per tint 
addei thereon^ to trie Mormons, within thirty 
days thereafter. They further propose* that 
the Mormons are not to moke any effort, ever 
after, to settle, either collectively or individu- 
ally, w ithin the limits of Jackson counry. The 
Mormons are to en?er into bonds to insure the 
convevance of their land in Jackson county, 
according to the above terms, when the pay- 
men! shall be made; and the committee will 
enter into a like bond, with such security as 
may be deemed sufficient, for the payment of 
the money, according to ifce above propotition. 
Whi'ethe arbitrators are investigating and de- 
ciding upon the matters referred to them, the 
Mormons are not to attempt toenter into Jack- 
son county, or to settle there, except such as 
are by the foregoing propositions permitted to 
go there. They futtber piopose, thai the peo- 
ple of Jackson will sell all their lands, and 
improvements on public laud?, in Jackson 
county, to the Mormons,— the valuation to be 
obtained in the same manner, — the same per 
cent, in addi ion to be paid, und the rime th t 
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money ia to be paid la Die tame, as the above 
forth in our propositions to buy, the Mor- 
mons to give good security for the payment of 
the money, and the undersigned will give se- 
curity that the land will be conveyed to the 
Mormons. They further propose, tha* all par- 
ties are to remain as they are till the payment 
is made, at which time the people of Jackson

One motioned '-adjourn;*' 
another, tc go on, ?t and in the midst of thii aw- 
fol crisis a person bawled into the door ^3 man 
stabbed," The mass instantly rushed out to 
the spot, in hopes, as some said, that "one 
dtrnn'd Mormon had gotkiitfd/ 5 but as good 
luck would have it, only one Miesotirian hod 
dirk'd another- (one Caibert a blacksmith, had 
stabbed one Wale^ who had previously whip- 
ped one Mormon nearly to death, and boasted 
of having whipped many more.)

B. As we are informed that a large num- 
ber of our people are on their way to Jackson 
county, we agree to u.e our influence imme-

It may be thought* at fret view, that th* 
moh committee made a fair proposition to the 
saints, in offering to buy their lands at one 
hundred per cent, in thirty days; and offering 
theirs on the same terms; but when it is under* 
stood tit at the mob held possession of a much 
larger quantity of land than the saints, and 
that they only offered thirty days for the pay- 
ment, having previously robbed them of near- 
ly ev^ry thing, it will be readily seen that fher 
were only making a sham to cover their pre- 
vious unlawful conduct; but the tempest of 
an immediate conflict seemed to be checked, 
and the Jackson mob to the number of about 
fifteen, with Samuel C. Owens and James 
Campbell at their head, started for Indepen- 



dence, Jackson countr, to raise on army suf* 
ficient to meet me, before I could get into Clay 



coumy. Campbell swore, as he adjusted hifl 
pistols in his holeters^'The Eagles and Turkey 
Buzzards shrill eat my flesh if I do not fix Joe, 
Smith and his army so that their skins will not 
hold shuck*, before two day* are passed. J » 

They weru to the ferry and undertook to 
cross the Missouri river, after dusk, and the 
nngcA of God saw fit to sink the boat, about the 
middle of the river, and seven out of twelve 
that attempted to cross, were drowned. Thus 
suddenly, and justly went they to their own 
place by water, Campbell was among the 
missing. He floated flown the river some four 
or five miles, and lodged upon a pile oF drift 
wood, where the Eigles, Buzzard?, Havana, 
Crows and wild animals ate his flesh from hia 
bones, to fulfil his own word*, and left him a 
horrible looking skeleton of God's vengeance: 
which was discovered, about three weeks af;er 
by one Mr, Purl'*. 

Owens saved his life only, after floating four 
miles down the stream, where he lodged upon 
fin island, * f swam off naked abouc day light, 
borrowed a mantle to hide his shame, and slip 
ped home rathershv of the vengeance of God/' 

We were threatened thai we should not paps 
through Richmond, and it was reported that an 
army lay in wait there 10 intercept us. 

Thursday 19th; we pa*sid through the town 
as soon as it was light and before the inhabit- 
ants were arisen from their slumbers, meeting: 
with no opposition, but we had not proceeded 



our utter destruction; but after the first scow 
load of about forty had been set over the river, 
the scow in returning was met bv a squall, 
and had great difficulty in reaching the Jack- 
son side bv dark.

Soon after the five men lfft the camp swear- 
ing vengeance, we discovered a small blscfc 
cloud rising in the West, and in twentv min- 
ute?, or thereabouts* it began to rain and hai> 
and this was the squall that troubled the Jack- 
son boat. 

The storm was tremenduur* wind and rain, 
hail and thunder met them in great wmth, and 
soon eolt?Ded their direful courage and frus- 
trated all their designs to "kill Joe Smith and 
his army."

fied, as were those survivors of the company 
who were drowned, that when Jehovah 6ghts, 
they would rather be absent.

Fishing River, at this poinf f was composed of 
neren small streams, and those brtwiit which 
we encamped were two of them. 

As we halted and were maki *ig preparations 
for the night, five men armed with guns rode

from the God of battles, to protect his setvants 
from the destruction of their enemies, for the 
hail M\ on them, and not on ug, and we suf- 
fered no harm except the blowing down of

Oay county, sworn to our utter destruction. 
The weather was pleasant at this time, 
r During thia day the Jackson county mob, to 
the number of about two hundred, made ar- 
rangements to cross the Missouri river, about 
the mouth of Fishi«g River, at William** fer- 
ry, into Clay county* and h* ready tn meet the 

mond mob nec«r Fishing River Ford, for fc our enemies swore that ths water ro&t thirtv* 
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fret in thirty minutes in the Little Fishing 
River. 

Friday the 20th, we wen: five miles on the 
prairie to procure food for ourselves and horse?, 
flr d establish ourselves for the momen^in some 
secure place where we could defend ourselves 
from the mge of our enemies, and while in this 
situation, on Saturday the 2t?f, Col, Sconce, 
with two other leading men from Ray county, 
come to pee us« desiring to know what our in- 
tentions were; for, said he, k <I eee that there 
is an alrnightr power that protects this perple, 
for I started from Richmond, Ray county, with 
a company of armed men, having a full deter- 
mination 'o destroy you, but was kept back by 
the storm, and was not able to reach yoiu'' 
When he entered out camp he was seized with 
such a trembling that he was obliged to si- 
down to compose himself; and when he had 
made known his object of their visit; I a r ose^ 
and addressing them, gave a relation of the 
sufferings of the saints m Jacksm county, and 
nlso of our persecution generally, and what we 
had suffered by our enemies for oar religion: 
and that we had come one thousand miles to 
assist our brethren, to brin^ them ci othin^ t &c . 
and to reinstate ihcm upon their own lands: 
and that we had no ink niion to molest or in- 
jure any people, but on!v to administer to the 
wants of nur afflicted frknd^ ; and rhat the evil 
reports circulated about us were false, and £<>i 
up by our enemies to procure our destruction. 



Negociations at the camp are now ijoing on 
between some gentlemen of this county and 
our brethren which are calculated to allay the 
ofreat excitement in vour county- We are in- 
formed that the citizens of Jackson entertain 
fears that our people intend to invade their 
territory in a hostile manner* We assure you 
that their fears arpgroundless; such is not and 
never our intentions.

manifested in the wars they had to wage with 
the former possessors of the country, who, 
through transgression, had entailed upon them- 
selves the curse of heaven; as ior instance, in 
illustration of the former, at the universal shout i 
of the people, the walls of Jericho w T ere levelled 
and a way prepared for their entrance. 

When the long continuation of warfare 
through the reign of the judges, and kings 
Siul and David had subsided, peace was restor- 
ed to the land in the reign of Solomon, and 
with it the people had put asde their own in- 
ternal broils, the effects of which were an abun- 
dant supply of the bounties of the earth, with

wrought out their own destruction. As the 
church becomes more numerous, and the king- 
dom of God is becoming more fully established, 
the importance of union among its members is ; 
still more manifest. It is absolutely necessary 
that not only a professed union, but a cement- 
tng of heart und s ul should dwell with all pre- ' 



sidents, councils, and branches of the church of 
Christ, in order to accomplish the designs of 
God in the building up of Zion, or in obtaining 
those blessings which it is their privilege 
to enjoy; for, be assured, ye saint? of the Most 
High, that the heavens will be stayed over 
the heads of any presidency, quorum, council, 
or branch who are divided in heart, sentiment 
and feeling, and so will they remain, and the 
blessings be withheld until the evil is removed; 
for the Lord will never pour out the richest 
blessing* of heaven, and the priesthood and 
gifts of the gospel, only upon the principle of 
that union which the celestial law of God re- 
quires.

GREAT FIRES' IN TURKEY. 
One half of the town of the Dardanelles has 
been destroyer! by fire. At half-past eleven 
A. M. of the25ih of October the fire commenc- 
ed in the Greek quarter, a gale of wind blow- 
ing from the north east at the lime. Although 
it was so early in the day, and two thousand ! | 
Turkish troops, with twelve liie engines were 
on the ppcii the ravages of the ail consuming 
clement, and twenty houses were destrovei) 
before any efficacious aid was given, Much 
might have been done hod the engines been in 
good order; but owing to the gross neglect of 
Ibrahim Pacha, the Governor of the town, not 
one of them could be made to work. Hail it 
not beeo for tne assistance of two Turkish 
eoidiers, and the European residents, who oc- 
cupied themselves in pulling down houses, and 
regulating the scanty supply of water, the fire 
would never have been arrested in its progress. 
The presenco of the Pacha was of little use, as 
his commands being- enforced by the whip, no 
one would work with good will. Tins terrible 
liie was not subdued until half-past two A* M. 
of (hc27tli, having lasted ihirly-nine hours.— 
The whole of the Greek and Jewish quaiters, 
with the exception of about forty houses, one- 
half of the Armenian quarter, about une hun- 
dred Turkish houses, three mosques , a syna- 
gogue, one hundred shops, and a la-ge bath, 
have fal ea a ptey to the flames* At least six 
hundred houses have bteu destroyed, and, as 
in many ot four to five families lived together, 
there are about twelve hundred families with* 
out a home. Of this number, one-half have 
taken refuse in the barracks and two adjoin- 
ing villager, three hundred have found an asy- 
lum in the remaining part of the town, and the 
rest exposed to the inclemency of the weather, 
or sheltered for the time being in tents. The. 
misery is very gr^at, and the winter approach- 
ing, A subscription was immediately set on 
foot bv ih'>pe who were fortunate in escaping, 
but wii! afford only temporary relief, as most of 
the families have been rendered completely des- 
titute. It is to be hoped that the Hultan will 
*end tuccor before long, and that chnritab' y |

tributions in Constantinople, and in different

All classes of people re- 
gretted the unavoidable absence at the capital 
of the military commandant, Thuessein Pacha; 
there is but little doubt that, had he been pres- 
ent, under his able management, added to their 
veneration for his estimable qualities, his com-

If aome of our 
wealthy brethren whoarenow dwelling at ease 
in the woTl(l,would but step forward,und plant 
this company of poor saints, (that have not 
rhe means, nor likely to have,) upon the west- 
ern Foil, how soon would it be In-fore they 
would have »t in the ir power to return four 
fold? And how sweet would be the reflection* 
of that mind capable of performing euch a no- 
ble act. Where is the magnanimity of God's 
people? Alas, it is in the poor and meek of 
the earth. 

The passage for each person will be fifty 
dollars, children over five and under fourteen, 
half price* Eich one will need from twenty 
to iweniy-five dollars worth of provision*; 
the whole amount, seventy five dollars 
If we obtain two Hundred passengers, in all 
probability there will be a deduction, " 

We have been looking for some assistance 
from another source. A merchant of this city 
who is now engaged in the Pacific trade, has 
made us ihe following propositions: that if ho 
can obtain the government freight consisting 
of naval stores, to be carried into the Pacific, 
he will take two hundied of us at sateen dol- 
lars per ton for the mom we occupy and fifty 
more for nothing.

WATER BAPTISM. 

Water baptism ii necessary and serves in the 
gospel for salvation to mankind because it is 
an ordinance of birih and regeneration. St. Joo. 
3: 6, Tit. 3: 5. kl Born of water," regenera- 
tion by washing; otherwise man cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God. 

Mankind were by the fall alienated from the 
kingdom and glory of God, and subjected to 
another kingdom and influence of things. — 
Hence the Lord God sent him forth ; u he drove 
out the man": Gen. 3: 24, In tbia subjec- 
tion we ore naturally Miens from God, and 
bondmen to death and the power thereof ; and 
should ever remain as such if the same power 
and influences only, ihat were brought by the 
fall should forever continue. But baptism 
serves to relieve man Irom this alienation and 
bondage, for it is a portion of the gospel or law 
ol grace antl exaltation, brought in according 
lo the plan of redemption, through the atone- 
ment made by the shedding of blood. 

To the mind no; understanding the effects of 
th* fall, or Adam's eating the forbidden fruit, 
it is impossible to conceive the direct reason of 
the necessity of water baptism as an ordinance 
ofsalvauon. The 6. U verse oftheStn chap- 
ter of 1st John, gives some clue to it; "This, 
is he that came by water and bloody even Je- i 
sus Christ; no* by water only, but by water] 
and bluod." Also Gen. 9:4. "Flesh with; 
the life (hereof, which is the blood thereof." 
The life of man is not as it was before the fill. 
It was then susceptible of eternal duration, and 
that because it was governed and controlled 
by spiritual influence and power. It is now 



it is susiuined by temporal, or corruptible in- 
fluences; for the power of this life consists to 
water and blood, The Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost bear record in heaven, & are one in pur- 
pose. u The spirit, and the water, and the 
blood have witness in the eanh," and agree 
in one purpose. By ihe testimony of the spir- 
it we understand what is the truth. Through 
the shedding of blood, or, the atonement, we 
have the privilege of the trmh; and in the or- 
dinance of water baptism, as a principle of 
truth, we become the adopred children of God; 
water baptism as an ordinance of regeneration, 
because that in the fall, or, in eating the for- 
biden fruit, water gained a controlling influ- 
ence over the body temporally; the shedding 
of blood > as a sacrifice for sin, because that in 
the fall blood became the principle of life in 
man temporally; and the testimony of the spir- 
it to witness of the truib, because that under 
the influence of blood and water in the body, 
the mind is clogged, stiffened, and darkened, 
and the body incapaciated to endure the pres- 
ence of God. Hence the dispensation of his 
spirit is given that we may be led in the right

As the fall left us, so the gcspel, or law of 
grace finds us; and we are no better for the 
fav ir of God in this thing, if we do not use it, 
than as though it had not been given. But it 
is given, and we have the hope of erattaiion 
to happiness, glory, and power in eternal life, 
and that to* by the exercise of the principle 
and power of things we find ourselves in actu- 
al possession of.

A CIRCULAR OF THE HIGH 

COUNCIL. 

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE CHURCH OF 
JESUS CHRIST OP LATTER DAY 
SAINTS, AND TO ALL WHOM IT MAY 
CONCERN: GREETING. 
Beloved Brethren and Friends;— We, the- 
members of the High Council of the Church, 
by the voice of all her authorities, have united- 
ly and unanimously agreed, and embrace this 
opportunity to inform you, that we intend to 
send out into the Western country f-om this 
place, some time in the early part of the month 
of March, a company of pioneers, consisting 
mostly of young, hardy men, with some fami- 
lies. These are destined to be furnished with 
an ample outfit; taking with them a printing" 
press, farming utensils of all kinds, with mill 

irons and bolting cloths, seeds of all kinds, 
grain &c. 

The object of this early move, is, to put in a 
spring crifp, to build houses, and to prepare for 
the reception of families who will start so soon 
as grass ^ hall be sufficiently grown to sustain 
teams and stock. Our pioneers are instructed 
to proceed West until they find a good place to 
make a crop, in some good vailey in the neigh- 
borhood of the Rocky Mountains, where they 
will infringe upon no one, and be not likely to 
be infringed upon. Here we will make a rest* 
ing place, until we can determine a place for a 
permanent location. In the event of the Pres- 
ident's recommendation to build block house* 
and stockade forts on the r^ut to Oregon, be* 
coming a law, we have encouragements of hav- 
ing that work to do; and under our peculiar cir- 
cumstances, we can do it with lesa expense to 
the Government than any other people. We 
also further declare fur the satisfaction of some 
who have concluded that our grievances have 
alienated us from our country; that our patriot- 
ism has not been overcome by fire — by sword — 
by daylight, nor by midnight assassinations, 
which we have endured; neither have they 
alienated us from the institutions of our coun- 
try. Should hostilities arise between the Gov- 
ernment of ti.e United States and any other 
power, in re'ation to the right of possessing the 
territory of Oregon, we are on hand to su-tain 
the claim of the United State's Government to 
that country. It is geographically ours; and 
of right, no foreign power should hold domin- 
ion there: and if our services sire required to 
prevent it, those services will be cheerfully 
rendered according to our ability. We feel the 
injuries that we have sustained, and are not in- 
sensible of the wrongs we have suffered; stilt

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HISTORY OF JOSEPH SH1TH, 

C INTI5CE2. 

Jane 22nd; Cornelius Gilliam, the EhernfTof 
Clay county, came to i he camp to hold consul- 
tation with n? t I marched my compony into a 
grove near by and formed m a circle, with Gil- 
liurn in the centre, Gillitim commenced by 
saying that he bad heard that Joseph was in 
the camp and if eo he would Hke fo see him, 
I arose and replied, l l am the man/' This was 
the first time that I had been ^discovered or 
made known to my enemies since I left Kitt- 
lard, Giilium then gave us Bome instruction 
concerning the manner?, customs and disposi- 
tions of the people, &c,, and what course we 
ought to secure their favor and proteciion, ma- 
tine certain inquiries, to which we roplied 1 
which were afterwards published and will ap- 
pear under data of publication. July 2nd, I 
received the following: 

Jtevttati'on given, on Fishing River, Missouri, 
June 22, 1834. 

Verily 1 say unto you, who have assembled 
yourselves together that you may learn my 
will concerning the redemption of mine afflic- 
ted people : 

Dehold, I sav unto vou, were it not for the 
transgressions of my pe^ph ? speaking concern- 
ing the church and not individuals, they might 
have been redeemed even now: but behold, 
they have not learned to be obedient the 
things which I require at their ban is, b n are 
full of all manner of evil, and do not impart of 
their substance, as becometh saints, to the 
poor and afflicted among them, and are not uni- 
ted according to the union required by the 
law of the celestial kingdon: and Zion cannot 
be built up unless it is by the principles of the 
law of the celestial kingdom, otherwise I can- 
not receive her unto mybtlf; and my people 
must needs be chastened until they learn obe- 
dience, if it must need* be,by the things which 
they Fuller* 

I speak not concerning those who are Ap- 
pointed to lead my people, who are the first 
elders of my church, for they are not all under 
this rondem nation ; but I speak concerning niv 
churches abroad ; there are many who will sny. 
Where is th eir God] Behold, lie will deliver 
in time of trouble; otherwise we will not go 
up unto Zion, and will keep our moneys. — 
Therefore, in consequence of the transgression 
of my people, it is expedient in me that mine 
elders should wait f < r a l ; ttle itason for the 



II redemption of Zion, that they ihemselves may 
be prepared, and that my people may be taught 
more perfectly, and have experience. and know 
more perfectly, concerning thei: duty, and the 
'hingi which I require at their hands; and this 
cannot be brought to pass until [wine elJera 
are endowed with power from on high: for be- 
hold, I have prepared a g 1 ei t endowment and 
b'essing to be poured out upon them, inasmuch 
as they are faithful, and continue in humility 
belore ine; therefor^, it is expedient in me that 
mine elders should wait for o Mtrle sea^cm, for 
the redemption of Zion: for behold, I do not 
re quire at their hands to fi^ht the tattles of 
Zion; for, as I raid ( Q a former commandment, 
even so will I fulfil, I will fight your battles. 

Behold, the destroyer I have sent firth Co 
! destroy and lay waste mine enemies; and not 
many yeats hence, they shall not be left to 
pollute mine heritage, and to blaspheme my 
name upon the lands which 1 have consecra- 
ted for the gathering together of mv saints. 

Behold, I have commanded my servant Bau- 
rak Ale to say unto the strength of rnv house, 
even my warriors, my young men and middle 
aged, to gather together for the redemption of 
my people,and throw down i he towers of mtno 
enemies, and scatter their watchmen; but iha 
strength of mine hou=e has not hrarkencd 
unto my words; but inasmuch as there tro 
those who have hearkened unto my words, I 
have piepiired a blessing and an endowment 
for them, if they ^continue faithful. I havo 
lieard their prayers, and will accept iheir of- 
fering; and it is expedient in me, thai they 
should be brought thus far, for a trial of their 
fai'h. ,? , , , ■flvtffl Tt^f 

And now, verily I say unto you,a command- 
ment I give unto you, that as many as havo 
come up hither, that can Play in the region 
round about, let thern H,iv; and those that 

if 

cannot stay, who hive families in the eaet, let 
Ihcm fqrry for a little season, inasmuch ai my 
servant Joseph shall appoint unto them, fur I 
will counsel him concrrning thii matter; and 
all things whenever he shall appoint unto 
ihem shall be fulfilled. I 
And let ttl] my neop!e who dwell in the re- 
gions round about, be very faithful , and pray- 
erful, and humble before me, and reveal not 
(he things which I have revealed unto them, 
until it is wisdom in me that they should be 
revealed. Talk not judgment, neither boast 
of fai h, nor of nmnv works; bn: ca;efully 



gather together, ds hi well in one region o» can 
be consistently with the feelings of the people; 
and behold, I will give unto you favor and I 
grace in their eyes, that you may r'at in peace 
and safety, while you are saying unto ihe peo- 
ple, execute judgment and justice for us ac-J 
cording to law, and redress us of our wrong?. ' 

Now, behold, I sny ud'o yon, my friend-, 
in this way you may find favor in the eyes of, 
the people, until the army of hratl becomes 
very great: and I will soften the heart* of the 
people, as I did the heart of Pnaraohjfrom time 
to time, un'il my servant Baurak Ale, and Ba- 
neerny, whom I have appointed, shall have 
time to gather up the s rtngth of my house, 
And to have sent wise men, to fulfil thai which 
I have commanded concerning the purchasing 
of the lands in Jackscn countv. tint can be 
pt2Tcha3ed,and in the adjoining counties round 
about; for it is my will that these iands should 
be purchased, and after they are purchased 
that my saints should possess ihem according 
to the laws of consecration which 1 have given ; 
end after these lands are parchsscd, 1 will 
hold the armies of Israel guiltless in taking 
possession of their own land*, which they have 
previously purchased with their moneys, nnd 
of throwing down the lower* of mine enemtee, 
that may be npon thorr, and scattering their 
watchmen, and avenging me of mine ene nief, 
unto the third and fuunh generation of them 
that hate me* 

But firstly, let my army become very great, 
and let it be sanctified before me, that it nray 
become fair as the sun, and clear a? the moon* 
and that her banners may be terrible unto all 
nations; that the kingdoms of this world may 
be constrained to acknowledge that the king- 
dom of Zion is in very deed the kingdom of 
our God and his Chris? : therefore, let cs be- 
come subject unto her laws. 

Verily I aay unto yo i, it is expedient in me 
that the first elders of my church should re- 
ceive their endowment from on high, in my 
house, which I have commanded to be built 
unto my name in the land of Kinland: and let 
those commandments which I have given con- 
cerning Zion and her law, be executed and 
fulfilled, after her redemption. There has* 
been a day of calling, Lut the time has come 
for a day of choosing; and let those be chosen 
that are worthy: and it shall be manifested 
unto my servant, by the voice of the Spirit, 
those that are chosen, and they shall be sane* 
titled: and imamuch as they follow the 
counsel which they receive, they shall have 

power i fter many days to accomplish all thing's 
pertaining to Zton, 
And again I say unto you t sas for peeee, 



not only the people that httve t smiiien you, but 
also to all people; and lift up an ensign uf 
peace, and make a proclamation for peace un- 
to the ends of the eaiih; cud make propo- 
sals for peace nnto iho?e who have smit- 
ten you, according to the voice of the Spirit 
which is in you. and all things shall work to* 
grther for your good: therefore be faithful, 
and behold, and lo! I am with vou even unto 
the end, even so; Amen." 

About this tim& brothers Thayer and Hayes 
were attacked wuh the cholera, &ad brother 
Hancoek was tiken during ihe B'urm. I call- 
ed the camp together and to!d them that in 
consequence of the disobedience of some who 
had been unwilling to lialen to my words, but 
had rebelled, God had decreed that sickness 
should come upo;i them, and that they shou'd 
die 1 :k o cheep with ihe ror, ihct I was sorry 
hut could not help it. Previous to this, while 
on our journey, I had predicted and warned 
them of the danger of such chastisements; but 
1 ere : s Eonifl who would not give heed to my 
words. 

On the 23^} resumed our match for Liberty, 
Clay conn iv, laking a circuitous course round 
the heads of Fishing River, to avoid Ihe deep 
water* When within five or six miles of Lib- 
9 t\\\ wo were met bv Gen, Atchison and other 
(Tcntlemen who de?ired us not to go to Liberty, 
as the feelings of the people were so much en* 
tarred against Uf. At their communication 
we wheeled to the leTt, and cios*mg the prai* 
rie nnd wood'and, came to Sidney Gilbert's 
residence, and < ncamped tn the bank of Rush 
Creek, in Bro. Burgharts field. During this a 
council of High Priests assembled in fulfilment 
of the revelation given the itoy previous, and 
the following individuals were called and cho- 
sen as they ^ere mado manifest unto me by 
the voice of :he Spirit, and Revelation, to re* 
ceive their endowment. 

EdwnrJ Partridge was called and chosen, to 
£0 to Rutland and receive his endowment wi'b 
power from on high, and also, to stand in his 
office of Bishop to purchase lends in the State 
of Missouri. 

Wm. \V. Phelps was called and chosen, and 

it was appointed unto him for to receive his 
endowment with power from on high, and help 
to carry on the priming establishment in Kirt- 
land, until Zion redeemed . 

Isaac Morley and John Corriil were called 
and chosen, and it was appointed unto ihem 10 
receive their endowment with power from on 
high in Kirtland and assist in gathering up the 

strength of ihe Lord's bense and preach the 
go*f e!. 
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John Wbtvnier and David Whitmer were 
called nnd chopen, and appointed lo receive 
their endowments in Kirtiarid and continue in 
their office*. 

Algernon S. Gilbert, was called and chosen, 
ntid appointed to receive hig endowment in 
Kirtland^ and to assist in gathering up th«e 
strength of the Lord's house, and to proclaim 
the everlasting gospel tmlil Z^on is redeemed. 
But he said he k *could not do it.** 

'Poier Whilmer Jan., Simeon Carter, Newel 
Knight, Parley P. Pratt, Christian Whitmer, 
and Solomon Hancock were called and chosen - 
end it was appointed unto them to receive 
their endowment in Kirtland, wit 1 ! power from 
on high; to asBtsi in gathering up the sttength 
of the Lord 1 ** house; and 10 preach the ever- 
lasting gospel. 

Thomas B. Marsh was called and "chosen; 
Mtotl it was appointed un'o him to receive his 
endowment in Rutland, his ofiice to be made 
known hereafter* 

Lyman Wight was caned and chosen; and 
it was appointed unto him to receive his en- 
dowment in Kirtland, with piwer from on 
high; and to return to Zion ond have his office 
appointed unto him hereafter. 

The same day the elders made the following 
reply, as before referred to, to fi S . C. Owens, 
and other?, committee" oTthp Jackson mob. 

** % We the undersigned comrnmittee, having 
foil power and am horny to settle and adjust 
all matters and difi^rencrg existing between, 
our people or society and the inhabitant of 
Jackson county, upon honorable and constitu- 
tional principles; 'therefore, if the said inhab- 
itants of Jackson county will not let us return 
to our lan Is in pence we are willing :<> pro- 
pose firstly; that twelve disinter* sled men, 
six to be ch< sen by our people, arid sis bv tl>e 
inhabitants of Jackson county; and ihe^c 
twelve men shall say what ihe lands of 'hose 
men are worili in that county who cannot con- 
sent to live with us, ond they shall receive 
their money for the sane in one yeir from (he 
time the treaty is made, and none of our people 
shall enter the county to reside nil the monev 
U paid. Tii? said Twelve men shall have pow- 
er also, to say what the damages shall Le for 
the injuties we have trained in the destruc- 
tion of property and in being driven from our 
possessions, which amount of damages nhnU 
be deducted from the amount for their lands. 
Our object is peace, and an early answer will 
he expected*

June 24th t this night the cholera burst forth 
among up, and about midnight it was manifest 

in its most terrified form. Our ears were salu- 
ted with ctiesand meanings, and lamentation* 
on every hand; even those o i guard fell to ihs 
earth with their gunB in their hands, so sudden 
and powerful was the attack of this terrible 
disease. At the commencement 1 attempted 
to !ty on hands for their recovery* but I quick- 
ly learned by panful experience, that when 
the great Jehovah decrees destruction upon 
any peop"e, makes known his determination, 
man must not attempt to stay Ivn hand. The 
moment I attempted to rebuke lhe disease, that 
moment I was attacked, and had I not desist- 
ed, I must have saved the life of my brother 
by the; sacrifice of my own, for when I rebuked 
the disease it left him and seized mo* 

E.irly on the morning of the 25. h the camp 
was seperated into small bands, and dispersed 
among t lie brethren living in the viciniiy, and 
I wrote &, sent by express, <o fc * Messrs. Thor^ 
ton, Donaphen and Atchison, 11 as follows: 

''Rush Creek, Clay county, June 25th 1834. 

Gentlemen ; — Our company of men advanced 
yesterday from their encampment beyond Fish* 
j tig River to Rush Creek, where their tents ore 
again pitched. But feeling disposed to adopt 
every pacific measure that can be done, with* 
out jeopardising our lives, to quiet the preju- 
dices and ftars cf some part of the citizens of 
this county, we have concluded that our com- 
pany shall be immediately dispersed and con- 
tinue so, till every effun for an adjustment of 
difFerencej between us and the people of Jack* 
son has he"n made on our parr, that would in 
any wi?e be required of us by disinterested men 
of republican principle?. 

I am resf ■ectfully. your obed't serv't. 

JOSEPH SMITH, JUN* 

N. B. You are now corresponding with the 
Governor, (as I ain info:med.) will you do us 
the fuvi r to acquaint him of our efforts for a 
compromise, ThU information wo want con- 
veyed to the Governor, inasmuch as his ears 
are stifled with repor:s from Jackson of our 
hostile intention?, 

I leit Rush Creek the same c?ay, in company 
with David Whitmer and two other brethren, 
for the western part of C'ay county. While 
travelling wc called at a house for a drink of 
wa er. The women of the hou«e shouted from 
the door that they had u no wafer fo: Mormons, 
that they were afraid of the Cholera," 5tc, — 
We turned and departed, according to the 
commandment, and before a week had patted. 
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ihe cholera entered that house* and that wo- 
man and three otherg of the family were dead. 

When (he cholera made its appearance, El 
dcr John S. Carter wan ihe first man who step- 
ped forward t<> lebuk? i', upon this, was 
instantly seized, and became the first victim 
in the camp. He died about six o'clock after- 
noon; and Setli Hi ch cock died in about thirty 
minutes after, a* it was impossible 10 obtain 
CjfTins, tho brethren roiled them in blanket?, 
carried them on a horse tied about half a mile; 
hurried them in the bank of a small stream, 
whkh empties into Ruth Creek, all of which 
was accomplished by dark- When they had 
returned from ibeburial, the brethren united, 
covenanted and prayed, hoping ihe disease 
would be staid; but in vain, for while thus 
covenanting, Eber Wilcox died, and while 
§ome were digging* the grave others Blood seen* 
try with their firo arms, watching their ene- 
mies 

June 26th ; the elders wrote Governor Dunk- 
lin as follows; 

^ f Sir: A company of our people, rxceeding 
two hundred men, arrived in this couniy ihe 
I9ih ins* , and encamped about twelve miles 
from Liberty, where ihey were mat, by scvera 1 
gentlemen from this and Ray county, who 
went by request of the people, to ascertain Hie 
motives and designs of our people in approach- 
ing this county, and as the deputation was 
composed of gentlemen who appeared to pos- 
cr?s humane and republican feelings, our peo- 
ple were rejoiced at the opportunity of an in- 
terchange of feelings and an open and frank 
avowal of all their views and intentions in em- 
igrating to this country with their arms. A 
full exp'anniion having been given in a public 
eddrcts by our brother Joseph Smith Jun., 
which produced great satisfaction, the same 
in substance was afterwards reduced in writing 
and handed to the aforesaid gentlemen that it 
might be made public, as the thedding of blood 
Sf, and ever has bf en, fore : gn and revolting to 
our feelings, for this reason, we have patient- 
]y endured the greatest indignities that free- 
men of this republic have ever been called to 
•uffer, and we still continue to bear with heart 
rending feelings a deprivation of our rights 
having commenced negociaiions with ths in 
habitants of Jackson for a compromise where- 
in proposalp,on our pnrt,hnve been made which 
have been acknowledged by every disinterested 
man, to be highly honorable and liberal. An 
answer to our propositions has not yet been 
received from Jackson. 

If we fail in this attempt, we intend to make 
another effort and go all lengths that would be j 
k quired by human or divine law, as our pr* 



posals and correspondence with the inhabitant* 
of Jackson, will doubtless hereaffc r be pub* 
lished, we think it unnecessary to detail the 
samr; in this communication, our right to our 
soil in Jackson county we shnll forever c!aim, 
and to obtain peaceful possession, we are wil- 
ling to make great sacrifices. To allay ex- 
citement in the county, the aforeeaid company 
of emigrants have dbpeised to await the final 
end of all negotiations that can be made with 
the said couniy of Jackson, 

Within the lest wrek, one of our men being 
near the terry,, was seized by 6ome Jackson 
citizens, while in this county, thrrnTered with 
death if he made resistance, and carried over 
the river, prisoner tr.» Independence, where ho 
was put under guard one dav,and after hearing 
many Lhreats, was liberated. The houses of 
several of our brethren in this county have been 
forcibly entered by some of ihe inhabitants of 
Jackson, and a number of guns and small arm* 
taken therefrom, where the men were absent 
from their houses, k>aded guns were presented 
to the fema3es,and their lives threatened if they 
made resistance, and we have been informed, 
aijd have no doubt of the fact. 

Your second order for the res'oration of **nr 
arms, was received last mail; we have not yel 
done any thing with it. Hoping that the influ- 
ence of the inhab;torts of Jackson county, wj ! i

Adjoining this building , en the west, \p the 
targe three story brick upholstering establish- 
ment of Mr. Walter Crook, Jr. It caught fire, 
*tnd a portion of ihe roof was burnt off. Mr. 
CrooVa family res-ided in th? building, and 
were early aroused to the danger of their situa- 
tion—they a'l got outaafdy. The furniture 
wrtscGH&idcrably injured— there wag no insur- 
ance upon it The amount of damage to the 
clock could ne t be welt estimated, but it is be- 
lieved not to have been very great, There was 
an insurance on the stock, of^ $20,000— one 
half in the Franklin office, Philadelphia, and 
one half in the Mutual office of this city. The 
house belongs to Mr, Crook, and was insured 
in the Equitable office for $-1,000, which will 
more than cover the loss. 

On the east of the first-named building, is 
the large three story brick house, the property 
of Mr, P. B. Sadtler, which was considerably 
injured. It was occupied in part by J. W, 
Bond &l Co, j as an Antiquarian Dock Store.— 
Tluy succeeded in removing neaily all tluir 
books, among which was the very valuable il- 
luminated Roman Missal, the Io?s of which 
would have been indeed a lo*s. They estimate 
their loss at $200 and $300, which is covered 
by an insurance of $1290 in the Firemen** of- 
fice. Mr. Sadtler & Sons, Op (id an, watch- 
makers and Jewellers, occupied the adjoining 
store — their loss was inconsiderable, and was 
covered by insurance. The house caught lire 
in the roof, which was partially burM— the en- 
tire gable end also fell out. It was insured for 
,$3,700 in the Equitable office, which will more 
than cover the loss. The next house on ihe 
east, ia occupied by Mr- Joseph Bourv, impor- 
ter of German and English fancy goods. II] 9 
stock was slightly injured by wciter. 

It is not known how the fire originated. The 
night was cold, and h was sometime, owing 
to the Ia*cnes3Cf the hour, before the firemen ' 



| could get properly to work. They, however, 
worked with their accustomed activity, and 
s khi subdued the flames. The whole amount 
of loss is about $25,000 nearly alt covert d bv 
insurance. 

New Diamond Mine in Brazil —More than a 
year since some Brazilians discovered diamond* 
in the bed of a river an>#ng the mountains* 
about seventy leagues West North West of iha 
city of Bahia. During ;he dry season thera it 
but little water in the river, and at the present 
time there arc abjut 10,000 people living on the 
banks, in hutp, tenia, and out of doors, a mis- 
cellaneous collection of all nations and colors, 
who seem to have but one trait in common, 
which is, ihatjdl are a moat villanoup, assassin 
looking set, who rob and kill ecch other with 
little compunction, as immediately on the 
news of the discovery spreading, all of the 
black lr g species from all parts of Brazil flock- 
ed to this quarter, No very large diamonds 
have been found and all are rather more brittle 
than the common Brazil diamonds, and inferior 
to those fomd in the E:ibi Indiee. The quan- 
tity found has been so large as to reduce the 
price in Brazil thirty-three per cent. Many 
have been valued at from $10,000 to $25,000 
each. An Eng^sh hou?e in Rio de Janeiro 
had purchased over two quarts, costing in the 
rough £120,000 sterling which were sent to 
London, where they wili be polished. 

All the diamonds that have been found in 
the world, it is said, would not fill a buahel 
basket. Probably this new mine will lend to 
heap the bosket up a little. 

The earth is removed from the bed of the 
river and carefully washed. The mud floating 
o!F leaves sand, pebble?, and sometimes dia- 
monds, at the bottom. If after years prove as 
productive es ihe first, diamonds will be a 
drurr, as the product is calculated u over threa 
millions of dollars in value, for twelve montha 
pjsL— Journal qf Commerce.

The impression produced by the message of 
the President of the United States upon the 
continent of Europe is not without interest to 
ourselves at the present juncture: for although 
England asks no assistance, and requires no 
support, from any foreign nations for the main- 
tenance of her tentorial rights, yet she ac- 
knowledges the weight of public opinion in 
the world, and she appeals with more sincerity 
than Mr. Polk to the judgment other States 
may form of her policy in th^s dispute. The 
conduct of the American government in 'he 
course of the Oregon negotiation may be sum- 
med up in very few word*. They have thought 
fit to extend the principle of self-government 
at home beyond the limits of their own fron- 
tiers. The moment Texas and Oregon were 
believed, or declared, by the people of the 
United States, to belong to their territories, 
they were treat d as if they had already been 
annexed, and the Union began to talk of de- 
fending its right?, without recollecting for one 
instant the tights of other people. In the 
course of these extraordinary proceedings no 
considerations of good faith, or conflicting 
claim§,liave had the least weight with them,— 
They may be said most emphatically to covet 
their neighbor's goods and overy thing that ie 
his! for, according to Mr, Polk, a brief inter- 
val id oil that separates the conception oF this 
illicit passion from its complete gratification.— 
Hence they not only assal! the panicular rights 
or possessions of their neighbors^ upon which 
at one time or another they chance to have 
cast their furtive eyes; but they violate the 
whole system of the pacific economy of the 
world, and proclaim a direct hostility to all the 
principled of civilized nations. 

Mr, Polk declares in the most implicit lan- 
guage, ihar 3 a^s far as the continent of North 
America extends, the United States are deter- 
mined towarnoffall intruders. The President 
at Washington is lord of the manor; all the 
other American powers are copy-holders under 
him, and whenever a fresh enclosure bill is 
passed, the sovereign republic is to secure the 
lion's share — or, rather these other powers are 
mere tenants by sufi>ance ? whose claims will 
be quashed upon the first dispute, and who 
will infallibly be ejected in the end, 

YV c are not now pleading our own cause in 
the? question of Oregon, or wriiing with refer- 
ence to (he encroachments which must, ere 
long, bo directed against she oldest Eriiirh -el- 



tlememsin America, if such a principle as thi 
be allowed to prevail. For the maintenance 
of those rights we look confidently to the 
strength of England, which inspires a secret 
dread even to those who have ceased to ac- 
knowledge the obligations of good faith and 
justice. If wc are ourselves, after Mexico, the 
most open to th^se attacks, we arc also by fa 
the best prepared to repel them. Cut it cannol 
be too often repeated that, be the issue of thi* 
country what it may, all Europe is more or less 
interested in the duty of moral and political re 
sistancc to this assumption of universal domin 
ion on the part of the United States, which can 
only be compared :o the arrogant pretensions 
of a successful conqueror, when his triumph 
over the independence of the world is all but 
complete. If such principles as these are to 
regulate the policy of America, and the rela- 
tions of Slates on that coHtrncnt, how long will 
they be excluded from Europe? The fashion 
of attacking the weak and plundering the 
helpless, and exalting dubious claims into ab- 
solute rights, would soon Snd its application 
here. It Is the spirit of the factious which de- 
liberates about war and national honor in ih 
French chambers; it is the motive of unscru- 
pulous politicians all over the world. In Eu- 
rope we see it happily crushed and imprisoned; 
but in the United States it speaks with the 
voice of the Executive Government and threat- 
ens to wield i he power of a nation. 

The langaage of the principal organ of the 
French Government upon the President's mes- 
sage, is of the greatest importance, because, 
without entering into the merits of the Oregon 
question, it clearly establishes how the policy 
of France is with reference to tho general re- 
lations of France and America. Mr. Polk has 
applied language to the conduct of (he French 
Government in the affair of Texas which id 
more unmeasured, because it was uncalled for^ 
than his declarations against ourselves. We 
are persuadod that the Cabinet of the Tuille- 
ries will take the earliest opportunity of an- 
swering the*c aspersions and attacks as they 
deserve. There is not one conservative policy 
in Europe and another in America. The cau 
of peace and the principles of order aie every 
where the same. They cannot, under any cir- 
cumstance?, be sacrificed with impunity to lo* 
cal interests or to political theories. The con- 
sistency and the integrity of the leading states- 
men of Europe require that the pretensions of 
the United States should he explicitly denied; 
and the Cabinet of Washington will ere tong 
perceive that we have taken our stand, not up- 
on a mere question of territorial right, though 
thi! is one not ccsily to be shaken, but upoo 
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the general and fundamental laws of nations; 
and that on this ground we have with us the 
consent of all conservative powers and states- 
men who stand opposed to war and to aggres- 
sion in every pari ot the globe. 
_Tbe joint occupation of ihe Oregon by British 
and American settlers is no longer judged ex- 
pedient. Partition is recommended and desii- 
#d. On what principles ought that partition 
to be made? Evidently on these of equal ben- 
efit and advantage. In our view of the quef- 
tion the Americans, having no exclusive right 
of sovereignty, cannot treat our iellow subjects 
as mere lenants at-wiP, nor drive them to, 
whatever corner of the Oregon they choose, all 
the same time claiming for themselves great 
credit for forbearance. They have both an 
equal right to the disputed territory — a right 
arising from occupation nearly identical in 
time and similar in purpose. And if a greater 
share of land is to be accotded to one than the 
other, this award must be made, not as a re- 
cognition of right, but to thot?e considerations' 
which the proximity numbers, and the past la- 
bors of American senlers introduce as neces- 
sary elements in the adjusiment of the dispute, 
considerations which, in all such important 
matters, it is impossible to merge in the tech- 
nicalities of law or the miuunie of title. 

But if the award of territorial district may 
be modified by these considerations, care mu*t 
be taken that njsuch modification be carried 
to the extent of positive deprivation, and that 
though the British settlers may lose in the su- 
perficial measurement of their area, yet they 
shall not lose any of those collateral advanta- 
ges which are absolutely indispensable for the 
prosecution of their trade— such as the great 
water privilege of the Columbia a»*d the harbor! 
at its mouth. 

W.i think that every purpose both of honjr 
and interest would be answered, if the British 
n.inister, on whom now devolves the duty of 
making fresh proposals to the Government of 
the United States, were to renew on his part 
the offer made to Eng'and by Mr, Gallatin in \ 



the Presidency and under the direction of Mr, 
Adams. That proposal was to lake the 49ih 
degree of north latitude as far as the sea, as the 
boundary line, reserving to Great Britain, Van- 
couver's Island, the harbor of St. Jpan de Fu* 
ca, and the free navigation of the Columbia — 
This would be a concession as far as superficial 
area of ground is concerned. It wuuld leave 
the United States masters of the greater part of 
the Oregon. But it would secure the principal 
advantage of the country, the free navigation 
of the Columbia, to the servants of the Hud* 
son's Bay Company, as well as harborage, an* 
chor»ge, and settlements for English vessels 
trading with China and our possessions in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. It would concede 
all that the most successful war could acquire, 
a sovereign but barren dominion ; but it would 
secure all the commercial blessings of an hon- 
orable compromise and a rational peace. It 
would not deprive the native Americans of any 
equitable advantage, but it would retain for 
Englishmen that privilege to which they are 
justly entitled— the privilege of sharing in the 
traffic be:wcen North America and the English 
settlements in the Pacific. No impartial man 
can expect that an English minister would ever 
consent to transfer to the United Stales tho 
monopoly of the carrying trade between Hud- 
son's Bay and English colonies in that sea. 

We hope that no rulea of diplomatic etiquet'a 
will pievcnt our representative at Washington 
from making some proposal of this kind. We 
hope, also, that no false pride, or more ignoble 
sentiment, will preclude the ministry of Wash- 
ington from accepting it. And if thev do re- 
ject it as coming from us, we do not see how, 
after such a rejection, they can refuse to sub- 
mit the question of miles still left in dispute to 
ihe arbitration . of some neutral power. To re- 
ject an offer conceived in the spirit of peace 
and moderation, and at the same time to demur 
to the suggestion of a reference, would be to 
deserve, not less than to provoke, the imputa- 
tion of the most reprehensible obstinacy or the 
moat insoltni injustice. 
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Since the disgraceful combination of the in-

TO OUR BRETHREN AND FRIEND 3 
SCATTERED ABROAD, 
We have thought proper lo issue an Extra 
this morriiug,to inform our brethren and friends 
scattered abroad, of the ship Brooklyn leaving 
port last Wednesday, with about two hundred 
and thirty souls on board including men, wo- 
men and children, together with three or four 
passengers, As it rcgardj the getting up of 
this company of emigrant?, we desire Jo give 
a brief and correct statement, for the benefit of 
all concerned. Some two months since, Eider 
S, Brannau was counselled by President O. 
Pratt, of this city, before leaving for the west, 
to charter a vessel, and take out a company of 
the saints to Oregon or California, and as soon 
us an opportunity offered, others would follow, 
a;id endeavor to get beyond (he reach of perse- 
cution and oppression. Accordingly he obey- 
t d the counsel.lt is now about one month since 
he chartered the ship Brooklyn, Capt. Richard 
son* for twelve hundred dollars per month, be- 
sides paying the Poit Charges. In this short 
space of time, by untiring assiduity, has he col- 
lected together the number heretofore stated, 
consisting of Farmers, Mechanics, &c*, the 
greater part young and middle aged men and 
women, 

The ship was expected to sail on the twen- 
ty-fourth or twenty-sixth of January, but in 
order to have all things in readiness, and com- 
plete to make them comfortable she did not get 
off until ljst Wednesday. At two o'clock, I\ 
M , she left her moorings and swung around 



the Pier ta to the stream. The Steamboat Samp* 
son came along side, made fast to her 3 to pilot 
her down towards the narruws. As she Icit 
the wharf, it was a benmifui sight to behold. 
The Loble ship with hundreds of ladies and 
gentlemen, I n i 1 ^ her decks, friend,*, relation?, 
<5cc., of the Emigrants, As she left the whurt, 
three hearty cheers were sent up, by the numer- 
ous crowd of gentlemen upon (he Pier, which 
was as heartily returned, or resprn led toby 
those on board the ship* The day was propi- 
tious, the bright luminary of the heaven?, had 
passed the zenith of his meridian glory, and 
was retiring in his stately robes toward the 
chamber of the Wert! Ye: his oblique r&ys, 
as the noble sbip passed down 'he boy, glist3 
cued with a propitious smile upon the bosom 
of the wave?, which were now being parted 
asunder by the bow of the gallant ship. The 
order at length was given, for all thoso who 
did not belong to the ship's company, to get cn 
board the steamboat preparatory to her casting 
off. Then there was a scene, we feel ourselves 
inadequate to describe. There you could be- 
hold the father bidding adieu to his only son 
perhaps forever. In another quarter you cpuld 
see the mother embracing a daughter, and bid- 
ding each other farewell. While tears of pa- 
rental and filial affection, triekhd warmly 
down each o-hers cheeks there, vou could also 
behold the young man and young woman, with- 
out Father, Mother, Brother or Sister, (except 
those of their brothers and sisiera endeared to 
them by the Gospr loftheSonof God) willing 
to leave alt behind, sacrificing all '.he comforts 
and enjoyments of i he ecenes of their childhood 
and former arscciati ar.s, for the faith which 
they have embraced, and which I hey know is 
true, tnd are willing to die for the same. They 
have borne reproach, defamation, obloquv, and 
scorn, they have been persecuted (or at least 
tlio church they belong to,) mobbed, plunder- 
ed, robbed, driven and murdered, and now ihey 
go as exiles, banished from the land of their 
nativity, the land that gave them birth, the 
land that is called the u asylum of the oppres- 
sed," the liberty that was obtained by the 
sweat, blood and tears cf the it fathers, and be- 
queathed to them as the greatest legacy they 
could have, has taken its flight and gone, when 
it comes to be exercised in their behalf. But 
to return from my digression after bidding a 
last farewell, the steamboat was disengaged,

topeails and jib spread in ihe brerze which was 
blowing direct fiom I'je N. >*. W., amid the 

waving of handkerchiefs, bat?, &c« until she 
iraf finally Ion in ih* distance. Farewell our 
brethren and sifters in the Lnrc! ; we commit 
you to the enreef him whose ye are, and whose 
name ye have confessed. You have our proy- 
i rs and hearty wishes, ihat He who rules the 
destinies of Kinpirc* nnd Kingdoms may send 
his Angrl befifte you, Soothe (he bowline 
tempest* stay the rolling billows, vanquish the 
fill destroyer, and g-iiJe you safe to your cj- s- 
tincd haven. Go then noble ship, with thy no- 
ble crew, epread thy canvass to the winds of 
heaven, and bear them swiftly to th:ir destined 
port, where no ploys "ck'islim' 9 thirsts for £o!d 
nor seeks the blood of innocence. The prayers 
of the Sainti °f God shall be offered up, for 
those thou enrriest, and that, ere long, thou 
innyee* return t nd bear another company to 
the tnmc desired spot. The thip is nearly new, 
of four hundred and fiPy tons, measurement ;

If the oxygen be withdrawn, the fire 
ceases. This the fire annihilator accomplishes.

Dear Brother Georgt ; — 

I received your letter of Nov. 12, and you 
Hiay rest assured it met a welcome reception 
and came io good lime, for every item of news 
it contained was of much interest to me, I re- 
ceived & letter eonie time back from Brother 
Young 7 \n forming me of the intentions to move, 
which 1 have since answered. I have conclu- 
ded Vo return immediately myself to America, 
and get my child in Maine,, my father and 
mother in Connecticut, and hasten to Nauvoo, 
as speedily as possible, to as to be enabled to 
jom the camp in their exodus in the mountains

them, that the chain of the Quorum of the 
Twelve might be unbroken, as they go out at 
the head of the most interesting camp that 
ever moved, ( Moses at the head of Israel, and 
Joshua with the Fries'.s and rams horns nat ex- 
cepted.) My wife and family, with Eiders 
Sheets and Hater, also Brother and Sister 
Clark, and probably some other?, will leave 
here about the l^t of January for Nauvoo, bv 
way of New Orleans* Acid immediately oiler 
/shall take ship for New York, accompanied 
by Elder Stratten, and shall bo in Kauvoo as 
soon as possible. Immediately on making up 
my mind to leave, I called a special conference 
si all the churches of the British Isles, which 
met at Manchester on the 14th inst. We had 
a most interesting conference* The following 
is the result of the representation of the church- 
es- Eleven thousand and seventy two mem- 
members, eight High Priests, three hundred and 
ninety two Eldurs; five hundred and ninety 
Priests; three hundred and eleven Teaehers, 
and one hundred and eighty eight Deacons, 
added since last Conference one thousand five 
hundred and seventy five (being eight months.) 
The Staffordshire Conference was not included 
tn this representation, which would have made 
seveFal hundred more. It is the largest *reprc* 
ten tat ion ever known in tins country.

As I wa? about it/ 
leave, I organised a f residency; appoint*!

Brother Ilc-dlucfc 
is expecting to stop, hoping that his family will 
go in the catnp, end he will go round and nice! 
them in about a year, taking such farming 
utensils and goods as lie considers th^y wiH 
need. Brother Djvis will still tarry in London 
for a season. I have circulated twenty thou- 
sand proclamations, commencing with the 
Duke of Wellington, Sir Robert Peel, and 
Lord John Russell, and so on thronsh alt tile 
officers of Government and the Clergy, as well 
as many of the Jewish Rabbis. Wc are tho- 
roughly known now throughout England. Tile 
papers quote the Mormons as one of the first 
items of foreign news. The London Times has 
quoted certain Revelations signed by Oliver 
OIncy, supposed to be published in America, 
by Wm. Smith* Wc have but. little opposition 
from this Government as yet, considering how 
extensively the 'Doctrine and Covenants,* and 
Proclamations have been circulated.

"TITLE FROM SCRIPTURE. 

Prone as our excellent compatriots arc to be- 
lieve themselves the chosen people, whom prov- 
idence has substituted for Israel, as the recip- 
ients of his special bounty, it is to bo doubted 
whether any of them had believed, until the 
recent Congressional discussion, that our iMe 
to Oregon was based on an express grant from 
on high- The lien. John Q. Adams, however, 
wh*se estensrve acquirements justify the ex- 
pectation of new views from him on every ques- 
tion, has recently demonstrated our right to 
ii the whole or none" to be celestial as well as 
terrestrial , and there is besides, a passage in 
Mr. Allen'a speech, which is supposed to hint 
at the same doctrine — inasmuch as it refers, 
obscurely, to certain * ^idcrial" centres of con- 
stellations'^the precise meaning of which 
cannot be arrived at, upon any other hypothe- 
cs. We prefer to discuss the question, as Mr. 
Adams puts it, because we cannot say that we 
precisely understand Mr. Allen's mode of pre- 
senting it, and because moreover, there is al- 
ways a great deal of importance attached to 
any notion which is carefully covered 
"With old odd ends,stol'n forth of holy writ-* — 
n Bpccies of logic which Mr. Adams has plen- 
tifully applied, in support of what may properly 
be called the Mosaic view of the subject. Lei 
us hear Mr. Adams- Speaking of the Bible, he 
says : ( 
**If the book was there, he would thank the 
clerk to read from it what he considers as the 
foundation of our title to Oregon. If he would 
turn to the 26th, 27th, and 28th verses of the 
first chapter of Genesis f the Committee w*ould 
sec what Mr, A, considered the foundation of 
the title of United States to the Oregon territo- 
ry." 

[The clerk here read as follows: * 4 And God 
eaid, Let us make man in our own iiiia?p, after 
our likeness; and let them have dominion over 
the fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the air. 



and over the cattle, and over all the earth, and 
overy creeping thing that creepcth upon the 
earth* So God created man in his own image: 
in the image of God created he him; male and 
female created he them* And God blessed 
them, and God said unto them, Be fruitful and 
multiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue 
it; and have dominion over the fish of the sea, 
and over the fowl of the air, and over every 
living thing that movetli upon the earth."] 

That, (said Mr, A,) "in my judgment, is the 
foundation of our title to Oregon, and of all the 
title wo have to any of the territory we possess. 
It is the foundation of ! he title by which you, 
sir, occupy that chair, and by which we are 
now called on io occupy Oregon J* 

Now, without entering into any discussion, 
as to the particular part of the text quoted, 
which applies to the speaker's chair, and leav- 
ing it to the scientific to decide whether that 
admirable specimen of cabinet makership and 
upholetcry,can properly, be considered a 'creep- 
ing thing merely because it bos leg?, wc can- 
not but admit that it passes our ingenuity to 
divine the mode in which Genesis can be rea- 
sonably connected with Oregon. Is it because 
we arc men aid women, and because wc are 
to be fruitful and multiply, and replenish the 
earth, that wo arc proprietor?, indefensibly, up 
to parallel 54° 40 ? Surely our British friends 
were created mole and female as well as we, 
and we call the whole "Native American* 1 par- 
ty to witness, that they increase nnd multiply 
and replenish our part of the earth, to an ex- 
tent which some people have thought both aw- 
ful and dangerous, Is not the wretched Indi- 
an, whose only dominion is over the fish and 
the fowl, a man as well as we— made like us in 
the image of his Maker — placed, like us, upon 
rhis earth, with rights as potent and as dear as 
ourt? And,if we own the land wc tread — as 
'he honorable speaker holds b£i chair, in virtue 
only of our occupation as sous o! Adam — is not 
the Fiat Head or fhcSho&hones a proprietor,un« 
der the same title, holding by the same tenure, 
at the will of the same God? Not only that — 
but is not the Indian in a ttate of civilizaiion, 
much nighcr to that of the patriarchs, and still 
more nigh to that of Adam, than are the citi- 
zens of our excellent republic,with all its vaun- 
ted institutions? Can Ml. Adams mean, that 
because God commanded man to 'subdue* the

To tins Mr. Adams has his answer — 
"There is the difference between the British 
claim and ours; we claim Oregon that we may 
improve Ihe country and make its desert to 
blossom as the rose. We claim it that wc may 
establish laws, till the ground: that we may 
•subdue the earth,' as has Ween commanded by 
God Almighty. She claims to keep it open as 
a hunting ground — that she may hunt wild 
beasts in it; b!ic claims it of course, for the 
benefit of the wild beasts [a laugh] as well as 
the savage na'ions whu roam over it.' 

Now in the first plaee,thcrc is not the slight- 
est evidence, on the face of the car:h, of any 
intention of Great Britain to kpep the Oregon 
territory in a slate of perpetual barbarism. On 
the contrary her surplus population is immense, 
while we have none and her necessities demand 
large territories and wide scope, which our 
broad republic, for an hundred years, will have 
no need of. And, second, what proof is there 
of our disposition to make the wilderness bios* 
rem as the rose? Does any one prete nd to say 
that we want Oregon, for the sake of Oregon, 
and not for our sake??? Have we been behind 
hand with England, in hunting the wild beasts 
— aye and the wild men too, whenever we have 
bad an opportunity ? Have vvc Hat room enough | 
within our borders, to exercise all our civili- 
zing and ^subduing 1 propensities for a century? 
Can the honorable member from Massachusetts 
have forgotten ihc million? of acres conceded 
to be ours — lying within the limits of our rec* 
ogniscd states and territories — which areas far 
removed from roses and blossoming as the wild- 
ret sands in ihc great Sahira) Can he believe 
that without *aubduing* or tilling the bountiful 
lands that God has given us — without replen- 
ishing the half of that portion of the earth in 
which wc dwell — we have an indefeasible 
t right 1 to emigrate where we please— drive out 
aboriginal inhabitants from all the fat places 
of the earth — appropriate to ourselves its. pleas- 
antics*, every where — make land and sea our 
bloody battle grounds i« the support of such a 
*right* — and turn heal and make whole our in- 
iquities by quoting a cVapter of Genesis? If 
blossoming and ro?cs and horticultural inclina- 
tion?, generally, be the only justification nc- 
ci bsnry wr the appropriation of territory to our- 
selves why have we not a right to march into 
rill the untitled and the 'unsubdued 1 parts of 
iho whole rarth? Why should we not marjli 
into Canada— capture Mexico — annex Cuba, 
and public]] our claim Mo ihc whole or none* of 

South America generally! Sorely if wc are 
to IiIcsf .the earth wiili our dominion rhere is 



no reason for our prefering the savages of Ore- 
gon to the people of other countries, whose in- 
ferior state of blossoming entitles ihem to that 
blessing. Above all, why should wc not an- 
nounce to the Russian Autocrat ihat our title 
extends over what he talis his Jown, and the 
part of Oregon which we now concede to bo 
his shall be retained for hunting and the peltry 
trade no longer? Why should wc not nail our 
flag to the north pole itself, in order that the 
'unborn infanta/ whom Mr. Allen spoke of in 
his speech, may rejoice under its star-spangled 
folds, when they wake up * from the lap of the 
past?* If our rule is a good one it works well 
throughout, and it is neither logical nor honest 
to makc*fjsh' of one nation and HowV of the 
other. Jf wo sincerely believe ourselves the 
most Subduing* notion in the world, consist- 
ency requires us to go forth, at once, to replen- 
ish the countries that p'easc us, and vouch Ho- 
pes for our title! Such doctrines arc comfort- 
able in the highest degree, and thy have* ho 
sanction ofthe remotest antiquity. From Srs- 
ostries to Gen , Houston, all the great nnncxers 
of territory— including Alexander,GcnghisItan, 
and Attila the Hun— have preached or practis- 
ed just such things. History, it is irue, has 
called some of them by hard names— and some 
rude spoken men have said that their principles 
were the essence of heathenism and rapacity. 
Perhaps Mr. Adams' speech may hive the ef- 
fect of changing the world's opinion, and con* 
vincing it that 

"Things arc not what they serm.** 
| It is to be feared, however, that plain peoplo 
— hearing the book of our faith appealed to, in 
Fupport of doctrines,(o all appearance so abom- 
inable — may remember that there is in the Bi- 
ble, also, something called the Decalogue, and 
that not to murder, nor stea T , nor covet our 
neighbor's goods,nre commands, which explain 
more fully the divine intention, os to nations 
no less than individuals. 

But Mr. Adams finds still further support in 
Biblical quotation, which he ostensibly applies 
to the Papal claim of dominion over savage 
lands — but which was, evidently, meant to for- 
tify the pretensions which he formed for us up- 
on Genesis: 

"I will ask the c!«rk to read another short 
extract from that stmc book; he will please to 
read the Oth verse of the second Psalm." 

[The clerk hero read as follows: "Ask of 
me, and I shall give thee the heathen for thine 
inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the 
earth for thy possession/ 1 ] 
I Mr. A. "Will the clerk read one or two 
verges which precede that passage allowing 
to whom it refers."

^ Capture of an American Slaver \ xcilh 9C0 
Slaves.— Captain Ryder, of iheOtho, from Tort 
Prayn, has furnished lis wiih Motarovia papers 
to Dt cemhcr 10, and a Circular from ihe ♦Meth- 
odist Missionaries at Monrovia, daUd Dec. 17. 
The Ciicular gives the paiticulars of the cap- 
ture of the hark Tonp, of Philadelphia, with 90) 
slave?, on t' e 1st of December, by the United 
Stales ship Yorkiown, Capta ! n H. 11, in laiirudo 
3 south, three days out frdfa Cadnnda^ bound 
to Rio Jane;ro, When the Tons wasfiss' ereu, 
the raised American colotFjSupposing ihe York- 
town was a Biitisli cruiser; but dtscoverin^ the 
mistake, immediately hoisted the Portuguese 
flag. On boarding her, and demanding her pa- 
pers of the Portuguese captain, he replied, ** I 
have thrown them overboard.*' On bern^ ask- 
ed what was hts Chrgo, bo said ^about 103 
slaves/' On further examination tt was found 
that she had shippf d f J 3, between the ages of 
8 and 30, only 47 of them females, and left at 
the fan ory 4 or jCO more, which they ijad in- 
tended to have taken in the s^nifi ve-^-cl 5 bur 
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were preve/ited by the proximity of a British 
cruiser, from which they narrowly escaped- — 
The Tons was put under the charge of LjeuL 
Cogdeil, and was 14 days in gelling up to Mon- 
rovia, during which time about 130of tiie poor 
wretches died — some of them jumping oyer- 
board in a fit of desperation— and on her arrival 
at Monrovia, several of the slaves were in a 
dying state, and m^ny were so emaciated that 
their skin lrerally cleaved to their bones, and 
the stench of the crowded hold was almost suf- 
focating. The recaptured slaves were landed 
at Monrovia, and measures were adopted for 
taking care of them, by the United Stairs A- 
gent for liberated Africans — 3£0ol ihern by 
the Methodist Mission establishment there, 
who have, issued a Circular, appealing to the 
Christian public for aid, The Pons had sailed 
lur the United States, (supposed fur Philadel- 
phia,) under charge of Lieutenant Cogdell. A 
loiter from one oi ihc Methodist MiosiOBprie* 
j^ivea a horrid account of the sufferings of the 
flaves, and says it u utterly impossible for Ian* 
guagc to convey nn appropriate idt^a of the hor- 
rors of thi ir situation — the living and the dying 
were huddled together wi;h less care than is 
bestowed upon the finite creation — the ther- 
mometer at 100 trt ICOin the hold. Most of 
the slaves were in a siate of nuditv, and many 
hid worn ibeir sliu ihrough, producing putrid 
eers, which fed swat ma of Jiies.*'
